Rules  and  Regulations 

OF   THE 

BEEBE  TOWN  LIBRARY* 


Akt.  3. — Any  resident  in  town  over  fourteen  years  of  age,  ruay 
take  books  from  the  Library.  Children  under  fourteen  may  take 
books  on  presenting- Application  Card  signed  by  their  parents  or 
guardians,  whom  the  trustees  will  hold  responsible  for  the  safe 
return  of  the  volumes. 

Art.  4. — Every  person  so  entitled  to  borrow  books  from  the 
library  shall  receive  from  the  Librarian  a  printed  Application 
Card  to  be  regularlj-  filled  and  returned,  and  in  exchange  for  the 
same,  the  Librarian  will,  if  satisfactory,  give  a  Call  Card  to  be  re- 
tained as  filled  out  by  the  Librarian.  Ou  this  shall  be  stamped 
the  date  of  "Loan"  and  "Return"  of  each  book  taken. 

Art.  5. — Xo  person  shall  be  allowed  more  than  one  book  at  one 
time:  and  no  book  can  be  exchanged  on  the  same  day  on  which  it 
is  taken  out. 

Art.  6. — If  a  "Call  Card"  be  lost,  another  will  not  be  issued  to 
the  same  person  till  the  expiration  of  two  weeks  from  the  time 
the   Librarian  is  notified  of  the  loss,  except  on   payment  of  ten 

cents. 

Art.  7. — No  book  shall  be  kept  from  the  Library  over  two  weeks 
under  a  penalty  of  five  cents  for  every  three  days  delay.  Un- 
labeled books  renewable  for  two  weeks.  Labeled  b<>:>ks  not  renewa- 
ble. The  Librarian  shall  notify  any  person  withholding  a  book 
beyond  the  time  allowed:  and  the  expense  of  such  notice  shall  be 
added  to  the  fine. 

Akt.  8. — If  any  book  shall  be  lost,  or  materially  injured,  the 
person  to  whom  it  stands  charged  shall  either  pay  the  appraised 
value  thereof,  or  replace  it  by  a  new  volume  or  set  (if  it  belongs 
to  a  set)  of  the  same  or  a  later  edition,  and  of  equal  value,  besid*  - 
paying  all  fines  that  may  have  accrued  on  said  book. 

ART.  <).— Tlie  Librarian  shall  withhold  the  use  of  the  Librarx 
from  those  persons  from  whom  fines  are  due;  and  from  all  pi  1 
SOUS  who  misuse  or  damage  books,  and  shall  appraise  the  amount 

of  damage  done  t'<  b'.ok>   subject  to  appeal  to  the  Trustees.

Annual  Meeting,  April  3,  1882, 

Article  1.     To  choose,   by  ballot,  a  Moderator,   to  preside  in   said 
meeting.

Art.  2       To  hear  and  act  upon  the  Annual  Reports  of  Town  Officers. 

To  accept  the  Annual  Reports  of  Town  Officers  as 
printed. 

To  take  up  the  remaining  articles  in  the  warrant 
seriatim,  with  the  exception  of  Art.  23.  A  motion 
to  reconsider  was  lost.

Voted.  To  accept  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Appro- 
priations as  printed. 

Art.  4.  To  bring  in  their  votes  on  one  ballot  for  Town  Clerk,  Treas- 
urer, Selectmen,  Assessors,  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  Tax  Col- 
lector, Constables,  Board  of  Health,  Highway  Surveyors, 
Fence  Viewers,  and  Fish  Committee. 

Also,  on  a  separate  ballot,  to  bring  in  their  votes  for  two 
members  of  the  School  Committee,  each  for  three  years,  and 
for  two  members,  each  for  one  year. 

Art.  5.  To  bring  in  their  votes  in  answer  to  the  question,  "Shall  li- 
cense be  granted  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  this 
town  ?  "  • 

Form  of  ballots :  "Yes"  or  "No."  And  these  votes  will  be 
received  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  box  with  those 
for  town  officers.

Art  7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  their  Treasurer  lo  hire 
money  to  pay  all  demands  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Voted.  That  the  Treasurer  be  authorized,  with  the  appro- 
val of  the  Selectmen,  to  hire  money  in  anticipation 
of  the  taxes  the  current  year,  and  to  issue  notes  of 
the  town  therefor,  for  the  purpose  of  providing 
funds  for  the  prompt  payment  of  all  bills  against 
the  town  made  payable  from  said  taxes. 

Art.  8.  To  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the  payment  of  town 
debt  and  interest. 

That  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
five  thousand  dollars  for  the  reduction  of  the  prin- 
cipal of  the  town  debt,  and  also  the  sum  of  four 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars  for  the  payment  of 
interest  on  loans  to  the  town. 

Art.  9.      To  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the  Support  of  Schools. 

Voted.  That  the  sum  of  thirteen  thousand  dollars  be  raised 
and  appropriated  for  the  Support  of  Schools,  and 
the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  be  raised  and  ap- 
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propriated   for   School  Contingent   Funds  for  the 
year  ensuing*. 

Art.  10.     To   raise  and   appropriate   money  for   the   Support  of  the 

Poor. 
Voted.   To  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  four  thousand

Voted.  That  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  be  raised  and 
appropriated,  to  be  expended  under  the  direction 
of  the  Selectmen  for  the  repairs  of  Highways  and 
Bridges. 

Voted.    That  the  daily  wages  to  be  paid  men  employed  on 
the  highways  be  left  discretionary  with  the  Sur- 
veyors. 
Motion  to  reconsider  was  lost. 

Art.  12.  To  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the  support  of  the  Fire 
Department. 

Voted.  To  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  twenty-five 
hundred  dollars  for  the  support  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  13.  To  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
Public  Library. 

Voted.  To  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  four  hundred 
dollars,  and  the  funds  now  in  the  hands  of  the 
Town  Treasurer  from  the  dog-tax  for  the  mainte- 
nance of  the  Public  Library. 

Art.  14.  To  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the  payment  of  Town 
Officers. 

Voted.  To  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  two  thousand 
three  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  for  the  pay- 
ment of  Town  Officers'  Salaries  for  the  year  ensu- 
ing.

The  Committee  on  a  Steam  Fire  Engine  appointed 
at  the  meeting  held  on  the  third  instant,  presented 
their  report  as  follows  : 


REPORT, 

Acting  under  Article  34  of  the  Town  Warrant  at  the  Annual  Meeting, 
April  3,  1882,  the  undersigned  were  appointed  a  Committee  to  consider 
the  question  of  additional  deience  against  fires,  and  the  expediency  ot" 
purchasing  a  Steam  Fire  Engine,  together  with  such  matters  as  are  nec- 
essarily connected  therewith,  and  having  attended  to  that  duty  ask 
leave  to  report. 

It  is  evident  that  the  sentiment  of  the  town  has  been  tending  towards 
a  change  in  methods  of  fire  defence,  and  the  necessity  ot  introducing 
steam  in  place  of  the  hand  engines  which  have  served  us  hitherto. 
The  advantage  of  the  former  over  the  latter,  as  a  protecting  agent 
against  fire  are  too  apparent  to  require  anything  like  a  detailed  state- 
ment at  this  time.  The  private  and  public  structures  of  the  town  are 
extending  in  numbers  and  proportions,  and  with  our  present  and  pro- 
spective growth  this  question  naturally  and  unavoidably  forces  itself 
upon  us.  Impressed  with  this  view  of  the  subject,  and  in  obedience  to 
your  instructions,  your  Committee  have  given  the  matter  such  thought 
and  attention  as  the  limited  time  allowed  us  would  permit,  and  as  the 
result  of  our  labors  present  you  as  follows: 

That  we  recommend  the  town  to  proceed  at  once  in  such  manner  as 
may  be  deemed  advisable  to  purchase  a  third  or  fourth  class  Steam  Fire 
Engine  of  the  most  approved  make,  to  be  placed  in  service  as  soon  as 
possible,  the  cost  of  which  shall  noi*  exceed  thirty-five  hundred  dollars. 

That  the  Engineers  who  may  have  charge  of  the.'department  for  the 
ensuing  year  be  instructed  to  make  such  arrangements  as  this  change 
will  render  necessary. 

That  the  present  apparatus,  now  in  use,  or  such  portions  of  it  as  may 
not  be  required,  after  the  Steamer  shall  have  been  put  in  use,  be  care- 
fully and  economically  housed  by  the  proper  authorities,  to  be  hereafter 
disposed  of  or  retained,  as  the  town  may  deem  b&st. 

That  the  Engineers  be  instructed  to  muster  the  new  force  of  men  from 
the  ranks  of  the  existing  department,  or  from  outside,  as  they  may  deem 
essential  to  tne  efiiciencw  of  the  service,  and  that  they  have  authority  to 
arrange  with  some  party  or  parties  for  the  use  of  horses,  for  the  Steamer 
and  the  Hook  and  Ladder  Company,  as  may  be  found  necessary. 

That  we  might  gain  information  which  would  be  of  service  to  the 
town,  regarding  the  merits  of  different  fire  engines  now  in  use,  and 
their  probable  cost,  your  Committee  visited  the  neighboring  town  ol 
Beverly  and  the  City  of  Maiden,  to  witness  trials  of  the  capacity  of  sev- 
eral machines.  At  Beverly,  one  of  Mr.  Hunneman's  new  second-class 
engines  was  put  10  the  test  with  an  old  but  newly  repaired  Amoskeag 
machine,  and  in  both  cases  the  engines  worked  with  great  credit.     At

Maiden  we  witnessed  the  working  of  a  second  class  Silsby  machine, 
manufactured  at  Seneca  Falls,  Xew  York,  which  also  did  most  excel- 
lent work. 

We  extended  the  range  of  our  inquiries  and  observations  somewhat 
into  the  Boston  Fire  Department,  where  we  found  quite  a  diversity  ot 
opinion  regarding  the  merits  and  demerits  of  the  various  Steam  Engines 
in  use.  But  without  intending  to  forestall  the  action  of  those,  who  by 
your  election  may  be  called  to  purchase  an  engine,  we  are  free  to  con- 
fess that  as  presently  informed,  the  Silsby  machine  is  entitled  to  most 
favorable  consideration.

Committee. 

Art.  44. — To  see  if  the  town  will  purchase  fifty  Johnson  pumps  with 
four  feet  of  hose  to  each,  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  live  dollars 
each,  or  a  total  expense  not  exceeding  two  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars.  These  pumps  to  be  located  under  the  fall  discretion 
and  direction  of  the  Selectmen  as  follows :  twenty-five  in  the 
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Centre  District  and  five  in  each  qt  the  outer  wards.  Each 
person  with  whom  they  are  placed  being  held  responsible 
for  their  good  use  and  safe  return  to  the  proper  authorities 
when  so  directed,  and  who  will  faithfully  promise  to  use 
them,  when  possible,  at  any  lire  which  may  occur  within  a 
radius  of  one-fourth  of  a  mile  of  their  location. 

A  motion  to  indefinitely  postpone  all  action  under 
this  article  was  rejected.  It  was  then 
Voted.  That  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  be

REPORT. 

To  the  Legal  Voters  of  the  Town  of  Wakefield,  interested  in  town  affairs. 
Gentlemen  : 
The  Committee  chosen  at  the  last  annual  meeting  in  April  to  consider 
the  proposition  of  making  a  new  exit  and  lire  escape  in  the  rear  of  the 
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Town  Hall,  have  attended  to  their  duty,  and  would  respectfully  report. 

1st.  That  in  their  opinion  another  exit  and  a  fire  escape  ought  to  be 
provided  in  the  rear  of  the  Town  Hall,  and  they  recommend  that  it  be 
done  in  accordance  with  plans  of  the  same  accompanying  this  report, 
and  furnished  gratuitously  by  Mr.  R.  Pote  AVait  of  this  town,  Archi- 
tect, and  they  recommend  that  the  town  appropriate  eight  hundred  dol- 
lars for  that  purpose,  the  unexpended  balance,  if  any,  to  be  paid  into 
the  town  treasury. 

2d.  That  the  safety  and  convenience  of  the  large  audiences  which 
frequently  gather  in  the  Town  Hall,  require  that  the  doorways  leading 
from  the  floor  of  the  hall,  to  the  broad  stairway  in  the  rear,  should  be 
widened  to  twice  their  present  width,  and  they  recommend  that  it  be 
done  forthwith. 

3d.  The  Committee  find  that  an  additional  exit  can  be  made  on  the 
north  side  of  the  hall  by  cutting  through  the  partition,  under  the  stair- 
case between  the  Public  Library  and  the  Memorial  room  without  injury 
to  either,  and  b}'  taking  away  the  double  window  immediately  in  the 
rear  of  said  partition  for  a  doorway,  with  iron  or  wooden  steps  outside, 
at  a  cost  of  about  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars. 

4th.  The  Committee  recommend  that  a  stout  hand  rail  be  placed  in 
the  middle  of  the  broad  stairway  leading  from  the  landing  in  the  rear 
of  the  hall  to  the  floor  below. 

It  is  supposed  that  the  rear  exit  will  be  used  at  any  time  by  all  per- 
sons who  may  wish  to  go  out  that  way,  and  it  would  be  very  desirable 
to  have  it  used  as  much,  and  by  as  many  as  possible,  so  that  in  case  of 
an  emergency,  it  will  prove  to  bean  easy  and  convenient  way  of  escape. 
If  constructed  it  will  be  a  handsome  adornment  to  that  side  of  the  build- 
ing which  is  no  longer  the  rear,  being  surrounded,  as  it  now  is,  on  all 
sides  by  public  highways. 

Something  lighter  and  less  expensive  can  be  made,  but  a  structure 
somewhat  ornamental  and  more  substantial  is  deemed  desirable,  and 
will  prove  cheapest  in  the  end.

OUTSIDE    RELIEF. 

As  is  usual,  calls  for  temporary  assistance  have  been  nu- 
merous, demands  for  fuel  being  especially  noticeable  ;  and, 
notwithstanding  the  caution  exercised  bv  the  Overseers,  they 
have  been  compelled  to  exceed  somewhat  the  money  limit 
assigned  for  the  year. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  in  this  connection,  that  the 
sum  of  the  town  appropriation  this  year  was  one  thousand 
dollars  less  than  that  of  1881  ;  and  the  cash  receipts  of  this 
year  have  been  nearly  one  thousand  dollars  less  than  those  of 
1881. 

The  Overseers  are  of  opinion  that  there  is  no  prospect  of 
diminished  expenditures  in  this  department,  during  future 
years. 

The  number  of  families  that  have  received  temporary  aid 
during  the  year  is  forty-three.  These  families  representing 
one  hundred  and  two  persons. 

One  hundred  and  thirty-seven  tramps  have  been  cared  for 
in  the  Lock-up,  against  one  hundred  and  fourteen  of  the 
previous  year. 

Among  the  persons  who  have  received  outside  assistance, 
we  record  the  following  deaths  : — 

John  Wales,  an  inmate  of  the  Danvers  Lunatic  Hospital, 
died  there  on  the  11th  of  April,  1882. 

S.  W.    Whitney,   whose  settlement   was   in    the  town   of 
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Watertown,  and  who  had  received  aid  from  that  town,  by 
our  hands,  for  several  years,  died  here  on  September  2nd, 
1882. 

Albert  W.  Waitt,  whose  settlement  was  in  the  town  of 
Melrose,  died  here  on  January  29th,  1883,  and  was  buried 
at  Melrose. 

Under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  270,  Legislative  Acts  of 
the  year  1882,  the  Overseers  caused  the  arrest  and  examina- 
tion of  B.  F.  Burlington  and  O.  H.  Abbott,  on  complaint  of 
"unreasonably  neglecting  to  provide  for  their  minor  chil- 
dren." 

In  the  case  of  O.  H.  Abbott  the  result  was  an  arrange- 
ment relieving  the  town  from  further  expense. 

It  is  understood  that  B.  F.  Burlington's  case  is  to  be  car- 
ried,  at  his  desire,  to  the  Superior  Court,  having  received 
adverse  decisions  in  the  District  Court. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  net  expense  of  Outside  Relief 
this  year  has  exceeded  that  of  the  previous  year,  very  nearly 
seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars.

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ALMSHOUSE  AFFATES. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  the  Overseers  deemed 
it  advisable  to  make  a  change  in  the  management  of  the 
Almshouse  and  Town  Farm,  which  change  was  effected  on 
the  first  day  of  April,  1882, — subjecting  the  Overseers  to 
somewhat  severe  criticism. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  year's  results,  under  capable  and  im- 
proved management,  have  demonstrated  the  wisdom  of  the 
change. 

Under  the  careful  and  intelligent  supervision  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  George  E.  Donald,  the  house  and  farm  arrangements 
have  been  carried  forward  with  equal  promptness  and  suc- 
cess;  and  the  Overseers  are  able  to  announce  that  their  ser- 
vices have  been  secured  for  the  coming  year. 

During  the  year  just  closed  the  Earn  and  adjoining  Shed 
have  been  repaired  and  repainted ;  thirty-five  rods  of  plain 
and  picket  fences  and  forty  rods  of  stone  wall  have  been 
built  and  relaid  ;  land,  heretofore  quite  unproductive  and 
deemed  valueless  for  crops,  has  been  cultivated  or  prepared 
for  cultivation,  and  the  general  appearance  of  the  farm  in 
many  respects  improved. 

It  is  understood  that  a  larger  hay-crop  has  this  year  been 
secured  than  during  any  previous  year,  and  the  cultivation 
of  some  of  the  highest,  dry  est  and  poorest  land  on  the  farm, 
("n  spite  of  the  exceptionally  dry  summer,)  has  produced, 
with  improved  methods  of  culture,  specimens  scarcely  ex- 
celled by  any  others  exhibited. 

An  examination  of  the  figures  in  this  report  will  show  that 
the  four  cows  on  the  Farm  have  furnished  all  the  milk  re- 
quired for  Almshouse  use,  during  the  year,  and  have  supplied 
for  sale  a  quantity  sufficient  to  secure  the  sum  of  four  hun- 
dred and  fifty-two  65-100  dollars. 

This  income  is  believed  to  be  somewhat  above  the  average, 
and  worthy  of  remark. 

It  is  believed  also  that,  at  the  close  of  no  former  year  has 
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the  Town  Farm  been  seen  in  better  condition,  or  with  so 
promising  indications  of  increased  future  income  and  im- 
provement. 

It  is  probable,  however,  that  a  continuance  of  improved 
methods  during  several  successive  years  will  be  required  to 
bring  about  its  best  possible  results  ;  and  it  is  hoped  that  the 
good  work  there  commenced  may  be  allowed  to  reach  a  suc- 
cessful termination. 

AVere  the  existing  system  of  procuring  the  needed  supplies 
of  provisions  for  use  at  the  Almshouse,  abandoned,  and  were 
the  Superintendent  at  liberty  to  make  his  purchases  at  such 
places  and  in  such  quantities  as  he  deemed  proper,  it  is  con- 
fidently believed  it  would  result  in  a  material  reduction  in 
the  annual  cost  of  those  supplies  ;  and  the  Overseers  recom- 
mend that  such  authority  be  given  to  said  Superintendent. 

On  the  sixteenth  day  of  August  last,  Kate  Blakeney,  a  girl 
of  14  years  (a  daughter  of  T.  B.  Blakeney,  who  served  on 
the  quota  of  this  town  and  thus  gained  a  settlement  here) , 
was  committed  to  our  care  by  order  of  the  Judge  of  the 
Municipal  Court  in  Boston.  She  was  taken  to  our  Alms- 
house, and  still  remains  there,  as  no  suitable  opportunity 
has  offered  for  placing  her  in  a  near,  respectable  family.  She 
is  a  bright,  capable  girl,  and  the  Overseers  are  desirous  of 
procuring  for  her  a  good  and  permanent  home. 

As  was  the  case  in  the  year  1881,  a  child  was  born  and 
died  in  the  Almshouse  in  1882. 

The  death  of  J.  M.  Hawkes  also  occurred  there  on  the 
14th  of  April,  1882. 

Otherwise,  general  health  has  marked  the  passage  of  the 
year. 

Henry  H.  Corey  and  wife  are  now  in  Monson,  Mass., 
awaiting  removal,  and  receiving  aid  from  the  Overseers  of 
Monson  at  our  expense  ;  the  condition  of  Mrs.  Corey  being 
given  as  an  obstacle  to  their  removal  to  our  Almshouse, 
His  settlement  is  a  military  one. 
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Inasmuch  as  the  termination  of  the  Almshouse  year  shows 
a  gain  in  the  stock  on  hand,  (as  compared  with  previous 
years,)  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars;  an  increased 
Inventory,  in  addition,  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars;  a 
reduced  cost,  per  inmate,  of  thirty  cents  per  week,  with  the 
farm  and  its  buildings  in  excellent  condition  ; — the  Overseers 
cheerfully  award  the  credit  for  this  satisfactory  showing 
(where  it  apparently  belongs)  to  the  careful  and  experienced 
management  of  those  now  in  charge  of  the  establishment. 


The  unexpected  death  of  the  Chairman  of  this  Board,  in 
July,  while  it  deprived  us  of  his  pleasant  companionship, 
valuable  counsel  and  ready  assistance,  deprived  the  town, 
also,  of  a  cautious,  experienced  and  faithful  public  servant.

The  Selectmen  respectfully  present  the  following  report  of 
various  matters  in  their  department  of  the  public  service, 
for  the  municipal  year  ending  April  1,  1883. 

CONCRETE   "WORK. 

The  work  of  the  present  year  has  been  performed  by  Mr. 
George  H.  Nichols,  of  Stoneham,  in  an  apparently  satisfac- 
tory manner,  and  in  accordance  Avith  the  terms  of  his 
contract. 

The  appropriation  of  One  Thousand  dollars,  authorized  to 
be  expended  "where  owners  of  the  estates  '  would  assume 
one-half  of  the  expense  and  in  laying  street  crossings,"  has 
been  expended  as  follows  :

In  this  connection  the  Selectmen  desire  to  call  attention  to 
some  of  the  difficulties  they  experience  in  the  performance 
of  this  work. 

1st. — In  the  terms  of  the  vote,  which  seems  to  indicate 
(and  is  so  understood,)  that  all  wTho  may  desire  sidewalks 
put  in  against  their  several  estates,  are  first  to  receive  atten- 

17 
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tion,  reserving  the  balance,  (if  any,)  to  be  devoted  to  street 
crossings. 

2nd. — That  the  vote  makes  no  provision  for  the  construc- 
tion  of  street   gutters,  which  are  much   needed  in    various 
localities  and  which,  it  is  believed,  might  be  thus  constructed - 
more  cheaply  and  durably  than  by  other  methods. 

3d. — In  the  prevailing  practice  of  delaying  application  for 
work  desired  until  the  season's  work  is  nearly  finished. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  Selectmen  are  thus  debarred  from 
the  construction  of  gutters  of  this  description,  and  can  make 
no  estimate  of  the  amount  of  money,  (if  any,)  available  for 
laying  street  crossings,  until  nearly  the  end  of  the  season. 

They  therefore  respectfully  suggest  to  the  town  the  pro- 
priety of  hereafter  appropriating,  annually,  a  certain  speci- 
fied sum,  for  the  construction  of  sidewalks,  (one-half  to  be 
repaid,)  and  another   specified  sum   for  street  crossings  and 
gutters. 

And  it  is  very  important,  also,  that  applications  should  be 
presented  before  the  commencement  of  the  work,  each  year, 
— in  writing, — and  agreeing  to  pay  one-half  the  cost  of  the 
same.

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CONCRETE    STREET  CROSSINGS. 

Concrete  street  crossings  have  been  constructed  during 
the  year  on  Salem  street ;  on  Main  near  Salem  street ;  on 
Main  from  Avon  street  easterly  ;  on  Lake  Avenue  ;  on  Com- 
mon street ;  on  Water  street ;  two  crossings  on  Railroad 
street,  and  on  the  public  approaches  to  the  Town  Hall 
Building. 

JOHNSON   PUMPS. 

In  compliance  with  the  instructions  of  the  town,  the  Select- 
men have  purchased  fifty  pumps,  with  hose  attachment,  in 
perfect  order  and  duly  stamped  and  numbered,  and  have 
caused  them  to  be  distributed  in  the  several  wards  of  the 
town,  as  per  its  vote. 

Having  thus  complied  with  their  instructions,  they  have 
transferred  to  the  Fire  Engineers  the  future  care  and  control 
of  said  pumps,  in  accordance  with  the  Statute,  which  places 
all  apparatus  for  tire  purposes  within  the  control  of  said 
Engineers, 

Public  notice  of  the  location  of  the  pumps  has  been  previ- 
ously given,  by  the  Selectmen,  and  it  is  understood  that  the 
Fire  Engineers  will  report  their  location  annually. 

NEW    STREETS    AND   STREET    IMPROVEMENTS. 

The  new  street,  from  Railroad  street,  easterly  to  the  Lake, 
has  been  constructed  under  the  superintendence  of  Mr.  S. 
H.  Gowing,  at  an  expense  of  $144.39. 

The  appropriation  of  $500  authorized  by  the  town  for  the 
improvement  of  Melvin  street,  has  been  expended  under  the 
superintendence  of  Mr,  N,  H.  Dow. 

$494.92  of  the  $500  which  was  authorized  for  the  improve- 
ment of  Richardson  street,  has  been  expended  in  said  im- 
provement. 

A  new  culvert  has  been  constructed  under  Mechanic  street 
at  an  expense  of  $238.30. 

A  sand-catcher  has  been  constructed  at  the  corner  of  Cres- 
cent and  Eaton  streets,  at  an  expense  of  $18.00 
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PUBLIC   PARK. 

The  sum  of  $300  which  was  appropriated  by  the  town  for 
improving  the  Park,  together  with  the  sum  of  $32  75-100, 
(the  sum  realized  from  the  sale  of  gn>ss)  has  been  expended 
thereon,  under  the  direction  of  the  Surveyor  for  the  Centre 
District. 

RESERVOIR  APPROPRIATION. 

The  sum  of  $350,  which  was  authorized  to  be  expended  in 
the  construction  of  a  Beservoir,  at  the  corner  of  Orchard 
and  Summer  streets,  it  will  be  seen  remains  unexpended,  as 
the  probable  early  introduction  of  water  throughout  the  cen- 
tral portions  of  the  town,  seemed  to  render  its  construction 
an  unnecessary  expense. 

TAX    COLLECTORS'   BOOKS. 

In  compliance  with  instructions  contained  in  a  vote  of  the 
town  at  its  annual  meeting,  the  Selectmen  have  requested 
the  several  tax  collectors  of  the  past  twenty  years  to  forward 
to  them  such  Tax  Books  as  were  in  their  possession,  (the 
accounts  therein  having  been  fully  completed). 

In  response  to  this  request,  Tax  Books  for  the  years  1867- 
'72  have  been  received  from  C.  W.  Eaton,  Esq.,  and  Books 
for  the  years  1876-8,  have  been  received  from  Hon.  Richard 
Britton . 

It  is  understood  that  there  is  a  question  with  the  Collec- 
tors as  to  the  propriety  of  requiring  them  to  give  up  these 
Books,  upon  completion,  as  the  Town  has  desired;  it  being 
claimed  that  they  constitute  the  Collector's  vouchers  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  his  trust,  and,  therefore,  should  not 
be  placed  in  other  hands. 

It  is  certainly  desirable  that  they  should  be  readily  acces- 
sible for  reference,  a  result  apparently  impossible  while  in 
the  hands  of  the  Collectors.

PERAMBULATION   OF  TOWN   LINES. 

The  boundary  lines  between  Wakefield  and  the  town  of 
Reading  were  perambulated  by  a  majority  of  the  Selectmen 
of  the  respective  towns,  on  Wednesday,  Oct.  4,  1882. 

The  boundary  lines  between  Wakefield  and  the  town  of 
Stoneham  were  also  perambulated  by  a  majority  of  the 
Selectmen  of  the  respective  towns,  on  Monday,  Oct.  9,  1882. 

The  several  bound-stones  and  stakes  were  found  in  their 
proper  positions,  and  certificates  of  this  service  were  duly 
signed,  in  duplicate,  as  by  law  required,  and  were  deposited 
with  the  Clerks  of  the  towns  above  named. 

GUIDE  BOARDS. 

As  fur  as  the  Selectmen  have  any  information,  guide- 
boards  and  street-si^ns,  throughout  the  town,  are  in  £ood 
condition. 

TOWN   HALL    BUILDING. 

The  appropriation  of  five  hundred  dollars,  which  was  au- 
thorized to  be  expended  by  the  Selectmen  in  improving  the 
walls  and  ceiling  of  the  Town  Hall,  has  been  thus  expended, 
resulting  in  a  very  perceptible  improvement  thereof,  and  one 
which  appears  to  be  generally  satisfactory. 

An  additional  chandelier,  above  the  platform,  has  also 
materially  increased  the  lighting  facilities  of  the  Hall. 

By  reason  of  unfaithful  or  unskillful  work  originally  per- 
formed upon  the  roof  of  this  building,  costly  repairs  have 
been  required,  and  these,  together  with  the  needed  repairs 
of  the  walls  of  the,  Main  Hall,  previous  to  repainting,  and 
other  improvements,  have  carried  the  cost  of  this  depart- 
ment beyond  the  limit  fixed  by  the  town. 

The  State  Inspector  of  Public  Buildings,  after  a  recent 
thorough  examination  of  this  building,  pronounced  its  facili- 
ties for  rapid  and  safe  exit  already  above  the  average  of  sim- 
ilar structures  in  the  State;  and,   with  the  construction  of 
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the  new  passage  at  the  north,  (as  ordered  by  the  Inspector,) 
with  doors  opening  outwardly,  and  a  similar  arrangement  of 
doors  at  the  southern  entrance,  it  is  believed  that  no  addi- 
tional exits  will  be  required. 

Xo  action  has  been  instituted  by  the  Selectmen  with  refer- 
ence to  the  construction  of  an  exit  at  the  rear  of  this  build- 
ing, as  authorized  by  the  town,  for  the  reason  that  there 
seemed  to  be  general  doubt  as  to  its  necessity. 

The  use  of  this  building  for  many  purposes  not  contem- 
plated in  its  original  construction,  has  been  attended  with 
many  inconveniences  and  some  clangers  and  disfigurements  ; 
and,  in  view  of  a  recent,  narrowly-averted  conflagration,  it  is 
suggested  that,  hereafter,  a  special  watchman  should  be  em- 
ployed (and  paid)  by  the  Managers  of  such  entertainments 
held  therein,  (Fairs,  especially,)  as  the  Selectmen  may 
deem  unusually  dangerous. 

It  will  be  found,  we  think,  that  the  collections  of  various 
combustible  materials,  —  fancy  decorations,  paper,  straw, 
lumber,  etc., — which  are  temporarily  deposited  in  the  base- 
ment, and  which  add  to  the  ordinary  perils  from  tire,  are 
almost  whollv  the  result  of  the  use  of  the  building  for  other 
than  its  designed  municipal,  memorial  and  literary  purposes .

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ENGINEERS'  REPORT, 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  : 

In  presenting  the  annual  report  the  Engineers  take  pleas- 
ure in  saying  that  the  interests  under  their  care  have  received 
much  attention,  and  with  the  new  accessions  the  Fire  De- 
partment is  in  more  powerful  condition  than  at  any  previous 
period  in  the  history  of  the  town. 

The  force  and  condition  of  the  department  are  as  follows  : 

Three  Fire  Engineers  and  81  men,  including 

Steamer  Lucius  Beebe  Co.  No.  1,  15  men. 

C.  Wakefield  Engine  Co.  No.  2,  35  men. 

Washington  Hook  &  Ladder  Co.  No.  1,  20  men. 

Chemical  Engine  Co.  No,  1,  11  men. 

Yale  Engine  and  two-wheeled  Hose  Carriage,  out  of  com- 
mission, but  ready  in  an  emergency.  Housed  on  Park  street, 
near  Main.

The  several  houses  and  all  the  apparatus  are  in  good  order. 
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FIRES,    ALARMS,    ACCIDENTS. 

The  loss  by  fire  the  past  year,  with  the  exception  of  forest 
tires,  has  been  unusually  light.  There  has  been  a  great  cut- 
ting off  by  tire  of  the  prospective  growth  of  many  acres  of 
young  wood,  and  more  vigorous  efforts  should  be  taken  to 
insure  the  detection  and  conviction  of  the  incendiaries  who 
cause'this  wanton  destruction. 

There  have  been  several  still  alarms  taken  care  ot  by  the 
Engineers,  Police  and  others. 

Following  is  a  list  of  fires  causing  a  general  alarm  and  re- 
sponse by  the  Department. 

April  17th,  1882.  Fire  in  woods  at  Greenwood,  started 
in  six  different  localities,  involving  the  destruction  of  sheds, 
<fec,  in  the  picnic  grove.  Loss,  unestimated.  Cause,  incen- 
diary. Capt.  John  H.  Emerson,  a  veteran  fireman  was 
thrown  down  and  run  over  by  the  Yale  Engine,  and  severely 
bruised. 

June  29th,  1882.  Fire  at  Reading.  Chief  Engineer  Lang 
called  for  assistance.  Steamer  Lucius  Beebe  and  Washing- 
ton Hook  and  Ladder  Co.  responded,  rendering  valuable 
service.     Steamer  used  for  the  first  time  at  a  fire. 

Aug.  6th.  Fire  in  the  woods  at  Greenwood.  Loss  un- 
known.  Cause,  incendiary.  Capt.  Wm.  B.  Daniel,  1st 
Engineer  of  the  Steamer,  in  leaping  for  his  place  on  the  En- 
gine while  it  was  in  motion,  was  badly  cut  in  the  forehead 
by  coming  in  contact  with  one  of  the  iron  arms  which  hold 
the  hose.  This,  and  the  one  above  mentioned,  are  the  only 
accidents  in  the  department  during  the  past  year. 

Aug.  25th.  Fire  in  the  woods  at  Greenwood.  Loss, 
unknown.     Cause,  incendiary. 

Sept.  1st.  A  barn  belonging  to  J.  E.  &  L.  Emerson. 
Loss  about  $400.     Insured  for  $200.     Cause  unknown. 

Oct.  13.  Dwelling  house  of  Patrick  Fay  burned.  Val- 
ued at  $450,  mostly  covered  by  insurance.  Cause,  supposed 
to  be  a  defective  chimney. 
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Xov.  9th.  Fire  in  a  chest  at  the  house  of  Michael  Welch. 
Damage  slight. 

Dee.  18.     Fire  at  the  house  of  Lorenzo  D.  Brao*<r.     Ex-

tinguished  with  a   Johnson  Pump.     Damage  slight.     Fully 
insured.     Cause,  incendiarv. 

The  reiterated  appeals  for  better  protection  against  tire, 
Avhich  have  been  sounded  almost  continuously  during  the 
past  ten  or  twelve  years,  were  answered  at  the  last  annual 
meeting  by  a  vote  of  the  town  ordering  the  purchase  of  Fifty 
Johnson  Pumps  and  a  Steam  Fire  Engine,  and  committees 
were  chosen  to  carry  the  vote  into  effect. 

After  careful  investigation  the  Committee  on  purchase  of 
a  Steamer  contracted  for  a  Silsby  engine,  and  voted  unani- 
mously to  request  Mr.  Lucius  Beebe,  an  honored  citizen,  to 
allow  his  name  to  be  placed  thereon.  The  Engine  arrived 
within  the  time  specified,  and  at  the  trial  proved  satisfactory 
beyond  the  utmost  expectations  of  the  Committee.  It  has 
never  failed  in  the  slightest  degree,  is  all  that  was  promised, 
and  has  been  tried  many  times,  and  twice  with  continuous 
service  handsomely  performed. 

We  desire  to  congratulate  the  Town  on  our  o-ood  fortune 
in  securing  the  services  of  Capt.  Wm.  B.  Daniel  and  Mr.  E. 
I.  Purington  as  Engineers  in  charge  of  this  splendid  piece 
of  machinery,  and  feel  assured  that  it  will  suffer  no  detri- 
ment at  their  hands. 

A  Supply  Wagon  has  been  purchased  lor  the  use  of  the 
Department,  and  a  Steam  Heater  from  the  Silsby  Manufac- 
turing Company,  which  fully  sustains  their  high  reputation 
as  makers  of  practical  and  reliable  apparatus.  It  has  worked 
most  successfully  the  past  winter,  maintaining  a  pressure  of 
from  two  to  live  pounds  of  steam  in  the  boiler  of  the  engine, 
is  invaluable,  and  with  proper  care  will  do  service  for  many 
years. 

Johnson  Pumps  and  buckets  have  been  distributed  in 
daugDrous  and  remote  localities  throughout  the  town,  and  if 
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properly  managed  on  the  breaking  out  of  fire,  if  they  do  not 
extinguish,  may  hold  it  in  check  until  the  arrival  of  heavier 
apparatus,  and  thus  prevent  what  might  otherwise  prove 
a  disastrous  conflagration.

Also  to  the  officers  of  the  town,  and 
those  citizens,  who  by  word  or  deed  have  aided  your  en- 
deavors. 

The  Fountain  Engine  Company  still  maintain  their  estab- 
lished reputation  as  good  firemen,  with  no  other  reward  than 
the  satisfaction  of  "well  doing,"  thus  winning  the  gratitude 
of  the^community,  and  our  thanks.

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REPORT  OF  FISH  COMMITTEE. 


The  Fish  Committee  of  Wakefield  herewith  submit  their 
seventh  annual  report. 

Three  hundred  and  thirty-seven  permits  were  issued  to 
the  inhabitants  of  Wakefield  to  tish  in  the  waters  of  Lake 
Quannapowitt,  79  returns  have  been  made,  28  of  this  num- 
ber were  not  used  at  all,  while  51  that  were  used,  show  a 
catch  of  1664  pounds  of  fish. 

Your  Committee  have  asked  repeatedly  that  the  holders 
of  258  permits  make  return  thereon.  The  request  is  not  an 
unreasonable  one,  and  should  have  been  complied  with  at 
the  close  of  the  fishing  season,  that  we  might  have  made 
proper  and  prompt  return  to  the  State  Commissioners,  re- 
garding the  condition  of  our  fisheries,  and  in  accordance  with 
the  agreement  with  the  State  authorities. 

We  are  fully  aware  that  among  those,  who  are  thus 
thoughtlessly  withholding  information,  are  some  of  our  most 
diligent  and  skillful  fishermen,  and  with  the  returns  of  their 
catch  alone,  a  considerable  aggregation  would  be  made  in 
the  figures. 

The  State  Commissioners  have  frequent  applications  from 
parties  who  wish  to  engage  in  fish  culture,  and  lease  any 
available  lake,  and  arc  willing  to  pay  for  the  same,  and  care- 
fully regard  the  reasonable  and  proper  regulations. 

If  the  people  of  this  town  find  the  lease  of  their  lake  trans- 
ferred to  others,  they  can  only  say,  "we  were  unwilling  to 
comply  with  the  rules,  and  so  our  lake  has  passed  into  the 
hands  of  a  company  who  will  kindly  catch  and  sell  us  the 
fish." 
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The  Commissioners  have  sent  your  Committee  the  follow- 


ing 


NOTICE. 

"We  would  remind  lessees  of  ponds  that  they  are  re- 
quired, by  their  leases,  to  use  all  reasonable  efforts  to  stock 
their  ponds,  and  keep  accurate  records  of  the  same,  and 
make  returns  of  their  doings  to  the  Commissioners  on  the 
1st  of  November  of  each  year,  of  the  number  and  species  of 
fish  which  they  have  put  in  or  removed  from  their  ponds. 

Any  failure  to  comply  with  these  conditions  is  a  breach  of 
contract  invalidating  their  lease.  It  is  important  that  the 
State  should  know  just  what  is  being  done,  and  where  there 
appeals  to  be  mismanagement  or  apparent  failure,  the  Com- 
missioners will  visit  the  ponds  and  ascertain,  if  possible,  the 


cause." 


Your  Committee  noticing  that  the  alewives  did  not  come 
from  the  sea  up  Saugus  river,  at  the  usual  time,  supposed 
that  it  was  owing  to  the  coldness  of  the  water  and  stormy 
weather,  but  the  continued  delay  led  to  an  investigation, 
when  it  was  found  that  the  fish  ways  were  all  right,  and  that 
a  large  seine  was  stretched  across  the  river  with  each  incom- 
ing tide,  and  the  fish  on  their  annual  migration  to  Lake 
Quannapowitt  passed  into  the  net,  and  thence  into  barrels. 
An  old  fisherman  and  one  wTell  qualified  to  judge,  estimated 
that  this  seine  had  taken  more  than  sixty  thousand  alewives, 
which  sold  at  $12.50  per  thousand.  These  seiners  did  not 
interfere  with  the  alewives  going  up  the  Flax  Pond  brook  to 
the  city  of  Lynn,  for  they  knew  better  than  that,  nor  did 
they  remain  long  in  the  river  after  your  Committee  were 
afloat,  but  pulled  up  their  net  and  escaped,  though  closely 
pursued,  to  the  open  sea. 

As  it  was  then  the  last  of  the  season  and  the  run  of  fish 
nearly  over,  very  few  came  into  our  lake. 

It  would  seem  that  some  system  of  combined  operation 
should  prevail  among  the  Fish   Committees  of  the  different 
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municipalities  bordering  on  a  river,  for  the  better  protection 
of  the  migratory  fish. 

We  have  reason  to  hope  the  State  Commissioners  will 
look  after  this  interest  the  coming  season. 

By  a  comparison  of  the  anglers'  returns  of  the  past  season 
it  appears  that  Mr.  David  Ogilvie  captured  the  most  bass 
(30),  and  the  most  perch  (835),  and  the  greatest  total  num- 
ber and  the  greatest  total  weight  (369  lbs.).  Mr.  J.  C. 
Hartshorne  took  the  largest  number  of  pickerel  (43).  The 
bass  varied  in  weight  from  one-half  pound  to  four  pounds 
and  the  pickerel  from  one-half  pound  to  five  pounds.

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WATER  CONTRACT 


This  agreement  made  and  entered  into  this  twentieth  day 
of  January,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  eighty-three,  by  and  between  the  Quannapowitt 
Water  Company,  a  Corporation  duly  organized  aud  existing 
under  and  by  virtue  of  the  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,  party  of  the  first  part,  and  the  Town  of 
Wakefield,  a  municipal  Corporation,  in  the  County  of  Mid- 
dlesex, and  said  Commonwealth,  acting  by  William  S. 
Greenough,  Thomas  Emerson,  Charles  W.  Trow,  Arlon  S. 
Atherton.  Buchanan  B.  Burbank,  all  of  said  Wakefield,  a 
Committee  of  said  town  duly  authorized  hereto  by  vote  of 
said  town,  party  of  the  second  part. 

Witnesseth  ; — That  whereas  the  Quannapowitt  Water 
Company  proposes  to  build,  maintain  and  operate  a  system  of 
Water  Works,  with  at  least  six  miles  of  distributing  piping, 
to  be  laid  through  the  streets  of  the  thickly  settled  portions 
of  said  town  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  the  inhabitants  of 
said  town  with  water  for  domestic  and  manufacturing  pur- 
poses, and  fire  protection,  and  said  town  is  desirous  of  mak- 
ing a  contract  with  said  Company  for  a  supply  of  water  for 
fire  protection , — 

Therefore  : — The  said  Quannapowitt  Water  Company 
promises  and  agrees  with  the  said  Town  of  Wakefield,  that 
when  its  water  works  are  constructed  and  its  pipes  are  laid 
through  the  streets  of  said  town  to  the  extent  and  distance 
aforesaid,  said  Company  will  properly  locate  and  place  upon 
the  lines  of  its  pipes  at  such  points  as  are  approved  by  the 
Committee  signing  this  contract  upon  behalf  of  the  town, and 
designated  and  marked  upon  the  plan  of  the  streets  of  said 
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town,  which  is  annexed  to  this  contract,  sixty  (GO)  fire 
hydrants  of  such  size,  form  and  outlets  as  may  be  suitable 
for  the  use  of  the  Fire  Department  of  the  town  as  it  is  now 
organized,  and  that  it  will  keep  and  maintain  all  of  said 
hydrants  in  good  order  and  repair,  and  ready  at  all  times  for 
the  use  of  said  town  during  the  period  of  ten  years  from  the 
time  the  same  are  set  and  completed,  and  the  said  town  is 
notified  thereof  in  writing.  And  that  the  Company  during 
all  of  said  period  of  time  will  furnish  through  said  hydrants, 
a  constant  and  sufficient  supply  of  water  for  protection 
against  all  fires,  and  with  a  force  which  shall  be  sufficient  to 
protect  all  buildings  standing  upon  the  line  of  pipes  of  said 
Company. 

It  is  further  agreed  that  the  town  shall  on  all  necessary 
occasions  have  the  right  to  use  the  said  hydrants  for  the  pur- 
pose of  testing  the  same  or  the  fire  apparatus  owned  by  the 
town  without  any  unnecessary  waste  of  water  or  power. 

And  the  said  Town  of  Wakefield,  by  its  said  Committee, 
hereby  promises  and  agrees  with  the  said  Company  that  in 
consideration  of  the  aforesaid  agreement  and  the  faithful 
performance  of  all  the  terms  thereof  by  the  said  Company  or 
its  successors,  it  will  pay  to  the  said  Company,  or  its  order, 
the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  ($50)  per  year,  for  each  of  sixty  fire 
hydrants,  making  in  the  whole  the  sum  of  three  thousand 
dollars  ($3,000)  per  year  for  the  period  of  ten  years  from 
the  day  when  the  said  hydrants  are  set  and  completed,  and 
the  said  town  is  notified  thereof  in  writing.  And  the  town 
agrees  to  pay  the  same  in  equal  half  yearly  payments,  at  the 
end  of  each  six  months  after  such  completion  and  notice 
during  the  term  of  this  contract. 

And  the  said  Quannapowitt  Water  Company  further 
agrees,  that  in  case  the  said  Company  shall  not  perform  its 
part  of  this  contract  by  laying  its  pipes,  setting  the  sixty 
hydrants  and  supplying  them  with  water  sufficient  for  lire 
protection,  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  set  forth,  within  three 
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years  from  the  date  hereof,  this  agreement  shall  be  null  and 
void. 

•  In  Witness  Whereof  the  said  Quannapowitt  Water 
Company  has  caused  these  presents  to  be  signed  with  its 
corporate  name,  and  the  corporate  seal  of  said  corporation  to 
be  hereto  duly  affixed  by  Cyrus  Wakefield,  its  President,  and 
Solon  O.  Richardson,  its  Treasurer,  they  being  thereto  duly 
authorized,  and  the  said  Town  of  Wakefield  has  caused 
these  presents  to  be  signed  with  its  name,  and  the 
corporate  seal  of  the  town  to  be  duly  affixed  by  the  afore- 
said Committee,  they  being  thereto  duly  authorized  by  a 
vote  of  said  town,  a  copy  of  which  is  hereto  annexed,  on  the 
day  and  year  above  written.

Gentlemen  :-— The  Quannapowitt  Water  Company,  hav- 
ing given  due  attention  to  the  problem  of  supplying  the 
village  of  Wakefield  with  pure  water  for  any  and  all  purposes, 
and  obtained  the  necessary  surveys  and  levels,  submit  the 
following  plan  as  the  result  of  the  investigation. 

The  source  of  supply  is  to  be  Crystal  Lake, from  which  the 
water  is  to  be  pumped  to  an  elevation    one   hundred   and 
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eighty-one  (181)  feet  above  the  level  of  the  underpinning  of 
the  Town  Hall. 

This  water  level  is  to  be  maintained  at  all  times  and  will 
give  a  pressure  per  square  inch  at  the  Town  Hall  of  78  lbs.  ; 
at  the  Kattan  Works  86  lbs.  :  on  the  summit  of  Pleasant 
street  64  lbs.  ;  at  Wakefield  Railroad  station  80  lbs.  ;  at  cor- 
ner of  Main  and  Cordis  streets  81  lbs. 

The  piping  is  planned  to  give  a  modern  fire  service  over 
the  area  shown  on  the  map  submitted  herewith,  and  is  com- 
petent for  ten  fire  streams  eighty  (80)  feet  high  on  Main 
street ;  six  streams  to  the  same  height  on  the  outer  circuit  of 
piping,  including  Pleasant  street. 

The  main  pipe  line  is  to  be  twelve  (12)  inches  in  diame- 
ter, and  Will  be  laid  through  Albion  street  to  Main  street. 
The  pipe  on  Main  street  is  to  be  ten  (10)  inches  in  diameter 
from  Salem  to  Richardson  street,  and  other  pipes  as  shown 
on  the  plan  and  in  the  schedule  below.

All  necessary  stop-gates  for  shutting  off  sections  of  the 
piping  are  to  be  placed  on  the  mains,  and  all  piping  is  to  be 
laid  at  a  standard  depth  and  in  the  most  permanent  manner. 

Sixty  (60)  fire  hydrants  are  to  be  placed  on  the  piping  at 
convenient  points  for  fire  service,  and  are  to  be  of  approved 
pattern  with  suitable  outlet, 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  Company  to  contract  immediately 
for  the  entire  work  and    to  stipulate,  in    such  contract,  that 
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the  introduction  of  water  into  Wakefield,  by  the  plan  herein 
•proposed  be  accomplished  at  the  earliest  practicable  date.

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REPORT 


OF 


THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 


The  experience  of  the  year  in  the  Health  administration 
of  the  town  has  been  peculiar,  and  is  calculated  to  teach  sev- 
eral valuable  lessons  if  heeded.  Its  repetition  would,  in  all 
probability, involve  the  town  in  serious  expense  and  litigation 
as  well  as  wide-spread  sickness  and  possible  mortality. 

At  the  annual  Town  .Meeting  of  April  last  the  town  elected 
as  its  Board  of  Health  for  the  ensuing  year,  Messrs.  John 
Purington,  John  S.  Eaton  and  Azel  Ames,  Jr.  At  the  first 
adjournment  Mr.  Eaton  declined  the  election,  and  at  a  sub- 
sequent meeting  the  town  declined  to  fill  the  vacancy.  The 
remaining  members  met  and  organized  by  the  choice  of  Mr. 
Purington  as  Chairman  and  Dr.  Ames  as  Secretary  and 
Health  Officer.  A  few  months  later  Mr.  Purington  died  and 
but  a  single  member  remained. 

The  absence  of  any  provision  of  law  akin  to  that  relating 
to  the  filling  of  vacancies  in  the  School  Board,  whereby  a 
joint  convention  of  that  Board  and  the  Selectmen  may  elect, 
rendered  it  impossible  to  make  good  the  number  except  by 
election  by  the  town.  It  also  left  in  doubt  the  right  of  the 
remaining  member  to  act,  while  the  election  of  a  Board  had, 
in  the  opinion  of  legal  authorities,  taken  from  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  the  power  otherwise  vested  in  them.  The  town 
was  therefore  left  without  a  certainly  competent  health  author- 
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ity,  and,  in  case  of  emergency,  without  a  power  upon  whom 
responsibility  might  surely  be  placed.  Furthermore,  remem- 
bering the  action  of  the  town  in  refusing  to  fill  the  vacancy 
upon  the  Board  at  the  adjourned  spring  meeting,  the  Select- 
men naturally  hesitated  about  calling  a  town  meeting  ex- 
pressly for  that  purpose. 

The  summer  months  were  exceptionally  dry,  and  the  absen- 
teeism being  large,  a  good  health  rate  existed,  which  contin- 
ued with  but  little  unfavorable  change  till  the  early  winter 
months.  An  outbreak  of  scarlet  fever,  at  first  limited  to  a 
single  section  and  comprising  but  two  cases,  (one  of  these 
certainly  imported  and  the  other  possibly,)  marked  the 
month  of  December.  Knowledge  of  these  failing  to  reach 
the  remaining  member  of  the  Board,  who,  upon  legal  advice, 
had  consented  to  continue  to  act  by  virtue  of  his  unrevoked 
authority  as  Health  Officer,  the  cases  spread  till,  in  the  month 
of  January,  there  were  at  one  time  twenty-one  cases  located 
in  seven  centres  of  infection.  The  total  number  of  cases 
ascertained  was  thirty-two.  The  number  fatal,  five,  though 
the  disease  was  of  a  somewhat  severe  type.  Without  estab- 
lishing actual  quarantine  of  the  houses  infected  (which,  under 
the  doubtful  authority  existing,  the  Health  Officer  was  re- 
luctant to  set  up,)  such  restrictions  were  placed  upon  attend- 
ance at  school  (totally  prohibited)  and  intercourse  with  neigh- 
bors as  should  reduce  the  risks  to  the  least  possible  minimum. 

I  regret  to  state  that  Dr.  S.  W.  Abbott  of  this  town,  now 
the  Health  Officer  of  the  State,  and  Dr.  Chas.  Jordan,  alone 
forwarded  notice  of  cases  under  treatment,  required  by  law, 
the  former  reporting  in  writing,  the  latter  verbally  ;  a  cul- 
pable neglect,  but  one  not  to  be  wondered  at  in  view  of  the 
indifference  to  vital  health-matters  so  habitually  manifested 
by  the  town.  Fortunately  sufficient  intelligence  was  received 
from  the  sources  named  and  from  teachers  of  the  public 
schools (  whose  cordial  cooperation  has  been  most  valuable  and 
is  most  warmly  appreciated)  to  enable  a  pretty  fair  oversight 
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of  the  epidemic,  for  such,  to  a  small  degree,  it  became.  At 
this  date,  March  17,  scarlet  fever  still  exists  in  three  families, 
(these  unreported  officially) . 

The  prompt  and  cheerful  acquiescence  in  the  instructions 
given,  by  those  placed  under  restrictions,  has  much  lightened 
the  task  of  the  Health  Officer,  and  one  young  lady  attending 
the  High  School,  who,  wishing  to  observe  all  rightful  pre- 
cautions and  yet  pursue  her  studies,  found  temporary  accom- 
modation away  from  her  infected  home,  is  deserving  of  praise 
and  thanks. 

The  advent  of  the  open  months  makes  it  probable,  though 
not  certain  that  the  spread  of  the  disease  at  present  is  not  to 
be  seriously  feared,  though  it  is  safe  to  predict  that  with  the 
return  of  the  winter  months  another  year  the  disease  will 
start  up  in  the  centres  affected  this  year,  and  competent 
health  authority  will  be  required  to  suppress  it.  It  is  fer- 
vently to  be  hoped,  especially  in  view  of  this  probability, 
that  the  same  want  of  interest  in  Health  administration  which 
has  been  manifest  this  and  in  past  years,  will  not  prevail  at 
the  approaching  annual  meeting. 

The  Town  of  Wakefield  has  attained  size,  importance, 
wealth  and  a  prosperous  condition  such  as  to  not  only  war- 
rant but  demand  the  proper  consideration  of  all  its  divisions 
of  administration,  and  of  these  none  is  so  fundamental  as  its 
public  health. 

The  construction  of  Water  Works  in  the  town  the  coming 
summer,  while  bringing  an  inestimable  blessing,  also  fur- 
nishes a  most  important  additional  reason  why  an  able  and 
efficient  Board  of  Health  should  exist.  Our  houses  are 
soon  to  be  delivered  over  to  the  plumber,  by  the  side  of 
whose  ravages  and  whose  bill  of  expense  "  a  bull  in  a  china 
shop"  is  tame.  The  residents  of  towns  introducing  water, 
for  want  of  precaution  in  this  direction,  have  almost  univer- 
sally been  subjected  not  only  to  exorbitant  charges,  but — 
worse  still — to  wretched  plumbing.  Experience  has  proven 
that  there  is  but  one  way  to  successfully  counteract  this  diffi- 
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culty,  viz. — to  require  every  plumber  who  plies  his  trade  to 
be  licensed  by  the  Board  of  Health,  and  for  that  Board  to 
license  no  one  not  passing  a.  satisfactory  examination  or  pro- 
ducing convincing  proofs  of  honesty  and  skill.  By  this  step, 
this  town  may  avoid  the  woes  that  have  so  generally  fallen 
upon  others  at  the  hands  of  the  plumber. 

It  is  beyond  doubt  that  the  introduction  of  water  •  will 
increase  its  use"  for  all  domestic  purposes.  When  fouled  it 
must  be  gotten  rid  of.  It  will  behoove  our  citizens  to  improve 
and  enlarge  their  cesspools,  as  a  surely  increasing  demaud 
will  be  made  upon  them.  Properly  constructed,  properly 
inspected,  and  properly  emptied,  they  afford  at  once  the  best 
and  the  only  available  substitute  for  sewers,  without  the  enor- 
mous expense  of  the  latter. 

But  for  the  nature  of  the  difficulties  themselves,  and  the 
earnest  efforts  the  School  Board  is  making  to  meet  the 
requirements,  a  most  severe  stricture  would  properly  be 
passed  in  this  report  upon  the  wretched  sanitary  condition 
that  exists  in  many  of  our  school  rooms,  especially  those 
occupied  by  the  youngest  children.  It  is  most  ardently  to 
be  hoped  that  the  town  will  this  year  provide  those  increased 
accommodations  that  can  alone  relieve  the  present  really 
criminal  condition  of  things  as  regards  overcrowding,  etc. 

The  gratifying  results  obtained  from  the  town's  action  of 
last  year,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Health, 
in  regard  to  the  culvert  under  Mechanic  street,  are  cause  for 
congratulation,  and  prove  the  benefit  of  thorough  work  where 
similar  matters  are  involved. 

The  mortality  of  the  year  has  been  slightly  above  the 
average.  The  number  of  nuisance  cases  only  one  half  of 
the  number  reported  last?  year.

during  the  past  year.  One  year  ago  the  schools  showed  a 
greater  average  registration  to  each  teacher  than  could  he 
taught  to  advantage  and  with  the  best  results-  That  average 
has  been  increased  by  large  accessions  during  the  year  in 
nearly  every  school  in  town,  and  the  problem  of  how  to  give 
adequate  instruction  to  all  is  by  no  means  of  easy  solution. 

Early  in  the  Spring  Term  it  was  found  expedient  to  divide 
the  Franklin  Street  Intermediate  School  and  employ  an  extra, 
teacher,  in  order  to  give  the  necessary  instruction  to  the  class 
to  be  promoted. 

The  crowded  condition  of  the  Centre  Primary  Xo.  f. 
Second  Grammar  and  West  Primary,  demanded  additions  to 
the  teaching  force  in  those  schools  or  a  division  of  numbers. 
There  were  no  rooms  to  be  obtained  suitable  for  school  pur- 
poses, and  we  chose  the  former  course. 

The  relief  is  merely  temporary,  however,  for  the  additions 
that  always  come  in  the  Spring,  especially  to  our  Primary 
Grades,  will  increase  the  number  in  some  schools  beyond  the 
seating  capacity  of  the  rooms.  The  need  for  further  accom- 
modations is  most  urgent  in  the  aforementioned  schools  and 

_ 

in  the  Franklin  Street.  This  increase,  with  the  prospect  for 
the  coming  year,  simply  makes  imperative  what  has  long 

been  threatening ;  namely,  the"  providing  of  additional  school 
accommodations . 

Your  Committee,  therefore,  after  careful  consideration 
recommend  that  a  four  room  building,  with  a  seating  eapac- 
of,  at  least,  two  hundred,  be  erected  in  the  west  part  of 
the  town,  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Boston  and  Maine  R.R.  station. 
This  would  be  devoted  to  the  formation  of  a  Primary  and 
Intermedin     School,  with  pupils  from  Franklin  6:..   W    - 

id  and  Centre  Primaries  ;  with  the  probable  addition  of 
a  Second  Grammar  Grade  in  the  Fall. 

Such  a  course  would  furnish  much  needed  relief  to  our 
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present  over-crowded  rooms,  and,  to  a  certain  extent,  antici- 
pate the  demands  that  are  sure  to  come  in  the  future.  TVe 
urge  prompt  and  favorable  action  in  the  matter. 

EXPENSES. 

We  regret  to  report  that  we  have  again  overrun  our  appro- 
priation. The  Committee  asked  last  year  for  such  a  sum  as 
would,  [in  their  judgment,  if  expended  with  care,  guard 
against  such  a  contingency.  With  no  more  than  the  ordi- 
nary demands  upon  us,  it  would  have  been  sufficient;  but 
the  necessity  arose  for  expenditures  in  particular  cases  which 
we  deemecVimperative.  The  over-crowding  of  our  schools, 
and  the  consequent  employment  of  four  regular  assistant 
teachers,  was  the  sole  cause  of  exceeding  our  regular  appro- 
priation. 

The  contingent  fund  would  have  been  ample,  had  we  not 
been  obliged  to  furnish  the  High  School  with  new  heating 
apparatus,  and  make  necessary  repairs  upon  the  roof  of  the 
High  School  building,  together  with  providing  accommoda- 
tions for  a  surplus  of  pupils.

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TEACHERS. 


Last  year  was.  a  singularly  unfortunate  one  for  our  schools, 
in  the  matter  of  changes  in  our  corps  of  teachers. 

In  several  rooms  these  changes  very  seriously  interfered 
with  the  progress  of  the  pupils,  and  entailed  much  difficult, 
and,  in  many  respects,  unsatisfactory  work  upon  new  teach- 
ers employed. 

We  are  glad  to  report  that  this  year  has  brought  no  such 
hindrance;  —  changes  have  been  necessary  in  but  two  in 
stances,  and  these  have  been  made  without  in  any  way  af 
fecting  the  advancement  of  school  work. 

As  before  stated,  a  division  of  the  Franklin  St.  Interme 
diate  was  made  for  the  spring  term  ; — the  first  class  remained 
with  Miss  Dana  ;  the  second  class,  in  a  building  in  the  imme- 
diate vicinity,  being  placed  under  the  charge  of  Miss  Hannah 
B.  Danforth,  a  teacher  of  experience  from  the  town  of 
Lynnfield.  The  work  in  this  class  was  in  every  way  so  sat- 
isfactory, that,  when  a  vacancy  occurred  in  the  North  Ward 
School  by  the  resignation  of  Miss  Alice  Freeman,  we  were 
glad  to  transfer  Miss  Danforth  permanently  to  that  school. 
The  same  careful,  earnest  work,  as  was  shown  in  the  class  in 
Franklin  St.,  has  been  manifest  in  this  school  throughout 
the  year. 

In  September  Miss  Nellie  A.  Miller  resigned  her  position 
in  the  West  Intermediate,  and  Miss  Dana  was  transferred  to 
that  school. 

Miss  Mary  J.  Kelly,  an  efficient  and  able  teacher  of  Ex- 
eter, N.  H.,  was  elected  to  the  Franklin  St.  Immediate. 
Miss  Kelly  brought  enthusiasm,  tact  and  energy  to  her 
work,  and  the  results  in  this  school  have  never  been  more 
gratifying  than  daring  the  past  year. 

These  are  the  only  changes  among  our  regular  teachers, 
although,  as  stated,  the  over-crowding  of  some  of  the  schools 
has  necessitated  the  employment  of  assistants.  Miss  Lucy 
E.  Evans,  of  this  town,  has  rendered  efficient  service  in  the 
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Second  Grammar,  and  Miss*  Lizzie  F.  Ingram  in  the  Ad- 
vanced Grammar.  Miss  Isabel  ToWn&end  in  the  First 
Grammar,  and  Miss  Minnie  E.  Emerson  in  the  Centre  Pri- 
mary, No.  2,  and  Miss  Annie  H.  Thayer  in  the  Greeillto-oel 
School,  all  graduates  of  our  High  School,  though  coming  to 
Us  with  no  experience,  are  doing  good  work  in  their  several 
positions'. 

We  are  glad  to  report  iku  Miiitn  of  Miss  Myra  A.  Stearns, 
after  an  absence  of  one  year,  to  idr*  position  in  the  Centre 
Primary  No .  L,  Miss  Mansfield  again  assume*  charge  of  the 
West  Primary. 

Much  might  be  said  of  the  earnest,  faithful  work  of  the3 
teachers  of  ofti*  Public  Schools,  and,  although  it  has  been 
often  repeated,  we  wish  to  enlphaske  it  here. 

The  requirements  placed  upon  6'uf  teachers  are  by  no 
means  slight ;  and  upon  their  efficiency,  mofe'  thtm  upon  an/ 
other  factor,  depends  the  success  of  the  schools  'Text- 
books and  supervision  can,  by  no  means,  compensate  for  the 
fnerely  mechanical  work  of  an  indifferent  teacher. 

We  have  in  our  school®  a  corps  of  teachers  who,  we  con- 
fidently believe,  are  conscientious  and  enthusiastic  in  their 
work ;  to  them,  teaching  implies  more  than  a  mere  cursory 
study  of  a  certain  amount  in  a  text  book ;  they  aim  at  an 
understanding,  as  far  as  possible,  of  the  individual  needs  of 
each  pupil.     The  essential  thing  in  teaching  is  that  the  inter- 
est of  the  child  be  aroused  in  whatever  work  is  before  him', 
and  the  mental  powers  be  thus  stimulated  to  activity.     It  is 
only  by  a  recognition  of  this  fact  that  a  teacher  can  succeed. 
As   has    been  said,   "The  touchstone  of  a  teacher's  success 
(and  this  cannot  be  too  often  remarked)   is  the  degree  of 
happiness  with   which  children   engage,  in  their  work ;  and 
they  are  happy  in  their  work,  (1)  when  it  is   wisely  adapted 
to  their  power  to  do  it ;   (2)  when  they  are  conscious  of  suc- 
cessful effort;   (3)  when  they  feel  that  they  are  gaining  in 
power."     Consciousness  of  increased  ability  and  of  added 
power  is  the  strongest  motive  to  persistence  of  effort. 
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PRIMARY   AND   INTERMEDIATE   SCHOOLS. 

The  importance  of  thorough  elementary  work  is  apparent 
to  every  educator  of  advanced  pupils. 

A  scholar's  success  in  the  upper  grades  depends,  very 
materially,  upon  his  getting,  at  the  outset,  an  idea  of  sys- 
tematic, accurate  study. 

While  the  general  plan  pursued  in  our  Primary  schools  is 
essentially  the  same  as  given  in  our  last  Eeport,  we  can  re- 
port continued  improvement  in  the  use  of  new  methods  ;  and 
a  disposition,  on  the  part  of  teachers,  to  make  the  object  of 
each  step  in  a  child's  work  apparent,  without  the  waste  of 
time  and  effort  on  unimportant  points. 

The  value  of  this  is  seen  in  the  intelligent  way  in  which 
the  child  grasps  the  study  of  a  new  subject  and  observes 
and  discovers  facts  for  himself. 

Realizing  the  advantage  to  be  derived  from  fresh  and  in- 
teresting reading  matter,  other  than  that  furnished  by  the 
prescribed  text-book,  which  the  child  soon  learns  by  heart, 
we  have  placed  five  different  Primers,  of  uniform  grade,  in 
the  several  Primary  schools.  These  are  sent  from  school  to 
school,  thus  securing  a  large  amount  of  fresh  reading  of  the 
same  grade,  for  each  pupil. 

The  va'ue  of  this  is  apparent  in  improved  expression  in 
their  reading. 

Sight  reading  of  sentences,  both  in  script  and  print,  is 
given  as  early  as  possible  ;  so,  that  by  the  end  of  the  first 
year,  the  child,  in  an  attractive  way,  has  mastered  many  of 
the  hardest  parts  of  learning  to  read  and  write.  The  progress 
which  many  of  the  little  ones  make  during  the  first  year,  is 
surprising  to  one  acquainted  only  with  the  old  system.  As 
our  teachers  become  more  conversant  with  these  methods, 
we  predict  still  more  rapid  advancement. 

Objective  teaching  is  now  used  very  generally  ;  but  here, 
again,  we  meet  difficulties  from  the  excess  of  scholars  that 
each  teacher  is  obliged  to  instruct ;  for,  by  this  inethod,  the 
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individual  pupil  necessarily  makes  greater  demands  upon  a 
teacher's  time.  This  we  hope  to  see  remedied,  to  a  certain 
extent,  the  coming  year. 

GRAMMAR  SCHOOLS. 

No  important  changes  have  been  made  in  the  course  of 
study  during  the  past  year,  and,  with  the  exception  of  Draw- 
ing, no  change  in  text  books.  The  increased  attendance  in 
these  schools,  compared  with  that  of  former  years,  is  very 
gratifjdng.  There  have  been  no  unusual  interruptions,  on 
account  of  sickness  or  other  cause,  such  as  seriously  inter- 
fered with  the  progress  of  our  schools  last  year.  The  Sec- 
ond Grammar,  under  the  efficient  and  able  teaching  of  Mr. 
Gay,  who  assumed  charge  of  the  school  one  year  ago,  has 
risen  to  its  former  high  rank  among  our  schools.  The  disci- 
pline in  and  about  the  Centre  School  buildings,  is  much  bet- 
ter than  last  year ;  and  we  no  longer  hear  complaints  of  the 
misconduct  of  pupils  during  recess  or  out-of-school  hours. 

There  is  no  subject  in  our  course  of  study  which  demands 
more  careful  consideration  than  that  of  Heading.  It  is  not 
merely  that  we  must  teach  our  children  so  that  their  oral 
reading  shall  be  intelligible ;  but  it  should  be  our  aim  to 
teach  them  to  read  with  intelligence  and  to  cultivate  their 
taste  and  judgment  to  aid  in  selecting  their  reading  in  after 
life.  They  should  be  also  taught  that  reading  is  valuable 
because  of  the  mental  strength  obtained. 

The  use  of  Supplementary  Reading  matter  commends  it- 
self so  strongly,  and  has  been  attended  with  such  excellent 
results  in  the  Primary  Schools,  that  we  propose,  as  far  as 
practicable  with  the  >means  at  our  command,  to  supply  the 
upper  grades  during  the  coming  year. 

The  study  of  Geography  has  always  been  given  a  promi- 
nence in  our  schools  which  its  importance,  in  a  certain  sense, 
would  hardly  seem  to  warrant ;  for,  though  much  good  has 
doubtless  been  derived,  yet  it  is  a  serious  question  whether 
it  is  Commensurate  with  the  time  spent.     Tlaeclosk  attention 
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to  details — requiring  the  minute  descriptions  of  the  courses 
of  rivers,  or  the  exact  location  and  height  of  mountains,  has 
compelled  a  large  amount  of  profitless  study.  Such  knowl- 
edge of  uninteresting  details,  though  good,  is  soon  forgotten, 
and  so  comparatively  useless ;  facts  should  be  connected 
with  such  events,  incidents  and  associations  as  will  serve  to 
impress  them  upon  the  mind  of  the  child. 

A  beginning  has  been  made  in  some  of  our  schools  which, 
we  hope,  will  lead  to  better  methods  and  results. 

In  Language  there  is  still  a  tendency  to  technical  Gram- 
mar which  we  hope  soon  to  see  changed. 

We  maintain  that  technical  Grammar,  as  such,  has  no 
place  in  any  school  below  the  Advanced  Grammar,  and,  that 
the  aim  in  the  lower  grades  should  be  to  teach  the  pupil  how 
to  express  his  thoughts  clearly  and  accurately,  with  compar- 
atively little  attention  to  arbitrary  rules.  The  usual  method 
begins  by  teaching  the  nine  parts  of  speech,  and  by  requiring 
the  pupil  to  learn  by  heart  the  definition  of  each  with  illustra- 
tive examples.  It  is  much  more  rational  to  begin  with  a 
sentence  the  scholar  already  understands,  and  to  draw  from 
him  the  simple  facts,  as  one  writer  expresses  it,  that  "  We 
should  have  (1)  something  to  talk  about,  and  (2)  something 
to  say ;"  thus  developing  the  idea  of  subject  and  predicate. 
We  should  then  proceed  to  the  logical  extension  of  the 
thought,  showing  how  subject  and  predicate  admit  naturally 
of  adjective  and  adverbial  attributes. 

In  Arithmetic  the  same  general  plan,  mentioned  in  previ- 
ous reports,  has  been  pursued. 

In  Penmanship  the  schools  show  commendable  results. 

Pupils  are  drilled  in  a  knowledge  of  the  exact  forms  of 
letters  by  teaching  the  elements ;  thus  laying  the  founda- 
tion for  good  penmanship.  Only  careful  practice  will  effect 
proficiency.  The  great  amount  of  exercise-writing  now 
required  in  every  branch  of  study,  often  fails  to  produce  good 
results,  because  the  pupils  are  so  hurried  in  their  work  as  to

give  little  attention  to  penmanship.  The  slate  work  done  in 
the  Primary  schools  is  admirable,  and  would  surprise  one 
not  accustomed  to  teaching  writing,  as  formerly,  until  the 
third  or  fourth  year.  The  children  learn  to  write  now  about 
as  soon  as  they  learn  to  read. 

Drawing.  Instruction  in  the  underlying  features  of  art 
education  is  now  generally  conceded  to  be  an  important 
preparation  for  practical  life.  It  is  not  an  ornamental  study 
merely  when  pursued  in  a  judicious  course.  There  is  no 
branch  of  commercial  enterprise  in  which  skill  as  a  draughts- 
man is  not,  at  times,  in  demand.  There  is  not  a  science  in 
which  it  is  not  required.  Important  as  it  is  to  the  artisan,  to 
the  teacher  it  is  an  indispensable  power ;  it  is  needed  in  illus- 
tration of  subjects  that  without  it  can  be  given  but  imper- 
fectly. 

Even  if  no  direct  use  in  the  common  or  higher  industries 
were  to  be  made  of  this  education  by  many  of  those  who 
receive  it,  yet  there  comes  with  it  a  correctness  of  judgment, 
habits  of  observation,  and  accurate  thinking  of  the  utmost 
importance  to  all.  We  believe  that  it  demands  more  atten- 
tion than  has  heretofore  been  devoted  to  it.  We  do  not 
speak  of  mere  '  'picture  drawing,"  but  work  in  the  direct  line 
of  practical  designing  and  decorating. 

With  this  in  view,  last  September,  the  text  book  Commit- 
tee with  Mrs.  Winship,  were  made  a  Special  Committee,  to 
make  a  report  on  that  subject.  The  result  was,  that  the 
Course  in  Drawing  was  entirely  changed,  and  White's  Sys- 
tem in  Industrial  Drawing,  prepared  by  the  Instructor  of 
Drawing  in  New  York,  was  introduced  into  our  schools. 
These  books  are  made  on  the  plan  above  indicated. 

Since  that  time  interest  in  the  branch  has  steadily 
increased,  and  marked  improvement  in  this  branch  has  been 
observed ;  but  we  are  still  at  some  disadvantage,  from  the 
fact  that  many  of  our  teachers  have  never  received  spe- 
cial instruction  in  drawing. 
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To  meet  this,  Prof.  Chas.  M.  Carter  is  soon  to  yisit  us 
under  the  auspices  of  the  State  Board  of  Education,  and  will 
address  our  teachers  upon  methods  of  teaching  drawing,  and 
aid  in  systematizing  our  plan.  With  the  hearty  co-operation 
of  our  teachers,  we  confidently  predict  certain  advancement 
in  this  branch  the  coming  year. 

Music  has  held  as  usual  its  place  in  the  regular  instruc- 
tion of  the  schools,  under  the  efficient  direction  of  Mr.  Geo. 
F,  Wilson.  The  aim  is  to  teach  pupils  to  read  music  at 
sight,  rather  than  the  mere  memorizing  of  a  certain  number  of 


songs. 


HIGH     SCHOOL. 


It  is  clear  that  education  goes  beyond  the  mere  acquisition 
of  knowledge.  It  is  defined,  according  to  Webster,  "as  the 
leading  out  and  training  of  the  mental  powers  "  ;  "  the  form- 
ing and  regulating  the  principles  of  character"  ;  "the  prepar- 
ing and  fitting  for  any  business  or  calling,  or  for  activity  and 
usefulness  in  life." 

This  manifestly  implies  more  than  to  read,  write  and 
cypher,  or  the  simple  acquiring  of  an  elementary  knowledge 
of  Botany  or  Physics. 

It  is  evident  that  the  man,  to-clay,  who  brings  to  his  work 
the  best  trained  and  cultivated  mind,  the  broadest  and  strong- 
est character,  is  the  man  who,  in  any  kind  of  business,  with 
the  strong  competition  everywhere  encountered,  possesses 
the  largest  opportunities  for  success. 

This  conceded,  it  clearly  follows  that,  the  course  which 
furnishes  the  best  development  and  discipline  of  a  child's  pow- 
ers, is  the  one  to  be  pursued  in  his  education. 

It  is  not  the  province  of  the  High  School  to  teach  special* 
ties,  but  to  teach  the  principles  underlying  all  specialties, 
principles  which,  rightly  applied,  will  send  the  boy  or  girl 
into  the  world  with  a  mind  well  trained  and  prepared  for 
whatever  work  may  be  before  them. 

This  then  we  deem  to  be  the  true  relation  of  the  High 
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School  to  business  life,  and  the  best  course  of  study  for  such 
a  school  is  that  which  best  develops  and  trains  these  various 
powers  of  the  mind. 

Realizing  a  growing  tendency  on  the  part  of  the  scholars 
in  the  High  School  to  choose  the  Business  course  as  being 
the  shortest,  and   the  one  bringing  them  most   quickly   to 
graduation  day  and  a  diploma,  we  thought  it  wise  to  lengthen 
that  course  to  three  years,  and  prescribe  no  distinctively  Eng- 
lish course  beside  that.    We  believe  the  study  of  the  languages 
to  be  of  great  importance  for  the  training  and  development 
mentioned  above ;  but,  while  giving  a  thorough  drill  in  the 
languages,  we  have  not  neglected  the  so-called  "  practical  " 
studies.     History  is  prescribed  in  a  more  complete  course 
than  ever  before.     We  are  gratified  with  the  change  thus 
for.    We  wish  more  care  might  be  exercised  by  parents  in 
advising  pupils  on  entering  the  school  as  to  which  course  to 
pursue,    for   in  many  cases  the  choice  has   been   unwisely 
left  entirely  to   the  scholars.     In  our  present  Junior  Class, 
however,  we  learn  that  nearly  all  selected  their  course  after 
mature  deliberation  on  their  parents'  part  with  a  view  to  their 
work  in  after  life  ;  only  five  chose  the  Business  Course  with- 
out assigning  adequate  reason  for  their  choice. 

The  school  this  year  has  not  been  subject  to  such  serious 
interruptions  as  happened  last  year,  and  it  is  a  matter  for 
congratulation  that,  in  spite  of  obstacles  to  progress,  so 
excellent  results  have  been  obtained  under  the  present 
administration.  This  is  evidence  at  once  of  the  general 
good  character  of  the  pupils,  and  the  skill  and^faithfulness 
of  the  teachers. 

We  notice,  as  gratifying  results  from  the  work  Mr.  Hill 
is  now  doing,  increased  enthusiasm  in  their  study  on  the  part 
of  the  pupils  and  marked  proficiency  in  scholarship.  The 
earnest  work  of  the  teachers,  with  a  manifest  unity  of  pur- 
pose and  cordial  co-operation,  can  hardly  fail  of  good  results 
the  coming  year. 
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Our  school  at  present  is  larger  than  ever  before,  and  with 
the  probable  incoming  class  next  Fall  will  number  over  one 
hundred  pupils. 

We  have  two  young  men  fitting  for  College,  two  for  the 
Institute  of  Technology,  and  one  young  lady  of  the  gradua- 
ting class  enters  Wellesley  College  this  year. 

We  wish  parents  might  be  induced  to  visit  the  school  more 
frequently,  and  become  more  familiar  with  the  character  ot 
the  work  that  is  being  done  there,  for  the  school  cannot 
attain  its  highest  usefulness  unless,  to  the  best  efforts 
of  our  teachers,  the  citizens  of  the  town  add  their 
own  hearty  support  and  sympathy.

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EXHIBITIONS   AND   EXAMINATIONS. 

It  has  been  customary  to  hold  exhibitions  in  all  the  grades 
at  the  close  of  the  spring  term,  in  order  that  parents  might 
visit  the  schools  and  see  the  progress  of  their  children.  For 
several  years  past  objections  to  such  a  course  have  been  ap- 
parent; and  this  year,  after  full  consideration,  these  final 
exhibitions  were  discontinued.  This  was  done  that  the  efforts 
of  both  teachers  and  pupils  could  be  given  to  the  legitimate 
work  of  the  school;  for  it  was  found  that  the  preparation, 
deemed  to  be  necessary,  interfered  seriously  with  the  regular 
school  duties,  oftentimes  for  weeks  before  the  exhibition 
was  given.  The  criticism  was  urged,  with  even  more  force, 
that  these  exhibitions,  as  a  general  thing,  were  too  elaborate 
and  were  not  of  such  a  character  as  to  show  the  attainments 
of  the  scholars ;  that  is,  not  in  the  line  of  their  course  pur- 
sued during  the  term. 

Our  idea  is  that,  if  these  exhibitions  must  be  held,  the 
regular  school  work  should  be  the  only  preparation  made, 
and  that  they  should  present  that  only  which  fairly  represents 
the  ability  and  attainments  of  the  scholars,  instead  of  being 
devoted  to  dialogues,  impersonations,  etc.  With  such  con- 
victions we  deemed  it  advisable  to  discontinue  them,  and 
our  experience  sustains  us  in  the  position  taken. 

A  change  has  also  been  made  in  our  plan  of  giving  special 
examinations  for  promotions.  To  avoid  restricting  the 
teacher,  in  the  work  of  preparing  a  class  for  promotion,  so 
that  he  may  be  able  to  carry  out  the  best  ideas  in  teaching, 
and  to  make  promotions  just  and  uniform  throughout  the 
town,  is  one  of  the  most  difficult  tasks  that  any  School  Board 
is  called  upon  to  perform.  A  mistake  made  in  the  promo- 
tions or  in  the  grading  of  the  Schools  is  far  reaching  in  its 
effects  and  one  not  easily  remedied. 

The  plan  pursued  for  some  years  past  has  been  to  hold 
written  examinations  for  promotion,  at  the  close  of  the 
school  year  in  June.     An  average  of  seventy  per  cent,  was 
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required  in  these  examinations  ;  but  a  scholar  failing  of  that 
was  entitled  to  promotion  if  his  term-mark  (the  result  of 
monthly  written  tests)  was  sufficiently  good  to  bring  the 
average  to  the  required  per  cent. 

The  only  objection  to  this  method  is  one  which  can  be 
urged  with  some  force,  against  any  test  that  should  be  re- 
quired. It  was  found  that  many  of  our  pupils,  intent  on 
passing  this  much  dreaded  examination,  were  made  anxious 
and  nervous  in  their  work  of  preparation  and,  when  the  day 
arrived,  were  by  no  means  in  a  condition  of  mind  to  do 
themselves  justice  and  furnish  a  fair  showing  of  their  work 
and  ability. 

Desiring  to  obviate  this,  as  much  as  possible,  the  Commit- 
tee decided  to  adopt  the  plan,  given  in  detail  below,  of 
monthly  written  examinations  upon  questions  prepared  by 
the  teacher  of  the  next  grade.  In  the  direction  above  indi- 
cated it  is  certainly  an  improvement ;  for  the  pupils  now  re- 
gard an  examination  at  the  close  of  the  month  as  a  part  of 
the  regular  school  work.  In  regard  to  its  effect  upon  our 
promotions,  sufficient  time  has  not  elapsed  to  be  able  to 
judge ;  we  hope  to  find  no  defect  in  its  working  in  that  di- 
rection. 

Following  are  the  rules  adopted  for  our  school  promotions  : 

I.  The  pupils  in  each  grade  of  schools,  who  are  classi- 
fied for  promotion,  shall  receive  a  written  examination  at 
the  beginning  of  every  school  month  upon  subjects  there 
taught  during  the  preceding  month,  and  the  teacher  of  the 
next  higher  grade  shall  prepare  a  set  of  ten  questions  upon 
each  subject  for  such  an  examination. 

II.  Each  set  of  questions  shall  be  submitted  to  the  School 
Committee  for  their  approval. 

III.  A  careful  record  of  the  percentage  in  each  study 
shall  be  kept  and  entered  on  the  pupil's  card  and  in  the 
teacher's  record  book. 
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IV.  Every  pupil  for  promotion,  shall  receive  a  total 
average  of  70  per  cent,  during  the  year  upon  his  monthly 
examinations. 

V.  Each  teacher  of  the  lower  grade  shall  mark  the 
scholars  attending  that  school  upon  their  written  examination, 
and  forward  at  the  close  of  each  month  to  the  teacher  of  the 
next  higher  grade  a  statement  of  the  subjects  taught. 

VI.  At  the  close  of  the  school  year  each  teacher  shall 
prepare  a  list  containing  the  names  of  the  scholars  promoted, 
and  forward  the  same  to  the  Secretary  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee for  their  approval. 

VII.  All  papers  shall  be  open  for  the  examination  of  the 
School  Committee. 

VIII.  All  exceptional  cases  of  low  percentage  by  rea- 
son of  sickness,  unavoidable  absence,  or  other  causes,  shall 
receive  consideration,  and  be  decided  by  the  Committee  on 
their  merits. 

IX.  The  deportment  of  every  scholar  for  promotion 
during  the  year  will  be  duly  and  carefully  considered  by  the 
Committee. 

X.  Pupils  are  exempt  in  their  monthly  examination  from 
reading,  writing,  music  and  drawing. 

XI.  There  shall  be  no  final  examination. 
Wakefield,  January,  1883. 

SCHOOL  PROPERTY. 

The  school  buildings  at  the  Centre  are  in  good  condition 
and  will  not  require  the  expenditure  of  any  considerable 
amount  of  money  the  coming  year,  but  the  Ward  houses, 
with  the  exception  of  Woodville,  are  all  much  in  need  of  re- 
pairs in  the  way  of  new  floors  and  replastering.  During 
the  year  slight  repairs  have  been  made  upon  the  exteriors 
of  several  buildings ;  the  Second  Grammar  partially 
gtipfiliietl  with  nciw  furniture,  and  touchers*  desks  placed  in 
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the  Second  and  Third  Intermediate  Schools.  The  furniture 
in  the  Third  Intermediate  is  not  suitable  for  children  of  the 
age  of  those  composing  that  school ;  the  chairs  and  desks  are 
too  small  and  compel  many  of  the  scholars  to  sit  in  con- 
strained, uncomfortable  positions.  The  room  should  be  re- 
floored  and,  as  soon  as  practicable,  supplied  with  furniture 
of  the  proper  size. 

Present  indications  point  to  the  probable  division  of  the 
Greenwood  school  into  two  grades,  the  coming  Fall.  This 
will  render  necessary  the  furnishing  of  the  upper  room,  which 
has  not,  heretofore,  been  used  for  school  purposes. 

We  desire  again  to  urge  the  town  to  appropriate  a  suffi- 
cient sum  of  money,  at  the  coming  town  meeting,  to  enable 
us  to  concrete  the  walks  about  our  school  houses  ;  besides 
being  a  great  convenience,  in  one  or  two  instauces  it  would 
be  wise  economy. 

In  the  West  Ward,  and  the  same  is  true  of  the  Franklin 
Street  and  the  Centre  District,  every  year  we  are  obliged  to 
place  gravel  in  the  yard  to  repair  the  damage  caused  by  wa- 
ter in  the  Spring  season.  This  could  be  entirely  obviated 
by  a  judicious  laying  of  concrete  gutters. 

APPROPRIATIONS. 

We  have  indicated,  as  nearly  as  possible,  the  probable 
increase  in  the  demands  that  will  be  made  upon  us  to  provide 
for  the  schools  the  coming  year.  To  meet  these  demands 
we  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $13,800  for  regular  school 
purposes,  and  $1,200  for  the  contingent  fund.  We  do  not, 
in  our  recommendations,  include  full  estimates  of  expense  in 
the  event  of  a  new  school  house  beiug  erected,  as  we  cannot 
positively  determine,  at  this  time,  how  many  schools  we 
shall  be  obliged  to  establish  at  the  beginning  of  the  Fall  term. 
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TRUANCY. 

In  reviewing  the  report  of  the  truant  officers,  for  the  past 
year,  we  find  that  they  have  been  called  upon  to  exercise 
their  authority  in  about  forty  cases ;  a  small  number  com- 
pared with  that  of  the  majority  of  the  larger  towns  of  the 
State. 

Our  teachers,  in  cases  of  absence  without  permission,  first, 
censure  the  pupil  and,  if  possible,  bring  to  bear  the  author- 
ity of  the  parents ;  on  a  repetition  of  the  offence  the  truant 
officer  is  called  upon.  We  believe  that  the  law,  relating  to 
obligatory  school  attendance,  has  been  well  enforced,  and 
that  very  few,  if  any,  children  are  employed  by  manufac- 
turers without  the  requisite  school  attendance  during  the 
year. 

The  truant  officers  are  charged  with  the  execution  of  this 
law  as  well  as  the  prevention  of  truancy. 

COMMITTEE. 

In  October,  Dr.  E.  P.  Colby,  owing  to  the  press  of  pro- 
fessional duties,  resigned  his  position  as  Chairman  and 
member  of  the  Board. 

A  convention  of  the  Boards  of  Selectmen  and  School 
Committee  was  called  Nov.  13,  and  Melvin  J.  Hill  was  ap- 
pointed to  fill  the  vacancy  for  the  remainder  of  the  year. 
The  town  will,  therefore,  at  its  annual  meeting,  elect  one 
member  to  serve  the  remainder  of  the  unexpired  term  (one 
year)  and  two  members  for  the  full  term  of  three  years  each. 

j  CONCLUSION. 

Your  Committee  have  thus  endeavored  to  lay  before  you 
the  work  of  the  year,  though  it  is  impossible  in  a  brief 
review  to  set  forth  all  that  has  been  done  in  our  schools. 

While  they  do  not  reach  the  btandard  we  could  wish  for 
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them,  or  that  they  should  attain,  yet  we  are  justified  in  con- 
gratulating the  town  on  the  general  excellence  of  the  results. 
The  work  has  been  of  widely  varying  character  ;  in  part  val- 
uable simply  in  pointing  out  the  urgent  necessity  of  more 
attention  at  certain  points.  These  faults  have  been  ap- 
proached with  care  and  deliberate  caution  and  an  earnest 
endeavor  made  to  bring  about  a  remedy. 

Much  has  been  accomplished,  but  much  remains  yet  to  be 
done  ;  and  to  aid  us  in  our  efforts  we  invoke  the  hearty  co- 
operation and  support  of  the  citizens  of  the  town.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES. 


The  Trustees  have  the  honor  to  present  to  the  Citizens 
of  Wakefield  their  annual  report  of  the  Library — together 
with  those  of  the  Treasurer  and  Librarian  —  it  being  the 
twenty-seventh  since  its  foundation ;  and  it  is  a  matter  of 
congratulation  that  at  no  time  in  its  existence  has  there  been 
such  good  evidence  of  our  youth  and  adult  population 
being  educated  to  habits  of  reading,  as  at  the  present ; — the 
fact  of  the  large  and  increasing  circulation  of  books  in  our 
community,  furnishing  the  best  proof  of  the  growing  intel- 
lectual activity  of  our  people,  and  their  due  appreciation  of 
their  advantages. 

During  the  year  last  past  there  have  been  added  327  new 
books  to  the  library,  making  a  total  of  7,484  volumes  upon 
its  shelves.  For  further  statistics  we  refer  you  to  the  de- 
tailed reports  of  Treasurer  and  Librarian  hereunto  annexed. 

Our  Librarian  and  her  assistant  have  performed  their  duties 
with  faithful  care,  and  in  an  acceptable  manner — and  upon 
all  occasions  have  endeavored  to  extend,  by  cooperation,  the 
benefits  of  the  Library  to  all  classes  of  patrons. 

During  the  past  year,  the  efforts  of  the  Trustees  have 
been  more  particularly  directed  to  the  quality  of  the  books 
purchased,  and  this  has  been  done  by  a  critical  examination 
of  their  contents  prior  to  giving  them  a  permanent  place 
upon  the  shelves. 

The  selection  of  Fiction  and  Juvenile  books,  is  the  most 
delicate  of  all  the  duties  we  are  called  upon  to  perform ;  we 
have  I/O   remember   that  students,  either   of  History,   Art, 
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Science,  Philosophy,  Keligiou  or  Poetry,  are  not  to  be  pre- 
ferred above  humble  readers  who  seek  in  their  hours  of  leis- 
ure, or  relaxation  from  toil,  books  that  divert  the  mind  and 
withdraw  it,  for  a  time,  from  the  exacting  demands  of  every- 
day life  ;  also,  that  everyone  has  his  preferences,  and  that 
the  Library  is  not  designed  for  exclusive  use,  or  the  gratifi- 
cation of  any  one  taste. 

We  are  not  to  be  understood  as  saying  that  it  is  incum- 
bent upon  us  to  furnish  reading  that  would  gratify  all  tastes, 
or  to  provide  anything  that  in  our  judgment  would  have  a 
pernicious  tendency,  merely  because  it  might  be  demanded 
by  a  certain  class  of  readers ;  but  it  must  be  remembered 
that  under  the  guise  of  Fiction  sometimes  the  finest  pictures 
of  life  and  manners  are  represented,  and  lessons  of  duty 
taught  and  conveyed  to  mind  and  heart. 

Almost  invariably  the  young  seek  light  works  first,  and  in 
after  years  more  solid  mental  diet.  Milk  for  babes;  meat 
for  strong  men.  It  is  therefore  very  desirable  to  attract 
youth  to  our  Library,  for  he  who  commences  reading  young, 
usually  clings  to  the  habit  through  life,  finding  therein  a 
really  inexhaustible  fountain  of  pleasure. 

The  wear  and  tear  of  books  we  find  increases  with  the 
constant  use  made  of  them,  necessitating  constant  scrutiny 
and  increasing  expense  of  rebinding  and  replacing ;  we 
therefore  ask  for  a  trifling  increase  of  appropriation,  viz  :  the 
amount  of  the  Dog  Tax  and  the  sum  of  $500. 

During  the  year  we  have  received  from  our  fellow  towns- 
men and  towns-women,  valuable  donations  of  books  (as  ap- 
pears in  record  in  Librarian's  report)  all  of  which  have  been 
very  thankfully  received ;  and  we  sincerely  trust  others  will 
emulate  their  very  worthy  example. 

We  would  also  solicit  those  waifs  of  the  press — pamphlets. 
Donors  can  rest  assured  that,  if  in  our  judgment  they  are 
worthy,  we  will  classify  them  and  give  them  a  permanent 
home  upon  our  shelves,  amidst  the  other  treasures  of  thought, 
and  due  a&kaorwledgment  of  the  same. 
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To  many,  doubtless,  a  search  for  such  will  prove  a  wel- 
come unloading  of  garrets,  cellars  and  closets,  and  when 
classified  and  upon  our  shelves,  perhaps  prove  a  mine  of 
good  luck  to  historians  and  antiquarians. 

In  nothing  is  the  intelligence  and  spirit  of  a  community 
more  thoroughly  reflected  than  in  the  provision  it  makes  for 
its  educational  institutions,  and  among  these  a  Public  Library 
with  aReading  Room  should  be  placed  in  the  front  rank,  both 
as  to  its  location  and  as  to  its  ability  as  a  vehicle  for  the  cul- 
tivation and  instruction  of  the  people. 

Now  the  influence  of  a  Library  is  limited  only  by  its  abil- 
ity to  adapt  itself  to  the  needs  of  all  classes,  its  value  depend- 
ing on  the  full  use  of  its  books,  rather  than  in  their  number. 

It  has  always  been  a  problem  how  to  mentally  reach  cer- 
tain classes  of  minds,  to  wit :  those  who  cannot,  and  those 
who  do  not  love  to  read,  and  the  feeble,  the  dull,  the  coarse, 
and  the  low,  and  lift  them  to  higher  planes  of  thought  and 
action.  But  it  seems  to  u*  that  the  matter  is  reached  in  a 
Reading  Room,  plentifully  supplied  with  the  finer  class  of 
current  pictorial  literature.  Show  us  the  man  blessed  with 
ordinary  vision  who  does  not  like  pictures.  Our  pictorial 
literature  is  a  silent  but  potent  educator,  and  according  to  its 
kind  touches  the  best  or  worst  part  of  the  basest  or  most 
frivolous  of  men  ;  and  that  there  is  a  best  side  to  all  men, 
who  will  deny  ?  And  is  it  not  an  imperative  duty  for  lead- 
ers of  thought  and  action  in  our  community  to  arouse, 
awaken  and  quicken  this  better  part?  even  though  it  be  like 
the  Statue  in  the  block  of  marble,  hidden  under  the  deposits 
of  generations  awaiting  a  natal  hour  from  the  generous  hand 
of  art,  to  call  it  into  bein£. 

It  was  the  chief  glory  of  Greece  that  the  masses  of  her 
people  shared  the  delights  of  her  refined  civilization,  and 
thus  she  permeated  all  classes  with  a  love  of  the  beautiful,  to 
her  own  lasting  benefit  and  renown.  This,  her  resplendent 
message  to  life,  i&  now  the  common  heritage  of  all  mankind. 
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What  would  serve  more  to  promote  an  advance  in  the 
morals  of  our  community  than  to  open  a  reading  room,  prop- 
erly equipped  with  healthful  literature,  where  our  growing- 
youth  and  weary  artisan  can  inform  and  amuse  themselves 
through  the  daily,  weekly  and  monthty  publications  ?  and  it 
could  also  be  used  as  a  reference  room  for  teachers  and 
scholars — a  thing  we  are  now  destitute  of. 

Does  not  such  an  enterprise  commend  itself  to  every  can- 
did, reflecting  mind?  Will  not  every  parent  give  the  subject 
a  careful  consideration,  and  see  that  at  no  distant  day  it  be 
accomplished  ?  Will  not  some  of  our  wealthy  friends  re- 
member our  needs  in  this  direction,  either  by  gift,  or  endow- 
ment? and  they  can  rest  assured  that  their  memories  will 
blossom  even  in  their  dust. 

Massachusetts  in  1880  contained  Public  Libraries  as  fol 
lows  :  507  Secular  and  1368  Religious,  and  Private  Libra- 
ries that  contained  1,110,340  volumes.     Have  we  not  cause 
to  rejoice  that  this  town  conies  into  such  glorious  company, 
and  helps  to  swell  the  record? 

Last  year  Massachusetts  stood  third  in  the  list  of  manu- 
facturing States  ;  her  capital  invested  in  manufactures  is  said 
to  have  been  three  hundred  and  three  million  dollars  ;  annual 
wages  paid  one  hundred  and  twenty-eight  million  dollars  ; 
value  of  manufactured  goods  six-hundred  and  thirty-one  mil- 
lions of  dollars — one  quarter  of  her  entire  population  being 
interested  pecuniarily  in  manufactures.  This  town  is  em- 
phatically a  manufacturing  town,  and  apparently  destined  so 
to  remain — hence  our  people  are  an  integral  part  of  an  im- 
mense class  to  be  considered — and  it  follows  that  whatever 
tends  to  benefit  so  much  capital,  and  so  many  workmen, 
must  benefit  any  manufacturing  town  within  the  State  limits 
and  consequently  the  State  itself. 

But  great  as  is  this  array  of  industrial  activity  a  greater 
incentive  to  action  exists  in  the  fact  that  man  and  his  welfare 
is  more  than  matters,  figures,  or  results.     He  lives  not  bv 
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bread  alone,  and  it  is  only  by  thought  that  labor  can  be  made 
happy,  and  only  by  labor  can  thought  be  made  healthy.  It 
is  only  by  labor  and  thought  combined  that  the  clear  grit 
that  the  Eev.  Dr.  Collyer  so  happily  spoke  of  is  produced. 
Grit  is  the  grain  of  character — spirit  and  will  thrust  into 
the  heart,  brain  and  back  bone  so  as  to  form  part  of  the 
physical  substance  of  the  man. 

We  therefore  earnestly  express  the  hope  that  our  town  will 
soon  have  a  good  reading  room  for  oar  working  citizens  if  no 
other,  who  as  a  class  are  so  allied  to  the  monetary  interests 
(as  above  shown)  of  manufacturers  and  wealthy  men,  and 
contributors  to  such  a  benefit  can  rest  assured  that  by  lifting 
their  fellow  citizens  and  working  men  to  higher  levels  social- 
ly and  mentally,  they  themselves,  will  also  be  lifted,  for  the 
Infinite  Father  has  so  ordained  matters,  that  no  man  can  do 
a  kind  act  for  another,  unless  it  reacts  in  the  same  direction 
somewhere,  and  at  some  time  upon  himself.  Action  and 
re-action  are  equal  forces,  a  principle  that  is  fundamental. 

As  Byron  aptly  expresses  it : 

"  All  -who  joy  would  win, 


Must  share  it.    Happiness  was  born  a  twin." 

Our  Library  as  a  medium  has  illuminated  many  a  home  in 
our  midst  that  otherwise  would  have  been  in  mental  dark- 
ness. Will  not  the  Reading  Room  still  further  extend  the 
forces  for  good  in  a  similar  direction,  and  is  it  not  also  true 
that  a  town  which  fails  to  provide  in  all  directions  for  the 
interests  of  its  rising  generation,  fails  also  to  best  provide 
for  its  own  future. 

Education  is  the  bulwark  of  the  Republic,  and  how  best 
to  educate  the  masses  is  the  question  of  the  day.  He  who 
reaches  highest  in  this  direction  gives  the  finest  reason  of  all 
for  his  being  in  the  world.  Libraries  and  Reading  Rooms 
stand  in  the  front  ranks  for  raising  the  standard  of  human 
character — which  among  the  many  elements  of  civilization 
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has  more  to  do  with  healthy,  human  progress  than  any  other. 
Character  is  the  gem  of  life,  lifting  us  from  the  human  to 
the  Divine  image.  The  flower  of  all  civilization  being  the 
finished  man — the  man  of  grace — accomplishments — honor, 
in  a  word,  the  gentleman.

The  following   communication  was   received  from 
Jonathan  Nichols,  and  read  to  the  town : 

Wakefield,  March  22d,  1883. 
To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  of  Wakefield, 
Gentlemen  : 

I  desire  through  you  to  make  the  following  proposition  to  the  town, 
to  wit:  that  I  will  make  a  gift  to  the  town  of  one  thousand  dollars,  on 
condition  that  the  town  will  pay  interest  on  that  sum,  at  such  rate  as  it 
may  from  time  to  time  determine,  for  a  period  of  one  hundred  years ; 
the  interest  to  be  paid  for  the  purpose  and  in  manner  as  follows :  To 
every  young  man  of  Wakefield  who  shall  make  a  statement  to  the 
Town  Clerk  before  they  are  sixteen  years  of  age,  and  declare  their  in- 
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tention  not  to  drink- intoxicating  liquors,  and  not  to  chew  or  smoke 
tobacco  from  that  time  to  the  time  they  shall  become  twenty-one  years 
of  age,  (the  Town  Clerk  to  make  a  record  of  such  declaration  in  a  book 
to  be  kept  for  that  purpose)  and  if  at  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  the 
person  making  such  declaration  shall  say  to  the  Selectmen  that  he  has 
kept  his  word  in  accordance  with  such  statement,  and  there  appears  no 
evidence  that  he  has  not,  they  shall  give  him  a  certificate  of  commenda- 
tion and  an  order  on  the  Town  Treasurer  for  the  sum  of  ten  dollars, 
whenever  there  are  interest  funds  sufficient  to  pay  the  same,  the  appli- 
cants to  be  paid  in  the  order  of  their  registration.  And  at  the  end  of 
one  hundred  years  the  town  may,  if  they  see  fit,  pay  the  interest  for 
school-books  for  orphan  children,  or  for  lectures,  or  for  additions  to  the 
public  library.  Yours  respectfully,

Your  Committee,  at  their  first  meeting,  made  an  inspection  of  the  Po- 
lice Court  Room  and  also  of  the  Memorial  Room,  and,  after  a  general 
expression  of  views  on  the  subject,  it  was  unanimously  decided  to  rec- 
ommend the  use  of  the  Memorial  Room  for  the  purpose  desired,  on  ac- 
count of  its  advantages  in  connection  with  the  Public  Library,  and  filling 
a  need  for  a  room  where  applicants  for  books  may  have  a  quiet  place 
with  proper  accommodations  to  examine  works  in  search  of  information 
on  any  particular  subject  of  study,  or  books  of  value  which  may  not  be 
allowed  to  be  taken  away  from  the  Library.  Also  it  would  have  an 
educational  and  patriotic  influence  and  tendency  such  as  would  be  felt 
in  no  other  room.  With  the  room  made  use  of  for  the  high  and  moral 
purposes  intended,  seems  to  us  particularly  worthy  and  most  appropri- 
ate, and  will  make  it  more  accessible  to  the  citizens  and  their  visiting 
friends  whom  they  may  desire  to  show  the  memorials  to  our  fallen 
braves.  With  a  rail  placed  before  the  tablets  for  their  protection,  and 
other  minor  matters  of  detail,  the  property  will  be  made  amply  secure, 
and  the  room  kept  in  perfect  order. 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  the  Reading  Room  be  opened  only 
on  the  days  and  evenings  appointed  for  the  Library  and  that  the  only 
entrance  to  it  shall  be  through  the  Library  room  until  the  close  of  the 
Library  in  the  evening,  when  the  other  door  may  be  open  for  one  hour 
later.  With  the  probability  that  not  many  years  hence  will  see  the 
Library  open  more  evenings  in  the  week  than  at  the  present  time,  your 
Committee  feel  that,  for  the  start  and  first  trial  of  a  Reading  Room,  the 
opening  of  it  with  the  Library  will  meet  the  present  wants  of  the  people 
with  the  best  economy. 
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To  prepare  the  room  for  the  purpose  proposed,  and  payment  of  run- 
ning expenses  for  the  ensuing  year,  your  Committee  figure  the  cost  as 
follows:  For  chairs,  $75;  tables,  $60;  paper  rack  and  files,  $25;  gas 
pipe  for  heating,  $25 ;  gas  brackets  for  lighting,  $25 ;  rail,  $15 ;  inci- 
dentals, $25;  making  the  total  for  furnishing  the  room,  $250.  For 
running  expenses,  gas,  $75;  janitor,  $50;  incidentals,  $25;  total, 
$150;  the  whole  expense  amounting  to  $400.  And  your  Committee 
recommend  that  the  sum  of  four  hundred  dollars  be  appropriated,  in  the 
belief  that  such  papers  and  magazines  as  may  be  required  can  be  ob- 
tained by  voluntary  subscription,  but  should  the  town  think  it  best  to 
make  an  appropriation  sufficient  to  cover  those,  then  the  sum  should  be 
made  five  hundred  dollars.

Art.  G.  To  hear  and  act  upon  the  report  of  the  Committee  appointed 
at  a  meeting  holden  on  the  twelfth  day  of  March,  A.  D., 
1883,  to  take  into  consideration  the  purchase  of  land  and  the 
erection  of  a  school  house  thereon. 

Wm.  N.  Tyler,  in  behalf  of  the  Committee,  re- 
ported as  follows  : 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  SCHOOL  HOUSE. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  matter  of  Art.  2  of 
the  town  warrant  of  March  12,  1883,  respectfully  submit  the  following 
report. 

Art.  2  reads  as  follows:  "To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  to- 
wards the  purchase  of  land  and  the  erection  of  a  school  house  thereon.' 

Under  that  article  the  following  Committee  were  appointed  to  take 
the  matter  into  consideration  and  report  at  a  future  meeting:  Lucius 
Beebe,  Thomas  Winship,  S.  K.  Hamilton,  E.  E.  Emerson,  A.  W. 
Brownell,  W.  N.  Tyler. 

Upon  the  organization  of  the  Committee,  Hon.  Lucius  Beebe  was 
chosen  Chairman  and  William  N.  Tyler,  Secretary. 
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The  Committee  have  had  six  evening  sessions  for  the  purpose  of  dis- 
cussing the  best  possible  structure  to  be  erected  to  meet  the  present 
needs,  in  which  discussions  the  comparison  oi  cost  with  buildings  al- 
ready constructed,  the  necessary  and  desirable  improvements  upon 
structures  now  in  use,  and  the  cost  of  construction  of  such  a  building:, 
as  to  the  Committee  seems  necessary  to  be  erected,  were  dwelt  upon, 
with  the  sole  and  distinguishing  object  of  meeting  the  necessities  of  the 
case  at  a  minimum  cost.  In  addition  to  the  evening  sessions  the  Com- 
mittee have  met  upon  two  afternoons  for  the  purpose  of  examining 
localities  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  centre  of  population  of  the 
probable  new  district  to  be  established.  They  have  also  visited  school- 
houses  in  other  towns  in  order  to  be  better  prepared  to  make  definite 
recommendations  as  to  the  structure  proposed  to  be  erected. 

The  following  lots  of  land  were  each  visited  and  discussed,  with  refer- 
ence to  the  present  and  future  central  location  as  to  population  and  area. 
A  lot  of  land  on  Murray  street  opposite  the  Catholic  chapel ;  a  lot  of  land 
on  the  corner  of  Emerson  and  Auburn  streets  and  known  as  the  Dr. 
Mansfield  lot ;  a  lot  of  land  on  the  northeasterly  corner  of  Gould  and 
Cedar  streets  belonging  to  Mr.  Beebe  ;  a  lot  on  the  southeasterly  corner 
of  Gould  and  Cedar  streets  belonging  to  Mr.  Cox  of  Lynnfield ;  a  lot  of 
land  on  Gould  street  west  of  the  residence  of  Rev.  Father  Flatley  and 
known  as  the  Burgess  lot;  and  the  lot  of  land  on  the  southeasterly  cor- 
ner of  Albion  and  Lake  streets,  being  the  property  of  Mr.  Beebe. 

After  a  full  and  thorough  discussion  of  the  various  localities  visited, 
the  Committee  were  of  the  unanimous  opinion  that  the  last  named  lot 
was  the  most  eligible  as  to  situation,  and  it  was  voted  that  the  Commit- 
tee recommend  that  a  lot  of  land  situated  on  the  southeasterly  corner  of 
Albion  and  Lake  streets,  being  114  feet  on  Lake  street  and  115  feet  on 
Albion  street,  and  comprising  about  14,566  feet,  be  purchased  b}f  the 
town,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $1820.75,  for  a  location  for  the  erection  of 
a  school  house  thereon. 

A  new  school  house  now  being  erected  at  Melrose  was  visited  by  the 
Committee,  and  being  comparatively  about  such  a  building  as  the  Com- 
mittee believed  the  town  would  deem  essential  to  build,  take  that 
structure  as  a  basis  for  their  recommendations,  so  far  as  accommoda- 
tions and  cost  of  structure  are  concerned,  and  recommend  that  upon 
the  lot  before  mentioned  the  town  erect  a  four  room  building,  two 
rooms  on  the  first  floor  and  two  rooms  on  the  second  floor,  at  an  esti- 
mated cost  of  $8000.  This  estimate  is  based  upon  the  cost  of  the  Mel- 
rose  buiidino:,  which  has  been  erected  through  the  winter  months,  when 
the  labor,  as  the  contractor  informed  a  member  of  the  Committee,  was 
low.  That  building  cost  $6,500,  above  the  underpinning,  and  could 
not,  as  we  are  informed  by  the  contractor,  be  now  built  for  the  same 
sum.     But  your  Committee  believe   that  the   sum  of  $8000  will  fully 
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cover  the  cost  ot  erecting  such  a  building  as  the  necessities  of  the  town 
now  seem  to  require.

Voted,    That  the  report  of  the  Committee  be  accepted. 

Art.  7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  erect  a  school  house  in  accor- 
dance with  the  report  of  the  Committee  mentioned  in  article 
6  of  this  warrant;  determine  the  location  thereof,  and  adopt 
all  necessary  measures  to  purchase  or  procure  land  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  same,  or  what  they  will  do  about  it. 

Voted.  On  motion  of  C.  W.  Eaton,  that  the  town  build  a 
school  house  in  accordance  with  the  report  of  the 
Committee  made  under  Art.  6  of  the  warrant,  ex- 
cept that  the  building  be  of  brick,  and  that  the 
same  be  located  on  the  lot  at  the  corner  of  Albion 
and  Lake  streets,  and  that  a  Committee  of  six  be 
chosen,  with  authority  to  purchase  said  lot  and 
erect  said  house  for,  in  behalf  of,  and  in  the  name 
of,  the  town. 

Voted.    That  the  same  Committee  that  signed  the  report, 

-  (consisting   of  Lucius   Beebe,    Thomas   Winship, 

S.  K.  Hamilton,  E.  E.  Emerson,  A.  W.  Brownell 

and  William  N.  Tyler)  be  the  Committee  to  carry 

this  vote  into  effect. 

Voted.  That  this  Committee  be  instructed  to  advertise  for 
bids,  and  that  the  contract  be  let  out  to  the  lowest 
responsible  bidder.      (Yes,  31 ;  No,  17.) 

Voted.  That  the  Committee  ascertain  the  probable  cost  of 
the  building,  and  all  other  facts  in  regard  to  this 
subject,  and  that  a  town  meeting  be  called  for  the 
town  to  take  action  thereon. 

A  motion  to  substitute,  that  the  town  appropriate 
$12,000,  was  lost. 

It  was  then  voted  that  this  meeting  be  adjourned 
four  weeks  from  to-night  at  7.30  o'clock,  P.  M. 
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Adjourned  Town  Meeting,  June  4th,  1883. 

Art.  7  was  again  taken  up  which  was  as  follows : 

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  erect  a  school  house  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  report  of  the  Committee  mentioned  in  art- 
icle 6  of  this  warrant;  determine  the  location  thereof,  and 
adopt  all  necessary  measures  to  purchase  or  procure  land  for 
the  accommodation  of  the  same,  or  what  they  will  do  about  it. 

Voted.  To  reconsider  so  much  of  the  vote  passed  at  the 
meeting  held  May  7th  as  instructed  the  Committee 
on  building  a  new  school  house  to  report  at  a 
meeting  to  be  called  for  that  purpose. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  was  then  called  for 
and  read  by  Wm.  N.  Tyler. 

EEPOET. 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Wakefield  : 

The  Committee  appointed  at  the  town  meeting  held  on  the  7th  day  of 
May,  A.  D.,  1883,  to  purchase  land  and  erect  a  school  house  thereon, 
respectfully  report  in  pursuance  of  a  vote  ot  the  town  for  said  Commit- 
tee to  investigate  and  report  upon  the  approximate  cost  of  erecting  a 
school  house  of  brick,  that  with  a  view  of  ascertaining  the  probable  cost 
of  a  building  of  the  dimensions  needed,  the  Committee  invited  several 
architects  to  submit  plans  for  a  four  room  building  of  brick  with  esti- 
mates as  to  cost.  In  reply  to  the  invitations  of  the  Committee,  plans 
of  elevation,  accompanied  with  ground  plans,  specifications  and  pro- 
posals were  submitted  by  five  gentlemen,  all  varying  in  structure,  ap- 
pearance and  cost,  and  after  consultation  and  comparison,  your  Com- 
mittee find  themselves  undecided  as  to  the  adoption  of  any  plan  sub- 
mitted, as  being  too  elaborate  and  expensive,  but  would  recommend 
that  the  sum  of  $15000  be  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing 
the  land  and  erecting  a  school  house  thereon  in  accordance  with  the 
vote  of  the  town.

A  motion  to  reconsider  the  vote  whereby  the  town 
voted  to  build  a  brick  school  house  was  lost. 
(Yes,  12;  No,  39.) 


It  was  then  voted  to  adopt  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee. 

Voted.  That  the  Committee  already  chosen  under  Art.  7 
be  authorized  and  directed,  in  the  name  and  behalf 
of  the  town,  to  purchase  the  lot  of  land  on  Lake 
street,  owned  by  Mr.  Lucius  Beebe,  there  measur- 
ing 75  feet,  and  bounded  on  the  school  house  lot 
already  accepted  by  the  town,  110  feet,  for  the 
purposes  of  the  new  school  building  and  the  con- 
templated new  school.

Mr.  Hamilton  being  present  responded  briefly  in 
words  of  grateful  acknowledgment,  declaring  the 
vote  of  the  town  the  greatest  compliment  and  honor 
he  had  ever  received. 


Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  its  Treasurer,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Selectmen,  to  hire  money  for  a  term  of  years 
to  provide  funds  to  pay  for  the  Jand  and  school  buildings 
mentioned  in  article  seven  of  this  warrant,  and  to  issue  notes 
or  bonds  of  the  town  therefor,  or  what  they  will  do  about  it. 

On  motion  of  James  F.  Emerson  it  was  voted 
unanimously,  (Yes,  47;  No,  0,)  That  to  provide 
funds  to  pay  for  the  land  and  school  buildings,  as 
voted  for,  acting  under  Art.  7,  the  Treasurer,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  be  authorized  to 
hire  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  and  to 
issue  notes  therefor  bearing  interest,  and  in  sums 
of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  each,  payable  one  note 
each  year  for  the  next  ten  years,  with  the  interest, 
to  raise  each  year  by  tax  the  sum  to  meet  their 
payment. 
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Art.  9.  To  hear  and  act  upon  the  report  of  the  School  Committee  on 
the  Greenwood  school  house  and  yard,  as  authorized  by  ac- 
tion under  article  twenty-nine  of  the  warrant  for  the  last  an- 
nual town  meeting  held  in  this  town. 

Mr,  S.  K.  Hamilton,  in  behalf  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee, reported  that  they  had  investigated  the 
matter  in  regard  to  the  Greenwood  school  house 
and  yard,  but  were  not  prepared  to  make  any  rec- 
ommendation to  the  town  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
many  citizens  residing  in  Greenwood  desired  the 
school  house  removed  to  another  lot. 

Votej).  To  refer  the  report  back  to  the  Committee  for  fur- 
ther investigation,  and  report  at  a  future  meeting. 

Art.  10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  a  sum  ot  money  for  the 
purpose  of  purchasing  an  iron  roller  for  use  upon  the  high- 
ways, or  what  thev  will  do  about  it. 

Voted.  That  the  town  purchase  an  iron  road  roller  for  use 
on  the  highways,  and  that  the  sum  of  two  hundred 
dollars  be  appropriated  for  the  payment  of  the 
same,  or  as  much  thereof  as  may  be  required. 

Voted.    That  the  Eoad  Commissioners  be  the  Committee  to 

carry  this  vote  into  effect. 

Art.  11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  direct  the  Road  Commissioners  to 
emplo}r  a  competent  Engineer  to  establish  proper  grades  on 
the  highways  of  this  town,  or  what  they  will  do  about  it. 

Voted.  That  the  matter  of  this  article  be  referred  to  the 
Road  Commissioners. 

Art.  12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  a"  sufficient  sum  oi  money 
to  cover  the  expense  of  transportation  of  four  pieces  of  artil- 
lery from  Governor's  Island  to  this  town,  the  same  having 
been  donated  by  act  of  Congress  to  this  town,  and  to  decide 
upon  their  care  and  disposal,  or  what  they  will  do  about  it. 

Voted.  That  the  sum  of  $50  be  appropriated  for  the  purpose 
named  in  the  warrant,  and  when  the  ordnance  ar- 
rives in  this  town  it  be  placed  in  the  care  of  Post 
12,  G,  A.  R. 

Voted.    To  adjourn  this  meeting  sine  die.

REPORT. 


Acting  under  Art.  50  of  the  town  warrant  at  the  annual  meeting  Apr. 
2d,  1883,  the  undersigned  were  appointed  a  Committee  to  inquire  into 
the  cost,  qualities  and  capacity  of  differeut  stone  crushers,  also  the  cost 
of  an  engine  of  sufficient  capacity  tor  operating  the  same,  and  report  at 
a  future  meeting,  and  having  attended  to  that  duty  ask  leave  to  report. 

It  is  evident  that  the  sentiment  of  the  town  is  tending  towards  an  im- 
provement in  the  system  of  road  building,  with  a  view  of  making  them 
more  passable  and  endurable,  and  thus  lessen  the  expense  in  the  long 
run,  and  to  accomplish  this  work  of  improvement  the  necessity  of  intro- 
ducing new  and  improved  machinery  has  become  evident  to  many  of 
the  citizens  of  the  town. 

Your  Committee  have  visited  four  different  places  where  crushers  are 
located,  hoping  to  see  them  in  operation,  but  only  found  two  at  work, 
all  of  which  are  the  Blake  or  the  Blake  improved,  and  as  far  as  could  be 
ascertained  was,  and  had  given,  entire  satisfaction. 

Your  Committee  has  also  communicated  with  the  Selectmen  and  Road 
Commissioners  of  the  following  cities  and  towns,  viz:  Salem,  Lynn, 
Woburn  and  Winchester,  all  of  which  are  using  the  Blake  Crusher,  and 
have  them  permanently  located  near  ledges,  all  of  which  are  of  the 
same  size,  being  No.  6,  and  called  15x9.  One  of  this  size  crusher,  used 
by  the  city  of  Boston,  has  in  seven  hours  produced  118  cubic  yards  of 
crushed  stone.  The  estimated  production  of  this  size  crusher  is  8  cubic 
yards  of  crushed  stone  per  hour  to  two  inches  in  size,  and  is  estimated 
by  the  manufacturers,  as  per  table  ot  circular,  to  require  10  horse  power 
to  do  that  amount  of  work,  but,  on  close  investigation  and  inquiry  of 
the  different  parties  who  are  running  them,  your  Committee  would  not 
recommend  an  engine  of  less  than  15  to  20  horse  power  to  operate  a 
No.  G  Blake  improved  Crusher  and  Screen. 

The  cost  of  a  No.  6  Blake  improved  Crusher,  delivered  on  cars  in 
Boston,  is  $675.  The  cost  of  a  revolving  screen  all  attached  to  crusher 
ready  for  belting  is  $165.  The  cost  of  a  Hoadley  improved  portable 
engine  and  boiler  ot  15  horse  power,  on  board  cars  in  Boston,  is  $977.- 
50,  making  a  total  of  $1817.50,  and  should  it  be  thought  best  to  pur* 
chase  a  20  horse-power  engine  it  would  cost  $255  more. 
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The  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  of  Woburn  says  their  whole 
plant  of  crusher,  screen,  engine  and  building,  cost  $2500,  and  was  the 
best  investment  the  town  ever  made,  and  ought  to  have  been  made 
twenty  years  ago. 

Your  Committee  would  recommend  (if  by  a  vote  ot  the  town  it  is 
thought  best)  that  the  town  purchase  a  No.  G  Blake  improved  Crusher 
and  Screen  and  a  Hoadley  improved  portable  Engine  and  Boiler  of  irom 
15  to  20  horse-power,  the  whole  to  be  permanently  located  near  or  at 
some  easy, accessible  ledge,  and  be  got  ready  for  use  early  in  the  spring 
of  1884,  at  a  cost  that  we  think  would  not  exceed  $3000.

In  regard  to  hydrants. — The  Wakefield  Water  Company  submit  the 
following  proposition  to  the  town.  That  the  price  for  the  additional 
hydrants  called  for  in  articles  numbered  5,  7,  and  13  in  this  town  war- 
rant will  be  at  the  rate  of  fifty  dollars  per  annum  per  hydrant,  and  fifty 
dollars  per  hydrant  will  be  the  price  for  all  additional  hydrants  until 
one  hundred  hydrants  are  furnished  by  said  Company  to  the  town  ;  and 
that  all  additional  hydrants  above  the  number  of  one  hundred  will  be 
furnished  to  the  town  by  said  Company  at  the  price  of  twenty-five  dol 
lars  per  hydrant,  and  all  contracts  for  additional  hydrants  so  furnished 
by  said  Company  to  the  town  are  to  terminate  at  the  same  period  of 
time  as  named  in  the  original  contract  between  said  Company  and  the 
town. 

And  the  Committee  are  of  ihe  opinion  that  the  above  named  prices 
per  hydrant  is  below  the  average  price  charged  by  other  Companies 
iurnishing  water  in  the  same  wav. 

The  Committee  are  also  of  the  opinion  that  final  action  upon  articles 
o,  7  and  13  ot  this  town  warrant,  to  establish  the  hydrants  called  for  in 
said  articles  5,  7  and  13,  cannot  now  be  taken  in  this  town  meeting,  as 
the  articles  should  be  differently  written,  and  would  need  a  two-thirds 
vote  10  authorize  a  valid  contract  between  the  town  and  said  Company. 

The  Committee  would  recommend  that  the  town  purchase  two  drink" 
ing  fountains  of  the  pattern  of  the  one  located  on  Main  street,  Stone" 
ham,  Mass.,  manufactured  by  Henry  F.  Jenks  of  Paw    cket,  R.  I.,  the 
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cost  being  about  $165  each;  said  drinking  fountains  to  be  located  as 
follows :  one  in  the  middle  of  Main  street,  about  opposite  to  the  house 
of  the  late  B.  B.  Wiley,  the  other  fountain  to  be  located  at  the  corner  of 
Albion  and  Railroad  streets,  opposite  the  land  of  S.  O.  Richardson, 
and  would  recommend  the  appropriation  of  lour  hundred  dollars  tor 
said  purchase. 

The  Wakefield  Water  Company  agree  to  furnish  water  for  two  drink- 
ing fountains  in  this  town,  said  drinking  fountains  to  be  of  construction 
satisfactory  to  said  Company,  and  the  water  of  said  Company  so  fur- 
nished to  be  run  continuously  for  not  more  than  seven  months  in  each 
year,  for  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  of  said  fountains  per 
year,  payable  semi-annually. 

Introduction  of  water  into  the  public  buildings  ot  the  town.— The 
Committee  would  recommend  the  introduction  forthwith  of  water  into 
the  Town  Hall,  the  two  school  houses  upon  Otis  street,  the  Franklin 
St.  school  house,  and  the  North  Ward  school  house,  and  recommend 
the  appropriation  of  the  sum  of  four  hundred  dollars  therefor,  the  price 
of  the  water  being  the  Company's  advertised  rates.

The  work  on  the  highways  has  been  under  the  direction 
of  Mr.  Dow,  who  has  superintended  nearly  all  the  work 
performed.  Wc  advertised  for  proposals  to  furnish  gravel 
by  the  cubic  yard  for  grading  on  Main  street,  near  the  resi- 
dence of  Mrs.  Flint.  No  bids  were  received.  The  town 
should  take  action  to  procure  gravel  for  grading,  either  by 
purchase  or  by  laying  out  pits  as  provided  by  law.  In 
some  cases  during  the  past  year  we  have  been  obliged  to 
cart  gravel  a  mile  or  more,  and  in  one  case  have  been  out- 
side the  limits  of  our  town  to  procure  suitable  grade. 
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The  wages  paid  in  this  department  have  been  as  follows  : 
laborers,  20  cents  per  hour ;  horse  and  cart,  20  cents  per 
hour ;  labor  on  stoiie  work,  25  cents  per  hour  ;  superintend- 
ent, 30  cents  per  hour;  breaking  snow  path,  25  cents  per 
hour  for  man  and  25  cents  per  hour  for  each  horse. 

We  have  caused  stone  bounds  to  be  placed  on  Maple 
street,  Byron  street  and  Yale  avenue.  We  have  also  placed 
signs  at  the  entrance  of  all  private  ways. 

By  a  vote  of  the  town  we  were  charged  with  the  duty  of 
purchasing  a  Street  Roller.  A  contract  was  made  with  Geo. 
T.  McLaughlin  &  Co.,  of  Boston,  who  furnished  us  with  a 
first  class  roller  for  $200,  the  amount  appropriated  by  the 
town. 

The  town  should  take  some  action  to  provide  a  suitable 
building  in  which  to  store  the  Road  Scraper,  Roller,  Snow 
Ploughs  and  other  tools  used  in  this  department. 

The  contract  for  concrete  walks,  gutters  and  crossings 
was  awarded  to  White  Bros,  of  No.  Abington.  The  amount 
of  work  performed  is  shown  in  the  financial  statement.  The 
work  marked  "special"  was  on  Central  street  in  front  of  the 
residence  of  W.  K.  Perkins,  the  walk  having  been  concreted 
several  years  ago  by  Mr.  Perkins,  at  his  own  expense,  and  a 
contract  was  made  to  do  the  work  at  25  cents  per  cubic  yard, 
the  town  allowing  Mr.  Perkins  17  cents  per  yard,  the  same 
as  allowed  on  new  work.

OVERSEERS'  GENERAL  REPORT. 

The  Town  Farm  and  Almshouse  have  been  under  the  care- 
ful and  efficient  charge  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  George  E.  Donald 
during  the  year  just  closed,  and  their  services  have  been 
secured  for  the  year  ensuing. 

Improvements  have  been  made  on  the  Farm  by  grading  a 
portion  of  the  Flats  which  have  been  heretofore  unproduc- 
tive, and  increased  returns  of  hay  are  expected  from  this 
source.  Boulders  from  the  fields  and  pastures  have  been 
removed  to  a  great  extent ;  a  wood  lot  that  was  burned 
over  last  year  has  been  cleared  up,  from  which  has  been  cut 
some  thirty  or  more  cords  of  Avood.  Stone  walls  and  fences 
have  been  repaired,  thus  making  an  improvement  in  the  gen- 
eral appearance  of  the  Farm  and  its  surroundings. 

The  crops  were  seriously  injured  by  the  drought  of  last 
summer,  but  enough  was  raised  to  show  what  the  Farm  is 
capable  of  under  favorable  circumstances. 
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Six  cows  have  furnished  all  the  milk  required  for  Alms- 
house use  for  the  year,  while  the  sum  of  $645.80  has  been 
realized  from  the  sale  of  milk  to  outside  parties.  This 
income  is  believed  to  be  larger  than  has  ever  been  received 
from  this  source,  and  shows  what  can  be  done  in  this  direc- 
tion with  a  capable  Superintendent. 

Katie  Blakeney  who  was  committed  to  our  charge  by  the 
Judge  of  the  Municipal  Court  in  Boston,  wTas  14  years  old 
last  August ;  Frank  B.  Fay,  General  Agent  of  the  Society  of 
the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children  has  been  appointed 
her  guardian  and  has  removed  her  from  the  Almshouse  thus 
relieving  the  Town  from  further  care. 

One  death  has  occurred  at  the  Almshouse,  that  of  Mrs. 
Jane  NoonanonFeb.  23,  1884.  Otherwise  the  health  of  the 
inmates' has  been  general]}7"  good. 

OUTSIDE  RELIEF. 

Henry  H.  Corey  and  family  of  Monson  whose  case  was 
reported  last  year  have  received  personal  attention  of  the 
Overseers.  His  settlement  is  a  military  one.  As  they  could 
not  conveniently  be  removed  to  our  Almshouse  an  arrange- 
ment was  made  with  the  Town  of  Monson  to  aid  them.  Mr 
Corey  died  the  26th  of  February,  1884,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
the  family  may  now  be  removed  here,  making  the  expense 
to  the  Town  less. 

Moses  Barnes  is  now  living  in  Northbridge,  Mass.,  receiv- 
ing aid  from  the  Overseers  of  that  town  at  our  expense. 
During  the  year  th6  Overseers  have  visited  Northbridge  sev- 
eral times  to  see  if  he  could  be  removed  here,  but  found  it 
impossible  owing  to  his  condition.  He  has  paralysis,  and  is 
confined  to  his  bed  with  no  prospect  of  recovery,  needing 
constant  care  and  attention.  This  accounts  in  a  great  meas- 
ure for  the  excessive  expenditure  of  $400.33  over  the  previous 
year,  in  the  Outside  Kelief  department  of  persons  whose 
residence  is  here. 

Forty-nine  families  representing  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
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nine  persons  have  received  aid  from  the  Town  during  the 
year.  Of  this  number  ninety  have  settlements  in  this  town, 
while  the  remaining  thirty-nine  belong  to  the  State  or  other 
cities  and  towns. 

The  case  of  B.  F.  Burlington,  who  was  arrested  last  year 
under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  270  of  the  Acts  of  1882, 
was  carried  to  the  Superior  Court.  This  Court  has  sustained 
the  decision  of  the  lower  court,  and  he  is  noAV  serving  out  a 
sentence  for  unreasonably  neglecting  to  provide  for  his  minor 
children. 

Whole  number  of  Tramps  lodged  in  the  Lockup  during 
the  year  was  134. 

An  increase  in  the  population  of  the  Town  brings  an  in- 
crease of  expense  in  this  as  well  as  other  departments  of  the 
Town.  The  Overseers  have  exercised  great  care  especially 
in  dispensing  outside  relief  in  order  to  keep  the  expenses 
within  the  appropriation  granted.

The  action  of  the  Town  in  accepting  the  "Park  Act"  has 
been  officially  communicated  to  the  Secretary  of  State, 
by  the  Secretary  of  this  Board,  and  the  publication  of  the 
required  certificate  by  the  State  official  has  been  duly  certi- 
fied to  the  Town  Treasurer  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Com- 
monwealth. 

By  vote  of  the  town  passed  May  7th,  1883,  the  Treasurer 
Avas  authorized,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  hire 
,  ten  thousand  dollars  in  notes  of  one  thousand  dollars  each, 
to  meet  the  conditions  of  the  bequests  in  the  will  of  Corne- 
lius Sweetser,  and  it  was  also  voted  that  the  sum  of  one 
thousand  dollars  be  raised  annually,  for  the  next  ten  years, 
to  meet  the  payment  of  these  notes.  This  sum  with  the 
bequest  of  Mr.  Sweetser  ($10,000)  to  be  expended  in  improv- 
ing and  beautifying  the  new  park.  Our  citizens  will  be 
called  upon  at  our  next  annual  town  meeting  to  vote  for 
three  Park  Commissioners. 

INTRODUCTION    OF    WATER. 

Under  date  of  Dec.  1st,  1883,  the  Selectmen  were  noti- 
fied by  the  Wakefield  Water  Company  of  their  readiness  to 

16 
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complete  their  contract,  for  the  introduction  of  water  into 
the  town,  and  the  13th  of  the  same  month  was  assigned  as 
the  time  for  testing  the  hydrants.  The  trial  was  first  made 
upon  those  upon  Main  street,  on  each  side  of  the  Town  Hall 
building,  followed  by  those  upon,  and  near  the  junction  of 
Pleasant  and  Salem  streets,  and  finally  of  those  upon  Main 
street  near  the  residence  of  Mr.  Lucius  Beebe.  The  result 
in  each  case  was  highly  satisfactory,  the  water  being  thrown 
from  fifty  to  seventy-five  feet  in  a  perpendicular  stream  by 
the  force  of  reservoir  pressure  alone.  Each  hydrant  was 
also  tested  by  the  Chief  Engineer,  and  by  him  reported  to 
the  town  as  in  a  satisfactory  condition  for  their  designed 
use. 

PERAMBULATION    OF    TOWN    LINES. 

The  line  between  the  towns  of  Melrose  and  Wakefield, 
was  perambulated  by  the  Selectmen  of  the  respective  towns, 
on  the  27th  of  Oct.  1883,  in  conformity  with  law,  and  the 
monuments  found  in  good  condition.

Many  much  needed  repairs  and  improvements  have  been 
made  upon  the  interior  of  the  edifice,  and  it  is  believed  that 
the  whole  is  now  in  a  state  of  complete  repair.  By  vote 
of  the  town  Nov.  26th,  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars 
was  appropriated  to  meet  the  expense  of  covering  the  steam 
pipes  in  the  basement  of  the  building  with  a  cement  com- 
posed of  asbestos,  and  insoluble  earth,  to  secure  and  convey 
to  the  different  radiators  the  entire  amount  of  heat  generated 
by  the  boiler.  This  vote  has  been  carried  out  at  an  expense 
of  $275.00  with  very  satisfactory  results. 
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At  the  same  meeting  the  sum  of  $75.00  was  appropriated 
to  cover  the  expense  of  a  Gas  Regulator  for  the  building. 
This  was  purchased  and  placed  for  the  sum  named,  securing 
it  is  believed  a  saving  of  one  hundred  feet,  in  each  eleven 
hundred  feet  of  gas. 

Bv  vote  of  the  town  Dec.  10th,  the  sum  of  two  hundred 
dollars  was  appropriated  for  conveying  water  into  the  build- 
ing.    This  was  accomplished  at  an  expense  of  $212,32. 

STREET   LAMPS. 

By  vote  of  the  town  Dec.  26th,  1883,  the  sum  of  $200, 
was  appropriated  for  placing  street  lamps  upon  Melvin, 
Water,  Bryant,  Elm,  W.  Chestnut  and  Salem  streets;  this 
vote  has  been  carried  out,  and  in  addition  a  lamp  has  been 
placed  upon  Lake  street.  The  lighting  of  the  lamps  in  the 
central  part  of  the  town  has  been  attended  to  in  a  very  un- 
satisfactory manner  indeed,  causing  much  dissatisfaction 
among  the  citizens,  as  well  as  annoyance,  and  regret  to  the 
Selectmen.

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ENGINEERS'  REPORT, 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen, — The  Engineers  of  the  Fire  Department 
herewith  present  their  annual  report,  in  which  a  detailed 
statement  of  its  force  and  apparatus,  together  with  a  com- 
plete record  of  all  tires  and  other  information  relating  to  its 
work  and  present  condition  are  given. 

FORCE. 

The  force  of  the  Department  numbers  84  men,  including  a 
Chief  and  two  Assistant  Engineers,  and  the  following  named 
companies  and  apparatus  : 

Steamer  Lucius  Beebe  Co.  No.  1  ;  Foreman,  Justin  How- 
ard, 15  men. 

One  fourth  class  Silsbv  Steam  Fire  Engine. 

C.  Wakefield  Engine  Co.  No.  2;  Foreman,  Thomas 
Hickey,  35  men. 

One  Hunneman  Hand  Engine. 

Washington  Hook  &  Ladder  Co.  No.  1,  Truck  ;  Foreman, 
David  C.  Malcolm,  20  men. 

Chemical  Engine  Co.  No.  1 ;  Foreman,  W.  C.  Allen  > 
11  men. 

One  Chemical   Engine. 

One  two-wheeled  Hose  Carriage,  stationed  in  Chemical 
House,  in  charge  of  Foreman  W.  C.  Allen. 

Yale  Engine,  out  of  commission.  Housed  on  Park  street, 
near  Main. 

One  four-wheeled  Hose  Carriage. 

One  Supply  Wagon. 

One  Fire  Extinguisher,  located  at  Town  House. 

Fifty-one  Johnson  Pumps  and  Buckets. 
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Three  thousand  two  hundred  feet  of  hose,  a  small  portion 
of  which  is  not  thoroughly  reliable  for  steamer  service  or 
hydrant  pressure  under  certain  possible  conditions. 

One  Lowry  Hydrant  Base,  on  Main  street,  near  Lincoln 
street,  for  which  a  four  or  six  nozzle  head  should  be  pro- 
vided. 

Sixty  double  nozzle  Fire  Hydrants,  furnished  by  the 
Wakefield  Water  Company.  And  said  Hydrants,  at  the  re- 
quest of  your  Honorable  Board,  were  carefully  examined  and 
tested  by  your  Chief  Engineer,  assisted  by  the  Superintend- 
ent of  Water  Works,  and  were  found  to  be  in  good  order 
and  of  sufficient  force  and  capacity  for  the  throwing  of  two 
good,  efficient  fire  streams  from  each  and  every  hydrant. 

And  it  is  the  opinion  of  your  Engineers  that  with  this 
great  accession  to  the  forces  already  named,  for  the  suppres- 
sion of  fire  in  the  thickly  settled  portions  of  the  town,  there 
might  be  some  changes  made  for  the  reduction  of  apparatus 
and  men.  After  careful  thought,  we  would  respectfully 
offer   the   following:   suggestions,   or    recommendations,  for

your  consideration  : 

That  the  Chemical  Engine  Company  be  changed  to  a  Hose 
Company. 

That  the  C.  Wakefield  Engine  be  placed  on  the  retired 
list. 

That  the  Chemical  Engine  take  its  place  for  the  protection 
of  that  section  of  the  town. 

That  one  thousand  feet  of  hose  be  purchased  for  hydrant 
service. 

That  for  the  better  protection  of  life,  in  the  event  of  a  fire 
in  Wakefield's  Block,  a  portable  fire  escape  be  located  in  the 
upper  story  thereof. 

That  the  town  offer  a  substantial,  standing  reward  for  the 
detection,  conviction  and  punishment  of  incendiaries. 

That  an  electro-mechanical  tower-bell  striker  be  placed  in 
connection  w7ith  one  of  our  heaviest  bells,  (if  permission  of 

17 
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the  society  owning  it  could  be  obtained,)  for  the  giving  of 
lire  alarms. 

That  the  cause  of  all  tires  be  investigated,  and  the  sale  of 
low-test  kerosene  oils  prohibited. 

That  the  steamer  and  the  horses  should  be  nearer  each 
other,  and,  finally,  that  the  town  should  soon  take  into  con- 
sideration the  question  of  new,  more  commodious  and  more 
centrally  located  quarters  for  the  Fire  Department. 

We  trust  that  you  will  give  these  matters  your  careful 
consideration,  to  the  end  that  the  efficiency  of  our  Depart- 
ment may  be  maintained  and  that  disaster  from  fire  may  not 
come  to  us. 

FIRES  AND  ALARMS. 

The  loss  by  fire  during  the  past  year  has  been  light,  and 
in  almost  every  case  was  confined  to  the  building  in  which 
the  fire  originated.  Two  or  three  incipient  fires  have  been 
put  out  by  holders  of  Johnson  Pumps,  who  showed  courage 
and  good  judgment  in  not  alarming  the  entire  town,  where  a 
few  buckets  of  water  only  were  required. 

There  have  been  19  alarms  of  fire,  18  of  which  were  re- 
sponded to  by  the  prompt  turning  out  of  the  entire  depart- 
ment, and  one  fire  where  one  company  failed  to  get  the 
alarm. 

April  1st,  1883.  Fire  at  Woodville.  House  of  Henry 
MoCul lough.  Totally  destroyed.  Supposed  cause,  an  over- 
heated brick  oven.     Loss  $2000.     Insurance  $1400. 

April  26th.  Alarm  rung  in  by  boys  for  a  grass  fire  in  the 
vicinity  of  Bear  Hill. 

April  27th.  Alarm  rung  in  by  boys  for  a  light  seen  in 
the  vicinity  of  Lexington.  This  was  a  wanton  and  malicious 
alarm. 

May  3d.  Alarm  for  fire  set  in  the  woodlands  of  Thomas 
Cox  at  Lynnfield.     Another  piece  of  malicious  mischief. 
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May  9th.  Fire  at  the  house  of  Mr.  Joseph  Cartwright. 
Fire  confined  to  interior  of  house.  Cause,  a  defective  flue. 
Damage  $400.     Insured. 

June  17th.  Fire  in  Reading.  Large  business  block  and 
one  dwelling-house  totally  destroyed.  Chief  Engineer 
Parker  called  for  assistance  and  the  Steamer  "Lucius  Beebe" 
was  at  once  dispatched. 

June  28th.  Fire  at  the  barn  of  Cyrus  Wakefield.  Cause 
unknown.     Damage  $200.     Insured. 

July  12th.  Fire  at  Michael  Holclen's.  Barn  and  contents 
damaged.     Received  on  insurance  $235.     Cause  unknown. 

July  19th.  Fire  on  Elm  street.  Barn  owned  by  Walton  & 
Aborn.     Loss  $25.     Set  by  children. 

Aug.  15th.  Fire  at  Greenwood.  Cider  mill  owned  by 
James  B.  Forsythe.  Cause  unknown.  Loss  $300.  Insur- 
ance $300. 

Sept.  5th.  Fire  in  swamp  near  New  England  Ice  Houses. 
Supposed  to  have  been  set  by  locomotive. 

Sept.  5th.  Fire  in  house  on  Otis  street.  Damage  very 
slight. 

Sept.  5th.  False  alarm. 

Sept.  6th.  Fire  in  woods  at  Woodville.     Incendiary. 

Sept.  6th.  Fire  in  woods  between  Wakefield  and  Read- 
ing.

In- 
sured for  $3000.     Cause,  upsetting  of  a  kerosene  lamp. 
No  alarm  being  sounded  the  department  did  not  respond. 

Dec.  29th.     Fire  at  Lake  Cottage,  Saugus. 

Jan.  12th,  1884.  Fire  in  large  boarding  house  owned  by 
Cyrus  Wakefield.  Damage  by  fire  and  water  about  $500. 
Insured.     Caused  by  a  careless  smoker. 

First  use  of  Water  Company's  hydrant  at  a  fire. 

Feb.  23d.  Still  alarm.  Caused  by  a  burning  chimney  in 
a  tenement  house  owned  by  Chas.  Bateman. 

Mr.  Patrick  Kenny  responded  to  this  alarm  with  Johnson 
Pump  No.  20,  and  rendered  a  service  which  entitles  him  to 
our  thanks,  and  adds  another  proof  of  the  value  of  these 
small  pumps  when  promptly  managed. 

The  location  of  Johnson  Pumps  has  not  changed  since  last 
year,  with  the  exception  of  No.  24  transferred  to  Mrs.  H.  N. 
Flint's,  Main  st.,  No.  38  transferred  to  John  J.  Brooks,  For- 
est st.,  No.  42  transferred  to  John  McGlory,  Jr.,  Elm  st. 

In  closing  this  report  we  desire  to  tender  our  thanks  to 
the  Selectmen  and  other  town  officials,  for  the  interest 
shown  by  them  in  the  welfare  of  the  department,  and  their 
uniform  courtesy  at  all  times. 

To  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Fire  Department  we 
are  under  renewed  obligations  for  the  good  will  shown  dur- 
ing the  past  year.  By  their  devotion  to  duty  and  the 
promptness  with  which  they  have  responded  to  all  alarms, 
they  have  maintaineditheir  former  good  and  well-earned  rep- 
utation. 

We  are  not  unmindful  of  the  independent,  self-supporting- 
organizations,  outside  the  regular  Fire  Department, — the 
Fountain  Engine  Company  and  the  H.  F.  P.  Association. 
Both  are  entitled,  to  a  share  of  praise,  and  the  thanks  of 
the  community  they  endeavor  to  faithfully  serve. 

Our  thanks  are  also  due    Messrs.   Hathaway,    Dow   and 
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others,  and  their  assistants,  for  prompt  responses  to  all 
alarms,  and  for  skillful  handling  of  the  horses.  On  one 
occasion  the  excellent  management  of  the  driver  prevented 
what  might  have  proved  a  very  serious  disaster. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  none  of  the  members  have 
met  with  accidents  in  the  discharge  of  their  duty  worthy  of 
mention,  nor  have  any  died  during  the  past  year. 

The  expense  of  the  Department  exceeded  the  amount  esti- 
mated.    See  report  of  Auditors,  page  76. 

And  we  would  recommend  for  the  ensuing  year  that  the 
sum  of  $5,000,  including  Hydrant  Service,  be  raised  and 
appropriated  for  the  Fire  Department.

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REPORT  OF  FISH  COMMITTEE. 


The  eighth  annual  report  of  the  Fish  Committee  of  Wake- 
field is  herewith  submitted. 

And  it  differs  but  little  from  those  which  have  preceded  it, 
as  the  movements  of  the  fish  are  in  the  order  of  nature  from 
season  to  season,  unless  interfered  with  by  the  devices  of 
men. 

The  alewives  came  up  from  the  sea  in  about  the  usual 
numbers  for  a  short  time  during  the  first  part  of  the  season , 
when  it  was  found  that  the  Fish  Way  gates  were  shut,  thus 
retarding  the  movements  of  the  schools  of  fish. 

The  State  Commissioners  were  notified  and  measures  were 
promptly  taken  to  do  away  with  this  trouble,  when  the  fish 
again  went  forward  and  on  into  the  lake.  Large  numbers 
of  the  young  fish  went  out  of  the  lake  before  the  unprece- 
dented drought  cut  off  their  escape.  But  large  numbers 
must  have  remained  in  the  lake  until  the  midwinter  rise  of 
water. 

A  constantly  increasing  growth  of  water  weeds  seems  to 
be  filling  the  lake  in  a  manner  previously  unobserved,  inter- 
fering with  both  rowing  and  sailing. 

And  there  is  no  remedy  known  to  the  Committee  to 
obviate  this  state  of  affairs. 

Fishing  appears  to*  have  been  as  good  as  last  year,  so  far 
as  the  returns  have  been  made,  but  we  regret  to  say  that 
they  have  come  in  very  slowly.

With  the  exception  of  carelessness  on  the  part  of  holders 
ot  permits,  in  not  making  returns  as  they  should  do,  the 
regulations  have  been  well  observed,  and  there  have  been  no 
cases  of  illegal  fishing.  A  party  from  out  of  town  laboring 
possibly  under  a  misapprehension  of  the  situation,  went  out 
to  fish,  but  were  waited  on  by  the  executive  officer  of  the 
Committee  who  informed  them  of  the  regulations,  and  they 
at  once  returned  to  the  shore,  and  desisted  from  anv  further 
attempt  to  fish.

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HAMILTON  SCHOOL  BUILDING. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Wakefield : 

Your  Committee  ask  leave  to  report  that  the  Hamilton 
School  Building  is  nearly  completed,  and  will  be  ready  for 
occupancy  at  the  beginning  of  the  next  school  term  in  April. 

We  employed  for  architect  our  townsman,  R.  Pote  Wait, 
Esq..  accepted  his  plans,  and  after  advertising,  in  conform- 
ity with  your  instructions,  finally  awarded  the  contracts  to 
our  townsmen,  Mr.  David  Perkins  and  Mr.  Dennis  Greaney, 
their  bids  having  been,  if  not  the  very  lowest  of  the  thirteen 
submitted,  manifestly  the  best,  considering  as  factors  their 
lesponsibility,  and  well-known  character  for  faithfully  exe- 
cuting their  contracts. 

We  regret  that  the  cost  will  considerably  exceed  the  ap- 
propriation, but  anticipate  the  pleasure  of  presenting  to  the 
town  an  edifice  of  superior  material  and  workmanship,  well 
adapted  for  school  purposes,  and  to  the  needs  of  the  locality 
where  it  is  situated. 

We  think  that  all  who  take  the  trouble  to  examine  the 
building  will  be  pleased  with  it,  and  that  no  one,  after  a  fair 
inspection,  will  complain  of  its  cost. 

We  respectfully  ask  the  town  to  make  a  further  appropri- 
ation of  four  thousand  one  hundred  dollars  to  cover  the  de- 
ficiency, and  for  heating  and  furnishing  the  building,  and  for 
grading  and  fencing  the  premises,  basing  our  estimate  on 
the  following  figures,  which  show  the  items  of  cost  as  nearly 
as  can  be  stated  at  this  time.

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SCHOOL  COMMITTEE'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Town  of  Wakefield: 

The  mariner  before  he  embarks  learns  his  port  of  destina- 
tion, examines  his  chart,  acquaints  himself  with  his  course, 
inspects  his  vessel,  tests  his  compass,  and  then  ploughs  his 
way  as  directly  as  may  be  to  his  destined  harbor,  but  when, 
perchance,  "tossed  for  many  days  in  thick  weather  and  on 
an  unknown  sea,  he  naturally  avails  himself  of  the  first  pause 
in  the  storm,  the  earliest  glance  of  the  sun,  to  take  his  lat- 
itude, and  ascertain  how  far  the  elements  have  driven  him 
from  his  true  course."'  Somewhat  like  the  mariner  is  one 
who  leads  in  a  system  of  public  instruction.  He  must  know 
his  port  and  the  course  he  must  pursue,  familiarize  himself 
with  the  changing  currents,  steer  clear  of  the  dangerous 
reefs,  and  if  he  drifts  away  he  must  avail  himself  of  the  first 
glance  of  the  sun  to  take  his  latitude  and  return  to  his  true 
bearings. 

Surrounded  by  alarmists,  extremists,  hobbyists  and  theo- 
rists, all  attacking  and  endeavoring  to  change  our  system  of 
common  public  schools  to  suit  their  various  and  varying 
fears,  views,  notions  and  whims,  it  is  wise  for  those  who 
have  the  responsibility  and  charge,  and  those  who  are  most 
deeply  interested,  to  sit  down  and  "reason  together  for  a 
season."  To  this  end,  let  us  see  what  we  are,  what  we  have, 
and  whither  we   should  tend.     In  the  first  place  we  must 
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disabuse  our  minds  of  the  prevalent  idea  that  the  public 
school  system  is  organized  and  our  schools  established  for 
the  benefit  of  individual  children  or  any  number  of  children  ; 
we  must  learn  that  they  are  not  for  private,  but  the  pub- 
lic good,  and  that  individual  good  is  incidental  only  to  the 
greater  public  welfare.  The  State  has  a  right  to  demand 
that  its  citizens  become  qualified  to  occupy  the  stations  in 
life  to  which  they  are  called,  and  to  take  part  in  affairs  per- 
taining to  the  welfare  of  society,  the  State  and  Nation, 
and  so  far  as  individual  education  promotes  the  welfare  of 
the  aggregate  population  of  the  State  it  is  competent  for  our 
schools  to  be  conducted  for  individual  good.  Further  than 
this  there  is  no  warrant,  either  in  the  law  or  the  Constitu- 
tion. Taxes  should  be  raised  only  for  the  public  welfare, 
and  it  is  for  that  welfare  that  the  large  sums  which  are  ap- 
propriated from  year  to  year  for  educational  purposes  are 
raised  and  paid.  It  is,  in  fact,  taking  by  force  of  the  strong 
arm  of  the  law  private  property  of  a  person  against  his  will, 
which  ought  only  to  be  done  for  the  public  safety,  protec- 
tion and  welfare.  Schools  are  established,  school  houses 
built,  teachers  hired  and  paid,  and  all  the  incidental  expenses 

incurred,  upon  the  theory  that  it  is  for  the  benefit  of  the 
State,  and  so  far  as  any  good  results  to  individuals,  as  such, 
it  is  incidental  to  and  absorbed  in  the  greater  public  weal. 

Given  then,  in  a  town  like  ours,  the  problem — A  thousand 
children  to  educate  aud  fit  for  the  duties  and  responsibilities 
before  them  in  a  lifetime  so  that  the  welfare  of  the  State 
shall  be  subserved  in  the  best  possible  manner — a  thousand 
children  from  all  the  walks  of  life,  some  born  and  nurtured 
in  stately  mansions  midst  luxurious  surroundings,  others  in 
miserable  hovels  where  gaunt  want  stalks  boldly  round, 
some  who  from  heritage  are  noble,  quick  and  true,  and  some 
whose  very  look  betokens  the  sluggish  blood  of  a  dead  an- 
cestry— a  thousand  varying  scintillations  from  the  Divine 
Eye,  environed  in  the  clay,  made  life,  with  bodies,  minds 
and  souls,  to  be  educated  physically,  mentally  and  morally, 
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to  be  equipped  for  the  various  callings,  trades,  business  and 
professions  into  which  the  activities  of  the  world  are  divided. 

This  problem  was  met  by  our  ancestors  generations  ago, 
and  with  such  modifications  as  changed  circumstances  have 
required,  their  solution  has  remained  the  true  one  to  the 
present  day  ;  but  the  tendency  of  the  present  is  to  drift 
away  from  the  ancient  moorings,  and  we  can  be  led  to 
adhere  to  true  principles  no  better  than  by  an  occasional 
restatement  ol  them. 

Considering  the  small  proportion  of  time  given  to  the  care 
of  our  youth  in  the  public  schools,  all  .that  was  desired 
could  not  be  taught  there,  so  that  which  seemed  most  for 
the  benefit  of  the  State  and  that  to  wThich  the  force  of  the 
public  schools  could  be  most  profitably  and  successfully 
applied,  was  made  the  most  prominent  in  the  curriculum,  and 
that  which  could  be  learned  elsewhere  to  better  advantage, 
was  made  less  prominent.  Physical  culture,  while  instruc- 
tion in  its  principles  was  given,  was  relegated  to  its  more 
appropriate  sphere,  the  farm  and  the  workshop,  and  while 
instruction  in  morals  was  not  wholly  neglected,  its  more 
specific  and  definite  teaching  was  left  to  the  home  circle  and 
surrounding  influences,  so  that  the  chief  purpose  of  the  pub- 
lic schools  was  to  afford  an  opportunity  for  intellectual  train- 
ing. This  purpose  and  principle,  with  such  modifications  as 
we  have  suggested,  founded  upon  the  Constitution  of  the 
Commonwealth,  has  run  down  the  ages  in  our  law  until  it  is 
embodied  in  our  last  revision  in  these  words  from  the  Public 
Statutes : 

Chapter  44. 

Section  1.  In  every  town  there  shall  be  kept,  for  at 
least  six  months  in  each  year,  at  the  expense  of  said  town, 
by  a  teacher  or  teachers  of  competent  ability  and  good 
morals,  a  sufficient  number  of  schools  for  the  instruction  of 
all  of  the  children  who  may  legally  attend  public  school 
therein,  in  orthography,  readiug,  writing,  English  grammar, 
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geography,  arithmetic,  drawing,  the  history  of  the  United 
States,  and  good  behavior.  Algebra,  vocal  music,  agricul- 
ture, sewing,  physiology,  and  hygiene  shall  be  taught,  by 
lectures  or  otherwise,  in  all  the  public  schools  in  which  the 
School  Committee  deem  it  expedient. 

Sec.  2.  Every  town  may,  and  every  town  containing 
five  hundred  families  or  householders,  according  to  the 
latest  public  census  taken  by  the  authority  either  of  the 
Commonwealth  or  of  the  United  States,  shall,  besides  the 
schools  described  in  the  preceding  section,  maintain  a  High 
School  to  be  kept  by  a  master  of  competent  ability  and 
good  morals,  who,  in  addition  to  the  branches  of  learning 
before  mentioned,  shall  give  instruction  in  general  history, 
book-keeping,  surveying,  geometry,  natural  philosophy, 
chemistry,  botany,  the  civil  polity  of  this  Commonwealth 
and  of  the  United  States,  and  the  Latin  language.  Such 
High  School  shall  be  kept  for  the  benefit  of  all  the 
inhabitants  of  the  town,  ten  months  at  least,  exclusive  of 
vacations,  in  each  year,  and  at  such  convenient  place  or 
alternately  at  such  places  in  the  town,  as  the  legal  voters 
at  the  annual  meeting  determine.  And  in  everv  town 
containing  four  thousand  inhabitants,  the  teacher  or 
teachers  of  the  schools  required  by  this  section  shall,  in 
addition  to  the  branches  of  instruction  before  required, 
be  competent  to  give  instruction  in  the  Greek  and  French 
languages,  astronomy,  geology,  rhetoric,  logic,  intellectual 
and  moral  science,  and  political  economy. 

Sec.  8.  A  town  may  establish  and  maintain  one  or 
more  industrial  schools,  which  shall  be  under  the  superin- 
tendence of  the  School  Committee,  who  shall  employ  the 
teachers,  prescribe  the  arts,  trades,  and  occupations  to  be 
taught  therein,  and  have  the  general  control  and  manage- 
ment thereof;  but  they  shall  not  expend  for  any  such 
schools  an  amount  exceeding  the  appropriation  specifically 
made  therefor,  and  shall  not  compel  any  scholar  to  study 
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any  trade,  art,  or  occupation  without  the  consent  of  his 
parent  or  guardian ;  and  attendance  upon  such  schools 
shall  not  take  the  place  of  the  attendance  upon  the  pub- 
lic schools  required  by  law. 

Sec.  9.  A  town  may  establish  and  maintain,  upon 
shore  or  upon  ships  or  other  vessels,  at  the  option  of  the 
School  Committee  one  or  more  schools  for  training  vounff 
men  or  boys  in  nautical  duties  ;  such  schools  shall  be  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  section,  except  that  the 
School  Committee  may  excuse  boys  attending  such  nautical 
schools  from  attendance  on  other  schools. 

From  the  reading  of  these  statutes,  it  is  easily  seen  that 
until  sections  8  and  9  were  enacted  in  1872  and  1873  respec- 
tively, which  were  innovations,  the  evident  purpose  of  the 
law  was,  to  lay  a  foundation  broad  and  deep  of  general  train- 
ing and  culture  upon  which  a  superstructure  of  correspond- 
ing breadth  and  symmetry,  or  one  narrow,  contracted  and  of 
a  specialist  character  could  be  reared  at  the  individual's 
choice.  The  aim  was  that  the  culture  provided  by  the 
schools  should  be  of  a  character  and  kind  which  would  lit 
each  for  the  discharge  of  the  ordinary  duties  of  citizenship 
and  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  ordinary  transactions  of 
life,  and  leave  for  individual  acquirements  in  special  schools 
the  arts,  trades  and  professions  by  which  the  business  of  the 
world  is  done.  The  prime  object  then  of  the  school  system 
is  to  afford  to  all,  the  means  for  that  intellectual  culture 
which  will  best  prepare  them  to  walk  in  the  divergent  paths 
to  which  their  tastes,  inclinations  or  necessities  lead  them, 
and  to  the  highest  degree  of  success  in  their  respective 
walks.  This  culture  involves  the  acquirement  of  a  certain 
amount  of  knowledge  and  the  training  of  the  perceptive, 
retentive  and  reasoning  faculties  of  the  mind  so  thac  when 
the  intricate  questions  of  business  and  professional  experi- 
ence arise,  the  best  powers  of  which  the  mind  is  capable 
may  be  concentrated  for  their  solution  and  the  ascertainment 
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of  right  aud  truth.  While  the  perceptive  faculties,  aided  by 
the  senses,  those  sentinels  and  couriers  to  the  human  mind 
may  be  easily  trained  to  their  best  effort,  the  retentive  and 
reflective  faculties  require  constant  drill  and  exercise.  It  is 
by  their  own  constant  use  that  they  are  made  strong.  Anal- 
ogous to  the  muscles  of  the  human  body  in  the  manner  and 
means  of  their  growth,  they  are  unlike  them  in  the  unlimited 
development  of  which  they  are  capable.  Into  what  depths 
of  research  and  reasoning  may  not  the  mind  of  man  descend, 
and  to  what  flights  of  fanc}^  or  eloquence  may  not  the  same 
mind  rise  !  What  phantasms  may  it  not  invoke,  and  what 
realities  may  it  not  draw  from  the  chambers  of  memory! 
Like  the  muscles  of  the  arm,  the  mind  grows  stronger  by 
work,  like  the  diamond  it  grows  brighter  by  rubbing,  and 
the  educator  who  recognizes  the  fact  that  the  child  learns 
best  who  learns  from  his  own  effort,  has  mastered  the  funda- 
mental principle  of  his  calling.  The  teacher  who  tells  the 
scholar  the  least,  but  compels  him  by  judicious  measures  to 
exercise  his  own  faculties,  does  the  most  towards  properly 
educating  him.  He  develops  and  strengthens  the  reasoning 
faculties,  impresses  the  retentive,  and  thus  prepares  him  to 
answer  greater  demands.  It  is  just  here  that  the  great  army 
of  theorists  of  the  present  day  part  company  with  true  prin- 
ciples. The}r  vainly  imagine  that  a  child's  mind  is  a  vacuum 
into  which  knowledge  can  be  poured  as  Avater  into  a  reservoir ; 
that  all  they  have  to  do  is  to  make  school  a  play  house,  to 
tell  entertaining,  very  likely  instructive  stories,  read  pleas- 
antly written  books  or  newspapers,  read  the  lessons  which 
the  law  requires  to  tye  learned  and  let  the  children  catch 
what  they  can  therefrom;  perhaps  be  required  to  tell  or 
write  what  they  can  remember  from. a  hasty  reading,  and  that 
this  will  educate  them.  Such  exercises  in  proper  quantity 
are  very  well,  and  the  scholar  will  gain  some  information, 
but  they  afford  only  the  subordinate  part  of  an  education 
such  as  the  law  of  the  land  contemplates,  and  leaves  the  child 
with  a  dwarfed   aud  flabby  mind,  which  never  knows  what 
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it  ought  and  can  never  use  what  it  knows  at  the  right  time 
and  in  the  right  place.  Education  defined  as  training  and 
knowledge,  can  come  only  from  work,  work,  work.  "There 
is  no  royal  road  to  learning."  This  much  upon  the  under- 
lying principles  and  methods  in  view  of  the  current  criti- 
cisms of  the  day.  "Out  of  the  abundance  of  the  heart,  the 
mouth  speaketh." 

By  what  we  have  written  above  we  would  not  have  any 
one  infer  that  we  ignore  the  teaching  of  morals,  or  the  incul- 
cation of  good  habits,  for  we  do  insist  that  the  formation  of 
good  character  and  the  acquisition  of  good  habits  is  the  great 
desideratum  of  young  life.  It  is  true  that  character  makes  up 
the  sum  of  human  life,  and  that  its  maintenance  is  infinitely 
more  important  than  knowledge  or  discipline,  and  that  no 
opportunity  should  be  lost  to  comply  Avith  the  letter  and 
spirit  of  our  statute  law,  which  imposes  the  duty  upon  all 
instructors  of  youth  "to  exert  their  best  endeavors  to 
impress  on  the  minds  ot  children  and  youth  committed  to 
their  care  and  instruction,  the  principles  of  piety  and  justice, 
and  a  sacred  regard  to  truth ;  love  of  their  country,  human- 
ity and  universal  benevolence  ;  sobriety,  industry  and  fru- 
gality ;  chastity,  moderation  and  temperance ;  and  those 
other  virtues  which  are  the  ornament  of  human  society,  and 
the  basis  upon  which  a  republican  constitution  is  founded  ; 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  instructors  to  endeavor  to 
lead  their  pupils,  as  their  ages  and  capacities  will  admit,  into 
a  clear  understanding  of  the  tendency  of  the  above  mentioned 
virtues,  to  preserve  and  perfect  a  republican  constitution, 
and  secure  the  blessings  of  liberty  as  well  as  to  promote 
their  future  happiness,  and  also  to  point  out  to  them  the 
evil  tendency  of  the  opposite  vices." 

The  simple  mention  of  these  objects  of  moral  training 
forming  the  very  elements  and  essence  of  character,  shows 
a  wide  field  for  the  observation  and  action  of  every  teacher 
and  educator,  yet  a  single  day's  experience  in  one  of  our 
common  schools  will  very  likely  afford  the  occasion  for  his 
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dealing-  with  every  one  of  them.  They  must  be  handled 
with  tact  and  judgment,  and  with  such  arguments,  state- 
ments and  illustrations  as  shall  fix  the  right  principle  in  the 
mind  of  the  child,  and  arm  him  with  weapons  to  defend  it 
from  attack.  How  ample,  then,  should  be  the  resources  of 
every  educator,  how  thoroughly  equipped  should  be  every 
teacher.  Xot  alone  physical  strength,  not  alone  intellectual 
endowments,  but  transcending  all  bodily  and  mental  powers 
the  earnest  teacher  should  exemplify  an  inwrought  moral 
worth  Avith  his  whole  life  and  being  w^oven  into  his  pupils' 
life,  and  theirs  made  pare  of  his.  He  must  love  them  for 
what  the  are,  hope  for  their  possibilities,  and  in  that  hope 
be  patient  with  all  their  imperfections. 


"  O'er  wayward  childhood  would'st  thou  hold  firm  rule. 
And  sun  thee  in  the  light  of  happy  faces  ? 
Love,  Hope  and  Patience — these  must  be  thy  graces : 
And  in  thine  own  heart,  let  them  first  keep  school." 


OUR    OWN   SCHOOLS. 

Upon  the  principles  which  we  have  outlined  as  general, 
have  we  tried  to  conduct  the  trust  committed  to  our  hands. 
Our  success  has  been  varying.  In  those  schools  in  which 
the  teachers  have  comprehended  these  principles  and  acted 
upon  them,  we  do  not  hesitate  to  say  that  excellent  work 
has  been  accomplished.  The  results  in  recitation  and  exami- 
nation, the  power  with  which  scholars  are  enabled  to  grapple 
with  new  questions,  and  a  gradual  but  sure  growth  towards 
true  manliness  and  womanliness  afford  ample  evidence  of  it. 
Some  teachers,  however,  like  some  other  people,  arc  born 
visionary,  and  are  very  much  like  the  boy  who  runs  after 
the  bag  of  silver  at  the  end  of  the  rainbow,  and  their  work 
is  about  as  profitable.  To  say  that  Ave  are  satisfied  with  the 
work  of  the  year  would  not  be  true,  for  avc  know  that  it 
ought  to  have  been  better,  and  with"  a  better  environment  it 
might  have  been  ;   but  it  can  be1,  however,  only  when  parents 
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make  education,  as  we  have  defined  it,  the  paramount  duty 
of  their  children's  child-life.  So  long  as  parties,  balls, 
sociables,  entertainments,  show  and  dress,  are  made  by 
parents  of  primary  importance  and  education  secondary,  the 
work  of  the  schools  must  remain  inferior  in  quality,  and  the 
money,  time  and  labor  devoted  to  them  will  be  partially 
wasted.  When  children  go  to  school  in  the  morning  with 
their  energies  exhausted  by  the  excesses  of  the  previous 
evening,  and  perhaps  by  lack  of  proper  sleep  and  rest,  they 
arc  in  no  suitable  condition  for  the  school  work,  which 
requires  quick  apprehensiou,  lively  thought  and  a  rested 
brain  and  body,  but  they  are  dull,  sleepy,  careless,  and 
perhaps  cross,  annoying  to  other  scholars  and  their  teachers  ; 
the  day  is  practically  lost  to  them,  and  the  school  is  injured 
by  their  presence.  This  state  of  things  has  become  so 
alarmingly  frequent  that  we  cannot  forbear  to  call  attention 
to  it,  and  respectfully  ask  those,  who  have  the  power,  to 
apply  the  remedy.  We  would  not  deprive  children  of  a  due 
amount  of  pleasure  and  entertaiument,  for  we  know  full 
well  how  essential  it  is  to  their  growth  and  happiness,  and 
with  what  abiding  satisfaction  these  youthful  scenes  and 
pleasures  recur  to  us  in  succeeding  years.  It  is  only  the 
excess  and  abuse  we  seek  to  have  remedied.  In  this  behalf 
will  not  parents  and  those  having  children  in  their  charge 
sec  to  it  that  during  their  school  years  they  shall  be  prompt 
and  regular  in  their  attendance,  and  that  their  other  duties, 
so  far  as  they  can,  be  made  subservient  to  their  school 
work.  If  the  best  possible  results  are  desired,  the  greatest 
possible  effort  must  be  made.  Teachers  and  Committee  will 
gladly  co-operate  and  the  incentive  of  watchful  and  anxious 
parents  will  be  of  untold  value. 

For  the  last  few  years  the  number  of  scholars  m  our 
schools  has  been  on  the  increase,  and  the  Committee,  as  ne- 
cessity required,  have  resorted  to  various  expedients  to  keep 
the  expenses  as  light  as  possible  and  furnish  the  accommo- 
dations needed.     It  is  unnecessarv  to  sav  that  some  of  these 
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expedients  have  proved  of  doubtful  utility  and  all  unsatis- 
factory. At  the  beginning  of  the  April  term  of  this  year  the 
number  in  the  Primary  rooms  in  the  Centre,  West  Ward 
and  Franklin  Street  schools  had  increased  so  much  that  two 
new  schools  were  absolutely  necessary,  and  a  Primary  school 
was  established  in  the  Bank  Building  at  the  corner  of  Rail- 
road  and  Albion  streets,  and  another  in  Mr.  Ricker's  building 
near  the  Junction.  These  schools  were  placed  under  the 
charge  of  Misses  Minnie  E.  Emerson  and  Mary  E.  Mc- 
Laughlin respectively.  .  When  they  were  established  it  was 
expected  that  the  new  school  house  on  the  west  side  of  the 
railroad  would  be  ready  for  occupancy  at  the  opening  of  the 
fall  term.  As  the  character  and  style  of  that  building  were 
changed,  this  was  found  impossible,  and  these  schools  have 
been  continued  in  their' respective  rooms  to  the  present  time, 
and  are  necessary  till  the  completion  of  the  new  school  build- 
ing. At  the  opening  of  the  fall  term  it  was  found  that  the 
number  of  scholars  at  Greenwood  was  too  large  for  the  care 
of  a  single  teacher,  and  that  school  was  graded  to  correspond 
with  the  West  Ward  and  Franklin  Street  schools,  to  wit  : 
an  intermediate  and  primary  grade. 

More  than  one  hundred  scholars  presented  themselves  at 
the  door  of  the  Second  Grammar  room  at  the  beginning  of 
the  school  year,  for  whom  the  accommodations  were  totally 
inadequate,  and  at  once  the  school  was  divided,  one  half 
remaining  in  the  old  quarters  and  the  other  going  to  a  room 
hired  for  the  purpose  in  Wakefield's  Block,  and  put  under 
the  charge  of  Miss  Warren,  formerly  of  the  Third  Grammar. 
At  the  same  time  the  First  Grammar  School  was  too  full  for 
successful  work,  especially  as  it  contained  quite  a  number 
who  were  promoted  as  exceptional  or  special  cases,  and  it 
became  a  question  whether  an  unquestionably  good  school 
should  be  injured  by  over-crowding  and  the  presence  of 
practically  two  grades,  or  another  school  established.  The 
latter  course  was  chosen  as  the  wiser,  and  twenty  scholars 
were  taken   from  that   room  and   placed    under   the  care   of 
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Miss  Ella  L.  Prime  of  Salem,  in  an  ante-room  on  the 
same  floor,  which,  so  far  as  size  is  concerned,  afforded 
ample  accommodations.  In  other  respects  it  was  not  what  it 
should  be,  but  it  was  the  best  we  had.  Thus  it  is  seen  that 
during  the  year  five  new  schools  have  been  established.  This 
will  account  for  the  large  outlay  of  money  which  a  report  of 
our  expenditures  will  show. 

CHANGES. 

At  the  close  of  the  summer  term  Miss  Lucy  P.  Greenough, 
who  for  several  years  had  rendered  faithful  and  valuable 
service  as  an  Assistant  in  the  High  School,  tendered  her 
resignation.  Her  punctilious  attention  to  every  detail  of 
her  duty  and  her  sincerity  of  purpose  always  won  the  respect 
of  those  associated  with  her,  and  the  commendation  of  the 
Committee. 

The  advent  of  a  lanjo  class  in  Seotember,  together  with 
the  feeling  that  the  physical  sciences  should  receive  a  larger 
share  of  attention  in  this  school,  led  to  the  employment  of  a 
sub-master.  Mr.  Frederick  B.  Eichardson,  a  graduate  of 
Amherst  College,  and  formerly  an  Assistant  Teacher  in  the 
Kimball  Union  Academy  at  Meriden,  N.  H.,  was  elected  to 
that  position.  The  wisdom  of  that  choice  has  been  clearly 
demonstrated  by  the  increased  interest  developed  among  the 
scholars  in  studies  of  a  scientific  and  practical  nature.  The 
other  teachers  in  this  school,  the  Advanced  Grammar,  the 
First  and  Second  Grammar  Schools,  remain  the  same  as  last 
year.  The  vacancy  in  the  Third  Grammar  School  occa- 
sioned by  the  transfer  of  Miss  Warren  to  the  New  Second 
Grammar,  was  filled  by  the  transfer  of  Miss  Clara  E.  Emer- 
son from  the  Second  Intermediate,  and  that  vacancy  was 
filled  by  the  choice  of  Miss  Lucy  E.  Evans  of  this  town, 
formerly  an  assistant  in  the  Second  Grammar  under  Mr. 
Gay,  and  she  still  has  charge  of  that  room. 

During  the  month  of  January  Miss  Currier,  the  very  suc- 
cessful teacher  of  the  Third  Intermediate  School,  resigned 
to  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  February.     She  did  not 
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afford  the  Committee  any  reason  for  this  course,  but  we  have 
heard  well  authenticated  reports,  and  we  tender  her  our  best 
wishes  and  congratulations. 

To  fill  this  vacancy  Miss  Mansfield  was  transferred  from 
the  West  Ward  Primary,  at  her  own  request.  The  Commit- 
tee felt  that  her  meritorious  services  for  twelve  years  entitled 
her  to  a  ready  compliance  with  this  request. 

In  October  Miss  Brown  resigned  her  charge  at  Woodville 
to  accept  a  situation  in  Milton,  and  Miss  F.  Adelia  Bishop 
of  this  town  was  selected  to  fill  that  vacancy. 

At  the  close  of  the  school  year  in  June  Miss  Susan  S. 
Beebe  renewed  her  resignation  from  the  Greenwood  School, 
which  she  had  filed  in  April  and  which  she  temporarily  with- 
drew at  the  request  of  the  Committee.  Having  been 
appointed  in  April,  1881,  she  thus  closed  more  than  two 
years  of  efficient  work  in  a  large  school  in  which  the  work 
was  rendered  more  difficult  bv  the  number  of  classes  ranffinsr 
from  the  lowest  Primary  to  the  First  Grammar.  The  char- 
acter of  her  work  was  sufficiently  shown  by  the  increased 
percentage  of  her  scholars  who  were  able  to  pass  the  exam- 
inations for  promotion.  Since  the  grading  of  the  school 
Miss  Sarah  E.  Wilkins  of  Lynnfield  has  been  placed  in 
charge  of  the  Intermediate  department,  and  Miss  X.  J. 
Thayer  of  Greenwood  of  the  Primary.  This  arrangement 
has  proved  satisfactory  to  the  people  and  the  Committee. 

In  the  West  Ward  Intermediate  the  results  of  the  exam- 
ination at  the  end  of  the  year  showed  that  the  scholars  must 
be  promoted,  if  at  all,  upon  the  teacher's  mark,  and  it  only 
satisfied  us  of  what  we  had  for  some  time  feared,  that  satis- 
factory work  was j not  done  in  the  school  for  some  reason. 
The  teacher  was  an  accomplished  lady  and  as  sincerely 
desirous  of  doing  her  full  duty  as  any  teacher  ever  under  our 
charge.  With  a  different  school  under  different  circum- 
stances we  doubt  not  she  will  be  successful.  Somo  of  the 
best  teachers  we  ever  had  made  failures  elsewhere,  and  it  is 
a  well  understood  fact  that  one  failure  will  not  prevent  fur- 
ther successful  work.

Miss  Lizzie  F.  Ingram  of  Amherst,  for  one  year  an  assist- 
ant with  Miss  Perkins,  unci  one  year  with  Mrs.  Wentworth, 
was  appointed  to  this  school  at  the  opening  of  the  school 
year.  She  had  a  difficult  situation  to  fill  but  she  has  com- 
menced her  work  with  determination  to  do  it  well.  Excellent 
results  are  already  apparent,  and  from  her  character  and 
training  we  are  led  to  expect  that  this  school  will  soon  arrive 
at  its  old-time  standing:. 

Miss  Emma  Thompson  of  Brockton  was  selected  to  till  the 
vacancy  occasioned  in  the  West  Ward  Primary  by  the  trans- 
fer of  Miss  Mansfield  to  the  Third  Intermediate  in  the 
Centre.  Her  stay  with  us  is  of  such  short  duration  that  we 
are  unable  to  form  any  accurate  or  satisfactory  judgment  of 
her  work,  but  certainly  the  outlook  is  promising. 

The  other  schools  of  the  town  are  under  the  instruction  of 
the  same  teachers  as  at  the  date  of  the  last  report.     We  do 
not  propose  to  speak  of  them  individually  ;  the   mention  of 
the  names  of  most  of  them  is   a  sufficient  guaranty   of  the 
character  of  the  work  they  have  done.      Alive  to  whatsoever 
is  new  in  educational  thought  and  work,  conservative  enough 
to  analyze  new   propositions  and  theories    before  adopting 
them,  they  have  based  their  work  upon  the  underlying  prin- 
ciples which  we  have  outlined,  and  the  results  have  been 
correspondingly  satisfactory.     Disheartened  at  times  by  lack 
of  sympathy  and  appreciation,  exhilarated  by  kind  worlds  and 
trifling   encouragements,    they    have    pushed   patiently  but 
zealously  forward  in  the  civilizing  and  enlightening  work  to 
Avhich  their  lives  are  consecrated. 


"When  God  helps  all  the  workers  for  his  world, 
The  teachers  shall  have  help  of  Him  not  last." 


ATTENDANCE. 

The  average  attendance  has  not  been  so  high  as  in  some 
years  past.  This  result  is  partially  due  to  a  lack  of  a  just 
appreciation  of  its  value,  and  partially  to  the  prevalence  of 
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contagious  diseases  in  the  town.  We  have  reason  to  believe 
that  the  last  named  cause  has  been  aggravated  by  a  want  of 
attention  to  the  rules  of  the  Committee,  adopted  several 
years  ago,  a  substantial  copy  of  which  has  been  made  the 
law  of  the  State  by  the  present  Legislature,  which  we  append 
for  the  guide  and  instruction  of  all. 

AN  ACT  TO   PREVENT  THE  SPREAD   OF   CONTAGIOUS    DISEASES   THROUGH 

THE   PUBLIC    SCHOOLS. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Kepresentatives 
in  General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the 
same,  as  follows  : 

Sec.  1.  The  School  Committee  shall  not  allow  any  pupil 
to  attend  the  public  schools  while  any  member  of  the  house- 
hold to  which  such  pupil  belongs  is  sick  of  Small  Pox, 
Diphtheria  or  Scarlet  Fever,  or  during  a  period  of  two 
weeks  after  the  death,  recovery  or  removal  of  such  sick 
person. 

Approved,  March  2,  1884. 

RECESSES. 

Our  school  sessions,  excepting  the  High  School,  have 
heretofore  been  three  and  two  and  one-half  hours  in  length 
in  the  morning  and  afternoon  respectively,  including  twenty 
minutes  for  recess  during  each  session.  The  necessity  for 
recesses  has  been  foij  a  long  time  a  mooted  question,  and  the 
experiment  of  dispensing  with  them  entirely  has  been  tried 
in  several  of  our  neighboring  towns  with  apparent  satisfac- 
tory results.  After  making  some  inquiries  we  determined 
to  shorten  our  afternoon  session  to  two  and  one  quarter 
hours,  and  dispense  with  the  recess  in  all  the  schools  except 
the  Pligh  and  Primary  (the  High  having  but  one  session 
daily)  and  the  plan  thus  far  has  worked  admirably,  and  so 
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far  as  our  information  extends,  no  evil  results  have  followed. 
The  teachers  have  been  instructed  to  use  the  utmost  care 
and  we  have  no  doubt  the}r  have  followed  their  instructions. 

EXAMINATIONS   AND  PROMOTIONS. 

It  was  perceived  before  the  close  of  the  school  year  that 
the  rules  for  examination  and    promotion  adopted  last  year 
would  not  afford  that  test  of    both  teachers'  and  scholars' 
work  that  it  was  desirable  the  Committee  should   have   in 
order  to  act  intelligently,  so  a  slight  modification  was  made 
and  the  examinations  and  promotions   made  in  accordance 
therewith.     From   the  two  changes  made  during  the  year 
there   naturally  arose    some  misunderstandings,    and   these 
grew  wonderfully  in  cases  of  failure,  and  thus  was  given  an 
opportunity  for   an  unusual  number   of  special  cases  with 
which  Ave  were  obliged  to  deal  as  best  we  could.     With  a 
sincere  desire  to  deal  fairly  and  justly  with  all  teachers  and 
scholars  we  have  formulated  a  plan  of  examination  and  pro- 
motion, varying  slightly  from  that  of  some  years  past,  which, 
if  adhered  to,  will  result  in  raisins;  the  standard  of  scholar- 
ship    and   dispensing  with    special    cases.     These  rules  are 
published  in  this  report  so  that  parents,  teachers  and  scholars 
may  have  full  knowledge  of  them,  and  we  shall  not  depart 
from    them    except   in  very   exceptional   instances    such  as 
continued  illness    or  compulsory  detention  from   school  on 
account  of  illness  in  families.     The  requirement  of  seventy 
per  cent,  to  entitle  a  pupil  to  promotion  is  a  low  one,  and 
ordinary  application  will    enable  every  scholar  in   town  to 
obtain   it,    and   a  failure  to    reach  that  per  cent,  is  ample 
evidence  that  the  scholar  has   not  done  his  duty  or  is  not 
qualified  to  advance.     To  promote  such  a  one  is  not  a  kind- 
ness to  him  but  an  injury,  and  parents  ought  so  to  regard  it, 
however  great  the  disappointment  of  failure. 

A  movement  has  beeu  made  looking  toward  the  promotion 
of  scholars  solely  upon  the  recommendation  of  their  teacher. 
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This  method  undoubtedly  has  its  attractions  for  a  certain 
class  of  teachers  and  lazy  committees  and  superintendents, 
but  it  does  not  afford  the  opportunities  for  testing  the  work 
of  the  schools  which  the  spirit  of  our  system  contemplates  ; 
it  abolishes  a  powerful  incentive  and  opens  the  door  to  grave 
abuses.  The  law  intends  that  the  Committee  shall  have  the 
general  charge  and  superintendence  of  the  public  schools, 
and  this  involves  the  transfer  of  scholars  from  one  grade  to 
another,  and  from  one  school  to  another  of  the  same  grade, 
and  the  grading  of  the  schools,  as  well  as  their  establishment

and  organization. 

HIGH   SCHOOL   GRADUATION, 

The  graduating  exercises  of  the  High  School  took  place 
at  the.  Town  Hall  on  the  evening  of  June  27th.  Varied 
from  the  usual  routine  on  such  occasions,  shorter  in  duration, 
they  afforded  gratifying  evidences  ot  solid  work  and  accu- 
rate instruction  to  the  friends  of  the  school  who  crowded 
every  part  of  our  capacious  Town  Hall.  The  essays  were 
thoughtful,  the  declamations  and  recitations  well  delivered, 
the  music  and  calisthenics  meritorious.  Heretofore  the 
honors  in  the  High  School  have  been  bestowed  according  to 
rank  and  scholarship.  Hereafter  deportment  will  be  consid- 
ered, and  a  knowledge  of  this  fact  has  had,  Ave  think, 
a  material  effect  upon  the  conduct  of  the  pupils.  The 
following  is  the  programme  of  the  evening  and  the  names 
of  those  composing  the  graduating  class  :

The  conduct  of  a  portion  of  the  audience  in  leaving  the 
hall  during  the  exercises  and  especially  near  the  close,  was 
an  exhibition  of  ill  manners  which  we  trust  will  not  be 
repeated.  Thoughtless  on  the  part  of  those  who  were  guilty, 
it  was  very  annoying  to  those  taking  any  part,  or  desiring  to 
hear,  and  mortifying  to  those  who  are  jealous  of  the  good 
name  of  the  town. 

MUSIC. 

We  have  frequently  spoken  of  this  delightful  part  of  our 
school  exercises  in  terms  of  commendation.  The  experi- 
ence of  the  last  year  has  been  in  harmony  with  that  of 
preceding  years.  In  June  the  pupils  gave  a  concert  in  the 
Town  Hall  under  the  charge  of  their  musical  instructor,  Mr. 
* Wilson  ;  all  the  schools  being  represented  in  a  chorus  of 
more  than  nine  hundred  voices.  The  selections  sung  were 
taken  from  the  regular  music  studies  used  in  the  schools  and 
the  concert  was  so  enthusiastically  received  that  a  repetition 
was  demanded  and  given.  The  proceeds  of  the  concert 
were  devoted  to  the  purchase  of  music  readers. 

A    SUPERINTENDENT. 

"  Shall  we  have  a  Superintendent  of  Schools  another 
year?"  is  a  question  we  hear  frequently.  The  law  author- 
izes towns  by  vote  "To  require  the  School  Committee 
annually  to  appoint  a  Superintendent  who,  under  the  direc- 
tion and  control  of  said  Committee  shall  have  the  care  and 
supervision  of  the  public  schools."  The  compensation  of 
the  Superintendent  shall  not  be  less  than  one  dollar  and 
fifty  cents  per  day  for  each  day  of  actual  service  and  shall 
be  determined  by  the  School  Committee,  and  in  every  town 
in  which  a  Superintendent  is  appointed  and  which  does  not 
provide  otherwise  by  vote,  the  School  Committee  shall 
receive  no  compensation. 
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Upon  a  subject  of  such  interest  we  do  not  wish  to  speak 
with  any  uncertain  sound.  Our  schools  have  not  been  cared 
for  as  they  ought.  No  one  is  better  aware  of  this  than  the 
Committee,  and  no  one  will  criticize  our  work  more  rigidly 
than  ourselves.  We  have  kept  the  organization  intact  and 
had  a  general  oversight  of  the  work,  but  a  multitude  of  details 
have  unavoidably  escaped  us.  The  general  trend  of  the 
work  has  been  in  the  right  direction,  but  with  better  super- 
intendence it  could  have  been  materially  improved.  The 
course  of  study  conld  have  been  better  adapted  to  the  needs 
of  the  town,  text-books  could  have  been  more  carefully 
examined,  school  supplies  more  promptly  procured,  methods 
of  teaching  more  intelligently  criticized,  examinations  made 
more  thorough  and  promotions  and  changes  more  satisfactory. 
These  are  some  of  the  improvements  which  a  better  supervis- 
ion would  give  us.  The  difficulty  lies  in  finding  the  man 
and  raising  the  money  to  pay  him.  A  good  Superintendent 
should  be  a  man  of  general  intelligence,  broad  views,  accur- 
ate scholarship,  warm  heart,  agreeable  manners,  experienced 
and  skilled  in  the  management  of  children  from  the  lowest 
grade  of  the  Primary  through  the  High  School,  and  acquainted 
with  the  most  approved  methods  of  teaching  through  all 
these  grades.  He  must  be  able  to  exercise  sound  judgment 
in  the  organization  of  his  work  and  tact  in  its  execution,  and 
for  the  best  results  he  must  be  able  to  adapt  himself  to  all 
the  various  social  elements  of  the  community.  Such  men 
are  rare,  and  valuable  as  they  are  rare,  and  when  the  town  is 
willing  to  pay  the  price  of  such,  we  join  most  heartily  and 
enthusiastically  in  the  call  for  a  Superintendent,  and  not  till 
then.  A  poor  Superintendent  is  worse  than  a  poor  teacher, 
because  his  capacity  for  harm  is  multiplied  by  the  number 
of  schools  under  his  charge.  No  broken  down  political  hack, 
teacher,  lawyer,  doctor  or  minister  wilt  fill  the  bill.  Better 
by  far  continue  our  present  method  than  have  a  Superintend- 
ent who  will  require  more  care  than  the  schools  themselves. 
Superintendence  of  schools  is  a  profession  by  itself,  and  must 
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be  recognized,  ranked  and  paid  as  such.  Your  Committee 
stand  upon  this  ground.  Will  those  who  have  written  and 
spoken  so  vigorously  upon  this  question  meet  us? 

VISITORS. 

Our  schools  have  been  honored  during  the  year  by  the 
presence  of  a  number  of  distinguished  educators,  among 
whom  was  Mr.  John  T.  Prince,  one  of  the  agents  of  the 
State  Board  of  Education,  who  spent  several  days  Avith  us 
in  January  and  addressed  both  the  teachers  and  Committee. 
He  made  a  very  careful  inspection  of  our  schools,  and  to 
some  extent  tested  the  work  by  an  examination.  This 
revealed  some  serious  defects  which  we  shall  do  what  lies  in 
our  power  to  remedy.  As  one  of  the  main  objects  of  his 
visit  to  our  town  was  to  show  us  the  need  of  a  Superin- 
tendent it  is  fair  to  presume  that  this  examination  would 
tend  to  disclose  those  deficiencies  which  a  more  careful 
superintendence  would  supply  rather  than  to  enable  him  to 
form  an  accurate  judgment  upon  the  condition  and  worth  of 
our  schools.  His  visit  was  provocative  of  good  in  thought 
and  expression  among  teachers  and  Committee,  and  we  shall 
welcome  him  most  cordially  whenever  the  the  condition  of 
his  public  duties  will  permit  him  to  visit  us.  Mr.  Walton, 
also  an  agent  of  the  State  Board  of  Education,  to  whom  Ave 
are  ahvays  under  a  debt  of  gratitude  for  valuable  sugges- 
tions, spent  one  evening  Avith  the  Committee  in  company 
Avith  Mr.  Prince.  To  such  men  is  the  CommonAvealth 
indebted  for  her  high  educational  standard.

SCHOOL    BOOKS. 

For  some  years  it  has  been  optional  with  towns  to  furnish 
all  the  text-books  used  in  their  schools,  but  by  a  law  which 
has  just  been  enacted  by  both  branches  of  the  Legislature, 
and  at  this  Avriting  awaiting  the  approval  of  the  Governor  to 
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take  effect  August  1,  1884,  this  will  be  made  obligatory.  It 
will  entail  a  large  expense  upon  the  town  of  which  we  have 
had  no  time  to  make  an  intelligent  estimate.  It  will  also 
increase  the  work  of  the  School  Committee  to  an  extent 
which  they  will  be  unable  to  perform  without  clerical  help 
or  the  aid  of  a  Superintendent.  The  following  is  a  copy  of 
the  law  : 

AN  ACT 

To  Furnish  Free   Text-Books   to    the    Pupils  of   the 

Public   Schools. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Eepresentatives 
in  General  Court  assembled  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
as  follows  : 

Section  1.  The  School  Committee  of  every  city  and 
town  shall  purchase,  at  the  expense  of  said  city  or  town, 
text-books  and  other  school  supplies  used  in  the  public 
schools  and  said  text  books  and  supplies  shall  be  loaned  to 
the  pupils  in  said  public  schools  free  of  charge  subject  to 
such  rules  and  regulations  as  to  care  and  custody  as  the 
School  Committee  may  prescribe. 

Sec.  2.  Pupils  supplied  with  text-books  at  the  time  of 
the  passage  of  this  Act  shall  not  be  supplied  with  similar 
books  by  the  Committee  until  needed. 

Sec.  3.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  upon  the  first  day  of 
August,  1884. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  make  provision  for  the  execution 
of  this  law  at  some  meeting  other  than  the  annual  meeting. 

EXPENSES. 

To  carry  on  the  school  department  the  town,  at  its  annual 
and  special  meetings,  appropriated  for  the  regular  fund, 
fifteen  thousand  three  hundred  dollars  ($15,300.00),  and 
twenty-seven  hundred  dollars  ($2700.00)  for  incidental 
expenses.  The  amount  received  from  the  Massachusetts 
State  School  Fund,  the  amount  received  from  tuition  and 
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a  small  rebate  upon  fuel  transferred  to  the  regular  fund 
made  an  aggregate  of  fifteen  thousand  five  hundred  twenty- 
seven  dollars  and  eleven  cents  ($15,527.11).  Of  that 
amount  fifteen  thousand  four  hundred  seventy-four  dollars 
and  twenty-four  cents  ($  15, 474. 24)  have  been  expended, 
leaving  a  balance  of  that  fund  on  hand  of  fifty-two  dollars 
and  eighty-seven  cents  ($52.87).  One  hundred  and  forty- 
nine  dollars  and  twenty-six  cents  ($149.26)  of  this  expendi- 
ture was  inherited  as  an  over-draft  from  last  year. 

The  amount  expended  for  incidentals  (so  called)  is  three 
thousand  six  hundred  seventy-four  dollars  and  eight,  cents 
($3,674.08),  showing  an  expenditure  over  the  appropriation 
of  nine  hundred  and  seventy-four   dollars   and    eight  cents 
( $974.08).     Of  the  amount  expended  five  hundred  eighty- 
four  dollars    and   fifty    cents   ($584.50)   has   been    used   to 
purchase  new  furniture  which  can  be  transferred  to  the  new 
school   house,  when  completed,  and    save    a   like  expendi- 
ture at  that  time.     One  hundred  and  forty  dollars  ($140.) 
have  been  paid   for  rent,    and  about  one  thousand  dollars 
($1,000)    may  fairly  be    ascribed  to    extraordinary  repairs 
upon  school  houses  and  yards.     This  latter  expenditure  was 
inevitable  and  should  have  been  made  before,  and  we  have 
no  fear  of  the  approbation  of  the  town  in  regard  to  it.     Still 
further  repairs  are  necessary,  and  it  is  the  part  of  wisdom  to 
make   them   as   permanent   as  possible.     Money  cannot  be 
more  judiciously  or  economically  expended  than  in  concret- 
ing the  walks  and  yards  about  our  buildings.     It  is  cheaper 
than  gravel,  floors  and  mats,  not  to  mention  the  neatness 
and  comfort  whick  a  clean  smooth  surface  affords.     By  all 
means  let  a  generous  appropriation  be  made  for  its  use. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The  work  of  the  ensuing  year  will  require  the  services 
of  at  least  twenty-six  teachers,  whose  salaries,  at  the  present 
rates,  would  amount  to  thirteen  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
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live  dollars  ($13,905.)  We  estimate  the  care  of  school 
houses  at  nine  hundred  dollars,  and  the  cost  of  fuel  at 
fourteen  hundred  dollars,  making  a  total  estimated  expense 
for  regular  school  purposes  of  sixteen  thousand  two  hundred 
and  five  dollars  ($16,205,),  and  we  recommend  that  the 
town  raise  therefor  the  sum  of  sixteen  thousand  two  hundred 
dollars  ($16,200.).  An  overdraft  for  incidentals  lor  the 
past  year  must  be  provided  for  in  the  sum  of  nine  hundred 
seventy-four  dollars  and  eight  cents  ($974.08),  and  we 
recommend  to  meet  this  deficiency  and  defray  the  incidental 
expenses  of  the  year  ensuing  that  the  sum  of  three  thousand 
dollars  be  raised.  We  recommend  the  raisins:  of  such  sum 
as  the  town  shall  deem  prudent  to  be  expended  in  concreting 
the  walks  and  yards  about  the  school  houses. 

If  the  town  votes  to  require  the  School  Committee  to 
employ  a  Superintendent,  we  recommend  that  two  thousand 
dollars  be  raised  to  pay  his  salary. 

We  recommend  that  parents  should  take  a  more  lively 
interest  in  all  that  pertains  to  their  children's  educational 
welfare,  and  that  they  should  exhibit  it  by  more  frequent 
visits  to  school  rooms,  a  more  free  and  kindly  interchange  of 
thought  and  opinion  with  teachers  and  Committee,  a  more 
careful  scrutiny  of  the  conduct  of  their  children  to  the  end 
that  the  work  given  them  to  do  shall  be  done  in  the  most 
thorough  and  satisfactory  manner,  and  that  more  manly  men 
andTmore  womanly  women  may  pass  out  over  the  threshold 
of  our  school  room  doors. 

We  recommend  to  teachers  that  they  insist  upon  the  strict 
performance  of  all  school  requirements  on  the  part  of 
scholars  to  be  performed  ;  that  they  familiarize  themselves 
with  the  home  and  social  surroundings  of  their  pupils ;  that 
their  intercourse  with  parents  be  pleasant,  free  and  truthful 
to  the  end  that  harmony  in  views  and  union  in  action  may 
be  more  readily  obtained  and  preserved ;  that  they  remem- 
ber that  with  the  onward  march  of  events,  school-teaching 
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must  keep  pace,  and  that  they  possess  themselves  of  the 
best  thought  and  practice  of  the  period. 

In  the  discharge  of  their  duties  your  Committee  have  held 
forty-one  meetings  and  made  two  hundred  and  seventy-one 
visits  to  the  schools,  and  held  almost  innumerable  consulta- 
tions with  parents,  teachers  and  scholars. 

The  foregoing,  together  with  the  rules  and  tables  hereto 
appended,  we  respectfully  submit  as  our  annual  report.

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RULES  .OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 

I.  The  officers  shall  be  a  Chairman,  and  Secretary  who 
shall  also  act  as  Treasurer.  Their  duties  shall  be  such  as 
ordinarily  devolve  upon  these  officers.  The  rules  governing 
the  action  of  the  town  at  its  meetings  shall  govern  the  action 
of  the  School  Committee  so  far  as  applicable. 

II.  The  regular  meetings  of  the  School  Committee  shall 
be  holden  on  the  first  Saturday  evening  of  each  calendar 
month  of  the  year,  the  Saturday  evening  before  the  begin- 
ning of  each  term  and  every  Saturday  evening  during  term- 
time  at  7  1-2  o'clock.  Special  meetings  shall  be  called  by 
the  Secretary  upon  the  request  of  any  member  of  the  Board, 
which  notice  shall  contain  a  brief  mention  of  the  business  to 
be  acted  upon. 

III.  A  majority  of  the  Committee  shall  constitute  a 
quorum . 

IV.  The  Committees  of  the  Board  shall  be  a  prudential 
Committee,  a  text-book  Committee  and  a  supply  Committee, 
all  to  be  appointed  by  the  Chairman,  and  such  other  special 
committees  as  may  be  found  necessary. 

Y.  All  expenditures  of  money  shall  be  authorized  by 
vote  of  the  Committee  attested  by  the  Secretary. 

YI.  Books  and  supplies  for  schools  must  be  furnished 
upon  a  written  requisition  from  the  teachers,  and  school- 
house  supplies  upon  like  requisitions  from  the  janitors,  upon 
blanks  to  be  furnished  by  the  Committee.  These  requisi- 
tions, by  vote  of  the  Committee,  must  be  returned  as 
vouchers  for  the  bills  presented. 

VII.  All  persons  having  claims  or  accounts  against  the 
Department  of  Public  Schools  are  required  to  present  their 
bills  to  the  Secretary  on  or  before  the  first  Saturday  of  each 
month . 
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V 

VIII.  Parents,  teachers,  scholars,  and  others  desiring  to 
confer  with  the  Committee  arc  requested  to  do  so  at  their 
meetings,— as  far  as  practicable. 

IX.  Admissions  to  the  school  shall  be  granted  only 
during  the  first  two  weeks  of  each  term. 

X.  These  rules  may  be  suspended  at  any  meeting  by  a 
vote  of  four  members,  and  amended  upon  a  week's  notice  by 
a  majority  vote. 

EULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

For  The  Government  of  the  Schools  of  Wakefield. 

I.  The  school  year  shall  consist  of  forty  weeks  of  five 
days  each  as  indicated  by  the  manual. 

II.  The  following  holidays  shall  be  allowed  when  they 
occur  in  term  time.  New-Years,  Washington's  Birthday, 
Fast,  Memorial  Day,  Seventeenth  of  June,  Fourth  of  July, 
Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  days,  and  no  other  unless  by 
written  permission  of  the  Chairman  of  the  School  Committee. 

III.  All  schools  except  the  High  shall  begin  at  8-30  and 
close  at  11-30  A.  M.  during  the  year.  The  afternoon  session 
shall  begin  at  l^and  close  at  3-45  P.  M.  during  the  year. 
The  teacher  may  lengthen  the  session  to  an  hour  not  later 
than  5  P.  M.  for  those  pupils  who  do  not  acceptably  fulfill 
their  school  duties.  The  High  School  shall  commence  at 
8-30  A.  M.  and  close  at  1-30  P.  M.  One  half  hour  being 
allowed  for  recess. 

IV.  The  teachers  must  be  at  their  respective  school- 
rooms at  least  fifteen  minutes  before  the  appointed  time  for 
beginnino;  school. 

V.  They  must  not  dismiss  their  schools  nor  change  the 
school  hours  except  by  permission  from  the  Committee  and 
for  weighty  reasons  ;  and  they  must  observe  exact  hours  for 
beginning  and    closing  recess,  for  which   ten   minutes   arc 
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allowed  each  sex,  the  same  not  to  be  abridged  more  than 
one  half  in  any  case.  No  recesses  authorized  during  the 
afternoon  sessions  except  in  Primary  grades. 

VI.  Teachers  are  to  hear  all  recitations  in  person  except 
specially  authorized  to  do  otherwise  by  the  Committee. 

VII.  Teachers  will  not  incur  any  expenses  unless  pre- 
viously authorized  by  vote  of  the  Committee. 

VIII.  The  teachers  shall  take  cognizance  of  the  conduct 
of  pupils  when  coming  to  and  returning  from  school  and 
shall  be  especially  careful  to  inculcate  and  enforce  the  prin- 
ciples of  truth,  kindness,  justice  and  good  morals. 

IX.  They  are  requested  not  to  dismiss  pupils  before  the 
close  of  the  school  except  in  extreme  cases,  without  a  written 
request  of  parents  or  guardians ;  also  to  require  notes  of 
excuse  from  tardy  and  absent  pupils  except  in  Primary 
Schools  signed  by  their  parents  or  guardians. 

X.  They  are  to  exercise  great  diligence  that  their  school 
rooms,  houses,  grounds  and  premises  generally  are  kept 
neat  and  free  from  any  injury  or  defacement.  If  injury  is 
done  by  any  pupil,  the  parent  or  guardian  of  said  pupil  shall 
be  immediately  notified  of  the  fact,  and  in  case  of  neglect 
to  repair  the  damage,  the  Committee  shall  cause  the  same 
to  be  done  at  the  expense  of  said  parent  or  guardian. 

XI.  No  contribution  shall  be  taken  for  any  purpose  nor 
notices  given  except  those  pertaining  to  the  direct  work  of 
the  school ;  nor  shall  agents  be  permitted  to  display  books, 
wares,  advertisements  etc.  nor  visit  the  school  rooms  or 
yards  unless  permission  be  previously  granted  in  writing  by 
the  School  Committee. 

XII.  Teachers  are  required  to  keep  fully  and  neatly  the 
State  registers  with  such  other  records  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  the  School  Committee  and  return  the  same  completed  to 
the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
March  in  each  year.

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XIII.  In  all  cases  where  corporal  punishment  is  used  or 
any  form  of  physical  pain  inflicted,  a  record  shall  be  made 
of  the  name  of  the  scholar  punished,  of  the  offence  for 
which  it  was  inflicted,  and  of  the  form,  mode  and  severity 
of  the  punishment,  which  record  shall  be  open  to  the 
inspection  of  the  Committee,  and  such  punishment  shall  be 
inflicted  only  with  a  rattan  or  strap. 

XIV.  Xo  deviation  shall  be  made  from  the  course  of 
study  prescribed  by  the  Committee,  nor  any  scholar  degraded 
or  promoted  without  their  consent. 

XV.  Teachers  may  for  violent  opposition  to  authority, 
persistent  misconduct  or  non-performance  of  school  duties, 
temporarily  suspend  a  pupil  from  school ;  but  it  shall  be 
required  of  teachers  in  every  case  of  suspension  immediately 
to  report  the  fact  to  the  sub-committee,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  promptly  to  investigate  the  matter,  and  in  case  of 
failure  to  settle  the  difficulty  he  may  confirm  the  suspension, 
subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  whole  Board. 

XVI.  When  any  parent  or  guardian  shall  feel  aggrieved 
by  the  conduct  of  any  teacher,  the  cause  of  grievance  shall 
either  be  removed  by  a  private  interview  with  the  teacher, 
or  reported  to  the  Committee  ;  but  in  no  case  will  denun- 
ciatory or  excited  language  be  allowed  towards  the  teacher 
within  hearing  of  the  school. 

XVII.  No  pupil  shall  be  admitted  to  any  public  school 
till  he  has  been  successfully  vaccinated  or  otherwise  secured 
against  small  pox,  nor  without  a  permit  from  the  Committee, 
and  no  scholar  shall  be  allowed  to  attend  any  public  school 
while  any  member  of  the  household  to  which  such  scholar 
belongs  is  sick  of  sma^ll  pox,  diphtheria  or  scarlet  fever,  or 
during  a  period  of  two  weeks  from  the  death,  recovery 
or  removal  of  such  sick  person . 

XVIII.  No  pupil  shall  be  permitted  to  go  from  one 
school  to  another  or  to  attend  school  out  of  the  district  in 
which  he  resides  without  a  permit  from  the  Committee. 
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XIX.  No  text  books  except  those  approved  by  the 
School  Committee  in  a  legal  manner  shall  be  used  in  the 
schools,  provided  that  teachers  are  allowed  to  use  such  vol- 
umes of  their  own  as  they  may  deem  judicious  for  supple- 
mentary reading,  illustration  or  reference. 

XX.  Whenever  any  teacher  is  absent  and  his  place  is 
supplied  by  another,  the  salary  of  the  absent  teacher  shall 
cease  during  such  absence  unless  otherwise  voted  by  the 
Committee  ;  nor  shall  teachers  unauthorized  employ  substi- 
tutes. 

XXI.  Teachers  are  required  to  visit  other  schools  than 
their  own  one  day  in  each  term,  permission  from  their  sub- 
committees as  to  time  having  been  first  obtained. 


RULES  FOR  EXAMINATION  AND  PROMOTION. 

I.  The  pupils  in  each  grade,  classified  for  promotion, 
shall  receive  five  regular  written  examinations  embracing  the 
work  of  the  year,  a  convenient  division  into  five  sections  of 
the  course  in  each  branch,  to  be  made  for  that  purpose. 
These  examinations  shall  be  completed  in  time  for  a  general 
review,  preparatory  to  a  final  examination  at  close  of  year, 
on  the  full  year's  course. 

II.  For  the  regular  examinations,  the  teacher  of  each 
grade  shall  prepare,  for  that  grade,  a  set  of  ten  questions 
upon  each  subject  taught,  correct  all  papers,  marking  each 
answer  on  a  scale  often,  and  keep  a  record  of  the  results. 

III.  One  week  preceding  the  final  examination,  the 
teacher  of  each  grade  shall  forward  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
School  Committee  the  percentages  obtained  by  the  pupils  in 
each  examination  then  taken  ;  pupils,  in  the  returns,  to  be 
designated  by  numbers,  and  the  same  numbers  to  be  given 
at  the  final  examination.  Each  teacher  shall  also  send  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  School  Committee,  in  a  sealed  envelope, 
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the  names  of  the  pupils,  with  the  numbers  by  which  they  are 
designated  in  the  report  of  results. 

IV.  For  the  final  examination,  the  teacher  of  each 
grade  shall  prepare  for  the  examination  of  pupils  of  the 
next  lower  grade,  a  set  of  ten  questions  in  each  branch, 
embracing  the  work  of  the  year,  and  forward  the  same  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  School  Committee. 

V.  The  teacher  of  each  grade  shall  send  all  final  exami- 
nation papers  to  the  teacher  preparing  the  questions,  who 
shall  mark  each  answer  on  the  scale  of  ten,  tabulate  the 
results,  and  forward  the  same,  with  examination  papers  and 
questions,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  School  Committee. 

VI.  Every  pupil  passed  for  promotion  must  receive  an 
average  of  70  per  cent,  upon  the  six  examinations. 

VII.  All  exceptional  cases  of  low  percentage  by  reason 
of  sickness,  unavoidable  absence  or  other  causes,  shall 
receive  consideration,  and  be  passed  upon  by  the  School 
Committee. 

VIII.  The  final  examination  shall  be  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  School  Committee. 

RULES  FOR  JANITORS. 

They  are  required  : — 

T.  To  have  the  rooms  properly  warmed  at  the  time  for 
the  daily  opening  of  the  schools. 

II.  To  keep  therpoms  properly  swept,  dusted  and  aired  ; 
also  to  keep  floors,  windows  and  paintTwashed. 

III.  To  cleanse  the  funnels  in  the  month  of  May,  and  at 
such  other  times  as  they  may  need  it ;  wind  the  clocks,  and 
see  that  the  rooms  are  closed  and  locked  at  night. 

IV.  To  provide  fuel  at  hand  for  use  during  the  day;  to 
see  that  water  pails  and  sinks  are  furnished  and  kept  in  good 


condition  ;  to  guard  against  the  defacement  of  school  prop- 
erty by  thoughtless  or  mischievous  pupils,  and  to  lend  to 
teachers  such  incidental  aid  in  preserving  order  as  they  may 
be  able. 

V.  To  exercise  a  general  oversight  over  the  school 
grounds,  keep  the  yards  raked,  and  snow  shoveled,  so  that 
the  scholars  can  have  easy  access  to  and  about  the  premises ; 
make  such  slight  repairs  as  will  not  require  much  time  or 
labor  ;  keep  the  privies  cleanly,  and  report  to  the  Committee 
such  repairs  of  a  general  nature  as  may  be  necessary,  or  the 
lack  of  anything  the  schools  may  need. 

It  is  expected  that  the  Janitors  will  personally  fulfil  or 
superintend  the  duties  they  assume,  and  will  incur  no 
expense  except  by  vote  of  the  Committee.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES, 


Recognizing  the  right  of  our  citizens  to  require  of  us  an 
annual  statement  of  the  condition  and  working  of  this  insti- 
tution, we  herewith  present  to  the  Town  our  twenty-eighth 
annual  report,  together  with  those  of  the  Treasurer  and 
Librarian. 

The  growth  in  number  and  magnitude  of  Public  Libraries 
in  our  Commonwealth,  dating  from  the  formation  of  our 
own  which  was  one  of  the  pioneers  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Statute  of  1851,  is  one  of  the  marvels  of  this  generation. 

They  perform  what  the  average  individual  cannot  afford 
to  do,  any  more  than  he  can  to  construct  an  aqueduct,  to 
bring  pure  and  wholesome  water  from  a  distant  lake ;  for 
they  give  him  free  access,  not  only  to  the  current  literature 
of  the  day,  but  also  to  other  select  works  on  topics,  from 
which  facts,  statistics  and  clews  may  be  obtained,  of  practi- 
cal use  and  value. 


rOPULAll     APPKECIATPON. 

Our  Library  continues  to  be  a  popular  resort  and  its 
records  show  that  at  no  time  since  its  establishment  has  it 
been  more  generally  patronized  and  appreciated  by  our 
citizens  than  during  the  past  year.  It  contains  by  actual 
count  7828  volumes,  most  of  which  are  in  good  condition  for 
use.  29,760  deliveries  have  been  made  during  the  year,  and 
only  8  books,  and  those  of  the  cheaper  works,  are  missing. 
126  books  have  been  discarded,  as  having  become  unfit  for

ACCESSIONS   OF     BOOKS. 

The  selection  of  books  for  a  library  like  ouis  is  a  matter 
of  some  perplexity  to  those  of  our  Trustees  who  have  that 
matter  in  charge,  owing  to  the  various  requirements  of 
different  classes  of  readers. 

Works  of  fiction  necessarily  predominate,  for  the  rule  of 
demand  and  supply  obtains  in  this  as  in  other  matters.  But 
well  written  and  well  devised  novels  are  no  longer  considered 
objectionable,  or  out  of  place,  in  a  Public  Library,  for  they 
interest  and  at  the  same  time  instruct  those  who  read  for 
recreation.  They  give  employment  to  the  mind  and  incul- 
cate sentiments  of  loyalty  to  Country,  to  Friends  and  to 
Home,  and  detain  many  with  their  families  who  would  other- 
wise spend  their  time  and  their  money  at  places  of  low  resort. 

CHILDREN  AND   YOUTH. 

A  considerable  proportion  of  the  applicants  for  books  are 
children  and  very  young  people  of  both  sexes,  necessitating 
the  exercise  of  care  and  discrimination  on  the  part  of  the 
Librarian  in  the  delivery  to  them  of  such  books  as  are  appro- 
priate— for  while  the  Library  is  not  the  receptacle  of  any 
literature  that  can  ekert  a  pernicious  influence  on  any  class 
of  readers,  it  contains  works  on  science  and  medicine  better 
adapted  to  adults  than  children. 

The  rising  generation  has  not  been  forgotten  in  the  selec- 
tion of  books,  for  a  due  proportion  of  juveniles  have  been 
added  ;  and  also  others  with  special  reference  to  the  needs 
of  the  teachers  and  scholars  of  our  public  schools. 

The  accessions  compare  favorably  with  those  of  previous 
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years,  and  comprise  many  standard  works  of  science,  poetry, 
history,  biography  and  art. 

"All  t;i3tes  supplied,  young  hcarls  and  hoary, 
With  sermon,  science,  song  anrl  sfcovy." 

THE   DUTIES   OF   THE   LIBRARIAN 

have  been  performed  by  Miss  Victorine  E.  Marsh  and  her 
assistant  in  an  acceptable  manner  to  the  Trustees. 

These  duties  have  been  augmented  by  the  growth  of  the 
Library,  the  increased  number  of  applicants  for  books,  the 
length  of  time  the  books  have  been  in  use,  (necessitating 
extra  coverings  and  repairs),  and  also  by  the  fact  that  many 
people  who  send  for  their  books,  and  some  who  apply  for 
them  in  person,  have  learned  to  depend  on  the  Librarian  for 
making  for  them  a  suitable  selection. 

This  her  familiarity  with  the  contents  of  the  library,  and 
her  acquaintance  with  most  of  its  patrons,  eminently  qualifies 
her  for  doing,  and  she  has  done  it  in  a  commendable  spirit 
of  accommodation. 

In  consideration  of  these  extras  and  of  the  fact  that  her 
time  is  now  largely  devoted  to  the  interests  of  the  Library, 
we  propose  to  make  a  moderate  increase  in  her  salary,  if  the 
town,  in  its  liberality  and  wisdom,  grant  the  appropriation 
asked  for. 

THE    PUDEIC   HEADING   EOOM 

was  opened  in  Memorial  Hall  under  the  supervision  of  a 
committee  consisting  of  Messrs.  Emerson,  Tyler  and  Teague, 
in  conformity  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Trustees  in 
their  last  annual  report,  and  of  a  vote  of  the  town  at  its 
subsequent  meeting. 

The  janitor  reports  that  it  has  received  fully  eleven 
hundred  visits  each  month  sinc3  it  was  opened  to  the  public, 
and  it  is  evidently  gaining  in  popular  favor  and  usefulness. 
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Its  central  location,  proximity  to  the  Library,  and  convenient 
and  tasteful  appointments,  make  it  a  pleasant  resort  to  those 
of  our  citizens  who  wish  to  examine  the  magazines,  papers 
and  pictorials  with  which  the  room  is  amply  supplied. 

Children  are  excluded  from  most  public  reading-  rooms, 
but  it  has  been  the  policy  of  this  Board  to  admit  all  well- 
behaved  people,  without  regard  to  age,  to  all  the  facilities 
for  instruction  and  amusement  which  the  Library  and  Reading 
Room  can  afford,  believing  that  the  injuries  inflicted  on  the 
books  and  magazines,  by  careless  handling,  are  more  than 
compensated  for  by  the  benefits  derived  from  their  use. 

Under  the  care  and  supervision  of  the  janitor,  Mr.  Henry 
C.  Hall,  excellent  order  and  decorum  has  been  maintained, 
and  no  injury  to  furniture  or  fixtures  has  been  done. 

There  has  been  no  desecration  of  the  place  as  a  Memorial 
Hall,  and  hundreds  of  people  have  had  their  memories 
quickened  and  their  emotions  of  gratitude  aud  patriotism 
awakened,  ou  viewing  these  sacred  mementos  of  our  depart- 
ed heroes. 

In  compliance  with  the  wishes  of  many  of  our  citizens, 
and  of  our  conviction  of  the  expediency  of  so  doing,  we 
propose  to  have  the  reading  room  open  from  Sept.  1st  to 
June  1st  every  week  day  evening,  and  from  June  1st  to 
Sept.  1st,  the  afternoons  of  every  Monday,  Wednesday  and 
Saturday. 

CONGRATULATORY. 
I 

It  is  cause  for  congratulation  that  while  the  profits  in 
trade,  manufacturing  and  finance,  in  which  many  of  our  citi- 
zens are  engaged,  have  been  somewhat  obscure,  and  the 
lawyers  and  doctors  complain  of  hard  times,  our  population 
has  increased  to  over  seven  thousand  inhabitants. 

Our  churches  are  well-attended  and  nearly  out  of  debt. 

Our  twenty-two  public  schools,  with  their  eleven  hundred 
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scholars,  compare  favorably  with  those  of'  any  town  in  our 
Commonwealth. 

The  new  Hamilton  School  Building  is  nearly  completed, 
and  is  a  model  of  stability  and  convenience.  It  will  accom- 
modate four  schools  of  fifty  scholars  each,  and  be  a  credit 
and  an  attraction  to  our  town. 

Our  financial  and  other  local  institutions  are  all  in  a  sound 
and  healthy  condition. 

An  unlimited  supply  of  pure  water  that  vies  with  the 
crystal  in  its  clearness,  has  been  introduced  into  our  houses, 
and  sparkles  on  our  tables. 

Dwelling  houses,  factories  and  shops  have  been  erected, 
and  buildings  for  various  other  purposes  are  in  process  of 
construction — and  it  seems  safe  to  predict  that,  with  these 
evidences  of  thrift  and  increased  facilities  of  public  educa- 
tion, the  year  we  are  about  to  enter  upon  will  be  one  of 
prosperity  to  our  town  aud  community. 

CONCLUSION. 

The  Trustees  recommend  an  appropriation  by  the  town  of 
five  hundred  dollars  and  the  dog  tax,  for  the  uses  of  the 
Library  ;  and  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  for 
the  uses  of  the  Public  Reading  Room ;  basing  the  latter  on 
the  cost  of  publications  and  incidentals.

THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 


To  (he  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen   and    Citizens  of  the 
Town  of  Wakefield,  Mass  : 

The  Board  of  Health  who  were  duly  elected  by  the  town  of 
Wakefield  at  its  last  annual  town  meeting,  held  April  2d, 
1883.  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report  : 

The  members  of  the  Board  of  Health,  elect,  met  aftei 
having  taken  the  oath  of  office  at  the  residence  of  Mr.  Hosea 
L.  Day  for  organization,  on  the  16th  day  of  April,  1883. 

Business  of  the  meeting  consisted  in  electing  Dr.  John 
Homer  as  Chairman*;  Mr.  Hosea  L.  Day  as  Secretary ;  and 
Major  John  M.  Cate  as  Health  Officer  for  the  current  munic- 
ipal year.  The  Board  elected  Dr.  Homer  as  Physician  to 
the  Board  of  Health  for  the  current  year. 

By  a  vote  of  the  Board  the  Chairman  was  elected  as  a 
Committee  to  draft  a  code  of  By-Laws  and  general  regula- 
tions for  the  current  municipal  year.

At  the  5th  meeting  the  full  Board  met  in  the  Town  Hall 
on  the  14th  day  of  May  '83,  and  carefully  considered  the 
prevalence  and  mortality  from  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria. 

Voted  that  the  Chairman  act  as  a  Committee  to  draft  a 
special  code  of  regulations  for  the  protection  of  schools  and 
safety  of  the  public  health  in  this  community. 

Voted  that  he  have  a  copy  of  the  same  inserted  in  the 
weekly  papers  for  three  weeks  in  succession. 

Voted  to  amend  truckmen's  licenses  so  that  no  night  soil 
be  removed  later  than  4  o'clock  A.  M.  under  penalty. 

Voted  to  adjourn  until  May  21st  '83. 
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At  the  6th  meeting  of  the  Board  May  21st,  '83,  all  mem- 
bers were  present. 

Voted  that  the  Chairman  act  as  a  Committee  on  printing 
2000  special  circulars  relating  to  abating  scarlet  fever,  and 
that  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  have  a  copy  circulated  to 
every  house  in  town  and  to  each  of  the  public  schools. 

Voted  to  adjourn  until  May  28th. 

The  7th  meeting  was  held  in  the  same  place,  on  the  28th 
day  of  May.     All  members  of  the  Board  were  present. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  town  and  the  mortality  from 
scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria  were  very  carefully  considered. 
During  the  current  municipal  year  the  Board  of  Health  have 
held  twenty- four  meetings. 

At  each  meeting  some  question  of  vital  importance  to  the 
town ,  and  connected  with  the  sanitary  regulations  have  been 
discretionally  considered.  Major  John  M.  Cate,  the  Board 
of  Health  Officer,  has  served  during  the  current  municipal 
year  65  notices  on  complaints  to  abate  nuisances.  He  served 
38  notices  in  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  14  notices  of  diphtheria, 
and  2  to  vacate  unhealthy  tenements. 

By  a  vote  of  the  Board  of  Health  the  Health  Officer  caused 
a  thorough  inspection  of  the  main  drains. 

The  Board  would  strongly  recommend  that  the  drain  cross- 
ing Mechanic  street  receive  special  attention  at  once  to 
render  it  healthy. 

The  Board  of  Health  having  had  experience,  would 
respectfully  recommend  a  rigid  enforcement  of  the  sanitary 
regulations  by  their  successors,  as  early  after  the  annual 
Town  Meeting  as  possible,  for  the  protection  and  preserva- 
tion of  the  Public  Health.

STATEMENT  OF  TRUST  FUNDS. 

Ezra    Eaton    Burial    Lot    Fund.    $100. 

The  town  accepted  the  above  fund  March  2,  1857,  by 
vote  as  follows  :. 

Voted.  That  the  town  receive  such  sum  or  sums  of 
money  of  Mr.  Ezra  Eaton  as  he  may  sec  fit  to  place  in  the 
treasury  of  the  town,  the  interest  of  such  sum  or  sums,  so 
far  as  it  may  be  necessary,  to  be  expended  in  keeping  his 
burial  lot  and  all  appertaining  to  it,  in  perfect  order  and 
repair,  so  long  as  there  shall  be  funds  furnished,  or  arising 
from  the  above,  to  defray  the  expense  ;  and  the  Selectmen 
are  charged  with,  and  have  full  power,  to  execute  the  above 
vote.  [Town  Clerk's  Records,  Book  4,  page  377.  Previous 
votes  relating  to  the  same  can  be  found  on  pages  301  and 
365,  same  book.] 

The  sum  of  $100  was  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  town 
May  11th,  1857,  since  which  time  various  sums  have  been 
expended  by  the  Selectmen  from  year  to  year.  The 
amount  expended  the  past  year  has  been  one  dollar. 

The  Flint  Memorial  Fund,  $1,000. 

This  fund  of  one  thousand  dollars  was  accepted  by  the 
town  Nov.  5th,  1872,  to  be  held  in  trust  by  the  treasurer  of 
the  town,  and  the  interest  thereon  to  be  paid  by  him 
annually  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Beebe  Town  Library,  to  be 
expended  in  the  purchase  of  books.  [See  Town  Clerk's 
Records,  Boole  No.  6,  folios  86-87.] 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  town,  the  Treasurer 
has  paid  to  C.  W.  Eaton,  Treasurer  of  the  Beebe  Town

SELECTMEN'S    REPORT. 


The  Selectmen  would  respectfully  present  the  following- 
report  of  the  various  matters  in  their  charge : 


PERAMBULATION. 

The  line  between  Saugus  and  Wakefield  was  perambulated 
by  the  Selectmen  of  the  two  towns  on  April  21,  1884.  The 
bound  known  as  the  "Three  County  Mark"  was  found 
broken  off,  and  has  since  been  replaced  at  the  joint  expense 
of  the  two  towns. 

CANNON. 

The  four  cannon  donated  to  the  town  by  the  United 
States  Government  have  been  received  and  placed  in  charge 
of  H.  M.  Warren,  Post  12,  G.  A.  B.  The  transportation 
from  Governor's  Island  to  Wakefield  cost  $47  25,  and  was 
under  the  management  of  Mr.  S.  B.  Dearborn,  commander 
of  the  post,  for  whose  services  the  thanks  of  this  board  are 
tendered. 

GREENWOOD    SCHOOL-IIOUSE    EOT. 

The  land  for  an  addition  to  the  yard  of  the  Greenwood 
School-house  has  been  purchased  by  the  Selectmen  in 
accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  town. 

DRINKING     FOUNTAINS. 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  town,  the  Selectmen 
purchased  and  caused  to  be  erected  on  Main  street,  near  the 
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"Rockery,"  an  elevated  drinking  fountain  tor  horses,  at  an 
expense  of  $237  55.  This  was  in  excess  of  the  appro- 
priation, but  as  the  Selectmen  were  directed  by  the  town  to 
put  the  fountain  in  "forthwith,"  they  felt  justified  in  exceed- 
ing the  appropriation. 

The  fountain,  donated  by  Mrs.  H.  N.  Flint,  has  been  set 
up  at  the  corner  of  Main  and  Charles  streets,  and  is  of  the 
self-closing  pattern,  and  is  intended  for  both  man  and  beast. 

The  Wakefield  Water  Company  declined  to  furnish  water 
for  more  than  seven  months  in  the  year,  and  consequently 
the  fountains  have  not  been  in  operation  during  the  past 
winter.  The  price  the  Company  fixed  for  water  was  $100 
for  the  larger  fountain  and  $50  for  the  smaller  one,  per  year 
of  seven  months. 

PUBLIC     PARK. 

The  Selectmen  were  instructed  by  vote  of  the  town  on  Jan. 
12,  1884,  to  petition  the  Legislature  of  the  Commonwealth 
for  an  act  legalizing  all  previous  votes  of  the  town  in  regard 
to  the  purchase  and  laying  out  of  the  present  Park  exten- 
sion, and  also  the  vote  of  the  town  passed  May  7,  1883, 
appropriating  $10,000  io  meet  the  terms  accompanying  the 
bequest  of  the  late  Cornelius  Sweetser.  This  was  done,  and 
an  act  passed  substantially  as  petitioned  for,  and  we  believe 
it  legalized  matters  which  would  have  involved  the  town  in 
much  litigation.  This  was  accomplished  by  the  Board  im- 
mediately preceding  the  present  Board,  but  not  in  season  to 
be  noticed  in  the  report  of  last  year. 

TOWN    OFFICERS'    SALAUIES. 

The  entire  amount  appropriated  for  this  purpose  has  been 
expended  and  drawn,  with  the  exception  of  $85  15.  A  bill 
for  "services  as  Chief  of  Police"  for  $135  has  been  presented, 
but  the  Selectmen  declined  to  pay  this  amount  until  an 
itemized  bill  should  be  rendered,  and  for  the  further  reason 
that  the  appropriation  was  insufficient. 
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STREET    LAMPS. 


The  contract  for  lighting  the  street  lamps  in  the  centre  of 
the  town  was  first  awarded  to  E.  A.  Wiley,  but  the  contract 
was  completed  and  most  of  the  work  done  by  Mr.  Denis 
O'Connell  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  Selectmen,  and, 
we  believe,  to  the  public  generally.  There  is  one  difficulty 
which  it  is  impossible  to  overcome  until  the  street  lamps 
shall  be  lighted  every  night  without  regard  to  the  light  of 
the  moon,  and  that  is  the  impossibility  of  telling  whether 
the  lights  will  be  needed  until  it  is  too  late  to  lisrht  them. 
The  present  lamplighter  has,  we  believe,  always  lighted 
when  he  thought  it  was  necessary. 

Three  new  lamps  and  posts  have  been  placed  on  Albion 
street,  between  Lake  and  Byron,  as  directed  by  vote  of  the 
town.  The  lamp  attached  to  a  tree  near  Mr.  Joseph  Cart- 
wright's,  on  Park  street,  has  been  placed  on  a  newr  post  in  a 
belter  location,  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  street. 

TOWN    HALL. 

The  Town  Hall  building  has  required  no  extensive  repairs. 

HYDRANTS. 

The  town  has  paid  the  rent  of  the  hydrants  as  per  con- 
tract, and  they  have  furnished  reliable  and  effective  lire  pro- 
tection. 

NIGHT    WATCH. 

The  Selectmen  have  employed  two  night  watchmen  during 
the  year,  and  they  have  performed  effective  service.

DAMAGES    ON    HIGHWAYS. 


There  have  been  five  notices  of  damages  from  alleged 
defects  in  highways  during  the  year.  The  first  case  was 
that  of  Mr.  Geo.  H.  Tyzzer.  The  Selectmen  examined  the 
place  where  the  accident  occurred,  but  were  unable  to  find 
any  defect.  From  Mr.  J.  H.  Cossens  of  Albany,  N.  Y., 
we  have  heard  nothing,  and  presume  the  injuries  were 
trivial,  as  the  notice  said  he  should  await  results  before 
making  any  further  claim.  The  case  of  Mr.  A.  J.  Hutchin- 
son was  settled  by  the  Wakefield  Water  Company,  by  a  leak 
in  whose  pipe  the  defect  was  caused.  The  cases  of  Mr. 
Michael  O'Connor,  who  walked  off  the  bridge  on  Main 
street  over  Wakefield's  brook,  and  William  Barry,  who 
received  a  fall  on  the  sidewalk  on  Albion  street,  near 
Mansfield's  apothecary  store,  are  still  under  consideration. 
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REGISTRATION    OF     VOTE  US. 

Under  the  provisions  ot  section  14,  chapter  298,  of  the 
Legislative  Acts  of  the  year  1884,  the  Selectmen  appointed 
as  registrars  of  voters,  Edward  H.  Walton,  to  serve  until 
May  1,  1887;  Ezra  M.  South  worth,  to  serve  until  May  1, 
1886;  Eugene  O'Hea,  to  serve  until  May  1,  1885,  who, 
together  with  the  Town  Clerk,  constitute  the  present  Board 
of  Registrars,  at  an  annual  salary  of  one  hundred  dollars  for 
the  Board. 

It  seems  desirable  that  provision  should  be  made  for  the 
payment  of  these  new  town  officers  by  adding  the  above  sum 
to  the  ordinary  annual  appropriation  for  that  department. 

SOLDIERS'    bounties. 

This  Board  received  a  communication  from  Thomas  R. 
Blakeney,  asking  for  the  payment  to  him  of  a  bounty  of 
$100.  The  Selectmen  found  that  Mr.  Blakeney  or  his 
family  had  been  helped  by  the  town  since  1880  to  the  extent 
of  nearly  $400,  and  his  claim  was  therefore  disapproved  in 
accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  vote  of  the  town,  Sept.  8, 
1862. 

A  claim  was  also  received  for  a  bounty  on  account  of  ser- 
vice of  Henry  II.  Evans.  This  claim,  it  was  found,  had 
been  investigated  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  in  1881,  and 
their  report,  which  was  adverse,  was  accepted  by  the  town 
at  the  annual  meeting  of  that  year.  It  was  accordingly  dis- 
approved by  this  board.

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ROAD  COMMISSIONERS'   REPORT. 


The  work  on  the  highways  has  been  under  the  direction 
of  Messrs.  Oliver  and  Hart,  who  have  superintended  all  the 
work  performed. 

The  wages  in  this  department  have  been  as  follows: 
Laborers,  20  cents  per  hour;  horse  and  cart,  20  cents  per 
hour;  superintendents,  25  cents  per  hour;  breaking  snow 
paths,  25  cents  per  hour  for  man  and  25  cents  per  hour  for 
each  horse. 

The  Road  Commissioners  have  received  several  petitions 
from  citizens,  requesting  us  to  lay  out  new  town  ways,  but 
owing  to  the  poor  condition  of  many  of  our  streets,  we 
thought  it  would  be  better  for  the  town  not  to  undertake  the 
building  of  any  new  streets  the  past  year. 

We  Avere,  during  the  year,  by  order  of  the  County  Com- 
missioners, obliged  to  change  and  rebuild  the  street  and 
sidewalk  on  Salem  street  to  conform  to  the  new  line  estab- 
lished by  them  from  the  residence  of  Mr.  Kalpli  Woodward 
to  Vernon  street,  at  a  cost  of  about  two  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars.  The  contract  for  concrete  walks,  gutters  and 
crossings  was  awarded  to  W.  B.  Ellis  of  Melrose,  at  a  cost 
of  37  cents  per  yard  for  sidewalks  and  gutters  and  40  cents 
per  yard  for  crossings.  The  number  of  applications  for 
concrete  sidewalks  the  prut  year  was  not  sufficient  to  use 
up  the  one  thousand  dollars  appropriated  by  the  town  for 
that  purpose,  only  $391  29  having  been  expended  from  that 
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appropriation,  leaving  a  balance  unexpended  of  $608  71. 
The  appropriation  for  gutters  and  crossings  was  mostly  used 
in  concreting  gutters  the  past  year.  Most  of  the  cross 
walks  the  Board  were  obliged  to  put  off  for  another  season, 
and  we  would  recommend  that  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dol- 
lars be  appropriated  for  concrete  for  the  year  ensuing,  to  in- 
clude sidewalks,  gutters  and  crossings. 

The  matter  of  relocating  the  boundary  lines  of  Park  street 
was,  by  vote  of  the  town  Aug.  18,  referred  to  the  Road 
Commissioners.  We  find,  according  to  the  plan  of  said 
street,  that  the  street  as  now  located  indicates  a  perfectly 
straight  line  from  Main  to  Pleasant  street,  and  is  only  4(5 
feet  wide.  Most  of  the  fences  on  said  street,  as  it  appears, 
must  have  been  erected  without  regard  to  the  street  bounds, 
as  they  have  most  all  encroached  on  the  highway  from  one 
to  three  feet.  If  we  were  to  relocate  the  street  and  estab- 
lish a  line  so  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  fences  now  erected, 
and  have  a  uniform  width  throughout,  the  street  would  not 
be  much  over  40  feet  in  width.  It  would  then  cost  the 
abutters  as  much  to  change  their  fences  to  correspond  with 
the  new  line  as  it  will  to  change  them  to  the  line  now  estab- 
lished  ;  and  as  it  is  the  desire  and  intention  of  some  of  the 
abutters  on  the  southerly  side  of  said  street  to  erect  new  and 
permanent  fences,  we  would  recommend  that  they  build 
them  on  the  line  of  the  street  as  now  established. 

We  found  on  entering  into  the  work  of  this  department  a 
demand  for  extensive  improvements  on  the  highways  by 
citizens  in  all  parts  of  the  town.  Our  work  has  been  pretty 
generally  distributed  through  the  town ;  scarcely  any 
street  but  what  there  has  been  more  or  less  work  done  upon. 
Many  of  them  have  been  put  into  shape  by  the  use  of  the 
road  machine,  and  are  now  in  a  condition  for  permanent  im- 
provement. But  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  citizens  in  this 
department  it  would  require  an  increase  on  the  appropriation 
of  from  fifty  to  seventy-live  per  cent.

POLICE  REPORT,

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REPORT  OF  FISH  COMMITTEE 


The  ninth  annual  report  of  the  Fish  Committee  is  here- 
with submitted. 

True  to  the  wonderful  instinct  with  which  nature  endows 
them,  the  alewives  made  their  usual  pilgrimage  from  the 
ocean  to  the  lake  at  the  accustomed  time,  notwithstanding 
the  hindrances  and  cruelties  which  are  inflicted  on  them  by 
those  whose  brutality  is  only  exceeded  by  their  ignorance  of 
the  conditions  tending  to  their  own  best  interest.  It  is 
possible  that  if  some  of  these  persons  really  kuew  that  the 
passage  of  the  migratory  fish  up  and  down  our  rivers  would 
tend  to  cheapen  the  supply  of  food  to  half  its  present  cost, 
they  would  prefer  to  pay  present  rates  rather  than  not 
indulge  their  cruel  propensities  in  destroying  the  fisheries, 
which,  under  proper  and  wise  regulations,  might  become  of 
great  value  to  the  entire  community.  That  the  sea  fishing 
has  greatly  improved  for  miles  along  the  coast  in  the  vicinity 
ot  the  Saugus  river  since  it  was  reopened,  none  can  deny. 
Sea  fish  were  never  more  abundant  in  Lynn  Bay  and  our 
coast  waters  thereabouts  than  last  season,  and  dory  fishing 
paid  better  than  for  many  years.  The  finest  cod  were 
brought  into  Swampscott,  Marblehcad  and  Gloucester  by 
the  bay  boats,  while  the  past  winter's  catch  has  been 
unusually  good.  It  must  also  be  taken  into  consideration 
that  there  arc  more  inhabitants  and  more  fishermen.  Lake 
Quannapowitt  yielded  its  increase  of  finny  treasure,  though 
the  full  amount  we  cannot  determine,  because  we  are  unable 
to  obtain  but  partial  returns.  Holders  of  permits  fish  all 
summer,  and  are  seen  with  good  strings  of  fish,  and  yet  arc 
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too  careless  to  make  or  keep  any  record  of  the  number, 
weight  or  variety,  and  each  year  it  is  the  same,  and  more 
than  two  hundred  permits  are  now  unaccounted  for.  The 
State  Commissioners  say  we  must  enforce  the  regulations 
according  to  the  law  under  which  the  lease  is  given  and  held. 
We  hope  all  who  have  not  made  returns  of  their  catch  will 
do  so  at  once.  It  appears  from  the  Commissioners'  report 
that  in  this  state  there  are  114  leased  lakes.  The  leasing  of 
these  is  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining,  as  far  as  possible, 
their  value  ;  and  it  must  be  evident  unless  returns  are  made 
no  just  estimate  can  bo  given.  J\\  France  the  return  is 
about  four  dollars  per  acre,  and  there  is  no  reason  why,  with 
a  little  experience,  we  should  not  exceed  that.  There  are 
196,342  acres  of  land  in  this  state  covered  with  water, 
which,  at  the  same  rent,  would  make  annual  returns  of  over 
seven  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  some  of  our  lakes  h  ve 
done  even  better.  Permits  issued,  266 ;  returned,  22 ; 
leaving  244  on  which  no  just  estimate  can  be  made.  The  22 
returns  show  a  catch  of  98  bass,  292  pickerel,  309  white 
perch,  965  red  perch,  {)(>  miscellaneous.  Total  1,822  fish, 
weighing  542  lbs.  Among  the  fortunate  anglers  Mr.  C.  W. 
Huntress  is  the  leader,  capturing  7  bass,  62  pickerel  and  138 
perch,  weight  134  lbs.  Mr.  H.  YV.  Hudson  records  25 
bass,  85  pickerel,  316  perch,  weight  90  lbs.  Mr.  J.  C. 
Hartshornc  gathered  in  132  pickerel  and  2  bass,  from  1-2  to 
5  1-2  lbs.,  weight  81  lbs.  Mr.  John  S.  Eaton  landed  2 
bass,  36  pickerel  from  1-2  to  4  1-2  lbs  ,  129  red  perch,  46 
miscellaneous,  total  213,  weight  44  lbs.  Many  others  have 
been  very  successful,  but  have  not  made  their  returns. 

Thousands  of  young  ale  wives  went  down  to  the  sea  in 
July  and  August,  and  thousands  remained  in  the  lake, 
making  splendid  food  for  our  native  fish  to  feed  on. 

Is  it  any  wonder  that  there  is  a  strong  desire  on  the  part 
of  outsiders,  who  have  not  expended  a  dollars  worth  either 
of  time  or  money  in  stocking  this  lake — now  that  it  is 
brought  up  from  its  once  utterly  exhausted  condition—is  it 
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any  more  strange  than  unjust  that  they  should  go  clamoring 
before  a  committee  of  the  Legislature  demanding  the  open- 
ing of  the  lake  to  all  comers  by  day  or  night.  A  delegation 
from  a  neighboring  town,  headed  by  a  clergyman,  used  as 
one  of  their  chief  reasons  why  the  lake  should  be  opened  to 
all,  that  the  stocking  of  it  had  proved  a  complete  failure, 
and  didn't  amount  to  anything.  Query  :  Were  they  or  others 
able  to  obtain  a  mess  of  fish  from  the  lake  before  it  was 
stocked?  We  would  like  to  inquire  of  these  gentlemen,  if 
they  believe  the  statements  which  they  made  to  be  true, 
why  they  wish  to  spend  their  time  fishing  in  a  lake  where 
they  claim  there  are  no  fish?  They  seem  to  have  been 
much  exercised  because  our  Fish  Committee  would  not 
allow  night-fishing.  This  was  another  wise  and  well  con- 
sidered regulation  on  our  part,  as  we  did  not  propose  to 
have  seines  swept  in  the  lake  from  dark  to  daylight  on  a 
pretence  of  great  appetite  for  pouts  and  eels. 

It  is  not  so  verv  surprising1  that  some  of  our  near  nei^h- 
bors  wish  to  come  here  as  that  a  representative  of  the  city  of 
Newburyport  by  the  wide  Merrimac,  with  its  bountiful 
stores  of  salmon,  shad,  ale  wives  and  other  fish  at  its  very 
doors,  should  be  so  interested  as  to  public  opinion  regarding 
fishing  in  our  waters;  or'a  permit  to  fish  at  will  in  these 
lakes  of  ours,  for  which  he  has  not  furnished  the  first  fish  for 
stocking  purposes.  Following  is  a  copy  of  a  printed  postal 
card  sent  to  Col.  John  W.  Locke  by  the  Newbury  port 
representative  to  the  General  Court  : 

Newburyport,  Mass.,  January  27th,  1835. 
I  am  desirous  of  learning  what  public  opinion  is,  in  your  town,  as  to 
the  leasing  of  the  "  great  ponds,"  and  the  granting  ot  exclusive  fishing 
privileges  therein. 

By  handing  this  card  to  some  citizen,  who  is  not  a  lessee  oi  a  ponu, 
and  who  would  take  interest  enough  in  the  subject  to  write  to  me  about 
it,  you  will  greatly  oblige.

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An  ex  parte  hearing  was  held  at  the  State  House,  Boston, 
not  the  slightest  notice  of  which  was  given  to  our  own 
representative,  Capt.  Atherton,  or  to  any  inhabitant  in  this 
town,  on  a  question  in  which  we  should  all  take  an  interest, 
and  demand  a  right  to  be  heard.  It  may  be  that  an  unseen 
factor  is  moving  in  this  entire  business,  and  stands  ready  to 
protect  our  fish,  as  for  i6  scientific  purposes"  they  have 
protected  our  bright-plumed  birds,  until  their  sweet  songs 
have  passed  away  for  ever,  and  are  heard  no  more  in  the 
land. 

Twelve  additional  returns,  brought  after  the  report  of  1883 
was  in  print,  show  762  lbs.  of  fish  taken  that  year,  which, 
added  to  990  lbs.,  gives  1,752  'lbs.,  and  202  permits  on 
which  no  returns  had  been  made.  And  we  have  good 
reason  to  believe  that  nearly  two  tons  of  fish  are  taken  from 
the  lake  during  each  season,  in  closing  this  report,  we  can 
but  reiterate  our  opinion,  from  careful  observation,  that  the 
stocking  of  both  lake  and  river  has  been  crowned  with  suc- 
cess beyond  our  highest  expectations.  Your  Committee 
would  recommend  the  opening  of  Saugus  river,  according  to 
law,  for  fishing  the  coming  season.  And  we  would  recom- 
mend  for  the  ensuing  year  that  the  sum  ot  forty  dollars  be 
raised  and  appropriated  for  the  use  of  the  Fish  Committee.

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ENGINEERS'  '  REPORT, 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  : 

Gentlemen, — The  Engineers  of  the  Fire  Department,  in 
presenting  their  report  for  the  nine  months  ending  February 
1st,  can  only  say  that,  with  a  few  exceptions,  it  would  be  but 
a  repetition  of  the  last  report,  and  so  slight  have  been  the 
changes  in  this  department  that  it  remains  practically  the 
same. 

Consisting  of  85  men,  including  three  engineers,  it  is 
divided  as  follows  : 

Steamer  Lucius  Beebe  Co. — Foreman,  Justin  Howard  ;  15 
men. 

C.  Wakefield  Engine  Co. — Foreman,  Geo.  W.  Oliver; 
35  men. 

Washington  Hook  and  Ladder  Co. — Foreman,  Horace 
Dalrymple ;  20  men. 

Chemical  Engine  and  Hose  Co. — Foreman,  W.  C.  Allen  ; 
12  men. 

All  the  apparatus  owned  by  the  town  is  in  good  order ; 
and  there  have  been  added  one  Lowry  Irydraut-head  and  1,000 
feet  of  cotton  hose. 

Under  instructions  to  sell  the  Yale  Engine,  an  advertise- 
ment was  placed  in  the  Daily  and  Sunday  Herald  of 
Boston,  and  the  engine  was  offered  at  one-fourth  its  original 
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cost,  without  finding  a  purchaser,  or  anyone  who  would 
make  an  offer  for  it. 

Taking  into  consideration  the  fact  that  this  piece  of 
apparatus  is  in  perfect  order,  and  through  costly  additions, 
alterations  and  improvements  is  better  in  every  respect  than 
when  purchased,  it  is  our  opinion  that  it  would  not  only  be 
improvident  but  very  unwise  to  sell  such  a  piece  of  prop- 
erty for  "  old  junk." 

In  willing  hands  this  engine  is  capable  of  doing  good 
fire  service  in  case  of  an  accident  to  the  steamer  or  water- 
works. 

Four  reservoirs  should  be  built  during  the  coming  summer 
in  the  following  named  locations  for  better  protection 
against  fire  :  One  on  Nahant  street,  in  brook  bed,  near  the 
Lowell  Emerson  Place,  so  called  ;  one  at  Montrose,  near  the 
Depot ;  one  near  the  Salem  street  crossing,  N.  &  G.  R.  R.  ; 
one  near  the  Lowell  street  crossing,  N.  &  G.  R.  R. 

At  the  locations  named,  and  at  small  cost,  powerful  and 
never-failing  reservoirs  could  be  constructed,  from  which 
the  steamer  could  protect  property  within  3,000  feet. 

During  an  ordinary  drought  in  three  of  the  localities 
named,  it  would  be  impossible  to  find  enough  water  to  be  of 
any  practical  use. 

Richardson  street  and  vicinity  is  without  any  adequate 
water  supply  during  the  summer  season,  and  not  easily 
approached  at  all  times  in  the  winter. 

And  we  would  respectfully  recommend  the  placing  of  two 
hydrants  on  the  highest  portions  of  said  street.  Also  two  at 
Greenwood  and  one  on  Vernon,  north  of  Salem  street. 

The  Johnson  Pump  Brigade  have  performed  unusually 
good  work  the  past  season,  in  several  instances  putting  out 
fires  so  quickly  that  there  was  no  excuse  for  ringing  in 
needless  alarms.  All  that  has  been  accomplished  by  this 
portion  of  the  Fire  Department  was  duly  acknowledged  by 
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the  local  press,  and  docs  not  require  a  recapitulation  here. 
Pump  No.  8  has  been  transferred  to  Mr.  T.  W.  Sullivan, 
Wiley  place. 

We  have  frequent  applications  from  persons  desiring  to 
take  charge  of  pumps,  and  we  would  say  to  any  holder  who 
does  not  wish  to  retain  a  pump  longer  that  it  may  be 
returned  to  the  Engineers. 

We  would  also  recommend  the  immediate  purchase  of 
three  portable  fire  escapes,  to  be  placed  in  the  upper  rooms 
of  two  of  the  school  houses. 

Mr.  Geo.  H.  Hathaway,  after  faithfully  serving  the  town 
since  the  coming  of  the  steamer,  has  notified  this  board  that 
he  will  not  hereafter  furnish  horses. 

The  need  of  central  quarters  for  the  department,  where  it 
can  be  in  one  building  and  nearer  the  business  establish- 
ments of  the  town,  becomes  more  and  more  a  necessity. 

And  it  is  a  question  for  your  consideration  if  it  would  not 
be  better  for  the  town  to  own  two  or  three  good  horses, 
which  could  be  used  for  general  work  and  for  fire  service? 

There  has  been  remarkable  exemption  from  serious  fires, 
and  this  may  be  due  to  several  causes.  It  proves  unusual 
care  on  the  part  of  the  people  that  tires  are  not  more 
frequent;  while  substantial  standing  rewards  are  offered  for 
the  detection  and  conviction  of  incendiaries,  and  for  this 
class  of  criminals  no  sufficient  punishment  was  ever  yet 
devised.  Last,  but  not  least,  to  the  vigilant  officers  of  the 
night  watch  wre  owe  immunity  from  fire,  and  the  thanks  of 
this  department  are  due  them  for  the  giving  of  prompt 
alarms  when  the  necessities  of  the  situation  required  it,  and 
for  mainlining  several  fires  without  calling  out  the  entire 
force.

Aug.  2.  Alarm  caused  by  the  burning  of  oil  from  an 
over-tilled  kerosene  stove  in  the  house  of  the  late  Dr. 
Tucker.     No  damage  to  house. 

Aug.  25.  Burning  of  Dennis  Brennan's  house,  Wiley 
place,  said  to  have  been  caused  by  a  defective  flue.  Total 
loss.     Value  $500.     Insurance  $650. 

Nov.  10.  Burning  of  paint  shop,  owned  and  occupied  by 
Angus  H.  McMillan,  Albion  street.  Valued  at  $600.  Loss 
$600.     Insurance  $800.     Cause,  supposed  incendiary. 

Jan.  13.  Burning  of  barn  and  L  of  house  owned  by  Mr. 
Mitchell,  Lowell  street.  Valuation  of  house  and  barn 
$1,300.  Loss  on  L  of  house  $200.  Loss  on  barn  $600. 
Insurance,  on  house  $500  ;  on  bairn  $600.  Cause,  supposed 
incendiary. 

Jan.  17.  Burning  of  chimney  in  Shea's  Block.  No 
damage.  Entire  department  turned  out.  This  block  should 
have  a  fire  escape  at  each  end. 

In  accordance  with  vote  of  the  town,  your  Chief  Engineer 
has  examined  and  tested  every  hydrant  twice  during  the 
year,  and  found  them  in  perfect  order  for  their  designed  use. 
He  has  also  removed  the  snow  and  ice  from  nine  reservoirs 
in  the  central  portions  of  the  town  without  cost,  except  for 
salt  used  in  cutting  frost.  Several  reservoirs  in  the  outer 
wards  have  been  cleared  by  persons  obtaining  water  there- 
from, and  others  by  agreement. 

The  expenditure  of  the  department  exceeded  the  amount 
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estimated.  [See  Keport  of  Auditors,  page  68.^\  We  would 
recommend  for  the  ensuing  year  that  the  sum  of  $2,500  be 
raised  and  appropriated  for  the  use  of  the  Fire  Department. 
In  bringing  this  report  to  a  close,  we  desire  to  express  our 
thanks  to  the  officers  of  the  town  for  their  courtesy  and  con- 
sideration at  all  times,  and  to  the  officers  and  members  of 
the  entire  Fire  Department  for  their  promptness,  energy  and 
devotion  to  duty.

OVERSEERS'  GENERAL  REPORT. 


For  the  third  successive  year  the  Town  Farm  and  Alms- 
house have  been  under  the  careful  supervision  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Geo.  E.  Donald,  and  an  arrangement  has  been  effected 
by  which  their  services  have  been  secured  for  another  year. 

Improvements,  which  have  been  of  great  benefit  to  the 
farm,  have  been  made  the  past  season.  About  sixty  rods  of 
stone  drain  have  been  laid  in  the  low  land,  and  the  boulders 
removed  from  one  and  a  half  acres  of  land,  converting  a 
rough,  unsightly  surface  into  smooth  grass-land,  which  could 
be  easily  cut  with  a  mowing  machine.  Another  section  of 
meadow  land  has  been  graded,  making  it  some  of  the  best 
grass-land  on  the  farm. 

The  sum  of  $649  42  has  been  realized  from  the  sale  of 
milk,  the  product  of  six  cows,  it  being  the  largest  sum  ever 
realized  from  this  source,  and  is  in  addition  to  the  larsre 
amount  required  for  the  use  of  the  Almshouse  for  the  year. 

The  general  health  of  the  inmates  has  been  good,  the  sum 
of  $9  15  only  having  been  expended  for  medical  services. 

One  death  has  occurred,  that  of  John  Mertins,  on  Feb. 
13,  1885. 
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HOME     RELIEF 


The  severe  winter  and  the  long  depression  in  business  has 
caused  the  large  expenditure  in  this  department. 


OUTSIDE  RELIEF. 


The  family  of  Henry  H.  Corey  of  Monson  were  brought 
to  the  Almshouse  May  7,  and  remained  until  July  1,  when 
they  were  taken  in  charge  by  friends,  and  since  then  have 
not  been  any  expense  to  the  town. 

Moses  Barnes  of  Northbridge  is  still  living,  although  in  a 
helpless  condition,  requiring  constant  care.  His  condition 
is  such  as  to  prevent  the  Board  from  removing  him  to  our 
own  Almshouse,  and  consequently  he  has  to  be  supported 
outside  at  a  large  expense. 

Two  hundred  and  nineteen  tramps  have  been  cared  for  at 
the  Lock-up  during  the  year,  at  an  expense  of  $79  05. 

NON-RESIDENT     RELIEF. 

The  sum  of  $468.61  has  been  expended  for  persons  resid- 
ing here,  with  settlement  in  other  cities  and  towns,  which 
sum  will  probably  be  reimbursed  to  the  town. 

The  total  amount  of  money  used  in  the  Poor  department 
has  been  larger  than  in  the  previous  year,  but  the  funds  have 
been  carefully  and  judiciously  expended.  We  would  recom- 
mend an  appropriation  of  $5,000  for  the  year  ensuing.

In  addition  to  the  financial  statement  submitted,  we  have 
to  report  that  Mr.  Ernest  W.  Bowditch  of  Boston,  who  has 
the  reputation  of  being  one  of  the  leading  landscape 
gardeners  in  the  country,  prepared  all  the  plans  for  the 
work  thus  far  done,  and  under  our  contract  with  him  will 
complete  them  whenever  the  Park  Commissioners  so  desire. 
Much  of  the  work  has  been  done  under  the  personal  super- 
vision of  Mr.  Bowditch,  and  his  assistants,  or  at  his  sugges- 
tion, which,  on  account  of  his  experience,  the  Commissioners 
felt  they  could  safely  act  on. 

By  reference  to  the  financial  statement,  it  will  be  seen  that 
a  large  expenditure  has  been  made  for  drainage  and  tilling, 
some  portions  of  the  North  Park  were  so  maishy  as  to  be 
nearly  impassable  ;  this,  in  addition  to  the  large  amount  of 
water  flowing  on  to  the  land  from  the  hill  east  of  Main 
street,  made  it  absolutely  necessary  to  construct  a  thorough 
svstem  of  drainage,  which  was  done  with  the  most  satis- 
factory  results.  The  main  drain  in  this  Park  was  in  an 
almost  useless  condition,  the  sides  of  a  large  portion  of  it 
having  caved  iu  and  filled  up  the  water  course.     This  was 
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reconstructed  and  put  in  perfect  condition.  The  Commis- 
sioners also  found  it  necessary  to  make  repairs  involving 
considerable  expense  on  the  main  drain  through  the  Com- 
mon. It  was  opened  nearly  the  whole  length,  the  side 
walls  repaired,  and  decayed  plank  covering  replaced  by  a 
substantial  one  of  stone. 

A  large  amount  of  filling  was  necessary  to  put  the  Parks 
in  proper  condition  for  surface  work,  which,  together  with 
the  drainage,  caused  a  large  expenditure  without  a  cor- 
responding visible  improvement,  and  in  this  respect  alone  is 
work  of  this  necessary  character  unsatisfactory-  9 

All  the  surface  work  done  in  accordance  with  Mr.  Bow- 
ditch's  plans  has,  with  some  exceptions,  been  of  a  preliminary 
character,  but  when  completed,  in  our  opinion,  will  give 
the  town  a  Park  comparing  favorably  with  any  in  the  State 
both  in  its  ornamental  and  natural  advantages. 

The  Commissioners  have  contracted  with  T.  R.  Newhall 
of  Lynnfield,  Mass.,  for  a  granite  curbing,  to  be  placed  at 
the  south  end  and  Main  street  side  of  the  North  Park,  the 
same  as  that  already  in  place  at  the  north  end  of  the 
Common. 

The  plan  for  the  North  Park  contemplates  a  pavilion  of 
an  ornamental  character,  designed  as  a  resting  place  for 
visitors  and  use  of  band  during  concerts. 

Messrs.  Wait  and  Cutter,  architects,  have  furnished  a 
complete  set  of  plans  for  this  structure,  which  are  at  present 
in  the  hands  of  the  Commissioners,  although  not  yet 
adopted. 

By  the  purchase  of  the  land  owned  by  John  G.  Aborn  and 
Thos.  Emerson,  adjoining  the  North  Park  on  the  east  border 
of  the  lake,  from  which  the  buildings  are  to  be  removed  on 
or  before  June  1st,  1885,  the  town  will  be  in  a  position 
to  improve  all  the  east  shore  to  the  head  of  the  hike  in 
accordance  with  the  landscape  gardener's  plans. 

The    owners    of  all    this    property    (with   the    exception 
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of  those  above-named)  have  generously  consented  to  deed 
their  interests  to  the  town  free  of  expense. 

In  closing  this  report,  the  Commissioners  desire  to  say 
that  thev  have  devoted  a  large  amount  of  time  and  their  best 
judgment  to  this  work,  aided  by  the  most  experienced  talent 
in  landscape  gardening  they  could  employ;  and  they  believe 
when  the  work,  as  contemplated  by  the  plans,  is  completed, 
that  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  will  approve  of  all  that  has 
or  may  be  done  by  the  Park  Commissioners  of  Wakefield.

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Wakefield 


Gentlemen, — The  Board  of  Health  have  the  honor  to 
present  the  following  report  for  the  year  ending  April  1st, 
1885  : 

The  Board  was  organized  according  to  law  on  April  10th, 
1884.  John  Homer,  M.  D.,  was  elected  Chairman,  and 
John  M.  Cate,  Health  Officer. 

The  health  of  the  town  during  the  year  has  hcen  good. 
There  have  heen  several  cases  of  malignant  diphtheria, 
which  have  caused  the  Board  considerable  anxiety  and  some 
trouble.     All  such  cases  have  been  quarantined  and  every 
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precaution  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease.  In 
all  there  have  been  21  cases  of  diphtheria,  with  a  small 
number  of  deaths.  There  have  been  25  cases  of  scarlet  fever, 
an  unusually  large  number,  mostly  mild  cases,  with  very  few 
deaths.  In  all  cases  of  malignant  diseases  that  have  been 
reported,  the  Health  Officer  has  notified  heads  of  families  to 
use  every  precaution  possible  as-  regards  cleanliness  and 
the  free  use  of  disinfecting  remedies ;  also  that  children 
would  not  be  permitted  to  attend  school  under  twenty  days 
from  the  time  convalescence  should  be  fully  established.  In 
some  cases  physicians  have  not  been  employed,  and  not  all 
of  such  cases  have  been  reported  to  the  Board.  While  we 
would  not  encourage  tale-bearing,  we  think  it  is  the  duty  of 
all  citizens  to  report  such  cases  in  order  that  all  the  pre- 
caution possible  may  be  used  to  prevent  the  spread  of  these 
and  other  contagious  diseases.  The  present  Board  would 
recommend  to  their  successors,  where  a  case  of  either 
diphtheria,  scarlet  fever  or  measles  occurs,  that  a  card  be 
placed  on  the  house,  in  a  conspicuous  place,  notifying  the 
public  of  the  fact.  YThen  contagion  is  passed,  tlie  card 
may  be  removed  by  the  Board. 

More  than  161  visits  have  been  made  by  different  mem- 
bers of  the  Board,  and  the  sanitary  condition  of  dwellings 
and  their  surroundings  have  received  our  attention,  and 
strenuous  efforts  have  been  made  to  obtain  a  general  com- 
pliance  with  the  rules  and  regulations  in  regard  to  sink 
drains,  cesspools  and  privy  vaults. 

Early  in  the  season  many  complaints  were  received  as  to 
the  filth v  and  dangerous  condition  of  the  drain  running 
through  the  village  from  Crescent  street  across  Center, 
Mechanic  and  Smith  streets,  and  entering  the  pond  near  the 
Centre  depot.  After  careful  investigation,  it  was  decided 
to  relay  that  portion  crossing  the  land  of  Amos  W.  Chap- 
man, Esq.,  and  the  work  was  done  by  the  day  by  Mr.  ~N\ 
H.  Dow,  under  the  direction  of  the  Health  Officer,  Mr.  J.  M. 
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Gate.  A  larger  expense  was  incurred  than  was  estimated 
in  the  first  place,  owing  partly  to  a  re-location  of  the  drain 
north  of  Mr.  Chapman's  lot,  which  had  already  been  relaid 
by  Mr.  Chapman  and  Mr.  G.  II.  Hathaway.  The  work  was 
done  in  a  thorough  and  substantial  manner,  and,  the  Board 
trust,  will  be  approved  by  the  taxpaying  portion  of  the 
community.  A  portion  of  this  expense  is  to  be  repaid  by 
the  abutters  and  others  using  the  drain. 

Another  fruitful  cause  of  complaint  is  the  keeping  of 
swine  in  the  more  thickly-settled  sections  of  the  town. 
We  found  this  the  most  difficult  problem  to  solve.  We 
have  not  proceeded  to  extremities  in  carrying  out  the  rules 
relating  thereto,  but  believe  the  time  is  coming  when  the 
'keeping  of  swine  within  certain  limits  will  be  strictly  and 
positively  prohibited. 

We  note  with  pleasure  the  increased  interest  which  the 
people  of  our  town  have  taken  in  regard  to  the  work  of  this 
Board.  We  desire  to  call  their  attention  to  the  importance 
of  co-operating  with  us  in  cleansing  the  village  so  that  the 
smallest  possible  percentage  of  disease-breeding  filth  may 
remain. 

"  People  must  be  led  to  interest  themselves  in  the  ques- 
tion of  health,  that  they  may  become  familiar  with  common 
sanitary  rules;  that  the  principles  of  healthful  living  may 
become  as  much  a  study  in  the  family  circle  as  are  the  prin- 
ciples of  household  art;  that  the  appliances  which  are  found 
to  be  best  adapted  to  the  requirements  of  healthful  surround- 
ings may  be  as  much  a  subject  for  consideration  as  are  the 
objects  of  beauty  with  which  they  decorate  their  homes."

The  recommendation  of  $2,200  for  the  Fire  Department 
is  made  upon  the  basis  and  with  the  proviso  that  the  present 
force  of  firemen  is  retained,  and  we  further  recommend  that 
the  compensation  of  engincmen  for  the  ensuing  year  be  lixed 
at  fifteen  dollars  and  a  poll-tax,  or  its  equivalent.  The 
recommendation  for  concrete  sidewalks  is  made  with  the 
provision  that  it  shall  be  expended  where  abutters  will  bear 
one-half  of  the  expense  of  the  same. 
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The  appropriation  for  salaries  of  Town  Officers  is  made 
upon  the  following  basis  of  division,  which  we  also 
recommend  :

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HAMILTON  SCHOOL  BUILDING. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Wakefield: 

Your  Committee  ask  leave  to  report  that  the  Hamilton 
School  Building  was  completed  and  turned  over  to  the  town 
ready  for  occupancy,  in  April,  1884. 

The  material  and  workmanship  of  the  building  are 
superior,  and  reflect  credit  upon  the  architect  and  con- 
tractor. The  edifice  is  well  adapted  to  the  needs  of  the 
locality  wher.e  it  is  situated,  and  is  an  ornament  as  well  as 
credit  to  the  town. 

The  total  amount  expended  in  the  purchase  of  land  and 
erection  of  the  building  to  this  date  is  $18,658  90;  and  the 
total  cost  will  be  within  the  appropriation,  $19,000. 

A  lien  for  a  few  hundred  dollars  has  been  placed  upon 
the  building  by  one  of  the  sub-contractors,  and  in  case  he  is 
successful  the  town  is  fully  protected  by  the  well-known 
financial  responsibility  of  the  contractor,  as  well  as  by  his 
bond,  and  a  reserve  on  his  contract. 

The  death  of  Mr.  Beebe,  the  former  Chairman  of  the 
Committee,  prevented  any  public  exercises  of  dedication, 
coming  as  it  did,  just  at  the  time  when  such  exercises  would 
have  been  appropriate. 

We  congratulate  the  town  upon  the  possession  of  a  hand- 
some, substantial  building,  well  arranged,  well  warmed, 
well  lighted  and  well  ventilated.

REPORT. 


No  department  of  the  public  service,  business  activity  or 
social  life  of  the  town  experienced  a  severer  shock  than  the 
department  of  the  Public  Schools  at  the  announcement  of 
the  sudden  death  of  Mr.  Lucius  Beebe,  the  oldest  in  vears 
and  in  service,  as  well  as  the  most  honored  member  of  the 
School  Committee. 

He  became  a  member  of  this  Board  by  the  suffrages  of  his 
fellow-citizens  in  April,  1870,  and  with  the  exception  of  a 
single  year  continued  to  hold  that  office  and  discharge  its 
duties  with  exemplary  fidelity  to  the  time  of  his  death. 

Mr.  Beebe  had  unbounded  confidence  in  our  Public  School 
system  and  its  capacity  to  furnish  that  education  both  of 
kind  and  quantity  which  fits  the  great  body  of  our  youth  in 
the  best  manner  for  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  life,  and 
consequently  took  an  enthusiastic  interest  in  its  growth  and 
welfare.  He  availed  himself  of  all  opportunities  to  enlarge 
his  own  knowledge  of  education  as  a  science,  and  to  make 
practical  application  of  that  knowledge  in  the  management 
of  the  schools  under  his  care.  Conservatively  progressive  in 
his  thinking  and  youthful  in  his  feelings,  he  did  not  fail  to 
catch  the  inspiration  of  the  growth  and  improvement  in 
method  and  means  of  instruction  in  the  later  times  and  to 
keep  glad  step  to  their  music.  A  frequent  visitor  at  the 
school-rooms,  he  not  only  made  himself  familiar  with  the 
work  and  the  needs  of  the  schools,  but  he  impressed  much 
of  the  grandeur  of  his  own  character  upon  the  teachers  and 
the  scholars  by  whom  he  \\as  always  most  cordially 
welcomed. 
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III  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  the  Board  and  in 
his  association  with  the  other  members  he  was  frank, 
independent  and  honest,  but  always  remarkably  courteous 
and  deferential.  During  the  last  two  months  of  his  life  he 
visited  every  school  in  town,  and  in  most  cases,  departing 
from  his  usual  custom,  made  addresses  to  the  scholars  full  of 
thoughtful  advice  and  admonition  drawn  from  the  wealth  of 
his  own  experience,  and  at  his  very  last  meeting  with  this 
Board  he  made  the  remark  "I  do  not  know  how  long 
I  shall  be  with  you,"  thus  emphasizing  what  has  been 
made  apparent  in  other  ways  that  death  did  not  come  to  him 
unexpectedly,  nor  find  him  unprepared. 

In  the  ripeness  of  his  years,  in  the  fullest  possession  of  his 
faculties,  and  crowned  with  all  earthly  blessings,  he  passed 
within  the  vail,  and  left  to  his  successors  a  heritage  of 
precious  memories  of  the  sincerity  of  all  his  purposes,  the 
kindness  of  his  heart  and  the  grand  nobility  of  his  character. 

"  An  honored  life,  a  peaceful  end, 
And  Heaven  to  crown  it  all." 

THE    VACANCY. 

The  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  death  of  Mr.  Beebe  was 
filled  at  a  convention  of  the  Selectmen  and  School  Com- 
mittee, held  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  public  statutes, 
by  the  unanimous  election  of  E.  P.  Colby,  M.  D.,  wha  still 
continues  to  hold  the  office. 

EXPENSES. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  we  made  a  special  request 
of  all  persons  with  whom  we  had  any  dealings  to  present 
their  bills  to  us  monthly,  and  we  have  used  all  the  diligence 
in  our  power  to  have  this  done,  but  we  find  at  the  end  of  the 
year  we  have  failed,  and  bills  which  were  authorized  by  vote 
of  the  Board  have  laid  over  nearly  a  year  in  many  instances, 
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and  when  they  were  presented,  swelled  our  expenses  beyond 
our  expectation.  It  is  impossible  for  the  Committee  to 
keep  the  control  of  the  minute  expenditures  which  in  the 
end  will  aggregate  a  large  amount  without  devoting  more 
time  to  the  work  than  the  town  can  reasonably  expect  from 
any  board  of  town  officers. 

We  determined  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  not  to  exceed 
the  appropriation  made  by  the  town  in  any  instance,  and  if 
our  own  townsmen  and  others  with  whom  we  had  dealings 
had  heeded  our  request  we  should  have  stopped  all  ex- 
penditures, or  have  asked  the  town  for  an  additional  appro- 
priation for  incidental  expenses,  which  is  the  only  fund  which 
has  not  proved  sufficient  to  meet  all  drafts  upon  it. 

At  the  annual  meeting  in  1884  the  town  appropriated  for 
regular  school  purposes,  which  includes  teachers'  salaries, 
janitors'  pay  and  fuel,  the  sum  of  sixteen  thousand  two  hun- 
dred dollars  ($10,200; ,  for  incidental  expenses  the  sum  of 
two  thousand  dollars  ($2,000),  and  for  use  in  concreting  the 
walks  and  yards  about  the  school  buildings  the  sum  of  live 
hundred  dollars  [$500]. 

The  regular  appropriation  has  been  expended  as  follows  :

leaving  an  unexpended  balance  of  that  appropriation  ot  two 
hundred  and  sixty-three  dollars  and  sixty-seven  cents 
[$263  67]. 

To  the  appropriation  for  incidental  expenses,  the  amount 
received  from  the  State,  and  several  small  sums  received  for 
tuition  were  added,  making  the  total  sum  available  for  the 
purposes  for  which  that  fund  is  appropriated  two  thousand 
one  hundred  and  two  dollars  and  fifty-five  cents  [$2,102  ij,r)~\, 
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of  which  .there  has  been  expended  the  sum  of  two  thousand 
and  ninety-live  dollars  and  fifty-nine  cents  [$2,095  59], 
leaving  an  unexpended  balance  as  shown  by  the  books  of  six 
dollars  and  ninety  six  cents  [$6  96].  Th'ere  arc  outstanding 
and  unpaid  against  this  appropriation,  bills  to  the  amount  of 
four  hundred  and  fifty-four  dollars  and  eighty  cents 
[$454  80]  ,  which  shows  the  total  amount  of  money  expended 
and  bills  incurred  properly  chargeable  to  this  appropriation 
to  he  two  thousand  five  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  and  thirty- 
nine  cents  [$2,550  39],  so  that  the  deficiency  to  be  provided 
for  in  the  next  appropriation  will  be  four  hundred  and  fifty- 
fonr  dollars  and  eighty  cents  [$454  80]. 

A  contingent  appropriation  to  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of 
the  School  Committee  is  as  much  a  necessity  as  is  an  appro- 
priation for  the  schools  themselves,  and  it  is  expended  in 
repairs  and  extra  care  of  buildings,  furniture  and  the 
necessary  equipments  of  the  schools,  for  which  no  regular 
appropriation  is  made. 

A  reference  to  the  Auditors'  report  will  show  that  during 
the  past  year  about  seven  hundred  dollars  have  been  ex- 
pended in  repairs  and  about  nine  hundred  dollars  in  fur- 
niture, piping,  plumbing  and  other  things  of  a  permanent 
nature  which  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  duplicate  the 
coming  year,  so  that  a  considerable  reduction  in  this  appro- 
priation can  be  safely  made. 

The  sum  appropriated  for  concreting  the  walks  and  yards 
around  the  school  houses  was  inadequate  to  complete  what 
seemed  very  desirable  the  present  year,  and  so  the  sum  of 
thirty-nine  dollars  and  twenty  •-seven  cents  was  transferred 
from  the  incidental  appropriation  to  this  fund,  which,  of 
course,  accounts  for  so  much  of  the  over-draft  in  the 
incidental  account. 

At  the  meeting  in  July  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars 
[$3,000]  was  appropriated  for  the  purchase  of  school  books 
and  supplies,  of  which  twenty-eight  hundred  and  fourteen

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dollars  and  forty-four  cents  [$2,814  44]  have  been  ex- 
pended, leaving  a  balance  of  one  hundred  and  eighty-five 
dollars  and  sixty-six  cents  [$185.60]  on  hand. 

At  the  same  meeting  an  appropriation  of  two  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars  [$250]  was  made  for  grading  the  school  yard  at 
Greenwood,  of  which  one  hundred  and  eighty-three  dollars 
[$183]  have  been  expended,  leaving  a  balance  of  that  appro- 
priation of  sixty-seven  dollars  [$67]    unexpended. 

HAMILTON    SCHOOL. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  Hamilton  School  House 
was  turned  over  to  the  Town  by  the  Building  Committee, 
and  was  at  once  occupied*  by  three  schools,  made  up  by  a 
transfer  of  the  Second  Grammar  School,  which  for  three 
terms  prior  had  been  carried  on  in  Wakefield's  Block,  and 
by  the  establishment  of  an  Intermediate  School  composed  of 
scholars  coming  from  the  vicinity  and  west  of  the  Junction, 
and  a  Primary  School  composed  of  children  living  west  of 
the  Eailroad  and  south  of  West  Chestnut  street. 

The  building  was  further  and  fully  occupied  at  the  com- 
mencement of  the  fall  term  bv  the  organization  of  another 
First  Grammar  School.  This  building  affords  excellent 
accommodations  for  four  schools  and  two  hundred  scholars, 
and  is  arranged  and  adapted  to  the  needs  of  that  neighbor- 
hood in  an  admirable  manner,  and  is  in  itself  an  ornament 
and  credit  to  the  town. 

EXAMINATIONS   AND   PROMOTIONS. 

Thus  organized,  good  work  was  done  during  the  summer 
term  in  all  our  schools,  some,  however,  excelling  others,  and 
the  examinations  made  at  its  close,  coupled  with  those  made 
during  the  year,  gave  ample  evidence  that  in  most  cases 
pupils    had   been    studious,  and    teachers    industrious    and 
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faithful.  The  examinations  and  promotions  were  made  in 
accordance  with  the  established  and  published  rules,  and 
upon  substantially  the  same  plan  that  has  been  in  practice 
in  the  Town,  for  many  years,  and  with  less  than  the  ordi- 
nary amount  of  friction. 

As  written  examinations  come  to  be  part  of  the  regular 
work  of  the  schools  their  terrors  vanish  even  from  the  minds 
of  the  most  diffident,  and  as  they  afford  the  only  fair  means 
by  which  the  work  of  both  teachers  and  scholars  can  be 
tested,  their  continuance  is  most  desirable,  notwithstanding 
adverse  criticism,  at  least  until  some  critic  shall  point  out  a 
better  method  by  which  Committees  can  ascertain  the  status 
and  progress  of  the  schools,  and  the  fidelity  with  which 
teachers  discharge  their  duties.  The  result  of  examinations 
o-ivres  some  evidence  of  teachers'  as  well  as  scholars'  work, 
although  it  may  not  afford  much  light  as  to  the  manner  in 
which  results  are  obtained.  This  must  be  derived  in  other 
ways. 

HIGH   SCHOOL. 

Our  High  School  is  an  institution  in  which  every  citizen 
ought,  and  may,  justly  take  pride  ;  affording  to  the  youth  of 
the  town  an  opportunity  to  acquire  a  good  business  educa- 
tion, and  lay  the  foundation  of  a  classical  and  literary 
culture. 

It  is  the  "poor  boy's  college"  a  fact  which  should  never 
escape  the  attention  of  our  people,  and  it  is  one  of  the 
mediums  by  which  "the  levelling  up"  process  in  our  civili- 
zation is  constantly  going  on.  As  such  it  should  have  the 
care  of  the  poor  as  well  as  the  rich,  and  all  should  strive  to 
increase' its  numbers,  and  build  it  up  and  strengthen  it  as  a 
power  for  good  in  the  community. 

The  last  year  lias  been  a  prosperous  one  in  its  history. 
While  the  number  who  have  made  a  specialty  of  the  ancient 
languages  haa  been  largely  increased,  a  strong  impetus  has 
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been  given  to  a  desire  for  a  thorough  and  practical  educa- 
tion, and  a  lively  interest  in  the  natural  sciences  awakened. 
In  June  occurred  the  Graduating  Exercises  in  the  Town 
Hall,  wrhich,  as  usual,  was  densely  packed.  The  exercises 
themselves  were  such  as  gave  only  a  partial  idea  of  the  work 
of  the  school,  but  they  were  of  a  high  order,  and  were 
admirably  executed.

school  districts. 

While  the  law  does  not  recognize  what  is  commonly 
known  as  school  districts,  yet  towns  which  have  more  than 
one  school  of  the  same  grade  are  obliged  to  have  some 
dividing  lines,  so  that  the  number  in  the  schools  may  be 
rightly  apportioned,  and  also  that  some  regard  may  be  had 
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to  the  convenience  of  the  people.  Without  this,  certain 
schools  might  be  overflowing,  and  others  have  a  very  meagre 
attendance,  according  to  the  popularity  of  the  teacher  or  the 
fancy  of  scholars  or  parents.  These  lines  may  be  varied  by 
the  Committee  at  any  time  when  occasion  requires,  yet  it  is 
desirable  that  they  should  be  as  permanent  in  their  nature" 
as  circumstances  will -allow. 

The  lines  which  were  established  in  April  with  the  open- 
ing of  the  Hamilton  School  Building  were  expected  to  be 
temporary,  and  that  the  promotions  in  June  would  compel 
a  relocation,  and  the  result  showed  our  expectations  to  have 
been  correct.  During  the  summer  vacation  we  made  a  verv 
careful  examination  of  this  subject,  and  established  such 
dividing  lines  as  would  subserve  our  needs  at  that  time  and 
with  a  view  that  these  lines  should  be  hereafter  changed  as 
little  as  possible.  This  division,  so  far  as  we  know,  has  met 
with  general  satisfaction,  In  a  very  few  instances  it  has 
worked  hardship,  but  this  has  been  submitted  to  in  a  very 
kindly  spirit  by  the  sufferers. 

The  following  are  the  directions  in  relation  to  this  matter 
issued  by  the  Committee,  and  the  same  are  now  in  force  : 


DISTRICTS. 


Scholars  from  the  whole  town  attend  the  High  and 
Advanced  Grammar  Schools. 

For  the  first  and  second  grammar  grades  the  town  is 
divided  as  follows  :  All  scholars  living  on  Main  stre  t  and 
west  thereof  will  attend  the  schools  in  the  Hamilton  Build- 
ing -,  east  of  Main  street  the  Centre  Schools. 

In  all  the  lower  grades  scholars  living  south  of  Lake 
Quannapowitt  and  cast  of  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad 
will  attend  the  schools  in  their  respective  localities  as 
heretofore. 

The  boundary  lines  for  the  Bank  Building  Primary  are 
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the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  on  the  west,  Lake  Quan- 
napowitt  on  the  north,  Main  street  to  the  Junction  crossing, 
including  both  sides,  on  the  east,  thence  by  the  railroad  to 
the  Junction. 

For  Primary  Schools  west  of  the  railroad  and  that  locality 
between  the  railroad  and  the  lake,  the  dividing  line  is  as 
follows  :  West  Chestnut  street  to  Cedar  street;  Cedar  street 
to  Gould  street;  Gould  street  to  Converse  street;  Converse 
street  to  the  town  line.  Scholars  living  on  said  streets,  and* 
those  north  or  west  of  them,  will  attend  the  West  Ward 
Primary  School.  Primary  scholars  living  south  or  east  of 
those  streets  will  attend  the  Hamilton  Primary  School. 

All  the  scholars  of  the  First  Intermediate  and  Third 
Grammar  grade  living  west  of  the  railroad  and  between  the 
railroad  and  the  lake  will  attend  the  West  Ward  Inter- 
mediate School.  Scholars  of  the  Second  and  Third  Inter- 
mediate grades  will  attend  the  Hamilton  Intermediate 
School. 

The  boundary  line  of  North  Ward,  East  Ward,  Wood- 
ville,  Greenwood  and  Franklin  street  east  of  the  railroad 
remain  unchanged. 

CHANGES  IN   TEACHERS. 

The  year  has  been  a  phenomenal  one  in  this  particular. 
At  the  election  of  teachers  immediately  following  the 
organization  of  the  Board  for  the  year,  Mr.,  Gay  was 
re-elected  to  the  Second  Grammar  School  for  one  term,  but 
he  refused  to  serve,  and  Miss  Isabella  II.  Howe  of  Cam- 
bridge was  chosen  in  his  stead.  She  proved  an  excellent 
teacher,  but  at  the  end  of  one  term  resigned  to  accept  a 
situation  more  to  her  taste  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term  the  services  of  Miss 
Helen  L.  Gay  of  Easton,  Mass.,  a  teacher  of  culture  and 
experience,  were  secured,  under  whose  management  the 
school  prospered  in  a  large  degree  to  the  end  of  that  term, 
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when  she  resigned  to  fill  an  engagement  of  the  most 
flattering  character,  tendered  her  soon  after  her  coming  to 
Wakefield.  Mr.  George  A.  Tyzzer  of  this  town  was 
appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy,  and  he  has  now  charge  of  the 
school,  and  so  far  as  we  can  judge,  is  doing  good  work. 

At  the  close  of  the  summer  term  Miss  Randlett,  who  tor 
nearly  four  years  had  devoted  herself  with  enthusiasm  and 
fidelity  to  the  care  of  the  little  ones  in  the  Second  Primary 
School,  received  an  appointment  of  a  similar  character  in  the 
schools  of  Melrose,  at  an  advanced  salary,  which  she 
accepted,  and  where  she  now  remains  discharging  her 
duties,  as  Ave  learn,  in  a  most  acceptable  manner.  Her 
place  was  filled  by  a  transfer  of  Miss  Thompson  from  the 
West  Ward  Primary,  which  place  was  in  turn  filled  by  the 
appointment  of  Miss  Lizzie  W.  Lang  of  Meredith,  N.  H., 
who  still  continues  in  charge. 

Early  in  the  fall  the  number  of  the  North  Ward  scholars 
had  increased  so  much  that  an  assistant  became  necessary, 
and  Miss  Mary  E.  Kelley,  a  graduate  of  our  High  School  in 
the  class  of  this  year,  was  appointed  to  the  position,  in 
which  she  has  rendered  acceptable  service. 

It  is  possible  that  the  condition  of  things  in  this  district 
will  be  such  with  the  opening  of  spring  as  to  demand  the 
establishment  of  another  school. 

At  the  close  of  the  summer  term  Miss  Field  resigned  her 
situation  in  the  First  Intermediate  School,  induced  thereto 
by  the  attractions  of  a  prospective  home  in  the  Empire  State  ' 
of  the  Southwest;  and  her  place  was  filled  by  the  transfer  ot 
Miss  Prime  from  the  First  Grammar,  No.  2. 

At  the  close  of  the  same  term,  unable  to  resist  the  attrac- 
tions of  a  life  among  the  hills  of  the  Green  Mountain  State, 
Miss  Stearns,  of  the  First  Primary,  resigned,  and  Miss 
Emerson  was  transferred  to  her  place  from  the  Bank  Build- 
ing, and  that  vacancy  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Miss 
Anne  M.  Hansom  of  this  town,  and  a  graduate  of  Salem 
Normal  School.

Soon  after  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term  it  was  announced 
that  Miss  Perkins  had  yielded  to  the  enticements  of  a  life- 
long companionship  and  home  on  the  bank  of  the  Father  of 
Waters,  and  the  First  Grammar  School,  so  long  under  her 
faithful  guardianship,  passed  under  the  control  of  Miss 
Sophia  F.  Hamblin,  a  resident  and  former  successful  teacher 
of  this  town,  in  which  position  she  fully  maintains  her  for- 
mer reputation. 

In  the  resignation  of  Miss  Field,  Miss  Stearns  and  Miss 
Perkins  from  our  corps  of  teachers,  the  town  sustained  a 
loss  which  can  hardly  be  estimated.  Each  in  her  sphere  was 
unexcelled.  From  their  long  terms  of  service,  five,  nine  and 
eleven  years  respectively,  and  their  intimate  acquaintance 
with  all  the  details  of  our  system,  as  well  as  from  their 
peculiar  ability  as  teachers,  they  seemed  well  nigh  indis- 
pensable to  the  successful  conduct  of  our  schools. 

To  their  new  homes  they  carry  the  love  and  respect  of  all 
with  whom  they  have  been  associated,  and  the  warmest 
wishes  for  their  future  happiness. 

FREE   TEXT    BOOKS. 

The  law  compelling  towns  to  furnish  free  text  books  to 
all  their  scholars  went  into  effect  August  1,  1884,  just  after 
the  promotion  in  our  schools  had  been  made,  and  before  the 
scholars  who  had  been  promoted  had  bought  their  books  for 
the  year  then  next  ensuing,  so  that  all  scholars  who  had 
been  promoted  in  a  way  which  caused  a  change  in  textbooks 
had  to  be  supplied. 

The  arguments  in  favor  of  the  law  when  passed,  briefly 
epitomized,  were  that  it  would  place  all  scholars  upon  the 
same  level,  that  none  would  be  recognized  as  pauper 
children,  that  the  books  would  cost  less,  that  they  would  be 
more  promptly  furnished,  that  scholars  would  be  better  sup- 
plied, and  that  it  would  make  our  schools  free  in  fact  as 
well  as  in  name.

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Your  Committee,  appreciating  the  spirit  and  intent  of  the 
law,  determined  to  execute  it  with  all  the  fidelity  and  fair- 
ness possible  in  every  particular,  regardless  of  the  amount 
of  work  which  it  entailed.  By  the  terms  of  the  law  we 
were  not  allowed  to  furnish  scholars  who  were  already  sup- 
plied, so  our  first  work  was  to  have  taken  a  complete 
account  of  the  school  hooks,  in  the  hands  of  the  scholars  at 
the  close  of  the  term,  in  order  to  know  who  had  and  who 
had  not  hooks. 

Having  ascertained  the  number  of  scholars  who  would 
attend  school  in  the  fall  term  who  were  not  supplied  with 
books,  also  what  each  scholar  would  probably  need,  and 
making  what  seemed  a  reasonable  allowance  for  supplies, 
we  recommended  that  the  town  raise  the  sum  of  three 
thousand  dollars,  and  the  recommendation  was  adopted. 

Various  schemes  for  hand  line:  the  books  were  discussed, 
but  we  finally  undertook  to  do  the  avoir  of  receiving, 
marking  and  delivering  the  books  and  supplies  ourselves, 
which  we  have  done  with  the  help  of  Mr.  AY.  \V.  Bessey, 
who  was  appointed  Messenger  for  the  Committee. 

The  total  amount  expended  is  $2,814  44,  of  which  eighteen 
hundred  and  seventy-six  dollars  and  eleven  cents  have  been 
for  books  and  nine  hundred  and  thirty-three  dollars  and 
thirty-three  cents  for  supplies.  We  have  on  hand  of  the 
above  four  hundred  and  sixty-four  dollars  and  seventy-four 
cents,  which  makes  the  cost  of  the  books  and  supplies 
actually  put  into  the  schools  twenty  three  hundred  and 
forty-nine  dollars  and  seventy  cents. 

Of  course  these  books  will  not  have  to  be  duplicated  for 
the  present,  and  during  the  coming  year  only  new  scholars 
and  those  who  have  not  been  already  supplied  will  need 
books;  the  supplies  will  be  substantially  the  same. 

It  is  too  early  to  form  a  judgment  as  to  how  this  law  will 
work,  but  some  things  arc  already  demonstrated  that  the 
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town  can  buy  the  books  cheaper  than  the  individuals,  and 
thus  it  is,  in  fact,  a  material  saving  to  the  inhabitants  of  the 
town,  although  the  burden  falls  in  a  different  quarter. 
Practically,  now  the  cost  of  books  is  assessed  upon  the 
property  of  the  town,  while  under  the  old  law  it  frequently 
happened  that  the  largest  expenditure  was  made  by  those 
who  could  most  illy  bear  the  load.  Scholars  arc  now  more 
readily  supplied  with  such  books  and  other  articles  as  they 
need,  and  in  this  particular  it  is  a  great  advantage. 

It  also  has  a  tendency  to  keep  children  longer  in  school, 
and  of  course  affords  them  corresponding  benefit.  The 
books  are  loaned  to  the  scholars,  and  for  any  loss  or  injury, 
except  ordinary  wear,  the  parents  are  held  responsible.  The 
cost  of  books  and  supplies  has  been  larger  than  in  some  of 
our  neighboring  towns  and  less  than  in  others,  but  about  the 
same  as  in  many  towns  in  which  the  schools  have  a  high 
reputation.  The  cost  of  books  for  the  inauguration  of  the 
free  text  book  S3'stem  will  vary  in  different  towns  from  many 
causes,  such  as  a  different  time  for  promotion,  a  larger  or 
smaller  supply  on  hand  at  the  start,  or  the  correctness  of  the 
account  of  books  on  hand  given  to  the  Committee,  but  the 
total  cost  for  a  series  of  years  will  be  about  the  same  in 
towns  having  schools  of  like  grades  and  affording  equal 
opportunities. 

To  make  the  matter  a  little  plainer,  we  will  illustrate  by 
the  example  of  our  neighboring  town  of  Stoneham,  to  which 
our  attention  has  been  called.  It  will  be  borne  in  mind  that 
this  law  went  into  effect  August  1,  1884.  Our  promotions 
from  one  grade  of  school  to  another  were  made  at  the  close 
of  the  June  term,  to  take  effect  at  the  beginning  of  the  Sep- 
tember  term.  This  is  the  time  when  the  great  bulk  of  the 
books  are  needed.  In  Stoneham  the  promotions  were  made 
in  April,  so  that  when  the  law  took  effect  the  children  liad 
just  been  supplied  with  a  large  portion  of  a  year's  books, 
and  the  town  has  not  been  required  to  furnish  them.     The 
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book  account  of  Stoneham  will  show  differently  at  the  end  of 
another  year  if  its  Committee  understand  the  law  as  we  do. 
The  same  reason  holds  good  in  many  other  towns. 

Again,  the  supply  which  scholars  had  on  hand  when  the 
change  was  made,  and  the  correctness  of  the  account  which 
they  gave  to  the  Committee  are  elements  which  enter  into 
the  examination  of  the  comparative  cost  to  different  towns. 
Another  element  of  importance  to  be  considered  is  how 
Committees  have  understood  the  law.  Some  have  refused 
to  purchase  paper,  pencils,  pens,  etc.  ;  some  have  required 
two  scholars  to  use  one  book  to  some  extent;  some  have 
been  extremely  penurious  and  allowed  so  much  paper,  so 
many  pencils,  so  many  pens,  per  month;  and  we  are  in 
position  to  know  that  many  towns  which  show  small  ex- 
penditures have  large  bills  against  them  standing  unpaid 
upon  the  books  of  the  booksellers  in  Boston. 

We  have  taken  no  such  view  of  the  law,  but  have  inter- 
preted it  to  mean  that  the  schools  and  the  scholars  should 
be  supplied  with  books  and  such  other  things  as  were 
reasonable  and  proper  for  their  best  interests,  and  that  the 
supply  should  be  full,  but  not  lavish.  All  the  bills  that 
were  incurred  prior  to  the  closing  of  the  town  books  have 
been  paid,  and  there  were  no  outstanding  accounts. 

We  are  not  responsible  for  the  law,  only  for  its  fair  and 
honest  execution.  We  herewith  present  a  statement  of  the 
books  and  other  articles  purchased,  to  which  we  respectfully 
invite  the  attention  of  the  town.

111  the  .above  account  for  supplies  is  charged  the  sum  of 
two  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  and  seventy-five  cents, 
which  would  have  been  expended  on  articles  necessary  for  the 
use  of  schools  had  not  the  law  relative  to  free  text  books 
been  passed,  and  so  might  with  at  least  equal  propriety  have 
been  charged  to  the  Contingent  Fund.  As  these  items  are 
in  the  nature  of  school  supplies,  and  as  it  made  no  difference 
to  the  town*  we  preferred  to  charge  them  to  this  account

that  we  might  more  readily  know  what  our  supplies  cost. 
We  have  charged  to  the  text  book  account  those  books  which 
are  charged  to  the  pupils,  to  the  supply  account  those  things 
which  are  expected  to  be  used  up  by  the  scholars  and  not 
returned.  Deducting  from  the  total  amount  expended  two 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  fourteen  dollars  and  forty-four 
cents,  the  above  amount  of  two  hundred  and  twenty-five 
dollars  and  seventy-five  cents,  and  the  amount  ot  books  and 
supplies  now  on  hand,  to  wit.,  four  hundred  and  sixtv-four 
dollars  and  seventy-four  cents,  it  would  leave  as  the  cost  to 
the  town,  on  account  of  the  passage  of  the  tree  text  book 
law,  of  two  thousand  one  hundred  and  twenty-three  dollars 
and  ninety-five  cents. 

The  execution  of  this  law  has  largely  increased  the  work 
of  the  Committee. 


SCHOOL  ROOM. 

With  the  opening  of  the  Hamilton  Building,  the  West 
Ward,  Franklin  street  and  the  Centre  Schools,  in  a  measure, 
were  relieved  from  the  crowding  which  they  had  endured 
for  many  years. 

From  these  schools  were  taken  a  number  of  scholars 
sufficient  to  fill  that  building,  about  two  hundred  in  all ;  but 
this  did  not  supply  all  the  needs.  The  Primary  Schools  in 
the  ceutre  had  too  lar^e  a  number  on  their  registers,  for 
which  seats  had  to  be  provided  when  they  attended,  and  the 
small  school  in  the  Bank  Building  has  been  continued  during 
the  year,  and  if  we  can  judge  by  our  experience  in  the  past, 
this  or  a  primary  school  in  some  other  place  in  the  Centre 
will  be  needed  continually.  In  other  words,  we  have  not 
adequate  "[primary  school  room.  One  more  room  for  that 
<xrade  is  imperative  at  once,  and  the  near  future  will  show 
increased  demands. 

This   subject  has  received  the  careful  attention  of  the 
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Committee,  and  two  plans  have  been  considered:  one  to 
build  a  house  sufficient  for  two  schools,  one  a  primary  and 
the  other  an  intermediate,  in  the  northerly  part  of  the 
school  yard  in  the  centre  and  the  other  to  erect  a  four-room 
building  in  some  suitable  locality  in  the  centre  and  use  such 
part  as  may  be  necessary  for  schools  of  a  lower  grade,  and 
the  remainder  for  the  First  Grammar  School,  which  now 
occupies  the  upper  room  of  the  High  School  Building.  The 
first  plan  will  answer  the  immediate  requirements,  but  the 
second  will  prove  the  most  economical  and  satisfactory  in 
the  end.  The  First  Grammar  School,  since  its  transfer 
to  the  High  School  Building,  has  occupied  a  too  lofty 
and  somewhat  dangerous  room,  and  the  time  is  rapidly 
drawing  near  when  that  room  will  be  absolutely  necessary 
for  the  purposes  of  the  High  School. 

We  submit  these  two  plans  to  the  town,  and  urge  some 
immediate  action.  Others  may  be  able  to  suo-^est  some 
wiser  arrangement.  If  so,  the  Committee  will  gladly  concur 
in  it. 

If,  however,  the  condition  of  the  schools  in  the  Centre 
should  change  so  that  no  additional  room  would  be  ueeded, 
Ihc  Committee  would  not  of  course  advise  any  expenditure. 


LEAVING   THE   SCHOOL   KOOM. 

Earl}'  ill  the  year  complaints  began  to  reach  us  that 
scholars  were  not  allowed  to  leave  the  school  room  when 
necessary,  and  we  at  once  investigated  the  matter,  and  wTe 
learned  that  several  annoying  occurrences  had  taken  place, 
yet  we  were  satisfied  that  teachers  were  endeavoring  to  use 
all  the  care  in  their  power,  and  we  understood  how  difficult 
it  was  for  the  teachers  to  determine  between  the  real  and 
feigned  necessity.  Later  in  the  year  these  complaints  were 
renewed,  and  with  such  violence  that  we  called  all  the 
teachers  together,  and  placed  the  situation  before  them  just 
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as  it  was,  and  instructed  them  to  use  extraordinary  diligence 
in  attending  to  such  matters.  Since  that  time  we  have  had 
but  one  complaint  that  a  scholar  was  not  allowed  to  leave 
the  room  when  there  was  a  real  necessity  for  it,  and  we  have 
no  doubt  this  was  an  honest  complaint. 

In  examining  this  question  for  the  purpose  of  learning 
whether  teachers  or  scholars  were  in  fault,  and  as  affording 
us  some  means  of  comparison,  we  prepared  blanks  and  dis- 
tributed them  among  the  teachers,  requiring  a  statement  of 
the  exact  number  of  requests  to  leave  the  room  and  the 
number  granted  from  February  Kith  to  March  14th,  a  period 
of  four  weeks  in  which  there  were  nineteen  school  days, 
Washington's  Birthday  coming  within  those  dates,  and  we 
publish  the  total  results  as  follows  :

The  remarkable  thing  is  that  the  most  complaints  have 
been  made  in  relation  to  schools  in  which  the  greatest  num- 
ber have  been  allowed  to  leave  the  room.  It  is  a  significant 
fact  that  in  one  school  tour  hundred  and  ninety  requests 
were  preferred  in  a  given  term,  and  in  another  school  of  the 
same  grade,  and  with  more  scholars,  only  ninety.  In  one 
school  four  hundred  and  forty-four  requests  were  preferred, 
and  in  another  school  of  substantially  the  same  grade  only 
fifty-three.  It  there  is  any  explanation  of  this  difference 
consistent  with  the  honesty  and  fair  dealing  of  the  scholars 
we  should  be  very  glad  to  learn  it,  for  it  is  painful  for  us  to 
contemplate  anything  like  untruthfulness  or  dishonesty  in 
the  scholars.      We  prefer  to  find  the  explanation  elsewhere. 


SUPE  RINT  EX  PENCE . 

We  have  presented  our  views  of  superintendence,  and  a 
Superintendent  in  former  reports  so  fully,  that  we  forbear 
reproducing  them,  and  only  call  attention  to  what  must  be 
manifest  to  every  citizen,  that  no  Committee  can,  from  the 
vei'v  nature  of  things,  give  to  the  schools  that  care  and  con- 
stant  supervision  which  the  magnitude  of  the  interest 
demands.  The  proper  expenditure  of  twenty  thousand 
dollars,  the  organization  of  twenty  four  schools,  the  employ- 
ment of  twenty-eight  teachers,  the  adaptation  of  a  course  of 
study  to  the  needs  of  more  than  one  thousand  scholars,  the 
selection  of  proper  text  books,  tin;  purchase  and  distribution 
of  all  the  text  books  and  supplies  for  these  schools  and 
scholars,    the    care    of  ten  school  buildings   and   the  yards 
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around  them,  and  the  constant  watchfulness  required  to 
know  the  condition  of  each  school  and  the  character  of  its 
work  are  a  portion  of  the  duties  which  devolve  upon  the 
School  Committee  of  this  town.  This  work  can  best  be  done 
by  one  suitable  person  who  can  devote  his  whole  time  to  it, 
and  we  believe  that  two  thousand  dollars  expended  for  such 
a  Superintendent  as  we  described  in  our  last  annual  report 
would  prove  the  wisest  investment  the  town  could  make, 
and  the  results  would  be  quickly  apparent  in  an  improve- 
ment in  the  present  good  condition  of  our  schools,  and  we 
unhesitatingly  recommend  it  whenever  the  town  can  afford 
it. 


GROWTH. 

As  pertinent  to  our  remarks  upon  the  condition  of  our 
schools  and  their  superintendence,  we  may  properly  add 
that  so  steady  and  almost  imperceptible  has  been  their 
growth  that  few  who  have  not  been  connected  with  them 
realize  how  vast  has  been  the  chancre  which  tlie  last  two 
decades  have  wrought. 

A  comparison  of  the  present  year  with  18G4  shows  that 
the  number  of  schools  has  exactly  doubled,  and  instead  of 
thirteen  teachers  Ave  now  employ  twenty-eight ;  and  while 
the  average  attendance  then  was  four  hundred  and  sixty- 
two  scholars,  the  registers  of  this  year  show  an  average 
attendance  of  909,  but  it  is  not  in  the  number  of  schools, 
teachers    or     scholars     that    our    growth    is    most    notice- 
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able,  but  it  is  in  the  scope,  variety  and  character  of  the  work 
done,    in    the    development  of  more   natural  and   scientific 
methods  of  instruction,  in  a  more  accurate  training  of  t'acul 
ties,  and  in  a  more  general  and  yet  careful  cultivation  of  the 
physical,  mental  and  moral  powers. 
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We  quote  from  a  report  of  twenty  years  ago  : 

"  Drawing  maps  on  the  blackboard  has  received  attention  in  some  of 
the  schools,  while  in  others  a  practice  so  important  to  students  in 
geography  has  been  neglected. 

In  some  schools  a  taste  for  music  has  been  cultivated  with  good 
effect  and  without  loss  to  other  branches. 

In  writing  the  general  progress  has  not  been  great.  The  prevailing 
impression  is  that  there  cannot  be  sufficient  time  allotted  to  it  in  the 
common  schools  to  accomplish  much.  In  the  little  time  that  teachers 
have  to  devote  to  it,  if  they  would  teach  and  urge  certain  principles  or 
rules  to  be  observed  in  writing,  pupils  might  profitably  practice  out  of 
school,  which  they  would  regard  as  mere  pastime,  especially  if  they 
could  discover  an  improvement  on  every  page  of  their  work. 

Punctuation,  definition  of  words,  etc.,  have  received  more  uniform 
attention. 

Arithmetic  has  been  well  and  successfully  taught.  At  the  private 
examinations  classes  were  questioned  quite  extensively  in  tractions, 
and  they  exhibited  an  unusual  intelligence  upon  the  subject.1' 

Comparing  that  report  with  our  schools  today,  in  which 
not  only  map  drawing  but  free  hand  and  mechanical  drawing- 
is  the  rule,  in  which  music  is  taught  as  a  science,  penman- 
ship considered  an  absolutely  essential  part  of  the  work,  and 
in  which  not  only  arithmetic  but  higher  mathematics,  the 
natural  sciences  and  the  ancient  and  modern  lan£uao;cs  ' '  are 
well  and  successfully  taught,"  the  great  improvement  made 
in  school  matters  and  methods  is  easily  discovered. 

The  intense  devotion  of  teachers  and  the  friends  of  educa- 
tion and  a  liberal  expenditure  of  money,  alone  has  accom- 
plished these  improvements. 

GENERAL   CONDITION. 

The  general  condition  of  the  schools  is  a  matter  for  con- 
gratulation. The  year  has  passed  smoothly  without  out- 
break or  serious  disturbance,  and  the  prescribed  work  of  the 
year  has  been  in  most  instances  satisfactorily  performed. 
Teachers   and    scholars    have    labored    harmoniouslv    and 
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enthusiastically,   and  the  results   are   such  as    usually  flow 
from  work  performed  with  such  a  spirit. 

AVe  have  never  been  carried  away  with  the  new  departure 
theories  in  educational  matters  which  flourished  for  a  season 
and  then  withered  away,  and  consequently  have  not  been 
obliged  to  retrace  our  steps  or  travel  in  dubious  paths. 

We  are  believers  in  sound  learning,  and  we  adhere  to  the 
old-fashioned  doctrine  that  our  public  schools  are  established 
to  train  boys  and  girls  into  men  and  women.  AVe  have 
never  yielded  to  the  idea  that  the  school-room  was  a  play 
house  or  that  children  could  be  educated  in  the  true  sense 
by  play  alone,  nor,  on  the  other  hand,  have  Ave  yielded  to 
the  high  pressure  system  and  allowed  our  schools  to  become 
impregnated  with  the  idea  that  the  whole  child-life  must  be 
spent  in  cramming  knowledge  into  the  children's  minds  by 
the  pound  or  the  cubic  inch.  Between  these  extremities 
there  must  be  a  mean  which  it  is  the  duty  of  the  educator  to 
discover.  To  the  performance  of  this  work  your  Committee 
have  addressed  themselves  as  best  they  could. 

As  children  arc  physical  beings,  and  their  future  happiness 
and  success  depend  largely  upon  good  health,  the  first  great 
care  of  teachers  and  Committee  should  be  to  so  arrange  the 
work  of  the  schools  that  the  physical  condition  of  the 
scholars  may  be  improved  and  not  impaired  ;  not,  however, 
assuming  to  relieve  parents  and  guardians  in  the  slightest 
degree  from  that  duty,  or  to  discharge  any  functions  which 
the  law  does  not  impose  upon  them.  A  human  being  is 
capable  of  the  best  work  only  when  a  sound  mind  is  con- 
tained in  a  sound  body;  and  as  a  system  of  public  schools 
cannot  contain  sufficient  elasticity  in  its  curriculum  or  in  its 
methods  of  work  to  exactly  meet  the  mental  and  physical 
conditions  of  each  individual  child,  the  best  aggregate  result 
can  be  obtained  only  by  arranging  the  course  of  study  so 
that-  the  average;  child  can  comprehend  and  thoroughly 
master  it  with  ease.      The  quick  and  ready  are  thus  relieved 
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from  nervous  .anxiety,  and  those  of  slower  mould  arc  not  in- 
jured by  a  little  extra  exertion.  The  dull  and  lazy  arc  in  no 
danger,  it  is  only  the  active,  ambitious  or  delicate  child  that 
needs  care. 

Much  has  been  said  and  published  during  the  year  in 
criticism  of  the  purposes,  management  and  results  of  our 
common  schools,  and  we  doubt  not  many  just  criticisms  have 
been  made,  but  we  do  not  understand  these  criticisms  to 
have  been  made  upon  our  schools  or  upon  the  schools  in 
country  towns  generally,  but  upon  city  schools  and  those  in 
large,  social  centres  between  which  and  ours  a  wide  differ- 
ence exists,  and  a  still  wider  difference  in  the  surroundings 
of  pupils.  The  mischiet  of  these  criticisms  is  that  no  just 
discrimination  is  made,  and  faults  which  may  be  fairly 
attributable  to  our  schools  or  to  the  schools  of  a  single  city 
or  town  are  imputed  to  the  common  school  system  of  the 
country. 

When  G.  Stanley  Hall  and  Dr.  Harris  write  discrimifiately 
and  sincerely  upon  the  different  phases  of  our  school  system 
and  with  the  evident  purpose  of  calling  the  attention  of  edu- 
cators to  defects  in  the  s\^stem  which  have  been  emphasized 
in  particular  instances  within  their  observation,  the  news- 
paper arouses  the  multitude  by  isolated  quotations  from 
their  writings,  and  gravely  announces  one  day  that  our  chil- 
dren are  being  turned  into  machines,  and  the  next  that  their 
nervous  systems  are  being  shattered  by  the  intense  applica- 
tion reouired  in  the  schools  and  the  undue  stimulants 
administered  to  arouse  their  ambition.  It  is  sufficient  for  us 
to  say  that  the  endeavor  of  our  schools  has  been,  without 
detriment  to  his  physical  welfare,  to  develop  in  each  in- 
dividual scholar  a  mind  capable  of  application  to  ordinary 
matters,  and  faculties  trained  so  that  he  can  apply  the  great 
underlying  principles  to  every  newly  existing  state  of  affairs. 

Xot  the  effeminacy  of  a  brain  struggling  under  a  load  of 
learning,  not  the  machine  which  runs  in  grooves  or  beaten 
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tracks  impelled  by  an  outward  motive  power,  but  the 
mind  which  contains  within  itself  the  sources  of  power  and 
the  faculty  of  developing  it  and  making  it  effective  in  the 
solution  of  such  questions  as  it  meets  is  the  end  for  which  we 
plead  in  the  management  of  our  schools. 

11 ECOMMENDATIOX. 

We  have  made  as  careful  estimate  as  we  could  to  cover 
the  expenses  of  another  year,  and  for  the  general  school 
fund  avc  recommend  the  same  sum  as  last  year,  sixteen 
thousand  two  hundred  dollars  ;  for  school  contingent  fund 
the  sum  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars ;  for  concreting  the 
yards  and  walks  about  the  school-houses  the  sum  of  five 
hundred  dollars ;  and  for  the  purchase  and  distribution  of 
books  and  supplies  the  sum  of  twelve  hundred  dollars. 

If  the  needs  of  the  North  Ward  should  compel  the  organi- 
zation of  another  school,  then  a  special  appropriation  to 
cover  the  expense  of  same,  and  the  repairing  and  furnishing 
of  a  school-room  will  be  necessary. 

COMMITTEE. 

The  terms  of  Mr.  Upton,  Mr.  Tyler  and  Dr.  Colby  expire 
with  this  year,  and  the  town  will  be  called  upon  to  elect  two 
members  to  serve  on  this  Board  three  years,  and  one 
member  one  year. 

The  forc£oin£,  together  with  the  usual  statistics  hereto 
appended,  we  respectfully  submit  as  our  annual  report.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES 


In  presenting  the  29th  annual  report  of  the  Beebe  Town 
Library,  and  its  new  annex,  the  Heading  Room,  we  find  an 
unalloyed  pleasure  in  assuring  our  eitizens  that  they  have  no 
reason  to  withdraw  their  favor  from  these  cherished  institu- 
tions ;  and  the  close  of  the  year  brings  to  the  Trustees  the 
grateful  sense  that  in  their  supervision  of  our  Library  and 
Reading  Room  they  are  accomplishing  some  beneficial  ser- 
vice in  behalf  of  our  good  old  town,  in  the  work  of  general 
education  and  the  cultivation  of  the  nobler  part,  and  that 
the  Library  still  continues,  deservedly,  to  retain  its  hold 
upon  the  confidence  and  support  of  our  citizens,  who  will, 
doubtless,  as  the  years  come,  make  greater  efforts  still  to 
enlarge  its  means  of  usefulness. 

The  Library  was  never  working  with  greater  facility.  Our 
Librarian,  whose  acquaintance  with  its  contents  goes  back 
many  years,  becomes  more  valuable  in  her  resources  as  the 
years  roll  on,  and  embodies  in  herself  one  of  the  most  ser- 
viceable catalogues  of  the  treasures  upon  our  shelves,  and  in 
this  she  is  well  supported  by  her  lady  assistants.  By  a  refer- 
ence to  her  report  (annexed),  the  minute  details  of  interest 
will  be  found. 

The  Library  now  contains  8,089  books,  being  261  in 
excess  of  last  year.  . 
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The  financial  statement  of  the  Treasurer  on  another  page 
will  show  receipts  and  expenditure  for  the  year,  and  that  the 
financial  condition  is  good. 

For  the  support  of  the  Library  tor  the  ensuing  year,  the 
Trustees  ask  an  appropriation  of  $500,  and  the  amount  of  the 
dog  tax. 

PUBLIC   READING  ROOM. 

The  Eeading  Boom  has  been  most  thoroughly  appreciated 
and  its  opportunities  improved  by  a  very  large  number  of 
visitors  during  the  year.  The  convenient  situation  of  the 
room,  its  ample  accommodations,  and  the  quiet  and  studious 
air  pervading  it,  have  proved  powerful  attractions  to  all  who 
desired  to  spend  a  quiet  hour  in  reading,  or  in  looking  over 
the  varied  latest  periodical  and  pictorial  literature  of  the 
day,  a  full  list  of  which  appears  upon  another  page. 

Its  best  eulogy  is  the  fact  that  from  twelve  to  fourteen 
hundred  visits  monthly  are  made  by  our  citizens  to  this  quiet 
home  of  literature,  and  is  the  greatest  tribute  to  its  intrinsic 
worth. 

Its  patrons  have  been  a  fair  average  as  to  age,  sex  and 
condition,  with  a  preponderance  towards  the  youth  of  both 
sexes.  Its  success  has  been  very  measurably  assisted  by 
the  efforts  of  the  faithful  and  worthy  Janitor,  Mr.  Henry  C. 
Hall.  A  portion  of  last  year's  literature  was  by  the  Trustees 
selected  from  the  tables  of  the  Reading  Room,  and  has  been 
bound,  resulting  in  thirty-live  volumes,  which  arc  now  upon 
the  Library  shelves  for  general  distribution.  In  addition, 
certain  kinds  too  much  defaced,  or  otherwise  unlit  for  bind- 
ing or  permanent  keeping,  and  also  of  last  year's  issue,  were 
by  vote  of  the  Trustees  sent  to  the  Soldiers'  Home  in 
Chelsea.  The  great  success  of  the  Reading  Room  tor  the 
year  last  past  appeals  to  our  citizens  for  its  continued  exist- 
ence, and  for  this  purpose  the  Trustees  would  ask  an 
appropriation  of  $325. 
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IN    MEMORIAM. 


Since  the  elate  of  our  last  report,  our  ranks  have  been 
broken  by  the  death  of  Lucius  Beebe,  who,  at  the  time  of 
his  decease  and  for  many  years  prior  thereto,  was  the 
honored  and  respected  Chairman  of  this  Board.  The  sudden 
demise  of  such  an  honored  associate  seems  to  emphasize  the 
saying,  "Death  loves  a  shining  mark."  Through  the 
thoughtful  liberality  of  his  family,  a  crayon  portrait  of  the 
late  Lucius  Beebe  now  adorns  the  walls  of  the  Library 
room.  This  life-like  portrait  brings  vividly  before  us  the 
genial  face  and  manly  form  of  our  late  associate,  and  we  can- 
not refrain  from  saying,  "He,  being  dead,  yet  speakcth." 

The  Library  has  lost  another  substantial  friend  by  the 
death  of  Dr.  Francis  P.  Hu'rd.  Although  his  innate  modesty 
prevented  hinrfrom  taking  an  active  part  in  town  affairs,  he 
has  expressed  in  a  tangible  form  his  interest  in  the  town  by 
a  liberal  bequest  in  his  will  for  the  benefit  of  the  Library. 
For  this  munificent  gift  we  are  sure  that  the  town  and  the 
patrons  of  the  Library  will  ever  hold  him  and  his  name  in 
grateful  remembrance. 

THE   LIBR/VPvY,  AN   EDUCATOR. 

We  cannot  refrain  at  this  time  from  calling  the  attention 
of  our  community  to  the  recognition  of  the  fact  that  a  free 
public  Library  and  a  free  public  Reading  Room  are 
essential  parts  of  the  system  of  free  public  education,  and 
that  these  two  stand  in  our  midst  for  the  wholesome  truth — 
that  education  is  never  finished ,  and  should  not  stop  when  one 
stops  going  to  school. 

Ere  they  came  at  the  command  of  their  Creator,  the 
worlds  that  gem  space  must  have  existed  within  the  thought 
of  the  Infinite,  each  atom  bearing  the  impress  of  His  original 
designs.  In  the  realm  of  Force,  then,  Thought  stands 
highest.     Education  organizes  and  Labor  embodies  it.    Man,

therefore,  in  humble  imitation,  to  be  a  success,  must  be  these 
two, — a  thinker  and  a  worker.  All  the  worthy  successes  of 
life  arc  organized,  and  the  result  of  an  intelligent  plan,  with 
a  thinker  and  worker  behind  the  plan.  Education  is  a 
necessity  of  life,  and  every  well-organized  life  will  find  time 
for  it. 

The  subject  has  national  importance,  for  Education  is  the 
cheapest  defence  of  the.  nation.  It  has  individual  import- 
ance, also,  for  it  promotes  industry  and  lessens  idleness;  it 
awakens  and  intensifies  desires,  and  thus  incites  man  to 
effort  to  secure  the  means  of  gratification;  it  touches  both 
factors  in  the  great  law  for  the  creation  of  wealth,  for 
ignorance  dwells  in  a  hovel,  which  intelligence  exchanges  for 
the  cottage  and  the  palace. 

School  life  teaches  us  how  to  originate  and  express 
thought.  Public  Libraries  stand  for  education  after  school 
life  ends,  and  we  enter  the  larger  school  of  life. 

Education  comes  through  reading  and  observation  to  all 
mankind  ;  to  the  dull  chiefly  by  what  they  see  ;  to  the  bright 
both  by  what  they  see  and  by  what  books  help  them  to  see. 

There  are  hundreds  of  bright  boys  and  girls  in  this  town 
who  arc  being  educated  bv  both  methods  to  become  the 
teachers  and  leaders  of  the  next  generation,  and  the  question 
comes  up  in  Countless  homes,  both  where  books  are  and  are 
not  plenty,  "  What  shall  Ave  read?"  and  how  shall  the  eager, 
mental  hunger  be  gratified?  The  boys  and  girls  who  have 
gone  along  far  enough  to  leave  the  story  for  the  history,  or 
to  make  the  book  of  thought  the  rival  of  the  history,  have 
began  to  touch  bottom,  and  sooner  or  later  may  be  expected 
to  walk  alone. 

There  is  a  period  of  vegetation  in  young  people's  reading 
when  anything  will  do,  but  when  the  selective  instinct  comes, 
and  one  book  is  chosen  in  preference  to  another  because  it  feeds 
one's  restless  desire  to  know  some  one  thing  especially  well, 
the  work  of  self  education  has  then  really  begun.     So  much, 
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therefore,  depends  upon  reading,  so  much  of  the  best  educa- 
tion we  can  get  depends  upon  reading  the  book  that  sets  the 
mind  on  lire,  as  it  were,  that  too  much  care  cannot  be 
exercised  in  the  choice  of  books,  and  the  leisure  hours  of 
young  people  cannot  be  too  carefully  sequestered  for  that 
purpose. 

From  the  ages  of  12  to  that  of  18  years  it  may  be  said 
that  boys  and  girls  are  miniature  men  and  women.  They  arc 
going  through  the  motions  of  thought  like  their  elders,  and 
querying  in  their  young  minds  what  they  are  to  do  and  to  be  ; 
and  this  thing  tells  along  the  line  of  the  future.  Now,  there  is 
no  royal  way  of  being  famous  (at  least  we  know  it  not  j,  and 
every  one  who  obtains  influence  over  others  is  lifted  into 
position  chiefly  by  working  hard  to  obtain  knowledge,  and  to 
see  into  things  in  the  growing  years  before  active  li/e  in  the 
ivorld  at  large  commences ;  then  is  when  close  companionship 
with  your  town  Library  and  a  wise  selection  of  its  books 
tell. 

It  is  the  silent  intercourse  with  books  in  our  leisure 
hours,  an  intercourse  in  which  the  invisible  mind  of  another 
enters  into  the  closest  companionship  with  our  own,  that  seed 
is  sown,  which  germinates  into  principles  and  makes  the  very 
bone  and  sinew  of  conduct.  No  one  can  afford  to  give  the 
go-by  to  the  long  winter  evenings  in  the  careful  use  of  his 
time  in  reading  the  best  books,  and  in  thinking  over  what  he 
reads. 

It  is  harder  and  harder  each  year,  with  the  increase  of 
social  and  industrial  activity,  to  make  one's  way  to  first-class 
positions,  or  to  even  hold  them  after  obtaining  them,  with  an 
easy  mastery,  and  in  most  cases  it  will  be  the  man  who  as 
boy  got  the  right  set  of  mind  by  faithful  reading  or  study 
who  wins  in  the  race.

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Books  are  numerous ;  social  engagements  in  the  town 
many:  concerts,  parties,  balls,  the  amenities  of  life,  are 
always  in  order,  so  that  there  are  ample  opportunities  tor 
those  who  would  otherwise  grow  strong  and  wise  by  reading 
the  best  books,  to  miss  the  chance. 

The  young  people  who  work  in  our  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments, and  the  clerks  in  our  stores,  are  by  necessity  of 
occupation,  limited  in  their  opportunities.  If  they  ever  hope 
to  be  more  than  servants  to  others,  they  must  learn  the  les- 
sons of  personal  nobleness  that  come  through  the  reading 
of  the  best  books. 

We  realize  that  it  is  not  easy  to  keep  the  book  when  one 
is  weary,  not  easy  to  stay  in  when  the  street  is  inviting,  not 
easy  to  conquer  our  own  stubborn  will ;  but  the  example  of 
Amos  Lawrence,  who  educated  himself  by  the  use  of  his 
evenings  for  wisely-chosen  reading  to  be  one  of  the  first 
citizens  of  this  Commonwealth,  is  a  beacon  light  which  may 
well  steady  any  young  man  in  his  purpose  of  self-culture. 
Try  one  hour's  study  and  reading  per  day,  winter  and  sum- 
mer, and  mark  the  result  in  one  year's  time. 

As  the  chosen  servants  of  the  town  to  look  after  the  in- 
terest of  one  great  Educational  centre,  perhaps  our  duty  as 
Trustees  ends  not  with  the  supervision  of  the  Library  books 
and  their  appurtenances,  and  we  may  be  pardoned  if  we  do 
urge  strongly  upon  parents  and  teachers  to  hold  out  every 
inducement  to  the  vounc  to  make  a  friend  both  of  Library 
and  Librarian  after  school  life  ends,  so  that  education  may 
STO  on  as  I0112:  as  time  can  be  found.  What  is  life?  A 
wondrous  school,  where  Nature,  through  her  organic  law 
and  educational  processes,  transforms  the  transmitted  in- 
stincts of  the  lower  creations  into  the  God-like  attributes  of 
the  perfected  huinau,  reaching  in  one  cvcrlastiug  chain  that 
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binds  created  things  to  the  Mighty  Heart  of  all.  By  our 
firesides,  by  precept  and  example,  by  wisely-chosen  books, 
let   us   endeavor  to  instil  into  the  growing  mind  of  youth, 

those  standard-bearers  of  the  future,  the  desire  to  be  them- 
selves all  that  God  has  made  them  capable  of  becoming.

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AUDITORS'    FINAL    STATEMENT. 


During  the  past  year  the  Selectmen  have  drawn  1,004 
orders  on  the  Treasurer  amounting  to  $75,068.29.  The  bills 
thus  paid  have  been  examined  by  the  Auditors,  and  they 
certify  that  they  are  correctly  cast  and  properly  approved. 
A  monthly  balance  has  been  made  up  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Selectmen  and  for  the  information  of  the  different  depart- 
ments. The  bills  of  those  departments,  which  draw  money 
in  bulk  sums  and  expend  it  under  their  own  direction,  have 
also  been  examined  and  found  correct.  The  accounts  of 
Messrs.  Richard  Britton  and  C.  F.  Woodward*  Collectors, 
have  been  audited,  and  we  report  them  correct,  with  the  ex- 
ception that  Mr.  Britton  has  overpaid  the  Treasurer  the  sum 
of  $21.71.  We  have  examined  the  accounts  of  Thos.  J. 
Skinner,  Treasurer,  and  find  them  accurately  computed,  with 
proper  vouchers  for  the  payment  of  all  monies,  and  that  he 
has  a  cash  balance  of  $4,596.26  in  the  National  Bank  of 
South  Reading,  as  shown  by  his  report  (page  89).  In  the 
presentation  of  the  figures  of  the  annual  accounts,  we  have 
endeavored  to  give  such  full  details  as  to  ensure  an  intelli- 
gent understanding  of  the  town  expenditures  to  all  who  will 
examine  them.  As  far  as  possible,  articles  bought  have 
been  named,  and  not  reported  as  ".sundries."  The  labor 
involved  in  the  year's  auditing  has  been  considerable,   but 
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wo  shall  feel  repaid  if  we  have  succeeded  in  our  aim  to  fur- 
nish the  voters  of  the  town  a  good  basis  upon  which  to  esti- 
mate the  appropriations  needed  for  the  coming  year,  and  to 
exercise  with  judgment  that  economy  which  is  wealth.  For 
the  courtesy  shown  us  by  the  town  officials,  the  assistance 
given  us  in  our  work,  and  their  adoption  of  the  few  changes 
we  have  recommended,  we  return  our  thanks.

Treasurer  and  Receiver-General,  Auditor  and  Attorney  General  of  the 
Commonwealth;  for  Councillor  for  the  Sixth  Council  District;  for 
Senator  for  the  Sixth  Middlesex  Senatorial  District ;  for  a  Representa- 
tive to  the  General  Court,  to  represent  the  Eleventh  Middlesex  Repre- 
sentative District ;  for  County  Treasurer ;  for  one  County  Commissioner  ; 
for  a  Special  County  Commissioner  to  fill  vacancy,  and  for  a  Register  of 
Deeds,  for  the  South  Middlesex  District.  The  votes  for  all  the  officers 
above  named  shall  be  upon  one  ballot,  and  shall  be  presented  open  and 
unfolded,  or  in  a  sealed  envelope;  and  the  polls  will  be  open  tor  all 
these  officers  at  7.15  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  and  will  remain  open  for 
tour  hours,  at  least,  and  tor  such  longer  time  as  a  majority  of  the 
voters  present  shall  by  vote  direct,  not  later  than  the  hour  of  sunset. 

Also  to  bring  in  their  votes  on  the  following  Article  of  Amendment; 
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The  General  Court  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  provide  for 
the  inhabitants  of  the  towns  in  this  Commonwealth,  more  than  one 
place  of  public  meeting  within  the  limits  ot  each  town  for  the  election 
of  officers  under  the  Constitution;  arid  to  prescribe  the  manner  of  call- 
ing, holding  and  conducting  such  meetings.  All  the  provisions  of  the 
existing  constitution  inconsistent  with  the  previsions  herein  contained, 
are  hereby  annulled. 

The  form  of  said  ballot  shall  be  as  follows  :  "  Amendment  to  the  Con" 
stitution,  Yes,"  or  "No.11  And  these  ballots  will  be  received  at  the 
same  time  with  those  for  the  State  and  County  officers  above  named, — 
but  in  a  separate  box. 

Pursuant  to  the  foregoing  warrant  the  qualified  vo- 
ters of  the  town  of  Wakefield  met  at  the  Town  Hall 
for  the  purposes  mentioned. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  bv  A.  W.  Brow- 
ne  11,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  After 
reading  the  warrant  prayer  was  offered  by  Rev. 
Roland  D.  Grant.  R.  L.  Cooper  and  E.  I.  Pur- 
riugton  were  appointed  to  superintend  the  ballot 
box.     The  polls  were  then  declared  open. 

Voted.    That  the  polls  be  kept  open   until  4-34  P.  M.  and 
then  closed. 

At  that  time  the  polls  were  closed,  the  register  on 
the  ballot  box  showing1  942  votes  cast.

The  town 
Fish  Committee  voted  to  charge  the  usual  sum  of 
twenty-five  cents  for  fish  permits,  since  the  town 
had  provided  no  other  way  of  paying  their  ex- 
penses. This  placed  the  matter  of.  fishing,  at  the 
opening  of  the  season  of  1885.  exactly  where  it  was 
before  any  action  had  been  taken  by  the  town.  The 
report  concludes  as  follows  :  "Your  Committee  is 
of  the  opinion  that  the  vote  of  an  intelligent  town 
of  over  six  thousand  inhabitants  is  greater  than  the 
will  of  a  single  individual,  and  should  not  be  vetoed 
in  this  arbitrary  manner,  and  recommends  that  the 
Representative  of  Wakefield  to  the  General  Court 
of  1886  be  authorized  and  instructed  to  use  his 
best  efforts  to  have  Chap.  91,  Sec.  14,  of  the  Pub- 
lic Statutes,  so  amended  and  changed  that  towns 
may  regulate  matters  concerning  fishing  in  ponds 
leased  by  them  without  action  by  the  Commission- 
ers of  Inland  Fisheries."

The  sum  of  $10,000  was  bequeathed  to  the  town  by  the  late  Corne- 
lius Sweetser  of  Saco,  Me.,  as  follows  : 

Item  22.  I  direct  my  said  trustees  to  pay  over  to  the  said  town 
of  Wakefield  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  to  be  received  and  held 
by  said  town  in  trust  for  the  following  use,  viz  :  To  safely  invest  the 
same  and  expend  the  income  yearly  in  providing  such  lectures  as  will 
tend  to  improve  and  elevate  the  public  mind,  and  to  impose  a  reason- 
able fee  for  admission  to  such  lectures,  and  pay  over  the  net  proceeds 
of  the  same  to  such  charitable  organization  in  said  Wakefield  as  the 
municipal  officers  of  said  town  may  designate,  to  be  distributed 
among  the  worthy  poor  of  said  town. 

Item  33.  I  direct  my  trustees  to  pay  over  to  said  town  of  Wake- 
field the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  in  trust  for  the  same  uses  as  set 
forth  in  Item  22. 

The  town  accepted  these  bequests,  April  6th.  1885,  by  the  follow- 
ing vote,  viz  : 

Voted.  Unanimously,  that  the  bequest  of  Cornelius  Sweetser,  late 
of  Saco,  Me.,  as  named  in  Item  22  of  his  will,  be,  and  hereby  is, 
accepted  by  the  town  of  Wakefield,  the  principal  to  be  held  in  trust, 
and  the  income  to  be  used  as  directed  in  said  will.  And  that  the 
Town  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  receive  and  receipt  for  the  same, 
and  to  invest  the  same  in  such  securities  as  shall  meet  with  the  ap- 
proval of  himself  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  That  the  Selectmen 
be  authorized  to  take  charge  of  the  expenditure  of  the  income,  or 
appoint  a  Committee  to  act  in  the  matter  for  the  town,  and  that  the 
distribution  of  the  net  proceeds  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  the 
Selectmen. 

Similar  action  was  taken  in  reference  to  Item  ^^. 

One  half  of  the  bequest,  viz  :  $5,000,  was  received  by  the  Treasurer 
April  14,  1885.     The  payment  of  the  balance  has  been  delayed  by 
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litigation  over  other  portions  of  the  will  which  precede  the  second 
item,  referring  to  the  lecture  bequest.  The  amount  received  has 
been  invested  by  the  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen, 
as  a  loan  to  the  town,  on  demand,  at  the  rate  of  four  per  centum  per 
annum,  and  the  income  thereon  to  March  i,  1886,  is  as  follows  :      /

Which  sum  is  now  available  for  the  purposes  named. 

Dr.  F.  P.  Hurd  Library  Fund,  $2,500. 

The  sum  of  $2,000  was  bequeathed  to  the  Beebe  Town  Library  by 
the  late  Dr.  Francis  P.  Hurd  of  Wakefield,  the  item  in  his  will  being 
as  follows,  viz  : 

"To  the  Beebe  Town  Library  at  said  Wakefield  I  give  the  sum  of 
two  thousand  dollars." 

The  town  accepted  this  bequest  November  3d,  1885,  by  the  follow- 
ing vote  :

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT. 


The  Board  of  Selectmen  would  respectfully  report  their 
action  on  the  various  matters  in  their  charge  as  follows  : 

STItEET   LAMPS. 

The  principal  contract  for  lighting  and  care  of  the  street 
lamps,  was  awarded  to  Mr.  Denis  O'Connell,  and  he  has 
faithfully  executed  the  same  to  the  general  satisfaction  of  the 
public. 

The  Greenwood  lamps,  as  usual,  have  been  in  care  of  Mr. 
I.  F.  Sheldon. 

New  lamp  posts  and  lanterns  have  been  placed  in  accord- 
ance with  votes  of  the  town  at  the  following  places  ;  corner 
of  Lake  Avenue  and  Spaulding  streets  ;  Church  street  ;>near 
the  Nash  place,  Greenwood;  corner  of  Main  and  Summer 
streets  ;  corner  of  Emerson  and  Auburn  streets  ;  corner  of 
Gould  and  Converse  streets;  and  corner  of  Main  and  Green 
streets. 

The  lamp  which  was  presented  to  the  town  by  H.M.  Warren, 
Po>t  12,  G.  A.  R.,  for  use  at  the  north  entrance  of  the  Town 
Hall,  will  probably  be  put  in  place  before  this  report  is 
issued. 

The  new  lamp  at  the  corner  of  Main  and  Green  streets  was 
placed  in  the  care  of  Mr.  I.  E.  Green,  on  account  of  its  be_ 
ing  at  a  distance  from  any  other  lamps.

In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  town,  a  flag,  16  feet  by 
8  feet,  has  been  purchased  tor  use  on  the  Town  Hall,  at  an 
expense  of  $11.50. 
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REWARDS. 


The  reward  of  $300,  which  the  town  instructed  its  Board 
oi  Selectmen  to  offer  for  the  conviction  of  incendiaries,  has 
been  advertised,  but  no'  convictions  have  resulted  and  no 
claims  have  been  made  for  the  reward.  The  two  rewards  of 
$50  each,  offered  by  Mr.  James  H.  Carter  and  Mr.  Iiufus 
Kendrick,  for  the  conviction  of  woodland  incendiaries,  were 
advertised  in  the  same  connection  with  like  result. 

TOWN   HALL. 

The  Town  Hall  building  remains  in  substantially  the  same 
condition  *s  one  year  ago,  except  that  additional  steam  pipes 
have  been  placed  in  the  three  south  rooms  of  the  Town  Hall, 
and  also  in  the  Library,  as  directed  by  vote  of  the  town,  and 
were  at  the  same  time  placed  in  the  Lock-up,  as  had  long 
been  desired. 

INSURANCE. 

Policies  of  insurance  on  the  Town  Hall  building,  covering 
$40,000,  expired  on  March  13,  1886.  The  Selectmen  were 
unwilling  to  leave  so  large  an  amount  of  property  uninsured, 
and  authorized  their  renewal.  There  are  also  policies  covering 
$34,500,  which  will  expire  during  the  coming  year,  to  which 
your  attention  is  called,  and  for  the  renewal  of  which  an  ap- 
propriation will  be  asked. 

DAMAGES   ON  HIGHWAYS. 

There  have  been  presented  five  claims  for  damages  sus- 
tained on  the  Highways,  by  reason  of  alleged  defects. 

That  of  Mrs.  C.  A.  Coffin  was  settled  by  the  payment  of 
the  sum  voted  by  the  town. 

In  the  case  of  EoJbert  S.  Henfield,  the  Selectmen  examined 
the  place  where  the  accident  was  said  to  have  occurred,  and 
found  no  apparent  defect, 
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In  the  cases  of  John  McCarthy,  John  Fenneran  and  Mary 
E.  Eaton,  the  Selectmen  believe  the  parties  have  no  legal 
claim. 

MEMORIAL   EXERCISES. 

In  accordance  with  universal  public  sentiment,  the  Select- 
men in  connection  with  a  Committee  from  H.  M.  Warren 
Post  G.  A.  R.,  tool;  charge  of  Memorial  Services,  in  honor 
of  our  illustrious  deceased  General  and  Ex-President  Ulysses 
S.  Grant,  which  were  held  in  the  Town  Hall  on  the  afternoon 
of  Aug.  8,  where  appropriate  addresses  were  made  and  reso- 
lutions adopted,  which  by  vote  of  the  meeting  were  forwarded 
to  the  bereaved  family.  The  Town  Hall  and  many  other  public 
and  private  buildings  were  appropriately  draped,  all  indi~ 
eating  how  widely  the  nation's  loss  was  mourned. 

On  the  occasion  of  the  funeral  of  Vice-President  Hen- 
dricks, the  bells  were  tolled  and  the  town  flag  was  placed  at 
half  mast  in  honor  of  the  lamented  dead. 

NIGHT   WATCH. 

The  Selectmen  have  employed  two  night  watchmen,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  vote  of  the  town  at  the  same  compensation 
as  last  year. 

HYDRANTS. 

The  rental  of  the  hydrants  has  been  paid,  and  they  have 
furnished  efficient  protection  when  required.

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OVERSEERS'  GENERAL  REPORT. 

The  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  surely  not  less  than  other  cit- 
izens of  the  town,  would  find  much  satisfaction  in  keeping 
the  annual  expenditures  in  their  important  department 
strictly  within  the  limits  assigned  by  the  town. 

While  endeavor] us:  to  furnish  all  the  assistance  reallv  re- 
quired  by  the  deserving  poor,  they  seek  to  do  so  without 
exceeding  the  prescribed  appropriation,  and  yet,  with  all  the 
carefulness  they  may  exercise  in  the  distribution  of  town 
relief,  it  is  not  unusual,  as  in  this  report,  to  perceive  that  the 
demand  has  been  somewhat  in  excess  of  the  sanctioned 
supply. 

In  this  connection,  however,  the  fact  should  be  remem- 
bered, that  the  town  appropriation  for  the  }'ear  just  closed 
was  five  hundred  dollars  less  than  the  sum  which  was  author- 
ized for  the  year  preceding. 

Nor  is  it  considered  probable  that  the  number  and  needs  of 
the  poor  among  us  will  diminish  as  the  years  progress. 

Attention  is  directed  to  the  several  comparative  statements 
in  this  report  for  the  years  1884  and  1885,  as  exhibiting,  at 
a  glance,  the  details  of  expenditure  during  those  years. 

Although  the  cost  of  assistance  to  persons  outside  of  the 
Almshouse  has  not  differed  materially,  during  those  years,  it 
may  be  noted  that  nearly  one-half  of  the  total  sum  paid  on 
account  of  non-residents,  having  settlement  here,  was  in- 
curred in  a  single  case — the  care  of  Moses  Barnes,  at 
Northbridge  —  who  remains  a  helpless  invalid,  requiring 
constant  and  costly  assistance. 

The  whole  number  of  families  which  have  received  assist- 
ance during  the  year  is  forty-nine, — these  families  represent- 
ing one  hundred  and  fifty-four  persons. 

The  only  sums  due  the  town  from  outside  sources,  by 
reason  of  payments  herein  shown,  are  such  allowances  as 
may  be  granted  by  the  State  authorities,  on  account  of  aid 
rendered   to    several    persons    without    known    settlement ;

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sums  small  in  amount,  and  which  cannot  now  be  given  with 
exactness. 

ALMSHOUSE  MATTERS. 

For  four  consecutive  years  the  successful  management  of 
the  Town  Farm  and  of  the  Almshouse  thereon,  has  testified 
to  the  ability  and  discretion  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  G.  E.  Donald, 
whose  modes  of  operation  have  proved  most  satisfactory,  and 
whose  services  in  the  same  positions  are  expected  to  continue 
during  the  coming  year. 

The  town  seems  to  have  secured,  in  the  person  of  the 
Superintendent,  an  active,  efficient  and  practical  farmer, 
evincing  an  earnest  desire  to  obtain  the  best  results  from  the 
acres  under  his  control,  whose  skilful  methods  have  trans- 
formed some  of  the  most  unsightly  features  of  the  farm  into 
models  of  smoothness  and  fertility. 

Especially  noticeable  has  been  the  amount  of  work  per- 
formed, during  the  year,  in  the  blasting  and  removal,  or 
burial  beneath  the  surface,  of  uncounted  tons  of  rock  which 
had,  from  time  immemorial,  sadly  disfigured  the  farm. 

He  has  made  portions  of  the  town  lands  valuable  and 
verdant,  which  otherwise  might  still  have  been  barren  and 
stony  wastes  ;  and  has  this  year  gathered  from  the  same  acres 
which,  at  his  coming,  yielded  scarcely  seven  tons  of  hay  in 
a  season,  three  times  seven  tons. 

The  health  of  the  inmates  has  been  almost  uniformly  good, 
although  two  deaths  have  occurred  there  during  the  year. 

Matthew  F.  Leslie,  at  the  age  of  77  years,  died  on  Febru- 
ary 28,  1886,  somewhat  suddenly,  although  he  had  not  been 
as  well  as  usual  for  some  time  previously. 

An  unknown  man,  giving  the  name  of  John  Carney,  ap- 
plied to  the  Overseers  on  the  evening  of  October  25th,  1885, 
apparently  a  friendless  stranger,  sick,  destitute  and  in  need 
of  charitable  assistance.  He  was  admitted  to  the  Almshouse 
and   received  also  medical  aid.     He  had  evidentlv  been  a 
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wanderer  from  New  England  to  New  Mexico,  seemed  little 
inclined  to  reveal  his  previous  history,  and  died  on  Novem- 
ber 12th. 

Several  of  the  persons  named  herein,  were  inmates  only 
for  brief  periods.  John  Murphy,  who  remained  about  two 
weeks,  declined  to  go  to  the  State  Almshouse,  and  left  for 
parts  unknown.  David  Welch  claimed  a  military  settlement 
here,  but  the  record  was  against  him,  and  his  stay  was  lim- 
ited to  a  single  week.  George  Burton,  a  wounded  wood- 
cutter, was  cared  for  until  he  was  again  able  to  work.  John 
A.  Foster,  a  Maine  soldier,  was  there  for  some  ten  days, 
awaiting  admission  to  the  Soldiers'  Home,  at  Augusta, 
Maine.  James  Flaherty,  has  a  settlement  here  by  reason  ot 
his  military  service  on  this  town's  quota,  and,  although  re- 
corded here  March  1st,  will  probably  soon  leave. 

During  the  year  wood,  from  the  town  woodland,  by  order 
of  the  Overseers,  has  been  delivered  by  the  Superintendent, 
in  value  as  shown  below,  the  Almshouse  account  being  there- 
with credited  on  another  page,  namely  : — B.  Derby,  $14.00  ; 
P.  Casey,  $1.25;  Maria  Welsh,  $5.25;  Jane  Kelly,  $2.50  ; 
Ellen  Farrington,  $2.50;  Mrs.  Shannahan,  $1.25 ;  Mrs.  J. 
M.  Burrill,  $1.25;  Jos.  White,  $1.25;  total,  $29.25. 

The  Inventory  of  March  1,  1886,  shows  six  cows  on  the 
farm  ;— which  was  certainly  the  case  ;  yet  the  average  num- 
ber during  the  year  was  only  five — (one  less  than  the  number 
in  1884 — )  which  fact  should  be  noted  in  comparing  the 
sales  of  milk  for  the  two  years. 

In  previous  years,  it  has  been  usual  for  the  Overseers  to 
estimate  the  cost  per  week,  of  Almshouse  inmates,  by  divid- 
ing the  total  net  amount  expended  in  maintaining  that  estab- 
lishment by  the  number  of  week's  board  represented  by  the 
inmates  during  the  year,  a  showing  which  we  have  this  year 
omitted,  as  the  figures  thus  obtained  are  deemed  unsatis- 
factory. 

It  is,  we  think,  apparent  that  the  maintenance  of  the  house- 
hold establishment,  together  with  the  regular  annual  expenses 
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of  the  ninety-acre  farm,  would  amount  to  a  considerable  sum, 
were  there  no  inmates  at  a  given  time  ;  and  that  certain  items 
of  expenditure  would  be  but  slightly  affected  either  by  the 
number*  (or  absence),  of  its  inmates. 

It  is  hardly  probable  that,  were  the  present  inmates  of  the 
Almshouse  to  be  furnished  with  board  in  some  farmer's  fam- 
ily, as  is  the  custom  in  some  towns,  the  said  farmer  would 
think  it  just  to  include  the  cost  of  his  farming  expenses,  cost 
of  cattle  and  their  feed,  wages  and  board  of  his  farm-help, 
and  the  cost  of  provisions  for  members  of  his  own  family,  in 
the  sum  charged  the  town  per  week,  for  its  paupers. 

As,  under  the  former  methods  of  computation,  the  expense 
per  week,  apparently  steadily  diminishes  as  the  number  to 
be  provided  for  increases,  perhaps  some  arithmetician  can 
give  the  exact  number  that  would  be  required  to  wholly  re- 
lieve the  town  of  expense! 

The  Overseers  respectfully  recommend  an  appropriation, 
for  1886-7,  of  five  thousand  dollars,  together  with  the  use  of 
all  money  collected  during  the  year  in  their  department,  as 
is  usual. 

As  the  figures  here  given,  compared  with  those  for  1884, 
will  show  a  lessened  net  expense  on  Almshouse  account  of 
more  than  three  hundred  dollars,  on  Outside  account  of  more 
than  four  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  or  a  total  decrease  of 
nearly  eight  hundred  dollars,  the  Overseers  are  enabled  to 
submit  this  report  with  corresponding  satisfaction.

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ROAD  COMMISSIONERS'   REPORT.' 


The  wages  in  this  department  have  been  as  follows  : 

Superintendents,  $2.50  per  clay.  Laborers  during  the 
spring'  season  were  allowed  $2.00  per  day;  during  the  sum- 
mer and  fall,  $1.75  per  day;  winter  work  20  cts.  per  hour. 
Horse  and  cart  were  allowed  the  same  per  day  as  laborers. 
Breaking  snow  paths  25  cts.  per  hour  for  man,  and  25  cts. 
per  hour  for  eacli  horse. 

At  the  annual  meeting  in  April  five  hundred  dollars  were 
appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  fixing  Lake  street.  The 
work  was  let  out  bv  contract  to  the  lowest  bidder,  and  was 
awarded  to  Mr.  Michael  O'Connell,  who  performed  the  work 
in  a  very  satisfactory  manner  for  the  sum  of  four  hundred 
and  forty  dollars. 

At  the  same  meeting  three  hundred  dollars  were  appropri- 
ated for  the  purpose  of  building  a  sidewalk  on  West 
Chestnut  street,  from  Cedar  to  Prospect  street.  The  work 
was  let  out  in  the  same  manner  as  in  the  preceding  case,  and 
the  contract  was  awarded  to  Mr.  Patrick  O'Connor  for  the 
sum  of  two  hundred  and  seventy-two  dollars,  and  subse- 
quently twelve  dollars  additional  for  extra  labor. 

In  regard  to  the  building  of  sidewalks  your  Commissioners 
are  of  the  opinion  that  no  money  expended  is  more  appre- 
ciated, or  affords  more  comfort  to  a  large  majority  of  our 
people,  than  that  used  in  the  building  of  sidewalks.  In  view 
of  this  fact,  and  as  the  construction  of  walks  will  be  ncces- 
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sarycn  many  of  our  streets  before  it  will  be  possible  to  have 
much  concreting  done  upon  them,  we  would  recommend 
the  building  ot  a  few  walks  every  year.  It  would  not  only 
be  a  convenience  to  the  people  but  would  also  be  a  great 
improvement  to  the  town. 

The  contract  for  concrete  walks,  gutters  and  crossings  was 
awarded  to  Walter  B.  Ellis  of  Melrose,  at  a  cost  of  37  cts. 
per  yard  for  sidewalks  and  gutters,  and  50  cts.  per  yard  for 
crossings,  including  the  necessary  work  of  preparing  the 
street  before  concreting.  We  would  recommend  that  the 
sum  of  eight  hundred  dollars  be  appropriated  for  concrete 
work  the  coming  year,  including  sidewalks,  gutters  and 
crossings'. 

Considerable  damage  was  done  to  many  of  our  streets 
during  the  fall  season,  as  was  also  the  case  during  the  great 
freshet  in  February,  when  many  of  our  steeets,  at  various 
points,  were  covered  with  Avater.  These  storms  occurring 
late  in  the  season  only  such  places  as  were  considered  in 
anyway  dangerous  were  repaired,  and  much  remains  to  be 
done  the  present  year  to  repair  the  damage  done. 

Many  of  our  streets  have  also  been  greatly  impaired  by 
excavation  by  the  Wakefield  Water  Company,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  laying  their  water  pipes.  The  rough,  unfinished, 
and,  in  many  places,  dangerous  condition  in  which  the 
streets  are  left  by  this  Company  must  be  apparent  to  many 
of  our  citizens,  as  well  as  to  the  Road  Commissioners.  The 
attention  of  the  Company  has  been  called  to  the  matter  sev- 
eral times,  but  without  success,  as  there  has  been  but  little 
done  by  them  to  improve  their  condition. 

In  our  opinion  the  Company  should  not  be  allowed  to  put 
the  citizens  of  the  town  to  the  inconvenience  caused  by  such 
management,  or  the  expense  which  will  be  eventually  nec- 
essary to  repair  the  damage  done,  and  we  would  recommend 
that  some  action  be  taken  by  the  town  whereby  this  condition 
of  things  may  be  changed,  and  the  obligations  of  the  Com- 
pany to  the  town  more  vigorously  enforced.

REPORT 


OF 


THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 


There  have  been  in  the  last  eleven  months,  ending  March 
1st,  45  cases  of  Diphtheria  with  9  deaths;  27  cases  of  Scar- 
let Fever  with  2  deaths  ;  and  3  cases  of  Measles. 

The  cases  of  Diphtheria  have  been  quite  scattered,  affect- 
ing all  social  classes.  It  suggests  that  it  is  either  imported 
from  Boston,  or  developed  where  imperfect  sewerage  exists. 
A  person's  health  may  be  so  lowered  by  breathing  in  foul 
air  or  noxious  gases,  that  one  is  predisposed  to  contract  dis- 
ease. With  the  increased  water  supply  our  cesspools  are 
sooner  filled,  and  our  lands  sooner  saturated.  Our  cesspools 
and  drains  should  be  more  closely  watched.  One  of  the  reg- 
ulations of  the  Board  of  Health  is,  that  cesspools,  sinkclrains, 
etc.  must  be  emptied  after  10  P.  M.,  and  only  by  persons 
licensed  as  qualified  by  the  Board.  This  rule  has  been  vio- 
lated to  the  detriment  of  the  health  of  the  people.  That 
hour  of  the  night  is  chosen  that  few  or  none  be  sufferers  from 
the  escape  of  foul  odors. 

We  ask  our  fellow  citizens  to  observe  this  law.  Printed 
blanks  are  to  be  had  of  the  Boaid  for  complaint  of  nuisances. 
The    Board    cannot   take    cognizance    of  complaints  in  the 
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newspapers,  anonymous,  and  referring  to  work  possibly  left 
over  by  a  former  Board. 

Beside  private  nuisances,  the  first  complaint  of  public 
importance  that  reached  the  Board,  concerned  the  public 
health  at  the  Upper  Station.  Correspondence  was  had  with 
the  B.  &  M.  Superintendent,  a  trap  was  put  in,  and  an  addi- 
tional closed  door  was  built  over  the  vault,  when  the 
nuisance  was  found  abated. 

Complaints  have  been  made  about  the  keeping  of  pigs  too 
near  dwelling  houses,  and  often  in  filthy  condition.  These 
complaints  were  heard  and  nuisances  abated.  The  Health 
Oificer  has  made  official  visits,  and  such  additional  visits 
were  made  as  were  necessary  by  each  member  of  the  Board. 
The  number  of  such  visits  were  not  counted. 

Complaint  was  made  of  an  open  and  bad  smelling  drain, 
running  from  Skating  Kink  thro'  land  of  Mr.  David  Perkins 
toward  the  outlet  of  Crystal  Lake.  Open  bids  from  con- 
tractors were  solicited  for  continuing  the  drain  begun  by 
previous  Board,  and  the  contract  was  given  to  the  lowest 
bidder.  The  drain  is  thus  completed  from  Crescent  street  to 
end  of  land  owned  by  Mr.  Perkins.  Another  Board  may  see 
the  completion  of  the  whole  drain  to  the  Crystal  Lake  outlet. 

A  petition  signed  by  over  one  hundred  persons  reached 
the  Board,  praying  them  to  take  some  action  about  clearing 
the  streams,  first  between  Lake  street  and  So.  Reading 
Branch  R.  R.,  and  secondlv  leading  therefrom  to  Farm 
street.  The  first  stream  was  pretty  thoroughly  cleaned  at 
small  expense.  The  other  stream  drained  a  very  large  tract. 
Some  work  was  done,  but  it  was  found  that  considerable 
lowering  of  the  stream  beyond  Farm  street  and  toward  Sau- 
gus  line  would  be  necessary,  and  a  special  appropriation 
should  be  had.  A  small  sum  was  however  expended  in 
clearing  that  stream  where  badly  choked.  The  monies  ex- 
pended will  be  found  in  the  proper  place. 

Lastly,  attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  the  separate 
School  and  Health  Boards  of  this  town,  have  different  and 
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conflicting  rules  with  reference  to  the  time  that  should  elapse 
before  a  scholar  who  has  been  sick  or  exposed  to  contagious 
disease,  should  re-enter  school.  The  retiring  Health  Board 
recommend  correspondence  with  the  School  Board,  that 
agreement  be  had.  Following  a  German  precedent,  the 
present  Board  recommend  the  following  rule,  which  will 
ensure  greater  safety  and  less  exposure  to  all  scholars  : 

No  scholar  who  has  been  sick  with  any  contagious  disease, 
or  who  lives  in  the  same  house,  using  a  common  hall,  or 
having  open  connecting  halls,  where  contagious  disease  ex- 
ists, shall  be  allowed  to  re-enter  their  respective  schools  till 
the  following  time  has  elapsed  :  for  Small  Pox  and  Scarlet 
Fever,  six  weeks  from  the  commencement ;  for  Measles,  four 
weeks  ;  for  Diphtheria,  four  weeks  ;  when  after  a  certifi- 
cate from  the  attending  physician  that  contagious  disease 
no  longer  exists,  that  scholars'  houses  and  clothes  have  been 
fumigated,  and  the  certified  time  elapsed,  the  Secretary  of 
the  Health  Board  shall  <rive  a  oermit  to  re-enter  school. 

The  Board  have  worked  together  harmoniously,  and,  as 
they  retire,  they  wish  their  beautiful  town  a  healthy  year, 
and  willing,  capable  servants,  to  do  the  town's  work.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FISH  COMMITTEE, 


The  Fish  Committee  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith 
their  tenth  annual  report. 

As  in  previous  years  the  Alewives  came  from  the  oeean  to 
Lake  Quannapowitt,  at  the  usual  time,  in  great  numbers, 
and  in  August  and  September  last,  favored  by  high  water  in 
the  lake,  both  the  old  and  young  fish  were  all  able  to  return  to 
the  salt  water,  this  being  the  first  year  since  the  Alewives 
came  up  from  the  sea  that  all  the  young  fish  were  able  to 
leave  the  lake  at  the  season  when  the  instincts  of  Nature 
impel  them  so  to  do.  Therefore — should  their  "fight  of 
way"  through  Saugus  river  continue  to  be  maintained — we 
may  expect  their  return,  in  1888,  in  vast  numbers.  To  this 
bountiful  food  supply,  more  than  to  any  other  single  cause, 
do  we  attribute  the  rapid  growth  and  fine  quality  of  the  bass, 
pickerel  and  perch  in  the  lake. 

On  June  5th,  Messrs.  Sam'l  Parker,  Jr.,  and  Will  H. 
Wiley,  of  the  Committee,  with  Mr.  James  H.  Carter,  went 
to  Winchester  and  procured  from  State  Commissioner 
Bracket  17,000  young  land-locked  salmon,  which  were  safely 
transported  and  placed  in  the  deepest  water  in  the  middle  of 
the  lake,  and  we  are  not  without  strong  expectations  that  the 
future  will  give  good  reports  of  this  noble  fish,  "the  joy  of 
the  sportsman  and  delight  of  the  epicure."  The  last  annual 
report  of  the  State  Commissioners  encourages  us  to  this  ex- 
pectation from  the  fact,  there  shown,  that  good  results  are 
beginning  to  be  realized  in  many  of  the  leased  ponds  of  the 
State,  where,  until  the  past  year,  the  stocking  with  land- 
locked salmon  was  thought  to  have  been  a   failure.     Your 
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Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  apparent  failure  of 
previous  attempts  to  stock  our  lake  with  these  fish  was  due 
to  the  fact  that  they  were  placed  in  the  water  near  the  outlet 
and  probably  all  escaped  from  the  lake  very  soon  afterward. 

The  Committee  are  decidedly  of  the  opinion  that  the  fish- 
ing has  been  better  the  past  season  than  ever  before,  and  a 
reference  to  the  reports  of  holders  of  permits  will  clearty  es- 
tablish this  as  a  fact. 

More  large  fish — of  4  to  5  lbs.  weight — were  caught  this 
season  than  ever  before.  Many  bass  were  taken  weighing 
over  4  lbs.  One  was  reported  as  weighing  5  1-2  lbs.  And 
one  pickerel  was  caught  weighing  5  lbs.  7  oz.,  this  being  the 
heaviest  ever  reported. 

Duty  compels  us  to  again  call  attention  to  the  inexcusable 
failure  of  many  holders  of  permits  to  make  the  required  re- 
turns to  the  Committee. 

When  the  permits  for  this  year  were  issued,  the  Commit- 
tee, by  a  strict  enforcement  of  the  rule,  that  delinquent 
holders  should  hand  in  their  returns  for  the  previous  year 
before  one  for  this  year  was  issued  to  them,  secured  144 
additional  •  returns  of  1884,  and  we  present  below  the

It  will  be  seen  that  the  85  returns  made,  for  the  past 
season,  show  a  total  of  5524  fish,  and  a  total  weight  of  2131 
lbs.  Should  the  205  permits,  the  holders  of  which  have 
made  no  returns,  average  the  same,  and  the  Committee  think 
they  would, — -as  we  have  reason  to  believe  that  many  of  the 
most  successful  fishermen   are  included  in  this  delinquent 
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list — complete  returns  would  show  a  grand  total  of  13,325 
fish,  weighing  5139  lbs.,  worth,  at  an  average  market  price 
of  12  cts.  per.  lb.,  $616.68. 

We  believe  this  is  a  fair  estimate,  and  no  comment  of  ours 
will  add  to  its  force  as  an  argument  for  the  strict  enforce- 
ment  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  now  governing  our  lake.

Gentlemen, — The  annual  report  of  the  Engineers  of  the 
Fire  Department  is  herewith  presented. 

The  reorganization  and  reduction  of  the  past  year,  makes 
the  force  to  consist  of  three  engineers,  and  forty-eight  men, 
including  the  following  named  companies  and  pieces  of  ap- 
paratus in  their  charge.

The  List  is  now  published  in  accordance  with  a  vote  of  the 
Town. 

And  the  Selectmen  have  transfered  to  the  Fire  Ensri- 
neers  of  the  Town  of  Wakefield,  the  future  care  and  control 
of  the  said  pumps,  to  whose  sole  care  the  law  assigns  them. 

The  pumps  were  inspected  at  the  usual  time,  and  such  as 
required  it  received  new  packing,  and  all  are  believed  to  be 
in  good  order  and  condition,  and  are  known  to  be  in  ready 
hands. 

All  the  buildings  and  apparatus  owned  by  the  town  are  in 
good  condition,  with  the  exception  of  the  leather  hose, 
which,  by  reason  of  age,  is  becoming  less  suitable  for  heavy 
pressure,  and  in  the  near  future  should  be  replaced  by  the 
more  reliable  cotton  hose. 

The  longest  spliced  ladders  are  unequal  to  the  height  of 
a  number  of  the  most  valuable  buildings,  and  ladders  of 
greater  extension  are  needed. 

An  iron  track  has  been  laid  in  the  Steamer  House,  and 
will  lessen  the  liability  to  accident  on  starting  out. 
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Regarding  an  increase  in  the  number  of  Hydrants  and 
Reservoirs  the  opinion  of  this  Board  is  the  same  as  expressed 
in  the  last  report. 

The  question  of  Fire  Escapes  should  not  be  lost  sight  of, 
for  the  necessity  for  these  still  exists,  and  may  be  realized, 
when  too  late. 

A  Committee  have  under  consideration  proposed  changes 
in  the  location  of  the  Fire  Department,  and  we  leave  the 
subject  in  their  hands. 

Change  in  the  ownership  of  property  necessitated  the  re- 
moval of  the  No.  1  Hose  Carriages  and  fixtures,  and  for  these 
temporary  quarters  were  obtained  in  the  blacksmith  shop, 
corner  Main  and  Chestnut  steeets. 

The  place  is  unsuitable  and  inconvenient,  and  better  quar- 
ters should  be  provided  if  the  town  desires  to  retain  this 
prompt  and  reliable  company. 

The  Hydrants  of  the  W.  W.  Co.  were  examined  early  in 
January,  and  tested  by  Superintendent  Harrington,  assisted 
by  your  Chief  Engineer,  and  were  found  in  perfect  order  and 
readiness  for  their  designed  use. 

No  serious  fire  has  marked  the  passage  of  the  year,  and 
this  shows,  perhaps,  better  construction  in  buildings,  and 
ever  vigilant  care  on  the  part  of  householders  in  the  manage- 
ment of  appliances  where  tire  is  used,

And  for  the  current  year  we  would  recommend  that  the 
sum  of  $2000  be  raised  and  appropriated  tor  the  use  of  this 
Department. 

In  closing  we  desire  to  express  our  thanks  to  the  Select- 
men and  other  officers  of  the  town  for  their  cordial  support 
and  consideration  ;  to  the  Night  Watch  and  Police  for  timely 
assistance  ;  to  each  and  every  officer  and  member  of  the 
Fire  Department  for  their  uniform  courtesy,  and  the  prompt 
and  cheerful  performance  of  the  duties  devolving  upon  them  ; 
and  to  all  others  who  have  in  any  manner  aided  in  the  pre- 
vention or  suppression  of  lire.

We  further  recommend  that  the  compensation  of  Engine- 
men  for  the  ensuing  year,  be  fixed  at  fifteen  dollars  and  a 
poll-tax,  or  its  equivalent. 

The  recommendation  for  Concrete  sidewalks,  is  made  with 
the  usual  provision,  that  it  shall  be  expended  where  abutters 
will  bear  one-half  of  the  expense  of  the  same. 

The  increase  in  the  appropriation  for  Town  Expenses  and 
the  decrease  in  the  Reading  Room  appropriation,  is  recom- 
mended, with  the  feeling  on  the  part  of  the  Committee,  that 
the  Janitor's  service  for  the  Reading  Room,  should  be 
charged  to  the  first  named  appropriation,  the  same  as  for 
other  parts  of  the  building. 

Messrs.  Thomas  Winship,  James  Oliver,  Thomas  Hickey, 
and  John  J.  Pratt,  members  of  the  Committee,  not  having 
been  present  at  either  of  the  meetings  of  the  Committee,  do 
not  join  in  this  report. 
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Messrs  Richardson  and  Skinner  dissent  from  the  report  so 
far  as  relates  to  the  appropriation  for  the  Support  of  Schools, 
feeling  that  the  retrenchment  proposed  cannot  be  made  with- 
out  detriment  to  the  schools.

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REPORT. 


To  the  People  of  Wakefield : 

Municipal  Government  is  a  science  which  affords  opportu- 
nity for  research  and  thought.  It  embraces  many  subjects 
and  frequently  involves  the  solution  of  abstruse  questions  of 
policy,  finance  and  law.  The  laying  out,  construction  and 
keeping  in  repair  of  highways  calls  for  the  exercise  of  the 
skill  of  the  engineer,  as  well  as  the  muscle  of  the  laborer. 
The  extinguishment  of  fires  requires  a  practical  knowledge  of 
the  elements  of  fire  and  water  in  opposition,  as  well  as  skill 
in  the  use  of  power  and  machinery,  and  a  good  judgment  in 
the  application  of  one  element  to  the  extinguishment  of  the 
other.  In  the  care  of  the  poor,  whom  we  have  always  with 
us,  there  must  be  added  to  good  business  judgment  and  a 
knowledge  of  many  intricate  questions  of  law,  a  heart  which 
is  touched  by  the  misfortunes  of  humauity,  and  throbs  with  a 
quicker  pulsation  in  response  to  the  call  of  want. 

To  promote  the  cause  of  education,  the  most  important,  as 
well  as  the  most  expensive  duty  of  municipal  officers,  re- 
quires, besides  a  knowledge  of  books,  some  business  capacity, 
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some  acquaintance  with  the  human  mind,  some  knowledge  of 
the  laws  which  govern  its  development,  some  skill  in  the 
practical  enforcement  of  these  laws,  some  knowledge  of  ed- 
ucational methods  and  machinery,  and  a  definite  understand- 
ing of  the  purposes  for  which  schools  are  established.  These 
are  departments  of  a  Municipal  Government,  which  in  turn 
is  but  a  part  of  a  great  scheme  of  government,  established  in 
order  to  furnish  those  who  compose  it  with  the  power  of  en- 
joyment, in  safety  and  tranquillity,  of  their  natural  rights  and 
the  blessings  ot  life. 

In  theoiy  and  in  law,  all  are  equal,  and  enjoy  in  equal  de- 
gree the  right  to  protect  their  lives  and  liberties,  acquire  and 
possess  property,  seek  and  obtain  happiness.  In  order  to  se- 
cure and  protect  this  right,  individuals  have  voluntarily  as- 
sociated together  and  entered  into  a  compact,  agreeing  that 
all  shall  be  governed  by  the  same  laws  for  the  comnjon  good. 
This  compact  recognizes  the  common  good  as  superior  to  the 
individual  or  personal  right,  and  no  public  official  can  prop- 
erly discharge  his  duty  who  forgets  that  he  holds  his  place 
by  virtue  of  a  compact,  that  bids  him  first  inquire  "what  is 
for  the  common  weal."  This  compact  recognizes  also  that 
this  common  weal  must  be  supported  at  a  common  cost  and 
that  while  the  acquisition,  possession  and  protection  of  prop- 
erty is  one  of  the  natural  rights  of  man,  the  distribution  of 
such  parts  of  it  as  are  necessary  for  the  common  good,  by 
legitimate  methods,  is  a  superior  duty.  Hence  it  is  as  much 
the  duty  of  every  official  in  every  department  of  municipal 
o-overnment,  to  inquire  how  shall  money  be  expended  for  the 
public  welfare  and  the  happiness  of  the  community  which  he 
represents,  as  it  is  to  see  that  no  dollar  is  squandered  for  im- 
proper purposes  or  in  an  improper  maimer.  Private  citizens 
as  well  as  public  officials,  should  recognize  this  duty,  but  ob- 
servation and  experience  teach  us  that  those  men  upon  whom 
no  responsibility  rests  and  who  have  no  hope  of  individual 
profit  to  themselves,  frequently  promulgate  the  doctrine  of 
necessity  as  the  guage  of  public  expenditure. 


The  public  good  should  bo  the  tost  and  touchstone  of  pri- 
vate as  well  as  official  action.  It  is  in  the  determination  of 
what  is  for  the  public  good,  that  many  of  the  most  perplex- 
ing questions  arise  in  the  experience  of  every  public  official, 
and  unless  anchored  in  his  own  convictions,  he  is  liable  to  be 
ship-wrecked  by  the  false  reasoning  of  the  ignorant  or  the 
misstatements  of  the  crafty  and  designing.  In  this  deter- 
mination criticism  may  be  of  valuable  assistance,  but  it  must 
be  honest  criticism,  born  of  a  sincere  purpose  to  aid  such  a 
determination,  and  expressed  in  a  friendly  spirit  to  those 
whose  judgment  it  is  desired  to  assist.  Public  criticism,  es- 
pecially the  carping  kind,  ordinarily  fails  to  accomplish  the 
purpose  intended,  and  usually  recoils  upon  the  head  of  the 
critic. 

Some  officials  and  many  individuals,  seem  to  think  that  the 
over-shadowing  duty  of  a  public  officer  is  to  inquire  "how 
little  money  is  it  possible  to  get  along  with,"  "how  here  and 
there  can  a  cent  be  saved"  and  to  expend  that  only  which  law 
or  physical  necessity  imperatively-  demands. 

In  the  discharge  of  our  official  duties  as  School  Committee 
we  have  not  recognized  the  latter  as  the  principle  by  which 
we  should  be  guided,  but  have  recognized  our  public  school 
system  as  a  department  of  our  municipal  government,  to  be 
conducted  upon  the  same  underlying  principles  as  any  other 
department,  and  to  be  governed  practically  by  the  same 
rules,  not  that  Ave  have  attempted  to  disregard  the  necessity 
for  economy,  for  we  recognize  it,  but  with  an  honest  endeav- 
or we  have  tried  to  avoid  both  parsimony  and  extravagance, 
and  to  make  such  expenditures  as  were  really  for  the  public 
good. 

We  are  led  to  these  statements  by  the  determined,  syste- 
matic and  unwarranted  attack  made  during  the  last  year  upon 
the  expenditures  for  public  schools,  and  which  we  should  have 
passed  by  without  comment,  had  we  consulted  our  own  con- 
venience or  comfort,  but  of  which  we  are  bound  to  take  some 
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notice  for  the  sake  of  the  schools,  and  the  children  who  at- 
tend them. 

This  discussion  took  public  form  by  the  insertion  in  the 
Town  Warrant  for  the  Annual  Meeting  in  1885  of  the  fol- 
lowing article  : 

Art.  48.  To  see  if  the  town  will  choose  a  Committee  to 
investigate  the  subject  matter  of  school  expenses  in  all  de- 
partments, and  the  cause  of  the  disproportionate  ratio  of  in- 
crease in  the  expense  per  scholar,  with  a  view  to  the  inquiry 
as  to  what  changes  can  be  made,  so  as  to  render  the  increase 
of  expense,  proportionate  to  the  increased  number  of  school 
pupils,  and  cheek  this  tendency  to  ever  increasing  expendit- 
ure in  excess  of  the  legitimate  demand  caused  by  the  increase 
in  number,  and  report  the  result  of  their  investigation  to  the 
town,  or  what  action  it  will  take  in  regard  to  the  matter. 

This  Article  was  an  implied,  if  not  an  expressed  reflection 
upon  the  School  Committee.  When  the  article  came  up  for 
action,  the  Chairman  of  the  School  Committee  made  the  fol- 
owing  motion  : 

"That  the  town  appoint  a  Committee  of  which  Mr.  James 
F.  Emerson  shall  be  chairman,  to  investigate  the  subject 
matter  of  Article  48,  and  report  to  the  town,  and  that  said 
Committee  have  authority  to  employ  an  expert  accountant 
if  necessary." 

This  motion  was  carried,  and  Mr.  James  F.  Emerson,  the 
author  of  the  article  in  the  warrant,  and  two  other  well- 
known  gentlemen,  were  appointed  to  make  such  investiga- 
tion. At  the  next  meeting  of  the  School  Committee,  this 
Investigating  Committee  was  tendered  the  use  of  the  records 
of  the  School  Committee  and  of  all  information  in  their  pos- 
session to  aid  them  in  their  labors.  In  pursuance  of  that 
offer  several  pleasant  and  interesting — and  we  trust  profita- 
ble  interviews  with  the  Investigating  Committee  were  held, 

and  we  gave  them  such  aid  as  we  could  in  the  prosecution  of 
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their  work.  As  a  Committee  we  felt  as  deep  an  interest  in 
the  fair  prosecution  of  their  work,  and  as  desirous  that  the 
investigation  should  be  thorough  and  complete  as  did  any 
citizen  of  the  town  ;  and  as  individuals  we  felt  that  we  had  a 
right  to  have  the  most  minute  and  searching  investigation 
possible. 

The  result  of  that  investigation  has  been  spread  before  the 
town,  and  it  affords  material  for  thought,  examination  and 
discussion.  To  some  of  the  conclusions  we  readily  assent, 
to  some,  as  Committee,  we  neither  assent  nor  dissent,  but 
should  obey  the  expressed  will  of  the  town  without  comment, 
to  others  we  should,  both  as  Committee  and  citizens  dissent 
most  emphatically.  We  do  not  propose  to  review  and  dis- 
cuss them  at  length,  but  only  to  make  a  suggestion  as  to  one 
or  two  matters  which  the  Investigating  Committee  say  would 
not  have  been  tolerated  or  permitted  twenty  years  ago.  One 
an  item  of  three  dollars  for  measuring  concrete,  and  another 
item  of  six  dollars  for  writing  diplomas.  Without  attempt- 
ing to  avoid  the  point,  it  may  well  be  said  that  an  expense 
for  measuring  concrete  would  not  have  been  tolerated  at  that 
time  since  there  was  no  concrete  to  measure,  and  it  is  but 
twenty-three  years  since  the  first  diploma  was  issued  ;  but  it 
should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  contractor  had  some  voice 
and  was  somewhat  interested  in  the  accurate  measurement  of 
this  work,  and  would  not  be  likely  to  accept  the  measure- 
ment of  any  one  who  was  not  independent  and  qualified  by 
law  to  do  that  work ;  and  it  should  also  be  borne  in  mind 
that  the  School  Committee  have  no  authority  to  require  a 
pupil  to  write  the  diplomas,  and,  if  they  had,  the  propriety 
of  enforcing  it  would  be  extremely  doubtful.  Such  items  as 
these  are  unworthy  of  the  dignity  of  the  subject. 

Out  of  an  expenditure  of  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  million  of 
dollars  covering  a  period  of  twenty-one  years  the  Investigat- 
ing Committee  were  able  to  find  two  items  onlv,  amounting: 
to'nine  dollars,  which  in  their  judgment  were  extravagant 
and  unwarranted.     Such    a   finding   is   conclusive    evidence 
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of  the  integrity,  economy  and  good  judgment  of  the  twenty- 
one  boards  of  School  Committee  bv  whom  that  money  has 
oeen  expended,  and  should  be  sufficient  to  consign  the  critic 
of  school  expenses  to  "innocuous  desuetude." 

Two  suggestions  are  made  which  it  is  argued  would  dimin- 
ish  the  expenses  of  schools.  First — A  change  of  the  time 
of  promotion  from  summer  to  spring,  so  that  the  Primary 
schools  would  escape  the  effects  of  the  influx  which  usually 
comes  with  the  opening  of  the  spring.  This  matter  has  been 
inquired  into  many  times  by  the  Committee,  and  the  conclu- 
sion always  arrived  at  has  been  that  it  would  not-  decrease 
the  expenditures,  but  very  likely  would  increase  them.  The 
same  number  of  scholars  would  be  in  the  schools  and  have  to 
be  provided  for  somewhere,  and  the  result  would  be  that 
some  school  or  schools,  of  a  grade  higher  than  the  primary, 
would  be  overflowing,  and  at  a  correspondingly  greater  ex- 
pense. No  person  of  experience  Avould  adopt  the  suggestion 
as  an  economical  measure,  whatever  else  may  be  said  in  its 
favor.  It  will  be  recollected,  however,  that  promotions  in 
the  spring  were,  until  within  a  comparatively  few  years,  in 
vogue  in  this  town,  and  the  change  was  made  for  what 
seemed  good  and  sufficient  reasons,  and  so  far  as  the  know- 
ledge  of  the  present  Committee  extends,  there  has  been  no 
call  by  the  people  for  a  return  to  the  old  practice. 

Second — The  most  radical  suggestion  made  by  the  Com- 
mittee of  Investigation  was  that  the  number  of  weeks  in  the 
school  year  be  reduced  from  forty  to  thirty-six.  The  Stat- 
utes of  the  Commonwealth  require  that  the  High  School 
shall  be  kept  ten  months  in  a  year,  but  as  to  the  other 
schools  the  town  may  regulate  the  number  of  months,  above 
six,  during  which  they  shall  be  kept. 

This  suggestion  is  made  in  the  interest  of  economy,  and, 
if  carried  out,  would  result  in  the  saving  of  a  very  few  dol- 
lars. Of  course  the  additional  vacation  would  be  in  the 
summer  months,  and  no  saving  would  be  made  in  fuel.  The 
janitors   would   have    one   month's  less   care  of  the  school 
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houses,  and  in  that  way  a  few  dollars  would  be  saved.  The 
teachers  would  require  just  the  same  pay  for  thirty -six  weeks 
teaching  as  for  forty.  They  must  live  and  bear  their  ex- 
penses during  the  fifty-two  weeks  of  each  year,  and  their 
expenses  would  be  the  same  whether  they  taught  or  not. 
The  opportunities  for  making  additions  to.  their  income  by 
other  employment  during  vacations  are  by  no  means  fre- 
quent, and  even  if  they  were  at  their  very  door,  they  would 
come  back  to  the  schools  tired  in  body,  jaded  in  spirit,  and 
with  their  minds  distracted  from  school  and  school  work.  If 
the  town  or  the  Committee  saw  fit  to  reduce  the  number  of 
weeks  in  the  school  year  by  four  and  the  teachers'  salaries 
correspondingly,  the  practical  result  would  be  that  our 
teachers  would  leave  us  and  go  to  a  town  where  that  kind  of 
parsimony  does  not  prevail,  which  they  could  all  easily  do 
in  a  very  short  time.  Their  number  could  be  easily  supplied 
but  the  quality  would  be  wanting.  If  the  town  really  desires 
the  effect  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Committee  to  heed  that  desire. 
But  the  gravamen  of  the  report  and  of  the  criticism  in  the 
public  prints,  is  that  the  expenses  of  our  public  schools  are 
unnecessarily  increased,  and  that  the  Committee  is  extrava- 
gant; and  to  establish  this  position  the  Investigating  Com- 
mittee has  appended  to  its  report  a  statistical  table,  which 
we  take  the  liberty  to  copy,  because  we  want  the  exact  facts 
set  before  the  town,  and  because  in  connection  with  other 
well  known  facts,  and  the  expenditures  in  other  departments 
of  the  town's  alfairs,  it  contains  a  complete  vindication  of  the 
School  Committee  from  the  charge  of  extra vasrance  which  is 
so  insidiously  made. 
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TABULATED  SCHOOL  STATISTICS. 
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For  a  fair  consideration  and  discussion  of  the  question  at 
issue  the  table  reveals  certain  instructive  facts.  In  1864  the 
cost  per  scholar  for  teachers  was  seven  dollars  and  nine  cents 
($7.09),  in  1872  thirteen  dollars  and  sixty-five  cents 
($13.6,5),  in  1874  thirteen  dollars  and  fifty-two  cents 
($13.52),  in  1884  thirteen  dollars  and  seventy-two  cents 
($13.72).  In  1884  the  cost  per  scholar  for  janitors' services 
was  forty-eight  cents  ($.48),  in  1872  one  dollar  and  six 
cents  ($1.06),  in  1874  ninety-six  cents  ($.96),  in  1884  one 
dollar  aud  two  cents  ($1.02).  In  1864  the  cost  per  scholar 
for  fuel  was  one  dollar  and  six  cents  ($1.06),  in  1872  one 
dollar  and  twenty-seven  cents  ($1.27),  in   1874  one  dollar 
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and  thirty-three  cents  ($1.33^),  in  1884  one  dollar  and  five 
cents  ($1.05).  In  1864  the  cost  per  scholar  for  contingent 
expenses  was  sixty  cents  ($.60),  in  1872  ten  dollars  and 
eight}'-eight  cents  ($10.88),  in  1874  two  dollars  and  sixty- 
seven  cents  ($2.67),  and  in  1884  two  dollars  and  nine  cents 
($2.09). 

The  term  ' 'school  contingent"  is  a  misleading  one  and 
should  be  called  incidental  or  miscellaneous.  It  includes 
the  repairs  of  buildings,  the  care  of  yards,  the  supply  of 
furniture  and  apparatus,  and  in  short  the  many  things  for 
which  it  is  impossible  to  make  specific  appropriations.  The 
increase  in  that  expenditure  from  1864  to  1884  was  one  dol- 
lar and  forty-nine  cents  ($1.49)  per  scholar.  It  will  be 
seen,  by  a  reference  to  the  table,  that  in  1866  the  cost  per 
scholar  was  two  dollars  and  fourteen  cents  ($2.14),  in  1867 
four  dollars  and  sixteen  cents  ($4.16),  in  1872  ten  dollars 
and  eighty-eight  cents  ($10.88),  in  1873  three  dollars  and 
eighty-eight  cents  ($3.88),  in  1883  three  dollars  and  sixty- 
three  cents  ($3.63)  and  in  1884  two  dollars  and  nine  cents 
($2.09).  It  will,  be  observed  that  the  average  cost  per 
scholar  per  year  for  contingent  expenses  during  the  first 
eleven  years  named  in  the  table  is  three  dollars  twenty-nine 
cents  and  eight  mills  ($3.29,8),  while  the  average  cost  per 
scholar  per  year  for  the  last  eleven  years  named  in  the  table 
is  one  dollar  and  ninety  cents  ($1.90),  a  decrease  of  one 
dollar  thirty-nine  cents  and  eight  mills  ($1.39,8)  per  scholar 
per  year,  which  certainly  does  not  look  like  "a  tendency  to 
ever-increasing  expenditure  in  excess  of  the  legitimate  de- 
mand caused  by  the  increase  in  number." 

The  cost  per  scholar  per  year  for  fuel  during  the  first  elev- 
en years  named  in  the  table,  was  ninety-eight  (98)  cents, 
the  same  for  the  last  eleven  years  was  ninety-nine  cents  and 
six  mills  ($.99,6),  but  if  we  make  comparison  from  1872,  to 
1884  inclusive,  we  shall  find  that  the  cost  for  fuel  during  the 
first  seven  of  these  years,  was  one  dollar  nine  cents  and  eight 
mills  per  scholar,  while  for  the  last  seven  of  these  years,  it 
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was  ninety-five  cents  and  three  mills,  a  difference  of  fourteen 
and  one-half  cents  per  year,  per  scholar;  and  it  will  also  be 
observed,  that  the  cost  for  the  year  1884,  is  one  cent  less 
than  in  1864. 

The  expenses  for  janitor  per  scholar  per  year  for  the  first 
named   eleven   years,  was   sixty-two    cents  and  seven   mills 
($.627)  and  for  the  last  named  eleven  years,  eighty-six  cents 
and  five  mills  ($.865).     This  expense  cannot  be  so  fairly  es-4 
timated  by  the  scholar  as  either  of  the  other  items  inasmuch 
as  the  work  is  in  the   care  of  the  property  of  the  town,  and 
the  cost  must,  be  proportioned  very  much  to  the  number  of 
the  rooms,   their  size,  style,  value  and  the   manual  work  to 
be  done.      During  the  period  covered  by  the  table,  four  new 
buildings  were  erected  bv  the   town  ;    the  Franklin  Street 
School  House  in  1871 ;  the  High  School  and  AVoodville  build- 
ings, in  1871  and  1872,  and  the  Hamilton  Building  in  1883 
and  1884,  which  more  than  quadrupled  the  value  of  the  school 
houses  in  the  town.    If  we  examine  the  table  from  1872,  when 
the   High   School   and   the  Woodville    Buildings  were  first 
used,  to  and  including. the  year  1884,  we   shall  find  that  the 
average  cost  per  scholar,  per  year,  for  janitors'  services  for 
the  first  seven  years  of  that  period  was  ninety-one  cents  and 
one   mill  ($.91,1)    and  for  the   last  seven  years,  eighty-four 
cents  and  seven  mills  ($.84,7).     The  above  table  also  shows 
the  cost  per  scholar  for  teachers    during  the  same  period, 
and  an   examination  of  it,  shows   that  for  the   first   eleven, 
years,    the    average    cost   per    scholar,  per  year,  was    nine 
dollars  and  ninety-four  cents  ($9.94),  while  for  the  last  elev- 
en years  of  the  same  period  it  was  twelve  dollars  and  twenty- 
four  cents    ($12.24),  an   increase   of  two-dollars  and  thirty 
cents   ($2.30).     If  we  compare  the  cost  from   1872,  when 
the  town  took  a  new  departure  in  educational  matters,  to  and 
including  the  year  1884,  we  shall  find  that  the  cost  per  schol- 
ar, per  year,  for  teachers  during  the  first    seven   of  these 
years,  was  twelve  dollars  and  thirty-seven  cents  ($12.37), 
and  for  the  last  seven  years,  twelve  dollars  and  twenty-six 
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cents  ($12.26).  Thus  it  is  show  nfrom  the  table  furnished 
us  by  the  Investigating  Committee,  that  if  an  examination  is 
made  of  the  School  Expenses  from  1872  to  1884,  inclusive,  it 
will  not  only  reveal  the  fact  that  the  average  total  expense 
per  scholar,  per  year,  for  the  last  seven  of  these  years,  has 
been  less  than  during  the  first  seven  of  the  same  years,  but  it 
will  also  show  that  the  average  expense  per  scholar,  per  year, 
has  been  less  in  each  department.  Surely  in  the  light  of  these 
figures,  no  fair  minded  citizen  can  fail  to  regard  Article  48 
of  the  Town  Warrant  of  1885,  as  anything  but  a  piece  of  as- 
sumption based  upon  an  ignorance  of  the  facts,  and  the  report 
as  an  effort  to  sustain  that  assumption. 

It  is  apparent  from  the  same  table  that  the  bulk  of  the  in- 
crease in  the  cost  of  schools  from  1864  to  1884,  is  in  the 
salaries  paid  to  teachers,  the  total  cost  per  scholar  in  1884, 
was  nine  dollars  and  twenty-three  cents  ($9.23),  in  1864 
seventeen  dollars  and  eighty-eight  cents  ($17.88).  The  cost 
for  teachers  in  1864,  was  seven  dollars  and  nine  cents 
($7.09),  in  1884,  thirteen  dollars  and  seventy-two  cents 
($13.72;,  an  increase  in  the  total  cost  of  school  per  scholar, 
of  eight  dollars  and  sixty-five  cents  ($8.65),  and  an  increase 
for  teachers  of  six  dollars  and  sixty-three  cents  (6.63),  al- 
though the  increase  since  1872  has  been  but  seven  cents  per 
scholar,  while  in  all  the  intervening  years,  it  has  been  less 
than  in  either  of  those  years,  by  from  twenty-one  (21)  cents 
to  three  dollars  and  fourteen  cents  ($3.14).  After  this  anal- 
ysis the  practical  question  is,  are  the  salaries  of  our  teachers 
too  high?  Tested  by  their  market  value  they  are  not,  be- 
cause they  are  being  constantly  called  to  other  places  at  in- 
creased compensation.  Tested  by  a  comparison  with  the 
salaries  paid  in  towns  immediately  about  us,  and  with  which 
we  have  been  accustomed  to  institute  comparison,  they  are 
not,  as  shown  by  the  following  table  : 
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Tested  by  a  comparison  with  the  salaries  in  the  towns  and 
cities  of  Middlesex  County,  they  are  not,  as  shown  by  the 
same  table, — our  town  standing  number  thirty-one  in  the 
fifty-four  towns  and  cities  in  the  County.  The  average 
amount  of  money  including  voluntary  contributions  appro- 
priated by  the  towns  and  cities  of  Middlesex  County  in  1884 
for  the  education  of  each  child  between  the  ages  of  five  and 
fifteen  years,  was  fourteen  dollars  and  sixty-five  cents 
and  seven  mills  ($14.657) ,  one  dollar  seventy-seven  cents  and 
nine  mills  ($1,779)  more  than  is  appropriated  by  the  town 
of  Wakefield ;  the  average  amount  raised  in  the  Common- 
wealth for  the  same  purpose,  is  thirteen  dollars  and  eighty- 
seven  cents  and  two  mills  ($13,872),  or  ninety-nine  cents 
and  four  mills  ($.994)  more  per  scholar  than  is  raised  in 
our  town.  Tested  by  a  comparison  with  the  wages  paid  to 
young  b.dies  "who  go  from  this  town  to  Boston  daily  to  act  as 
Cashiers,  Book-keepers,  Type-writers  and  Clerks,  we  think 
they  are  not.     In  order  to  ascertain  this  fact,  we  asked  five 
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such  young  ladies  the  amount  of  their  salaries,  which  they 
kindly  gave,  and  we  give  this  information  as  furnished  us  : 

No.  1,  $12  per  week;  No.  2,  $15  per  .week;  No.  3,  $60 
per  month;  No.  4,  $13  per  week ;  No.  5,  $15  per  week. 
This  means  fifty-two  weeks  pay  tor  fifty  weeks  work,  in  each 
instance.  No  one  of  the  five  would  claim  that  her  work  is 
as  arduous  as  that  of  the  average  school  teacher.  Tested  by 
the  judgment  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  in  the 
employment  of  a  Librarian  they  are  not.  That  most  excel- 
lent lady  and  valuable  public  servant  receives  a  salary  of  four 
hundred  dollars  per  year  for  six  hundred  hours  public  duty 
annually,  while  the  teachers  are  obliged  to  be  at  their  sta- 
tions just  double  the  number  of  hours  each  year,  ten  of  whom 
have  received  a  smaller  stipend  than  the  Librarian  for  the 
last  year.  Both  the  teachers  and  the  librarian  have  duties 
outside  those  mentioned,  and  for  the  purposes  of  this  dis- 
cussion we  allow  one  to  offset  the  other. 

From  1864  to  1883,  the  expenses  of  the  Fire  Department 
were  increased  from  $436.64  to  $6,903.79  including  $3,000 
for  hydrants ;  during  the  same  period  the  expenses  of  the 
Town  House  increased  from  five  dollars  twenty-one  cents 
($5.21)  to  eleven  hundred  and  ninety-five  dollars  and  fifty- 
five  cents  ($1195.55),  while  for  seven  of  the  intervening 
years  the  Town  House  Avas  a  source  of  income.  In  1864  the 
expenses  of  the  Public  Library  were  two  hundred  and  nine- 
ty dollars  and  forty-six  cents  ($290.46),  and  in  1884,  nine 
hundred  twenty-eight  dollars  and  sixty-nine  cents  ($928.69). 
For  the  purpose  of  a  more  comprehensive  comparison,  we 
have  prepared  the  following  table  which  speaks  for  itself. 
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From  this  table  it  will  be  seen  that  the  expenses  for  the 
dare  of  the  poor,  increased  from  1 8(54  to  1884,  four  and 
three  tenths  (4.3)  times;  for  the  extinguishment  of  files, 
fifteen  and  eight  tenths  (15.8)  times;  for  the  repair  of 
highways,  two  and  five  tenths  (2,5)  times;  for  Town  House 
expenses,  two  hundred  and  twenty-nine  (229)  times;  for  the 
Public  Library,  three  and  one  tenth  (3.1)  times,  and  for  the 
maintenance  of  schools,  three  and  nine  tenths   (3.9)  times. 

We  have  prepared  this  table  with  the  endeavor  to  make  a 
fair  comparison  of  the  expenses  of  the  most  important  de- 
partments of  our  town  government,  and  to  show  the  actual 
expenses  of  the  town  in  these  departments  during  the  same 
years  as  are  covered  by  the  report  of  the  Investigating  Com- 
mittee. On  account  of  the  different  methods  of  making  up 
the  Town   Eeports,    and  from   the  fact   that  many   of  the 
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amounts  given  are  obtained  by  computation,  mistakes  may 
have  occurred.  We  have  left  out  of  the  account  all  new 
buildings  and  new  streets,  but  have  reckoned  the  cost  of  new 
fire  engines,  hose  and  hydrants.  In  a  comparison  with  the 
fire  department  alone  it  would  be  fairer  to  add  to  the  school 
expenses  for  1884,  the  cost  of  books  and  supplies  under  for 
that  year  the  late  law.  We  believe  these  figures  to  be  ac- 
curate, at  any  rate  they  are  sufficiently  so  for  all  practical 
purposes  of  the  comparison.  And  in  view  of  the  facts  which 
an  analysis  of  them  afford,  we  are  constrained  to  believe  that 
neither  the  public  good  nor  the  welfare  of  the  schools  is  the 
motive  which  actuates  the  complaints  which  have  been  so 
industriously  circulated. 

EXPENSES  FOR  THE  YEAR. 

At  the  Annual  Meeting  in  1885  the  town  appropriated  for 
general  school  purposes  the  sum  of  sixteen  thousand  two 
hundred  dollars  ($16,200)  ;  for  School  Contingent  the  sum 
of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  ($1500),  for  the  purchage  of  books 
and  school  supplies  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000) 
and  at  a  special  meeting  six  hundred  dollars  ($600)  more. 

Of  the  general  appropriation  the  sum  of  sixteen  thousand 
one  hundred  and  sixty  dollars  and  ninety  -  four  cents 
($16,170.94)  has  been  expended;  for  teachers' salaries  the 
sum  of  fourteen  thousand  one  hundred  and  eight}7 -six  dollars 
and  twenty  cents  ($14,186.20)  ;  for  janitors'  services  the 
sum  of  nine  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  and  two  cents 
($950.02;  and  for  fuel  the  sum  of  ten  hundred  and  twenty- 
four  dollars  and  seventy-two  cents  ($1024.72),  leaving  a 
balance  of  thirty-nine  dollars  and  six  cents  ($39.06 ^unex- 
pended. 

The  whole  sum  appropriated  for  School  Contingent,  to- 
gether with  seventy -one  dollars  and  sixty  -  seven  cents 
($71  67)  received  from  the  Mass.  State  School  Fund  and 
forty-eight  dollars  ($48)  for  tuition,  has  been  expended,  and 
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there  are  now  outstanding  and  unpaid  bills  for  incidental  and 
miscellaneous  expenses  of  the  schools  to  the  amount  of  two 
hundred  and  thirty-five  dollars  and  ninety  -  nine  cents 
($235.99),  making  the  total  expenditure  for  School  Contin- 
gent the  sum  of  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-five 
dollars  and  sixt}'-six  cents  ($1855.66). 

To  the  appropriation  for  Text  Books  and  Supplies  made 
at  the  Annual  Meeting,  was  added  an  appropriation  of  six 
hundred  dollars  ($600),  at  a  special  meeting  later  in  the 
year,  making  the  total  appropriation  for  books  and  supplies 
for  the  year  the  sum  of  sixteen  hundred  dollars  ($1600). 
The  whole  of  this  sum  has  been  expended  and  there  are  out- 
standing and  unpaid  bills  to  the  amount  of  thirty-eight 
dollars  and  nineteen  cents  ($38.19),  making  the  total 
expenditure  for  the  above  named  purpose  sixteen  hundred 
and  thirty-eight  dollars  and  nineteen  cents  ($1638.19). 

For  concreting  the  yards  and  walks  about  the  school 
houses  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  ($500)  was  raised, 
of  which  the  sum  of  three  hundred  and  eighty-six  dollars  and 
seventeen  cents  ($386.17)  has  been  expended,  leaving  a 
balance  unexpended  of  one  hundred  and  thirteen  dollars  and 
eighty-three  cents  ($113.83). 

In  the  Keport  of  last  year  we  recommended  the  raising  of 
fifteen  hundred  dollars  ($1500)  for  School  Contingent  ex- 
penses and  the  sum  of  twelve  hundred  dollars  ($1200)  for 
books  and  supplies.  In  the  discussion  which  ensued,  upon 
the  appropriation  for  books,  at  the  Town  Meeting,  we  stated 
that  our  figures  upon  the  books  and  supplies  were  fifteen 
hundred  dollars  ($1500),  but  that  we  desired  to  get  through 
with  less,  if  it  were  possible,  and  therefore  recommended 
the  appropriation  of  twelve  hundred  dollars  ($1200).  The 
result  has  shown  that  our  estimate  of  expenses  was  compara- 
tively accurate,  and  exemplified  the  wisdom  of  giving  some 
heed  to  the  judgment  of  men  who  had  some  knowledge  of 
the  needs  of  any  department,  instead  of  those  men  who  know 
practically  nothing  about  them. 
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FREE  TEXT  BOOKS. 

The  time  has  not  yet  come  when  the  wisdom  of  the  law 
compelling  towns  to  furnish  free  text  books  to  the  schools 
can  be  determined.  It  is,  as  yet,  an  experiment.  Our 
observation  and  experience  certainly  show  many  things  in  its 
favor.  We  feel  sure  that  it  has  a  strong  tendency  to  increase 
the  attendance,  especially  in  the  higher  grades  of  schools 
where  the  expense  of  books  and  supplies  is  greatest.  The 
Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  gives,  in  his 
judgment,  an  increase  of  ten  per  cent,  throughout  the  State. 
This  is  a  greater  increase  than  we  should  estimate  in  this 
town,  but  of  course  the  real  reasons  why  there  is  an  increase 
cannot  be  accurately  ascertained. 

At  the  beginning  ot  the  year  we  procured  the  Annual 
Reports  of  all  the  cities  and  towns  in  Middlesex  County  and 
of  many  cities  and  towns  outside  of  the  County,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  obtaining  the  views  of  the  various  School  Committees 
and  also  of  ascertaining  the  expense  attending  the  execution 
of  this  law,  and  instituting  a  comparison  between  our  own 
and  other  towns,  and  of  laying  the  same  before  the  town. 

In  attempting  the  work  we  found  that  so  many  elements 
entered  into  the  consideration  that  it  was,  with  the  informa- 
tion contained  in  the  Reports,  impossible  to  make  any  intel- 
ligent or  valuable  comparison.  The  condition  of  the  towns 
when  the  law  went  into  effect,  the  time  of  promotion,  the 
time  to  which  the  Reports  were  made,  the  number  of  the 
scholars  in  the  different  grades,  the  methods  of  grading  as 
shown  by  the  Reports,  the  different  statistics  in  the  reports, 
and  the  evident  incompleteness  of  many,  all  tended  to  make 
the  work  impossible  for  us,  however  much  we  desired  it. 
From  what  we  were  enabled  to  gather  from  these  reports, 
and  from  inquiries  of  Committee  and  Superintendents  within 
the  last  few  months  we  are  satisfied  that  we  have  pursued 
practically  the  same  course  as  other  towns,  and  that  the  ex- 
pense to  our  town  since  the  law  went  into  effect  to  the  end 
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of  the  present  fiscal  year,  compares  favorably  with  that  of 
other  towns  similarly  situated.  No  valuable  comparison  of 
expense  can  be  made  till  the  law  has  been*  in  force  a  series 
of  years,  and  Committees  have  made  similar  observations 
and  reported  statistics  covering  the  same  ground. 

Our  course  has  been  to  supply  what,  in  our  judgment,  the 
scholars  needed  ;  that  was  the  measure  of  our  duty  under  the 
law,  nothing  more  and  nothing  less.  In  the  purchase  and 
distribution  we  have  continued  the  same  methods  as  were 
adopted  at  the  outset,  and  find  that  the  work  is  done  as  well 
as  by  any  other  method  which  we  could  devise  and  carry  out. 
No  doubt  there  have  been  some  little  leaks,  some  wasteful- 
ness perhaps,  but  this  could  not  be  avoided,  without  a  mi- 
nuteness of  supervision  on  the  part  of  the  Committee  which  it 
wag  impossible  for  us  to  give.  We  believe  some  saving 
could  be  made  in  this  branch  of  expenditure  under  the  charge 
of  a  Superintendent. 

We  append  hereto  a  statement  of  the  books  and  articles 
purchased  during  the  year  and  prices  paid  therefor,  similar 
to  the  one  contained  in  the  Eeport  of  last  year,  and  invite 
the  attention  of  the  town  to  the  same.

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TEMPERANCE. 
The  Legislature  of  1885  enacted  the  following  Law  : 

Chapter  332. 

An  Act  requiring  Physiology  and  Hygiene  to  be  taught  in 
the  Public  Schools. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows  : — 

Section.  1.  Physiology  and  Hygiene,  which  in  both 
divisions  of  the  subject,  shall  include  special  instruction  as  to 
the  effects  of  alcoholic  drinks,  stimulants  and  narcotics  on 
the  human  svstem,  shall  be  taught  as  a  regular  branch  of 
study  to  all  pupils  in  all  schools  supported  wholly  or  in  part 
by  public  money,  except  special  schools  maintained  solely 
for  instruction  in  particular  branches,  such  as  drawing,  me- 
chanics, art,  and  like  studies.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts 
relating  to  the  qualifications  ot  teachers  in  the  public  schools 
shall  apply  to  the  branch  of  study  prescribed  in  this  act. 

Sect.  2.  All  penalties  now  fixed  for  neglect  to  provide 
instruction  in  the  branches  of  study  now  prescribed  by  law 
shall  apply  to  the  branch  of  study  prescribed  in  Section  one. 

Sect.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of 
August  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-five. 

Approved,  June  16,  1885. 

The  enactment  of  this  law  was  procured  almost  wholly  by 
the  efforts  of  the  Woman's  Christian  Temperance  Union  and 
kindred  organizations,  and  its  purpose  was  to  impress  upon 
the  minds  of  the  young  the  evil  effects  of  the  use  of  alcohol 9 
tobacco  and  other  stimulants  and  narcotics  upon  the  human 
system,  to  the  end  that  early  in  life  they  might  be  educated 
and  warned,  and  thus  escape  the  long  train  of  miseries  which 
inevitably  follows  in  the  wake  of  their  continued  use. 

This  law,  not  only  added  somewhat   to  the  expense   of 
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books,  but  raised  very  serious  questions  of  law  and  duty, 
and  added  considerable  responsibility  and  labor  in  the 
choice  of  text  books  and  methods  of  executing  the  law.  We 
were  at  once  flooded  with  instructions  as  to  our  duty,  bol- 
stered by  opinions  from  distinguished  lawyers,  judges  and 
legislators,  from  our  own  state,  Maine,  New  York  and  sev- 
eral of  the  Western  States,  and  also  with  a  large  number  of 
text  books  for  our  examination,  each  vouched  for  and  recom- 
mended by  persons  of  distinction  and  in  many  cases  high  in 
authority.  From  the  chaos  of  opinion  which  ensued  we 
endeavored  to  extricate  ourselves  by  endeavoring  to  ascer- 
tain the  spirit  and  purpose  of  the  Legislature  and  then  enforce 
that  spirit  and  purpose  in  the  most  practical  way  we  could 
devise. 

We  required  all  teachers,  not  already  fitted  to  teach  such 
subjects,  to  prepare  themselves  at  once.  We  determined 
that  the  most  effective  way  to  teach  these  subjects  would  be 
in  the  higher  grades  to  use  text  books  in  connection  with  the 
general  instruction  upon  Physiology  and  Hygiene,  as  already 
provided  oy  law  and  the  course  of  study,  adding  such  lectures 
and  oral  instructions  as  would  best  imbue  the  minds  of  all 
scholars  with  the  facts  and  importance  of  the  subject.  In 
the  lower  grades  of  schools  it  was  deemed  impracticable  to 
use  text  books  for  scholars,  so  the  teachers  were  supplied 
with  text  books  of  various  authors  and  required  to  give  oral 
instruction,  every  week,  to  all  their  scholars.  This  has  been 
done,  and  we  trust  the  result  will  be  satisfactory.  If  only 
one  boy  or  girl  is  saved  it  will  pay  for  all  the  cost  and  labor. 

SCHOOL  BUILDINGS. 

During  the  past  year  the  school  buildings  have  required 
the  usual  amount  of  repairs  only,  except  in  the  instance  of 
the  East  Ward  Building,  which  was  damaged  by  lightning 
during  the  summer.  Had  this  occurred  during  the  sessions 
of  the  school,  judging  from  the  course  of  the  electric  fluid, 
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the  result  would  have  been  the  death  or  injury  of  a  large 
number  of  the  pupils.  In  structure,  arrangement  and  sani- 
tary condition  we  believe  our  school  buildings  will  compare 
favorably  with  those  of  adjoining  towns.  During  the  year 
Dr.  D.  F.  Lincoln  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  Lunacy  and 
Charity,  in  the  course  of  an  official  inspection  of  some  of  the 
school  buildings  of  the  State,  visited  our  town,  and  exam- 
ined five  of  our  school  buildings. 

From  his  report  we  learn  that  he  visited  one  hundred  and 
seventy-two  buildings  in  twenty-five  cities  and  towns  in  the 
Commonwealth,  including  Boston,  Newton,  Brookline,  Mel- 
rose, Fall  River,  Salem,  Worcester,  Springfield  and  Pitts- 
field.  We  take  pleasure  in  copying  his  report  in  regard  to 
our  own  town  in  full,  as  the  opinion  of  a  learned,  impar- 
tial and  independent  official. 

(REPORT.) 

WAKEFIELD  . 

Five  buildings  were  visited.  Their  character  on  the  whole 
was  equal  to  the  average. 

The  two  central  schools  stand  in  a  very  spacious  lot,  on  a 
moderate  elevation,  which  gives  perfect  drainage.  The  paths 
are  very  good.  In  the  south  building  there  are  four  rooms 
and  two  staircases  ;  the  model  is  peculiar.  The  heating  was 
spoken  of;  coal  stoves  have  been  substituted  for  wood-burn- 
ers in  both  these  buildings,  proving  so  much  more  economical 
that  it  costs  little  more  to  heat  both  than  it  formerly  did 
to  heat  one.  The  thermometers  did  not  range  high,  but  there 
was  little  complaint;  64°,  68°,  67°,  (57°  at  the  usual  height, 
while  at  the  floors  it  marked  59°  in  the  first  room  and  63Q 
in  the  others.  In  each  of  the  lower  rooms  there  was  a  brick 
heated  flue  a  foot  square  for  ventilation  ;  in  each  of  the  upper 
ones,  two  of  wood,  1  by  2  feet,  suitably  capped.  The 
privies  are  not  room}7  enough,  and  the  urinals  are  not  as 
they  should  be  in  regard  to  cleanliness. 

The  north  building  has  three  rooms.  Those  on  the  first 
floor  have  heated  ventilating  flues  which  draw  fairly  well. 
In  the  second  primary  class  the  air  was  tolerably  pure,  the

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thermometer  at  66°;  but  in  the  other  (first  primary),  the 
air  seemed  very  bad ;  the  temperature  72°  ;  the  children 
were  dirtier  than  the  others  ;  the  ventilation  not  well  planned. 
The  upper  room  is  twice  the  size,  the  temperature  72°  ; 
boards  so  arranged  as  to  throw  air  directly  upon  the  scholars 
as  it  enters  windows.  The  plan  of  this  building  has  been 
advantageously  remodeled. 

High  School. — Three  stories,  with  one  large  and  several 
small  rooms  in  each.  The  arrangement  did  not  seem  entire- 
ly judicious.  Ventilators  of  considerable  size  are  found  in 
the  large  rooms,  but  there  is  difficulty  in  warming.  The  two 
recitation-rooms  used  by  the  High  School  are  very  close,  have 
no  ventilators,  and  contain  24  pupils  each,  or  more  ;  they 
are  not  roomy  enough.  There  is  a  peculiar  arrangement  of 
hours,  giving  a  long  recess  of  30  minutes  at  noon^to  enable 
some  of  the  scholars  to  get  their  dinners  at  the  family  hour. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  the  demands  of  school  are  made  to 
conflict  with  those  of  nature  in  many  high-school  pupils  in 
this  State.  Any  arrangement  which  seeks  to  remedy  this 
deserves  praise. 

The  master  remarks:  "Out  of  a  school  of  87  pupils,  29 
complain  of  headaches ;  but  only  9  attribute  them  partially 
to  school  work.  Twenty-nine  complain  of  susceptibility  to 
colds,  23  of  whom  attribute  it  to  defective  heating.  Three 
are  troubled  with  deafness,  and  six  with  defective  sight, 
only  one  of  whom  thinks  it  due  to  school  work." 

A  great  improvement  has  been  made  by  removing  the 
boys'  water  closet  from  the  cellar,  though  the  place  in  the 
yard  is  not  what  it  should  be.  The  girls'  water  closet  is  in 
a  perfectly  close  room  in  the  cellar ;  the  room  is  reached  by 
a  very  dark  passage,  and  has  a  penetrating  odor  which  is 
perceptible  in  the  room  above.  The  apparatus  is  a  flush- 
tank. 

Hamilton. — Built  in  1884,  of  brick,  4  rooms ;  neat  in 
appearance.  The  halls  are  roomy,  stairs  good  ;  cellar  very 
well  lighted.  Each  room  has  2  wooden  ventilating  flues,  20 
by  10,  leading  by  too  many  turns  to  a  box  at  the  ridgepole, 
and  thence  discharging  upwards  through  a  louvred  cupola. 
The  currents  were  unequal.     A  good  model,  on  the  whole. 

Franklin. — A  wooden  two-story  house  with  2  rooms,  12 
years  old  ;  the  model  is  not  modern.  There  are  4  others  in 
the  town  built  about   the    same  time,   40  years  ago.     The 
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entry  is  very  dark,  and  in  the  others  the  entries  are  less 
roomy,  The  upper  room  is  rather  large,  and  14  feet  high  ; 
it  had  a  neat,  pleasant  look;  themometer  73°.  One  small 
ventilator.  Cellar  sometimes  wet.  Privies  13  feet  distant ; 
no  annoyance. 

THE  SCHOOLS. 

An  honored  member  of  the  State  Board  of  Education,  who 
has  recently  visited  thirteen  of  our  schools,  said  that  the 
schools  of  Wakefield  have  improved  as  much  in  the  last 
decade  as  in  any  town  of  his  acquaintance,  and  that  they 
were  fully  up  to  the  average  of  schools  in  towns  in  which  no 
superintendent  is  employed.  Better  than  that  we  could  not 
expect.  While  we  are  not  as  well  qualified  to  judge  as  one 
whose  life  has  been  spent  in  schools,  our  own  observation 
and  judgment  lead  us  to  believe  that  our  teachers,  as  a  body, 
are  as  well  qualified,  faithful  and  devoted  as  can  be  found 
elsewhere,  that  the  children  of  the  town  are  as  capable 
and  alert  as  children  in  other  towns,  and  that  the  progress 
made  corresponds  with  the  character  of  the  teachers  and 
scholars.  As  we  review  the  last  decade  and  compare  the 
schools  of  1876  with  those  of  1886  a  marked  change  is 
noticeable  in  their  organization,  system,  grading,  discipline, 
work,  and  in  their  general  tone  and  character,  and  we  do  not 
hesitate  to  say  that  the  change  is  an  improvement.  It  has 
been  a  gradual  one,  scarcely  observable  from  year  to  year, 
but  nevertheless  silently  and  without  noise  of  hammer  it  has 
made  its  way.  We  do  not  propose  to  speak  of  the  schools 
individually,  except  in  a  few  instances,  for  special  reasons. 

HIGH   SCHOOL. 

At  the  close  of  the  summer  term  Mr.  Bacon,  the  Sub- 
master  for  the  previous  year,  resigned  to  accept  a  situation 
as  Professor  in  Beloit  College.  His  place  was  filled  by  the 
choice  of  Mr.  C.  S.  Jackson,  who  still  occupies  the  position. 
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A  few  days  after  the  commencement  of  the  fall  term  Mr. 
Hill  received  an  invitation  to  take  charge  of  the  High  School 
in  Xewburyport  at  a  salary  of  $2,000  per  year.     The  Com- 
mittee felt  that  they  ought  not  to  take  the  risk  of  a  change 
of  principals  at  that  time  in  order  to  save  two  hundred  dol- 
lars, and  his  salary  was  increased  to  the  amount  first  offered 
by  Xewburyport,  and  his  services  retained  ;  he  was  after- 
ward   offered    a  substantial    advance   at   Xewburyport,    but 
declined  to  entertain  it.     Miss  Keith  still  retains  her  position 
as  assistant.     The  September  term  opened  with  one  hundred 
and  fifteen  scholars,  but  the  number  is  now  reduced  to  one 
hundred  and  five.  The  graduating  class  of  this  year  numbers 
twenty-eight,  the  largest  ever  graduated,     There  are  in  the 
Advanced  Grammar  School  sixty-six,  of  whom  it  is  safe  to 
say  fifty-five  will  enter  the  High  School   in  September,  thus 
making  a  school  of  one  hundred  and  thirty  scholars  probably. 
The  present  seating  capacity  of  the  main  room  is  one  hundred 
and    fourteen ;    the  ante-rooms    are    not    large    enough  to 
contain  the  present  junior  class  or  the  incoming  class.     The 
scholars  are  jostled  together  upon  settees  in  the  sub-master's 
room,  without  desks   or  facilities  for  work,  or  places  to  put 
books.     In  this  situation  it  is  evident  that  good  work  cannot 
be  done,  and  that  discipline  must  be  difficult.     The  seats  are 
uncomfortable,  the  blackboard  room  unequal  to  the  demand, 
and  the  air  vicious  and  unhealthy.    The  time  has  come  which 
the  projectors  of  the  High  School  Building  had  in  mind  when 
it  was  erected.     It  was  intended  for  a  High  School  Building 
and   to    be   used  for  High  School  purposes  and  the  High 
School  will  need  the  whole  of  it  at  the  beginuing  of  another 
year.     Of  course  it  could  get  along  with   either  one  of  the 
rooms  now  occupied  by  Mrs.  Wentworth  or  Miss  Hamblin, 
but  for  the  most  effective  work  the  whole  building  is  needed. 
With  the  advent  of  the  incoming  class  it  is  evident  that  the 
services  of  another   teacher  are  demanded.     This  state  of 
facts   is  laid  before  the  town  for  its  action  and  something 
should  be  done  at  once.     The  action  suggested  in  the  report 
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of  last  year  would  meet  the  difficulty.  The  far-sighted  and 
the  right  thing  to  do  is  to  build  a  four-room  buildiug,  into 
which  the  Advanced  and  the  First  Grammar  Schools  can  be,  as 
soon  as  possible,  transferred,  and  use  the  other  two  rooms  as 
occasion  requires.  They  will  be  needed  in  a  short  time.  This 
arrangement  will  leave  the  whole  of  the  High  School  Build- 
ing for  the  use  of  the  High  School';  but  this  plan  cannot  be 
carried  out  in  season  for  next  fall,  and  it  is  apparent  that 
some  expedient  must  be  adopted,  and  the  matter  is  in  the 
hands  of  the  town.  During  the  year,  upon  the  petition  of 
all  the  boys  in  the  High  School,  supplemented  by  the 
approval  of  the  teachers,  military  drill  was  made  a  part  of 
the  regular  work  of  the  school,  and  at  the  request  of  the 
Committee  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  petitioned  the  Gov- 
ernor to  allow  the  High  School  Cadets  to  drill  and  parade  in 
public,  which  request  was  readily  granted.  A  Company  has 
been  organized,  uniformed  and  armed,  and  have  a  regular 
drill  under  the  instruction  of  Mr.  Herbert  W.  T\ralton  of  this 
town  as  drill  master.  The  Company  has  been  enthusiastically 
supported  by  the  school,  and  we  have  no  doubt  will  result  in 
the  formation  of  good  habits  of  position  and  carriage,  as  well 
as  a  good  training  in  those  things  which  tend  to  make  citizen 
soldiers.  The  whole  expense  of  the  military  drill  is  borne 
by  voluntary  subscription. 


GRADUATING  EXERCISES. 

These  took  place  in  the  Town  Hall  on  the  evening  oi  June 
25th,  and  would  take  favorable  rank  with  any  which  have 
preceded  them.  The  careful  and  painstaking  drill  of  teach- 
ers was  apparent  throughout.  The  class  requested  that 
their  friends  should  not  present  them  with  bouquets,  and 
their  entire  absence  was  noticeable  ;  a  departure  which  we 
heartily  commend.  Now,  if  the  next  class  will  graduate  in 
calico,    they   will   merit    the    approbation   of  every   right- 
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minded  person.  In  years  past  it  has  been  a  heavy  burden 
upon  many  of  our  citizens  to  meet  the  demands  of  fashion 
when  a  daughter  graduated.  Let  money  be  expended  for 
the  essentials  of  an  education,  but  not  upon  the  frivolities  of 
fashion.  As  usual  we  append  the  programme  for  the  even- 
ing and  the  roll  of  honor  for  the  }^ear.

ADVANCED  GUAMMAR  SCHOOL. 


At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  number   in  this  school 
was  too  large  for  one  teacher,  and  the  small  room,  known  as 
the  apparatus  room,  was  taken  for  an  assistant's  room,  and 
Miss  Huttie  M.  Emerson,  a  graduate  of  our  High  School  and 
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of  the  Salem  Normal  School,  was  appointed  assistant,  a 
position  in  which  she  did  good  work  to  the  first  of  March, 
when  she  resigned,  and  Miss  Lnella  A.  Leavitt  of  Saco, 
Maine,  a  graduate  of  Framingham  Normal  School  was  chosen 
to  fill  the  vacancy.  The  present  number  of  the  school  is 
sixty-seven,  of  whom  fifty-live  have  signified  their  intention  of 
entering  the  High  School,  and  there  is  every  reason  to  expect 
that  number  will  be  promoted.  The  two  First  Grammar 
Schools  are  expected  to  promote  the  most  of  their  number 
into  this  room  at  the  end  of  the  summer  term,  and  the  school 
another  year  promises  to  be  as  large  as  the  present.  The 
room  used  by  the  assistant  is  small  and  poorly  ventilated, 
and  the  best  work  cannot  be  done  there.  If  there  should  be 
any  large  increase,  it  would  be  impossible  even  to  pack  them 
into  the  present  accommodations.  The  work  of  the  year  has 
been  done  better  than  we  could  expect  with  the  accommoda- 
tions, but  the  town  owes  this  result  to  the  indefatigable 
labors  of  Mrs.  Wentworth,  whose  name  is  so  indissolubly 
connected  with  the  life  and  growth  of  the  school. 

CD 

CENTRE   PRIMARY   SCHOOLS. 

At  the  close  of  the  June  term,  in  accordance  with  our 
expectation  during  the  year,  the  Bank  Building  Primary 
School  was  abolished.  This  we  were  enabled  to  do  by  pro- 
motion. We  hoped  that  all  the  scholars  in  the  Centre  could  . 
be  cared  for  without  further  teaching  force,  but  in  this  we 
were  disappointed,  and  early  in  the  fall  Term  we  were  obliged 
to  furnish  an  assistant  for  Miss  Thompson  in  the  Second 
Primary,  and  Miss  Emily  F.  Emerson  was  selected  for  the 
place,  where  she  still  remains.  During  a  small  portion  of  the 
time  it  is  possible  her  services  might  have  been  dispensed 
with,  but  only  for  a  few  days  at  a  time,  and  it  has  been 
thought  best  to  retain  her  for  the  present.  If  the  usual 
influx  occurs  with  the  opening  of  the  spring  some  other 
arrangement  must  be  made.    . 
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OTHER   CHANGES. 

At  the  close  of  the  spring  term  Miss  Danforth,    of  the 
North    Ward,    resigned,   in   order   to  keep   a   matrimonial 
engagement,  and  at  the  close  of  the  summer  term  Miss  Den- 
nett, of  the  East  Ward,  followed  her  example.     Both  were 
faithful  teachers,  and  they  won  the  respect  and  confidence  of 
the  Committee  and  those  who  had  knowledge  of  their  work. 
During  the  summer  vacation  Miss  Sweetser,  of  the  Franklin 
Primary,   yielded  to  an  inducement,  perhaps    not  quite  so 
alluring,  but  which  she  could  not  resist,  a  material  increase 
of  salary    offered  her  in    Maiden,  where    she   continues   to 
exhibit  those  traits  of  character  and  that  capacity  for  teaching 
which    made    her   services  to  this  town  so  valuable.     The 
vacancy  in  the  North  Ward  was  filled  by  the  choice  of  Miss 
Mary  J.  Kelly,  who  had  been  an  assistant  of  Miss  Danforth, 
and  a  graduate  of  our  High  School  in  the  class  of  1884,  as 
principal,  and  Miss  Elizabeth  K.  Sanborn,  a  graduate  in  the 
same  class,  as  assistant. 

Upon  the  resignation  of  Miss  Dennett  and  Miss  Sweetser, 
Miss  Kelly  was  transferred  to  the  East  Ward,  Miss  Bishop 
of  the  Woodville  School  to  the  Franklin  Primary,  and  Miss 
Sanborn  was  appointed  to  the  Woodville  School.  The 
vacancy  created  by  the  transfer  of  Miss  Kelly  to  the  East 
Ward  was  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Miss  A.  C.  Dicker- 
man  of  North  Easton,  Mass.,  who  still  holds  the  position 
and  is  doing  good  work. 

We  are  pleased  to  note  the  earnest  determination  and  the 
hard  work  displayed  by  the  graduates  of  our  own  High 
School.     They  are  bound  to  succeed. 

COURSE   OF   STUDY. 

During  the  year  the  entire  course  of  study  has  been 
re-arranged.  It  represents  the  observation  and^thought  of 
the  Committee  coupled  with  the  experience  of  the  teachers 
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in  the  different  grades.  We  believe  it  to  be  more  complete 
and  better  adapted  to  the  wants  of  the  town  than  any  form- 
erly prescribed.     We  append  a  copy  to  this  report. 


INDUSTRIAL  EDUCATION. 

This  subject  is  rapidly  gaining  a  hold  upon  the  public 
mind,  and  eliciting  the  attention  of  teachers  and  school 
officials,  It  is  based  upon  the  idea  that  the  child  should  be 
taught  in  the  public  schools  to  do,  as  well  as  to  think  and  to 
be  ;  should  be  taught  the  possibilities  and  results  of  action, 
as  wTell  as  of  thinking  and  being  ;  the  training  of  the  eye,  the 
hand,  the  arm  and  the  foot,  as  well  as  the  finer  organs 
of  thought  and  speech.  It  is  argued  that  the  tendency  of 
the  schools  is  to  lead  youth  to  seek  an  occupation  and  liveli- 
hood among  the  professions  or  in  mercantile  life,  who  from 
natural  fitness  should  seek  them  among  the  trades,  mechan- 
ical arts,  or  in  agriculture ;  that  all  children  are  given  the 
same  class  and  course  of  study  instead  of  so  arranging  the 
curriculum  as  to  afford  scope  to  the  natural  inclination  of  the 
pupil.  These  arguments  are  unquestionably  true,  in  part, 
but  so  long  as  reading  and  writing  are  pre-requisites  to 
voting  there  is  a  point  in  mental  culture  to  which  all  children 
should  be  educated  alike,  and  the  important  question  is  at 
what  time  and  place  should  the  natural  bent  or  inclination  of 
the  pupil  be  allowed  its  course.  This  is  a  question  which 
has  hardly  reached  us  in  connection  with  our  schools,  but  is 
agitating  higher  institutions  of  learning,  and  is  as  practical 
with  us  as  with  them.  There  is  no  reason  why,  if  a  boy  has 
a  taste  for  mechanics,  he  should  not  be  allowed  to  cultivate 
that  taste  and  receive  instruction  in  the  public  schools,  as 
well  as  a  boy  who  expects  to  become  a  physician  or  a  lawyer 
should  be  instructed  in  the  Latin  lan^ua^e.  The  time  is 
upon  us  when  towns  should  provide  a  place  where  the  rudi- 
ments of  mechanic  and  industrial  arts  may  be  taught,  not  in 
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substitution  for,  but  in  connection  with  the  regular  school 
work.  It  is  far  better  to  turn  out  good  mechanics  and  far- 
mers than  poor  doctors  and  lawyers.  The  objection  made  is 
that  it  will  tend  to  make  classes  or  castes  in  society,  but  that 
is  a  matter  which  will  regulate  itself  in  a  land  and  under  a 
government  like  ours,  where  the  possibility  of  any  position 
in  life  is  open  to  every  boy  and  girl. 

SUPERINTENDENCE. 

Upon  this  subject  we  have  expressed  our  opinion  so  fre- 
quently and  strongly  we  can  do  little  more  than  refer  to 
former  reports.  The  schools  of  the  town  demand  a  good 
superintendent  and  they  will  never  reach  the  point  of  excel- 
lence which  they  ought  until  they  have  one ;  and  the  town 
has  no  moral  right  to  complain  of  schools  or  committee, 
when  it  refuses  to  avail  itself  of  one  of  the  most  effective 
means  of  improvement.  Ten  per  cent,  added  to  the  expenses 
of  our  schools  for  a  good  superintendent  will  yield  twenty- 
five  per  cent,  return  in  their  character.  The  figures  given 
on  a  former  page  of  this  report  upon  the  cost  of  Superin- 
tendence in  the  towns  with  which  we  have  made  some 
comparison,  will  prove  a  suggestive  bit  of  reading  to  those 
who  complain  of  the  extravagance  of  the  School  Committee. 

NEEDS. 

In  this  report  we  have  placed  before  the  town  the  condit- 
ion of  matters  at  the  High  School  Building.  The  parents  of 
the  more  than  two  hundred  pupils  in  that  building,  are  at 
least  as  much  interested  as  the  School  Committee,  and  those 
who  have  nine  hundred  children  in  the  lower  schools,  cannot 
fail  to  see  where  their  interest  lies.  It  is  too  much  to  expect 
of  any  Board  of  School  Committee,  unless  they  are  more 
than  human,  to  continually  place  before  the  parents  of  schol- 
ars whom  they  are  trying  to  benefit,  their  needs,  things  which 
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are  absolutely  necessary  for  their  life,  health  and  growth, 
physically,  morally  and  mentally,  and  be  met  only  by  lack 
of  co-operation  or  posit  "  >  *-**'•  ff.  It  is  for  the  town  to 
consider. 

We  have  made  the  lowe      estimates  for  which  we  think  it 
possible  to  carry  on  the  schools  in  their  present  efficiency  for 
the  ensuing  year.     It  will  only  be  by  the  most  extraordinary 
good  fortune  if  these  figures  are  not  exceeded,  and  we  have 
made  them  relyiug  upon  that  good  fortune.    We  recommend 
for  general  school  purposes  the  sum  of  sixteen  thousand  and 
five  hundred  dollars,  for  school  incidentals  fifteen  hundred 
dollars,  and  for  books  and  supplies  fifteen  hundred  dollars. 
We  have  ten  in    our  corps  of  teachers  who   are  receiving 
less  than    four  hundred  dollars  per   year  salary,    most   of 
whom  have  been   in  the  schools  years,  or  long  enough  to 
entitle  them    by  every  consideration  of  fairness  and  decen- 
cy, to  an  increase  of  twenty  or  forty  dollars  per  year,  as  the 
case  maybe.  Without  much  question  another  teacher  will  be 
required  in  the  High   School,  at  the  beginning  of  the  fall 
term,  for  whom  we  have  made  no  provision  in  this  estimate, 
nor  have  we  made  any  provision  for  additional  school  room 
or  furniture.       To  raise  a  less  sum  would  be  demoralizing 
to  the  schools,  and  we  trust  that  the  good  common  sense  of 
the  town  will  prevail  as  it  has  so  many  times  before. 

PERSONAL, 

With  this  year  the  Chairman  closes  nine  years'  service 
upon  the  School  Committee,  three  of  which  he  has  served  as 
Secretary  and  six  as  Chairman,  and  in  consonance  with  his 
expressed  determination  at  his  last  election,  he  wishes  to  be 
relieved  from  further  duty.  In  severing  a  connection  so 
long  established,  he  desires  to  place  on  record  his  grateful 
appreciation  ot  the  confidence  his  fellow  citizens  have  reposed 
in  him,  and  of  the  high  honor  which  they  have  conferred  in 
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associating  his  name  with  one  of  its  public  school  buildings. 
The  duties  which  have  devolved  upon  him  have  been  fre- 
quently onerous,  but  never  irksome.  The  association  with 
the  various  members  of  the  Committee,  the  teachers  and 
others  connected  with  the  schools,  has  been  uniformly  pleas- 
ant and  agreeable,  while  to  the  hundreds  of  scholars  who 
have  passed  along  under  his  supervision,  he  owes  a  debt  of 
gratitude  for  their  sunny  smiles  and  pleasant  words  which  he 
can  never  pay.  His  most  fragrant  memories  are  of  the 
scenes  in  which  he  has  endeavored  to  lead  some  wayward 
child  to  a  better  conception  of  his  duty  and  perhaps  to  a 
nobler  life.

SECOND  PRIMARY  SCHOOL. 

FIRST   YEAR. 

Arithmetic. — Count  to  one  hundred.  Add,  subtract,  multiply  and 
divide  numbers  as  large  as  ten.  Teach  the  common  fractional  parts? 
as  halves,  thirds,  quarters.  Teach  the  use  of  coins  to  ten  cents. 
Chart  and  blackboard  exercises. 

Drawing. — Draw  on  slates  and  blackboards  easy  combinations  of 
straight  lines.     Teach  names  of  lines  and  their  positions,  as  upright 
(vertical), level  (horizontal), slanting  (oblique),  parallel ;  at  angles  with 
each  other,  as  obtuse,  acute,  perpendicular.      Divide  lines  into  two 
equal  parts,  and  sub-divide  them.

Teach 
the  use  of  capitals  at  the  beginning  of  sentences,  and  the  periods  and 
question  marks  at  the  end.  Require  simple  stories  about  the  reading 
lessons,  pictures,  plants,  animals,  household  articles,  and  whatever 
the  skill  of  the  teacher  may  suggest.  Carefully  correct  mistakes.  ., 
Teach  to  distinguish  form,  color,  and  chief  qualities  of  objects.  Re- 
cite prose  and  poetry  suitable  to  grade. 

Reading.— Read  from  charts,  blackboard,  and  First  Readers.  One 
half  of  two,  at  least,  of  the  following  :  Franklin,  Munroe,  Swinton,  Lib- 
pincott,  McGuffy,  Sheldon  or  Normal.  Teach  pupils  to  understand 
what  they  read,  to  articulate  distinctly,  and  to  pronounce  correctly. 

Spelling, — Spell  by  sounds  and  by  letters  the  words  in  their  Read- 
ers. 

Writing.  Write  on  slates  daily,  small  letters,  Arabic  figures,  fami- 
liar words,  and  short  sentences.  Careful  attention  to  position  of  body 
and  manner  of  holding  pencil.

— Add,  subtract,  multiply  and  divide  numbers  as  large 
as  twenty-five  (multiplier  and  divisor  not  larger  than  five).  Practise 
multiplication  and  division  tables  through  five.  Use  chart  and  black- 
board. Mental  examinations  daily.  Franklin  Primary  Arithmetic  to 
page  66. 

Drawing.  Draw  on  slates  and  blackboard.  Teach  to  improve 
the  work  of  previous  year.  Draw  straight  lines  straighter,  perpendic- 
ular and  horizontal  lines  more  exact.  Draw  combination  of  straight 
and  curved  lines,  and  simple  geometric  forms  alter  they  have  been  ex- 
plained and  illustrated  by  the  teacher, 

Language. — Continue  work  of  first  year,  but  talk  and  write  about 
less  familiar  plants-,  animals,  and  things.

It  is  expected  that  the  course  of  study  will  be  completed  in  the 
time  prescribed,  and  that  other  matters  will  not  be  allowed  to  pre- 
vent, and  no  change  will  be  allowed  without  the  vote  of  the  Commit- 
tee. 

Physiology  and  hygiene,  including  special  instruction  as  to  the 
effects  of  alcoholic  drinks,  stimulants  and  narcotics  on  the  human 
system,  shall  be  taught  as  a  regular  branch  of  study  in  all  the  schools. 
In  the  Primary  and  Intermediate  Schools  this  may  be  done  by  famil- 
iar talks,  lectures  and  illustrations  \  in  the  higher  grades  suitable  text 
books  will  be  used.  Teachers  are  expected  to  make  necessary  prep- 
aration for  this  work. 

Singing. — As  directed  by  the  teacher  of  music.  Teachers  will 
devote  as  much  time  as  can  reasonably  be  spared  to  singing,  and  it 
will  be  well  to  occasionally  combine  this  with  physical  exercise. 

Physical  Exercises. — A  short  time  each  day  should  be  spent  in 
calisthenic  exercises  and  inarching.  Special  attention  should  be  giv- 
en to  secure  easy,  graceful  and  healthful  positions. 

The  scholars  in  the  West  Ward  Primary  School  will  be  fitted  for 
the  Hamilton  Second  Intermediate  School. 

In  the  Franklin  Intermediate,  West  Ward  Intermediate,  East  Ward, 
North  Ward,  Woodville  and  Greenwood  Schools,  they  will  be  fitted 
for  the  Second  Grammar  Schools.

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TRUSTEES'  REPORT. 


The  Trustees  of  the  Beebe  Town  Library  herewith  present 
the  30th  Annual  Report  of  that  Institution.  From  its  very 
meagre  beginning,  when  its  objects  and  aims  were  but  indefi- 
nitely understood,  when  its  designs  and  purposes  were 
clearly  apprehended  but  by  a  few,  this  armor  bearer  to  the 
Public  Schools,  this  fountain  of  mental  supply  to  the  homes 
and  firesides  of  our  town,  has  broadened  and  developed  by 
the  fostering  care  of  the  people,  until  now,  with  its  more 
than  8000  volumes,  with  the  bountiful  spread  upon  the 
tables  of  its  grand  adjunct,  the  Public  Reading  Room,  it  has 
become  a  public  necessity. 


LIBRARIAN. 


At  the  commencement  of  the  year  it  was  believed  that  our 
former  efficient  librarian  would  so  far  have  recovered  her 
health  as  to  be  able  to  at  once  resume  her  duties.  She  had 
been  absent  on  account  of  family  afflictions,  and  had  herself 
broken  under  the  strain  of  sorrow,  and  was  reported,  upon 
her  re-election  to  the  position,  to  be  too  sick  to  either  accept 
or  decline  the  election.  In  consequence  of  her  continued 
illness,  the  services  of  Miss  Helen  J.  Taylor,  a  personal 
friend  of  Miss  Marsh,  were  secured,  and  during  her  admin- 
istration of  the  office,  the  people  were  served  with  fidelity, 
and  by  her  kindly  assistance  and  eminent  ability  she  won  for 
herself  the  warm  commendations  of  the  Trustees,  and  the 
sincere  regards  of  the  patrons  of  the  Library,  but  during  the 
.month  of  October  the  fact  became  known  to  the  Trustees 
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that  Miss  Marsh  would  not  be  able  ever  again  to  assume  the 
duties  of  Librarian.  Her  disease  had  assumed  a  form  which 
called  forth  the  profound  regrets  and  the  deepest  sympathies 
of  the  people.  The  supreme  element  of  life  had  departed. 
The  bod}r  was  here,  but  that  which  orders,  directs  and  con- 
trols was  a'one  ;  the  mechanical  life  remains,  but  through  the 
hazy  atmosphere  of  clouded  faculties,  aimless  and  orderless, 
that  life  still  gropes  and  wanders  with  uncertain  tread. 

Upon  receiving  this  information  that,  so  far  as  Miss  Marsh 
was  concerned,  the  office  of  Librarian  was  vacant,  the 
Trustees  felt  it  to  be  a  duly  to  the  public  to  make  a  perma- 
nent appointment  of  Librarian.  The  eminent  fitness  of  Miss 
Taylor  presented  a  strong  claim  for  her  appointment,  but 
equally  strong  reasons  were  urged  for  the  appointment  of  a 
resident  of  Wakefield,  and  among  the  five  applicants  for  the 
position,  Mrs.  Hattie  A.  Shepard,  well  and  favorably  known 
to  the  people  of  Wakefield,  was  selected,  and  she  has  per- 
formed the  duties  with  ability  and  untiring  faithfulness. 

In  view  of  the  continued  illness  of  Miss  Marsh,  the  follow- 
ing resolutions,  prepared  by  the  Secretary,  were  read  and 
unanimously  adopted  by  the  Trustees  : 

Whereas  the  Trustees  of  the  Beebe  Town  Library  learn 
with  great  regret  of  the  continuance  of  the  malady  of  mind 
which  still  afflicts  our  late  librarian,  Miss  Victorine  E. 
Marsh,  and  recalling  the  high  qualities  which  fitted  her  for 
the  service  of  this  institution,  and  which  in  her  long  connec- 
tion Avith  it  were  constantly  ripening,  they  desire  to  express 
and  place  upon  their  records  their  regrets,  by  the  following 
Resolutions,  to  be  entered  thereon  : 

Resolved, — That  we  sympathize  with  herself  and  family  in 
their  affliction,  and  that  we  desire  to  express  sincere  appre- 
ciation of  Miss  Marsh's  long  and  satisfactory  service  as  Libra- 
rian of  the  Beebe  Town  Library,  of  Wakefield,  Mass, — and  the 
unselfishness  of  spirit  which  she  always  exhibited  in  the  per- 
formance of  her  duty  as  such  ;  the  recollection  of  which  will 
be  ever  cherished  by  the  Trustees  and  patrons  of  the  library. 

Each  year  of  her  administration  has  borne  witness  to  her 
fidelity  to  her  charge,  and  the  animating  spirit  of  her  efforts 
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has  always  shed  a  lustre  upon  the  mission  of  the  library — 
and  Time — which  appraises  us  all  at  our  just  valuation,  will 
ever  aecord  to  her  efforts  in  the  past,  the  tribute  oi*  faithful 
duty  well  performed. 

RESIGNATIONS- 

During  the  year  two  resignations  of  members  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  have  been  received.  That  of  Mr.  Eugene  O'Hea 
and  Rev.  W.  H.  Morrison.  Mr.  Morrison  has  removed  from 
his  pastorate  in  AYakefield,  to  another  State,  and  his  resig- 
nation had  been  received  late  in  the  year.  Mr.  O'lleci".^  was 
received  early  in  the  year,  and  Mr.  R.H.  Mitchell  was  elect- 
ed in  his  place. 

BEQUEST   OF   nit.    F.    P.    IIURD. 

We  deem  it  but  just  to  recognize  in  our  report,  the  bequest 
of  Dr.  Francis  P.  Ilurd.  We  are  sensible  of  the  fact  that 
the  unassuming  benevolence  of  the  donor  would  shun  any 
parade  of  publicity  in  such  a  bequest.  But  Ave  believe  the 
people  desire  to  place  upon  the  records  of  that  institution  so 
nobly  benefited  by  his  act,  their  just  appreciation  of  his 
thoughtfulness,  and  of  his  manifest  interest  in  the  Library 
ever  since  its  organization. 

CATALOGUE. 

For  a  long  time  the  Trustees  have  felt  the  need  of  a  new 
Catalogue,  but  from  various  causes  have  made  no  recommen- 
dations as  to  its  preparation.  Xow,  however,  the  necessity 
seems  to  arise  for  presenting  to  the  town  an  appeal  for  that 
purpose.  During  the  continuance  of  Miss  Marsh  as  Libra- 
rian, the  need  was  hardly  felt,  for  she  had  grown  up  with  the 
system  of  classification  and  arrangement  of  books,  and  had 
made  the  system  her  own.  Consequently  she  knew  just 
where  to  find  a  book  as  soon  as  inquiry  was  made,  and  the 
classification  by  topics  and  numbers  was  familiar  to  her.  But 
with  the  large  number  of  books  now  in  the  library,  with  con- 
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stant  additions,  it  has  become  of  first  importance,  that  a  more 
simple  and  effective  method  of  supply  to  the  increasing 
demand  be  adopted,  and  the  old  numbers,  together  with  the 
numerous  additions  made  since  the  old  Catalogue  was  printed, 
be  re-arranged,  to  meet  more  promptly  the  business  of 
delivery.  We  think  this  can  be  done  with  little  if  any 
expense  to  the  town  except  as  a  loan.  Already  a  large  num- 
ber of  patrons  of  the  library  have  signified  their  desire  to 
purchase  a  copy,  should  one  be  published,  and  we  have  no 
doubt  many  more  will  purchase  if  such  action  is  taken.  We 
think  sufficient  funds  will  be  received  from  their  sale. to  repay 
any  appropriation  which  the  town  may  be  called  upon  to  make 
for  that  purpose. 

PUBLIC   READING-  ROOM. 

This  feature  of  the  living,  vital  elements  of  the  present  and 
future,  is  too  pregnant  with  possibilities  and  too  large 
with  human  endeavor  to  be  lightly  treated  or  casually 
mentioned.  The  brightest  thought  of  the  present,  the 
richest  treasures  of  the  past,  and  the  thronging  conceptions 
of  the  future,  are  there  spread  out  for  the  intellectual  treat 
of  the  visitor.  It  is  true,  there  are  some  papers  of  a  light 
and  frivolous  nature,  but  these  are  but  leading  strings  to  a 
more  healthful  diet.  Milk  for  babes  and  meat  for  strong 
men.  The  design  is  to  present  to  an  infinite  variety  of 
tastes,  the  most  healthful  of  mental  and  moral  nutriment. 
We  cannot  ignore  the  fact,  if  we  would,  that  a  more  complete 
manhood,  a  larger  life  and  a  more  helpful  womanhood,  comes 
from  the  atmosphere  which  surrounds  its  unnumbered  ora- 
tors, and  which  influences  and  determines  in  countless  ways 
the  moulding  and  developing  of  the  youthful  character,  and 
which  adds  immeasurably  to  the  stability  and  integrity  of  the 
unfolding  mind.  In  this  connection  we  desire  to  acknowledge 
our  indebtedness  to  Mr.  Henry  C.  Hall,  the  janitor  of  the 
Reading  Room,  for  his  efficient  services  in  promoting  the 
order  and  well  being  of  this  institution,  for  we  realize  how 
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much  of  watchfulness  and  care  is  needed  at  times  to  temper 
with  even  balanced  judgment,  the  control  of  public  and 
promiscuous  gatherings. 

DETAILS. 

The  reports  of  the  Treasurer  and  Librarian  are  herewith 
presented,  showing  the  concise  details  of  their  various 
official  duties. 

SUGGESTIONS. 

During  the  past  year,  frequent  inquiry  and  interested  dis- 
cussion developes  a  sentiment,  more  or  less  prevalent,  of  a 
desire  on  the  part  of  a  portion  of  the  people  to  enjoy  the 
benefits  of  the  Public  Beading  Boom  on  Sunday.  That 
many  would  be  benefited  who  otherwise  might  pass  a  cheer- 
less Sunday,  or  not  unlikely  misuse  the  day.  is  probable. 
The  gentle,  quiet  and  orderly  character  of  the  place  on  other 
days,  would  seem  to  be  a  guarantee  of  its  usefulness  in  tbis 
direction. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The  Trustees  recommend  : 

First, — That  the  town  appropriate  the  sum  of  $400  and 
the  proceeds  of  the  dog  tax  for  the  support  of  the  Library, 
and  $325  for  the  support  of  the  Public  Beading  Boom  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

Second, — That  the  town  authorize  the  Trustees  to  prepare 
and  publish  a  new  Catalogue  for  the  Library,  and  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  $500  therefor.

The  above  financial  exhibit  shows  a  total  expenditure  this 
year  of  $5677.29. 

All  bills  have  been  paid  except  a  balance  due  on  the 
Pavilion  to  Page  &  Littlefield,  carpenters,  of  $115  ;  Mills  & 
Harper,  painters,  $220.  These  amounts  were  withheld  in 
accordance  with  the  contract,  until  the  completion  of  the 
work  which  the  Commissioners  thought  best  to  postpone,  the 
painting  being  the  principal  part  remaining,  which  on 
account  of  the  lateness  of  the  season  was  not  finished. 

All  the  work  done  thus  far  is  of  the  most  thorough  and 
enduring  character,  and  with  proper  care  the  Park  will  con- 
stantly increase  in  attractiveness.  While  twenty  thousand 
dollars  has  been  expended  during  the  last  two  years  (not  a 
large  sum  for  a  Park j  nature  has  done  more  for  us  than  money. 
We  can  therefore  afford  to  be  liberal  in  our  appropriations  for 
an  improvement  which  benefits  and  gives  pleasure  to  so  large 
a  number  of  people.  The  surface  work  wasprosecuted  during 
the  season  in  accordance  with  the  plans  of  Mr.  Bowditch,  and 
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has  resulted  in  greatly  enhancing  the  beauty  of  out-  Park. 
That  our  citizens  have  appreciated  this  is  evidenced  by  the 
fact  that  hundreds  during  the  last  season  enjoyed  the 
cool  shades  of  the  '•Common",  or  beautiful  lawn  of  the  North 
Park,  which  a  year  ago  but  lew  thought  sufficiently  attrac- 
tive to  be  worth  even  a  single  visit.  The  new  drinking 
fountain  at  the  north  end  of  the  Common  has  proved  a  great 
convenience  to  the  public.  A  number  of  them,  placed  in 
various  portions  of  the  town,  furnishing  pure  water  to  the 
thirsty  people,  would  be  of  great  moral,  as  well  as  physical, 
benefit,  by  often  preventing  the  drinking  of  intoxicating 
liquors,  as  well  as  many  vile  concoctions  that  are  sold  under 
the  specious  name  of  "temperance  beverages."  We  are 
assured  that  if  the  town  or  public  spirited  citizens  will 
cause  fountains  of  this  character  to  be  erected,  the  Water 
Company  will  furnish  water  for  them  free  of  expense. 

The  removal  of  the  Engine  House  is  greatly  to  be  desired 
— an  unsightly  building  in  an  inconvenient  place.  Wise 
economy  dictates  a  more  central  location,  and  the  interrup- 
tion of  an  almost  perfect  view  confirms  the  wisdom  of  our 
recommending  that  the  town  take  some  early  action  regard- 
ing the  removal  of  this  structure. 


BASE  BALL  GROUNDS. 

Some  location  other  than  the  Park  should  be  provided  for 
the  young  men  and  boys  for  base  ball  playing.  That  they  have 
a  rio'ht  to  be  considered  in  this  matter  is  unquestionable, 
but  however  careful  they  may  be,  that  portion  of:  the  grass 
upon  which  they  play,  will  be  entirely  ruined.  If  some 
field  could  be  engaged  at  a  nominal  sum,  would  it  not  be 
better  for  the  town,  if  it  can  legally  do  so,  if  not  for  the  citi- 
zens who  take  pride  in  the  improved  appearance  of  the  Park, 
to  pay  the  sum  required  for  such  a  purpose. 
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The  majority  of  the  Commissioners  were  of  the  opinion 
that  the  citizens  desired  an  investigation  as  to  the  purchase  of 
land  of  Thomas  Emerson  and  John  Gr.  Aborn,  and  with  this  in 
view  caused  an  exhaustive  abstract  of  title  to  be  made,  and 
employed  counsel,  which  resulted  in  an  article  being  inserted 
in  the  November  town  meeting  warrant,  to  see  if  the  town 
would  affirm  or  repudiate  the  purchase  made  by  a  majority  of 
the  former  Board  of  Park  Commissioners.  The  town  voted 
to  affirm,  thereby  disposing  of  the  matter. 

RECOMMENDATION. 

A  large  amount  of  money  can  be  wisely  expended  during 
the  coming  season,  but  the  Commissioners  have  decided  to 
recommend  only  an  amount  sufficient  to  keep  the  Park  in 
good  order,  and  prosecute  what  to  us  seems  to  be  essential 
to  the  final  completion  of  work  that  will  give  us  one  of  the 
most  beautiful  pleasure  grounds  in  the  state.  Trees  should 
be  set  out  and  growing  in  the  North  Park,  as  well  as  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  hardy  shrubbery. 

The  land  bought  oi  Thos.  Emerson  and  John  Gr.  Aborn, 
ought  not  to  be  left  in  its  present  condition,  if  it  is  to  har- 
monize with  other  portions  of  the  Park.  Under-drainage 
filling  etc.,  must  be  done,  in  order  to  put  this  land  in  a  pas- 
sable condition.  The  granite  curbing  and  concrete  walk, 
should  be  extended  along  the  east  side  of  this  property.  A 
larger  amount  will  therefore  be  needed  this,  than  in  future 
years.  We  recommend  that  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dol- 
lars be  raised  and  appropriated  for  Park  improvement.

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AUDITORS'  FINAL  STATEMENT. 


During  the  past  year,  the  Auditors  have  examined  the 
bills  paid  by  Selectmen's  orders,  numbering  910,  andamount- 
ing  to  $57,674.02.  At  the  close  of  the  year  they  audited 
the  accounts  of  the  Road,  and  Park  Commissioners,  Trustees 
of  Library  and  Reading  Room,  and  Fish  Committee,  and  find 
them  correct,  and  the  vouchers  in  proper  form.  The  accounts 
of  the  Collector  of  Taxes  have  been  examined,  and  we  cer- 
tify that  they  are  correct  as  reported  on  page  101.  In  the 
examination  of  the  accounts  of  Thomas  J.  Skinner,  Treasurer, 
we  have  verified  the  receipts,  and  find  proper  vouchers  for 
the  payment  of  all  monies,  and  that  he  has  a  cash  balance  of 
$439.89  in  the  National  Bank  of  South  Reading,  as  shown 
by  his  report  (page  91).  The  figures  of  the  animal  accounts 
as  given  on  pages  60  to  87  have  been  prepared  with  as  full 
details  as  we  thought  consistent  with  their  clear  and  readv 
comprehension.  If  any  voter  desires  further  details,  we 
shall  be  glad  to  furnish  them.  We  recommend  that  in  the 
future,  no  department  (with  the  possible  exception  of  High- 
ways and  Bridges)  be  furnished  Avith  money  to  disburse  and 
account  for  at  the  end  of  the  year,  but  that  the  rule  shall  be 
uniform  to  have  all  bills  paid  by  orders  drawn  by  the  Select- 
men. We  trust  that  those  who  prepare  the  reports  of  the 
different  departments,  will  see  the  need  of  making  them  con- 
cise, in  order  that  this  volume  shall  not  grow  so  bulky  as  to 
discourage  its  thorough  perusal  and  study  by  the  voters, 
preparatory  to  the  annual  Town  Meeting.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT. 


The  Board  of  Selectmen  would  respectfully  present  the 
following  report  of  the  various  matters  in  their  charge  : 

STREET    LAMPS. 

The  principal  contract  for  lighting  and  care  of  the  street 
lamps  was  awarded  to  Mr.  Denis  O'Connell,  and  he  has 
faithfully  executed  the  same  to  the  general  satisfaction  of  the 
public.  The  Greenwood  lamps,  as  usual,  have  been  in  care 
of  Mr.  I.  F.  Sheldon. 

New  lamp  posts  and  Janterns  have  been  placed  in  accord- 
ance with  votes  of  the  town,  as  shown  on  page  71  of  the 
Auditors'  Report.  The  new  lamps  located  on  Melvin  and 
Bennett  streets  have  been  under  the  charge  of  Mr.  B.  Don- 
nelly. The  Board  would  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $1,500 
be  appropriated  the  coming  year  for  Street  Lamps. 

REWARDS. 

» 

In  April,  1886,  the  Selectmen  offered  a  reward  of  ten 
(10)  dollars  for  the  detection  and  conviction  of  any7  person 
who  should  intentionally  break  the  glass  in  street  lanterns  or 
in  the  windows  of  any  building  in  the  town.  Officer  Alex- 
ander  prosecuted  one  violation  of  the  law,  and  received  the 
reward.     No  other  case  was  reported. 

XEW    HYDRANTS. 

In  accordance  with  town  instruction,  eighteen  new  hy- 
drants hare  been  located,    as    follows:  four   (4)  on    Mam 
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street,  Greenwood;  two  (2)  on  Oak  street.  Greenwood; 
one  (1)  on  Traverse  street ;  two  (2)  on  Bennett  street ;  two 
(2).onMelvin  street;  three  (3)  on  Richardson  street;  two 
(2)  on  Nahant  street :  and  two   (2)  on  Vernon  street. 

TOWN    HALL. 

The  Town  Hall  Building  remains  in  substantially  the  same 
condition  as  one  year  ago  ;  but  the  Board  would  recommend 
that  a  sum  of  money  be  appropriated  by  the  town  to  relay 
bricks  and  make  such  other  repairs  as  are  urgently  needed. 
The  overdraft  in  this  department  (about  $285),  is  caused  by 
the  extra  expense  of  gas,  amounting  to  about  $170 ;  the  pay- 
ment of  the  janitor  for  13  months  ;  and  the  expense  incurred 
by  putting  in  new  hitching  posts,  and  repairs  on  lock-up. 
The  Board  would  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $2000  for 
the  coming  year.

DAMAGES. 

Two  new  claims  for  damages  have  been  placed  before  the 
Board  during  the  year.  One  was  a  claim  for  $300,  filed  by 
Mr.  Denis  Mahoney,  for  alleged  bodily  injuries  received 
from  a  fall  on  the  sidewalk  on  Centre  street,  on  Thursday 
evening,  Feb.  25th,  1886.  The  Board  has  taken  no  action 
upon  this  claim.  The  second  was  a  notice  filed  with  the 
Town  Clerk  by  Miss  Mabel  Bulkley,  for  alleged  serious 
bodily  injuries  received  from  a  fall  on  the  sidewalk  on  Main 
street,  near  H.  L.  Day's  bakery,  on  Jan.  9,  1887.  Xo 
action  has  been  taken  to  settle  this  claim.  The  suit  of  Rob- 
ert S.  Henliekl,  of  Lynnfield,  vs.  the  Town  of  Wakefield, 
for  $$5000,  for  injuries  received  in  October,  1885,  caused 
by  an  alleged  defect  in  the  highway  at  the  south-easterly 
corner  of  Main  and  Water  streets,  which  claim  was  filed  with 
our  predecessors  in  October,  1885  ,  came  to  trial  in  the  Su- 
perior Court.  December,  (1886),  term  hold  en  at  Cambridge. 
After  a  trial  lasting  five  days  the  jury  failed  to  agree,  and 
the  suit  is  liable  to  come  up  again  in  the  next  term  of  the 
court.     S.  K.  Hamilton,   Esq.,  appeared  as  counsel  for  the 

town.

NIGHT   WATCH. 

The  Selectmen  have  employed  two  night  watchmen  in 
accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  town. 

POLICE. 

The  town  appropriated  the  sum  of  $350  for  police  service 
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for  the  year :  but  owing  to  the  fact  that  there  were  bills 
amounting  to  $203.95  which  were  contracted  the  previous 
year,  and  which  the  present  board  were  obliged  to  pay, 
there  was  left  for  actual  use  for  the  past  municipal  year  only 
$146.05,  which  sum  has  been  insufficient.  There  are  still 
several  small  bills  outstanding  against  the  town  in  this  de- 
partment.  The  Board  would  respectfully  recommend  that 
the  sum  of  $500  be  appropriated  for  police  service  the  com- 
ing year. 

SECRETARY. 

To  supply  a  need  for  more  book  room  a  new  black  walnut 
secretary  has  been  placed  in  the  Selectmen's  Room  at  an 
expense  of  $75. 

RESIGNATION. 

On  the  4th  of  November,  John  S.  Eaton,  Esq.,  Secretary 
of  the  Board  resigned  to  go  South  for  the  winter.  In  Mr. 
Eaton's  resignation  the  town  lost  a  valued  and  efficient  offi- 
cer. 

FOREST    FIRE    WARDENS. 

The  Selectmen  have  appointed,  in  accordance  with  Legis- 
lative Act  approved  June  16,  1886,  Messrs.  Rufus  Kendrick, 
Austin  L.  Mansfield  and  Benjamin  YW  Oliver,  as  Forest 
Firewardens,  at  a  salary  of  $25  each  per  annum.  Acting 
tinder  town  instructions  the  following  compensations  of  For- 
est Fire  Warden  Assistants  was  determined.  Number  of 
men  at  any  ordinary  fire,  not  to  exceed  ten  (10).

CORNELIUS    SWEETSER   LECTURE    FUND. 

The  sum  of  $10,000  was  bequeathed  to  the  town  [and  ac- 
cepted by  the  town  see  Town  Clerk's  Records — Book  7, 
folios  310—311]  by  the  late  Cornelius  Sweetser  of  Saco, 
Maine,  for  the  purpose  of  "providing  such  lectures  as  will 
tend  to  improve  and  elevate  the  public  mind,  and  to  impose 
a  reasonable  fee  for  admission  to  such  lectures,  and  pay 
over  the  net  proceeds  of  the  same  to  such  charitable  or- 
ganization in  said  Wakefield  as  the  municipal  officers  of  said 
town  may  designate,  to  be  distributed  among  the  worthy 
poor  of  said  town."  Acting  upon  the  advice  of  S.  K.  Ham- 
ilton, Esq.,  the  town's  counsel,  and  in  response  to  the  public 
demand,  the  Selectmen  have  (with  the  assistance  of  Messrs. 
T.  J.  Skinner,  S.  K.  Hamilton,  and  J.  C.  Hartshorne, 
whom  the  Board  appointed  to  act  with  the  Selectmen  in  the 
matter)  a  course  6ff  instructive  lectures  now  in  progress, 
which  were  arranged  with  the  view  of  meeting  the  conditions 
of  the  trust  accepted  by  the  town. 

OFFICIAL    BULLETINS. 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  town,  passed  at  the  last 
annual  meeting,  the  Selectmen  have  caused  to  be  printed, 
framed  and  posted  in  convenient  places  in  the  town,  ''Official 
Bulletins/'  giving  the  names  of  the  various  town  of£cers3  as 
well  as  the  time  and  place  of  meeting. 

TELEPHONE. 

Acting  under  town  instructions,  the  Selectmen  have  caused 
the  telephone    in  the  Town    House  to    be  removed.      The 
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Board  would  recommend  that  the  telephone  be  replaced,  as 
it  is  undoubtedly  a  great  convenience  to  the  various  servants 
of  the  town. 

OBSTRUCTIONS. 

The  Selectmen  have  attended  to  the  matter  of  removing 
the  obstructions  placed  by  the  Wakefield  Water  Company 
under  the  bridge  across  Main  street,  Lakeside. 

MISCELLANEOUS    EXPENSES. 

The  town  appropriation  in  this  department  has  been  over- 
drawn, on  account  of  the  extra  expense  attending  the  Hen- 
field  suit  ($200)  and  for  a  quarter's  payment  for  new  hydrants 
($180)  for  which  there  was  no  town  appropriation. 

SPECIAL    RECOMMENDATION. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen,  in  closing  their  report,  would 
respectfully  recommend  that  in  the  future,  no  department  be 
furnished  money  to  be  disbursed  and  accounted  for  at  the 
end  of  the  year,  but  that  the  rule  shall  be  uniform  to  have 
all  bills  paid  by  orders  drawn  by  the  Selectmen.

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OVERSEERS'  REPORT. 


Your  Board  of  Overseers,  m  presenting  their  Annual 
Report,  desire  first,  to  make  acknowledgement,  surely  due, 
of  the  loss  to  the  Board  occasioned  by  the  resignation  of  the 
Secretary,  Mr.  John  S.  Eaton,  at  the  November  meeting. 
The  fact  that  his  judgment,  counsel  and  work  were  invalua- 
ble needs  no  mention  to  the  citizens  of  Wakefield. 

In  carrying  out  and  completing  the  work  of  the  year,  his 
methods  have  been  continued  as  far  as  we  were  able. 

A  great  degree  of  satisfaction  is  felt  on  the  part  of  the 
Overseers  that  the  expenses  of  the  Department  have  been 
kept  within  the  appropriation  of  the  town  made  at  the  annual 
meeting  in  April  last;  especially  when  we  consider  the  fact 
that  the  expense  in  insane  hospitals  has  been  sixteen  hundred 
and  eighty  dollars,  ($1,680,)  or  about  one-third  of  our  regu- 
lar appiopriation,  and  an  increase  from  last  year  of  throe 
hundred  and  eighty  dollars  ($380). 

Thirty-four  families  have  been  assisted  in  a  greater  or 
less  degree  during  the  year,  representing  one  hundred  and 
twenty-four  persons. 

There  remains  due  the  town,  as  wTill  be  seen  by  tho 
Report,  ten  dollars  ($10)  from  the  City  of  Salem,  and  threo 
dollars  and  seventy-five  cents  ($3.75)  from  the  State. 

By  the  death  of  Moses  Barnes,  of  Northbridge,  tho  town 
will  be  relieved  of  an  expense  which  has  been  larger,  una- 
voidably, than  in  any  other  single  case  in  tho  Poor  Depart- 
ment. 
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TOWN  FAUM. 

The  general  thrift  and  improvement,  in-doors  and  out, 
manifest  at  the  farm,  has  been  apparent  to  us  through  the 
year,  and  the  results,  we  think,  have  warranted  us  in  secur- 
ing the  services  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Donald  for  the  coming 
year,  at  the  same  salary. 

He  has  adopted  the  same  general  methods  as  in  previous 
years,  and  for  an  income  has  directed  his  attention  especially 
to  the  production  of  milk,  hay  and  swine. 

In  connection  with  the  income  from  milk,  we  w7ish  to  say 
that,  while  the  inventory  shows  seven  cows  on  the  place, 
we  have  not  averaged  over  six  in  milk  for  the  year;  also, 
for  a  large  part  of  last  summer,  the  price  of  milk  was  two 
cents  less  per  can  than  heretofore  ;  yet  there  is  an  increase 
in  the  receipts,  as  shown  in  the  Report. 

A  large  amount  of  hay,  as  shown  by  the  Report,  is  held 
in  reserve  and  can  be  placed  on  the  market  at  any  desirable 
time. 

The  removal  of  stone  from  the  mowing  land,  the  reclaim- 
ing of  bog  land,  and  the  improvement  of  '.'run  out"  land, 
has  been  continued,  with  results  so  favorable  as  to  induce 
your  Board  to  report,  that  three  hundred  dollars  ($300) 
will  no  more  than  fairly  cover  the  improvements  made  in 
this  respect,  and  which  may  well  be  placed  to  the  credit 
side  of  the  Poor  Department. 

In  other  words,  the  selling  price  of  the  farm  is  enhanced 
three  hundred  dollars  ($300). 

And  light  here  we  wish  to  state,  it  is  the  desire  of  the 
Superintendent  and  the  Board,  that  the  citizens  of  the  town 
would  make  their  interest  apparent  by  frequent  visits  to  the 
Farm,  and  know  of  themselves  what  is  going  on  there. 

Ono  death  (Samuel  Mayo)  occurred  in  November,  The 
health  of  the  other  inmates  has  been  generally  good. 

If  the  past  year's  increase  of  production  is  continued  the 
need  will  goua  be  hit  of  more  bwa  room  for  the  storage  of 
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hay.  We  think  the  coming  year's  needs  in  this  direction 
may  judiciously  be  met  by  a  shed  for  the  storage  of  carriages, 
wagons  and  tools ;  thus  retaining  more  of  the  barn  room  for 
hay.  The  shed,  or  extension,  can  be  built  at  a  small  cost, 
*  and  will  be  a  continual  benefit. 

It  appears  to  your  Board  that,  unless  some  unforeseen 
matters  of  expense  arise  in  the  coming  year,  the  use  of  the 
money  collected  in  the  Department  with  the  same  appropri- 
ation as  last  year,  ($5,000),  will  meet  the  demand. 

And  they  respectfully  recommend  that  action  consonant 
with  that  opinion  be  taken  at  the  annual  meeting  in  April. 

These  figures,  facts  and  findings  are  respectfully  submitted 
for  your  consideration.

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ROAD  COMMISSIONERS'  REPORT, 


The  Road  Commissioners  of  the  town  of  Wakefield  here- 
with respectfully  present  their  report  for  the  year  ending 
March  1st,  1887. 

The  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  was  appropriated  b}'  the 
town  at  the  last  annual  meeting  for  general  highway  pur- 
poses. 

Your  Commissioners  from  experience,  together  with  their 
knowledge  of  the  unusual  damage  done  to  many  of  our 
streets  by  the  heavy  storms  of  the  previous  winter,  were 
unanimous  in  the  opinion  that  in  order  to  repair  the  damage 
done  by  these  storms,  and  do  the  work  needed  in  this  depart- 
ment, a  larger  appropriation  would  be  required  than  that  of 
the  previous  year. 

The  vote  of  the  town  at  the  annual  meeting,  establishing 
eight  hours  for  a  day's  work  in  this  department,  without 
making  a  corresponding  increase  in  the  appropriation  which 
the  circumstances  seemed  to  warrant,  caused,  as  a  natural 
consequence,  a  corresponding  reduction  in  the  amount  of 
labor  performed. 

The  expenses  of  the  department  have  been  confined  as  near 
as  possible  to  the  appropriation.  While  it  will  .be  seen  by 
reference  to  our  financial  report  that  the  amount  paid  out  has 
been  slightly  within  the  appropriation,  there  are  in  addition 
to  the  expenses  therein  specified,  bills  unpaid,  principally  for 
clearing  snow,  amounting  to  about  $225. 

The  work  on  the  highways  has  been  done  under  the  super- 
ihtendency  of  Messrs.  Oliver  and  Dow,  who  have  received 
for  their  services  $2.50  per  day.  Laborers  were  paid  $.2.00 
per  day,  and  the  same  was  al'low.ed  for  a  horse  and  cart. 
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The  amounts  paid  each  person  for  labor,  teams  and  material 
of  all  kinds  will  be  found  in  our  financial  statement.  The 
amounts  expended  by  pay  rolls  and  all  other  bills  which  could 
be  properly  divided,  have  been  charged  to  the  various  streets 
of  the  town  according  to  the  amount  of  work  performed,  re- 
ported by  the  superintendents,  as  follows  :

Expended  on  several  streets,  by  use  of  road  machine, 
not  divided,  $318.04;  the  balance  was  expended  for  labor 
and  material  of  a  general  nature,  such  as  blacksmith  work, 
clearing  snow,  trimming  trees,  guide  boards,  and  in  many  nec- 
essary ways,  which  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  sundry 
account  in  financial  statement. 

In  connection  with  the  above  we  would  state  that  on  Main 
street,  which  is  charged  with  a  large  share  of  the  money 
expended,  the  work  done  (chiefly  grading,  which  was  very 
much  needed)  was  unavoidably  expensive,  owing  to  the  long 
distance  we  were  obliged  to  team  the  gravel.  The  parts  of 
the  street  where  the  work  was  principally  done  may  be  speci- 
fied as  follows :  from  Lowell  street  south  to  the  Beebe  es- 
tate >  gfaded  at  an  expense  of  about  §1,050.  At  the  Junc- 
tion quite  an  imprbVBment  wue  efiecte4  by  widening  the 
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street  and  fixing 'the  sidewalks.  Quite  an  extensive  part  of 
the  street  was  graded  hist  north  of  Greenwood  village. 
These  places,  together  with  the  construction  of  a  permanent 
stone  bridge  across  the  street  in  the  south  part  of  the  town 
include  most  of  the  work  done  on  this  street. 

Stone  bridges  have  also  been  constructed  across  West 
Chestnut  street,  near  Cedar,  and  on  Oak  street.  Greenwood. 
These  bridges  are  made  of  good  split  stone,  and  will  no 
doubt  prove  to  be  permanent  structures. 

CONCRETE. 

At  the  annual  meeting  in  April  $1,000  was  appropriated 
for  concrete  work.  The  contract  for  concreting  was  award- 
ed  to  W.  B.  Ellis,  of  Melrose,  for  37  cts.  per  yard  for  side- 
walks and  gutters,  and  50  cts.  for  crossings. 

There  has  been  expended  for  concrete,  as  will  be  seen  by 
our  financial  report,  $1,498.95.  Collected  from  abutters, 
$505.34.  This  sum  deducted  from  the  amount  expended 
shows  the  amount  paid  by  the  town  $993.61. 

Your  Commissioners  have,  in  accordance  with  the  general 
statutes,  authorizing  the  same,  caused  concrete  sidewalks  to 
be  constructed  on  Railroad  street  in  front  of  the  estates  of 
Mrs.  M.  Knight,  W\  EL  Willis  and  L.  F.  Linnell,  all  of 
whom  were  assessed  for  their  respective  walks,  one  half  cost 
of  construction.  The  above  assessments  have  been  paid, 
with  the  exception  of  the  one  due  from  Mr.  Linnell,  amount- 
ing to  $25.20.  This  bill  we  have  turned  over  to  the  Asses- 
sors, who  will  collect  the  same  in  the  manner  provided  by 
the  statutes. 

NEW    SIDEWALKS. 

At  the  annual  town  meeting  in  April,  $250  was  appropria- 
ted for  building  a  sidewalk  on  the  westerly  side  of  Vernon 
street,  from  Pleasant  to  Salem  street.  The  work  was  done 
under  the  superintendency  of  Mr.  H.  X.  Oliver  for  $249.75. 
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At  the  same  meeting  $200  was  appropriated  for  a  new 
sidewalk  on  Oak  street,  Greenwood,  expended  as  follows: 
Michael  O'Connell,  contract  for  tilling  and  preparing  same 
suitable  for  concrete,  $160;  J.  A.  Bancroft,  levels  and  pro- 
file, $6;  W.  B.  Ellis  concreting,  $65.81,  of  this  sum  $32.79 
was  paid  by  the  abutters,  making  the  total  cost  to  the  town 
$199.02. 

At  the  same  meeting  $50  was  appropriated  for  new  side- 
walk on  Main  street,  north  of  Salem,  expended  as  follows: 
W.  B.  Ellis,  contract,  $47.50. 

WIDENING  PLKASAXT  STREET. 

At  the  annual  meeting,  the  report  of  the  Road  Commis- 
sioners for  widening  Pleasant  street,  near  Eaton,  was  accept- 
ed and  adopted,  and  the  sum  of  $220  was  appropriated  to 
meet  the  expense  of  the  same..  $160  of  this  appropriation 
was  for  land  damage,  which  was  settled  by  the  Selectmen. 
The  work  of  widening  was  done  under  the  charge  of  Mr.  N. 
H.  Dow,  for  $56.50." 

PROSPECT    STREET. 

By  vote  of  the  town,  $300  was  appropriated  for  filling  re- 
quired to  be  done  on  this  street,  owing  to  the  change  made 
in  the  street  line  by  order  of  the  County  Commissioners. 
The  work  was  done  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Dow  for 
$287.50.  Under  the  same1  order  an  important  piece  of  work 
remains  to  be  done  on  this  street,  in  straightening  it  between 
the  school  house  and  the  house  of  the  late  Jonas  Cowdrey, 
which  cannot  wrell  be  longer  deferred  as  the  line  established 
by  the  Commissioners  runs  in  the  middle  of  the  present 
travelled  way  for  some  distance. 

NEW    STREETS, 

At  the  annual  meeting  in  April,  the  report  of  the  Road 
Commissioners,   laying  out  a  new  town  way  from  Lake^  to 
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Albion  street,  was  accepted  and   adopted,  and  the  sum  of 
$900  was  appropriated  to  meet  the  expense  of  the  same. 

The  work  was  performed  under  the  direction  of  the  Rond 
Commissioners,  with  Mr.  Dow,  as  superintendent,  and  the 
amount  expended  under  this  appropriation  was  $899.60.  In 
addition  to  this  sum,  there  was  expended  on  this  street  from 
our  regular  highway  appropriation,  (owing  to  the  large 
amount  of  blasting  required  on  ledge)  $27.38. 

BROWN    AND    CROSS    STREETS. 

At  the  same  meeting,  the  report  of  the  Road  Commission- 
ers, laying  out  these  streets  was  accepted  and  adopted.  The 
work  has  been  completed,  within  the  amount  appropriated, 
under  the  charge  of  Mr.  H.  X.  Oliver.  » 

PLEASANT    STREET    EXTENSION. 

Laid  out  by  order  of  the  County  Commissioners.  By 
vote  of  the  town  Oct.  11th,  the  Road  Commissioners  were 
authorized  and  instructed  to  let  the  work  of  building  this 
street,  by  contract,  to  the  lowest  bidder.  Your  Commis- 
sioners advertised  in  the  local  papers,  and  proposals  were 
received  from  three  parties,  all  of  them  presenting  bids  for 
each  part  ot  the  work  as  divided  by  the  contract.  The  con- 
tract for  excavating,  filling  and  making  the  street  suitable 
for  uradin^,  was  awarded  to  Mr.  Michael  O'Connell  for 
$1,170,  and  the  contract  for  grading  was  awarded  to  Mr. 
Geo.  W.  Killoriu;  but,  on  further  consideration,  Mr.  Kil- 
lorin  refused  to  accept  and  the  contract  was  awarded  to  Mr. 
O'Connell,  the  next  lowest  bidder,  for  $600.  Making  the 
expense  of  building  the  street,  as  per  contract,  $1,770. 

Work  was- commenced  on  the  street  late  last  fall,  but  on 
the  petitiou  of  owners  of  buildings,  the  jury  called  to  adjust 
damages  extended  the  time  for  moving  buildings  until  next 
June,   so  the  street  cannot  be  completed  until   after  that 
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time.  $300  was  paid  Mr.  O'Connell,  on  account,  for  the 
work  done.  The  balance  of  the  appropriation,  $1200, 
reverting  to  the  treasury  of  the  town  under  the  r.iles,  it 
will  be  necessary  for  the  town  at  the  annual  meeling,  to 
appropriate,  to  meet  the  liability  of  the  town  under  this 
contract,  the  sum  ot  $1,470. 

GUIDE    BOAUDS. 

The  guide  boards  are  all  in   proper  order.     43  new  signs 
have  been  added  during  the  year  at  an  expense  of  about  $70.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen, — The  Engineers  of  the  Fire  Department 
herewith  present  their  annual  report,  in  which  a  detailed 
statement  of  its  force  and  apparatus,  together  with  a  record 
of  fires  and  other  information  relating  to  its  work  and  pres- 
ent condition  are  given,  as  follows  : 

FORCE. 

The  force  of  the  Department  consists  of  51  paid  men, 
including  three  Engineers  and  the  following  named  compa- 
nies and  apparatus. 

STEAMER  LUCIUS  BEEBE  CO.  NO.  1. 

Foreman,  Fred  Newbert ;   13  men. 

One  third  class-  Silsby  Steam  Fire  Engine.      (This  sized 
engine  has  been  reclassed  by  the  Silsby  Manufacturing  Co.\ 
from   the    fourth   to    the    third    class.)     One   four-wheeled 
Hose  Carriage,  One  Supply  Wagon  for  coal  and  hose;  1200 
feet  Cotton  and  900  feet  Leather  Hose.

This  company  was  formed  by  the  Board  of  Engineers,  at 
the  request  of  the  citizens  of  Greenwood,  with  but  little 
expense  to  the  town,  as  apparatus  was  in  storage,  and  mem- 
bers serve  without  pay. 

JOHNSON  PUMPS.

These  pumps  were  duly  examined  in   August,  and  where 

found  defective  were  repaired.     At  the  request  of  the  Forest 

Fire    Wards    were    turned   over   to  their    orders,   subject 

to  the  approval  of  Engineers,  fo^*  change  of  location. 

Yale  Engine  out  of  commission,  stored  at  East  Ward  en- 
gine house.  This  engine  was  manned  by  a  volunteer  com- 
pany July  5th,  for  exhibition,  and  was  found  in  good  order. 

One  Fire  Extinguisher,  located  at  Town  House.  One 
Lowry  Hydrant  head  in  closet,  south  side  of  vestibule,  Town 
House.  Base  of  H}^drant  head,  at  intersection  of  Main  and 
Lincoln  streets. 

To  the  sixty  Fire  Hydrants  leased  by  the  town,  of  the 
Wakefield  Water  Co.,  eighteen  more  were  added  by  said  Co. 
during  the  past  year,  making  in  all  78  double  nozzle  Fire 
Hydrants.  The  greater  part  of  these  Hydrants  were  exam- 
ined in  January,  by  your  Chief  Engineer,  and  all  were 
found  in  good  order,  readyTor  immediate  use. 

And  it  is  the  opinion  of  your  Engineers  that  there  ought 
to  be  a^good  reliable^Fire  Alarm  placed  in  this  Town,  and 
that  if  such  had  been  in  use  at  the  time  of  fire  in  J.  T.  At- 
wood's  house  in  Greenwood,  that  a  large  amount  of  property 
oould  have  been  saved,  and  that  there  ought  to  be  purchased 
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a  more  recently  modeled,  spliced  or  extension  ladder,  the 
present  one' being  badly' burned  and  much  too  shoi;t.  And 
they  also  recommend  that  the  Town  build  a  suitable  Engine 
House,  for  the  Centre  Department,  as  the  present  buildings 
are  inconvenient  and  unsuitable  for  both  men  and  apparatus. 

But  one  serious  fire  to  record  the  past  year,  and  others 
averted  by  the  prompt  response  of  the  firemen. 

By  the  appointment  of  Forest  Fire  Wards  a  great  expense 
and  annoyance  has  been  taken  from  the  Department. 

Following  will  be  found  a  list  of  fires  and  alarms  from 
March  1st  1886  to  March   1st,  1887  : 

April  22.  Wood  and  brush  fire  on  Xahant  St.  Extin- 
guished by  Engineers  Howard  and  Ryder. 

April  23.  Grass  and  brush  fire  on  Hart's  hill.  Entire 
department  responded. 

July  5.  Fire  on  roof  of  Michael  Foley's  house  on  Centre 
St.  Extinguished  by  Carter  Hose  Co.  Damage  slight. 
By  the  promptness  with  which  the  firemen  responded  a 
serious  fire  was  averted. 

July  6.  Fire  under  bay  window  in  G.  YV.  Aborn's  house 
on  Yale  Avenue,  occupied  by  Mr.  DeAnguera.  Damage 
slight. 

July  7.  Fire  at  Mrs.  Upton's  house  at  Montrose.  Extin- 
guished by  C.  Wakefield  Engine  Co.     Damage  $50. 

July  11.  Fire  in  woods  at  Montrose.  200  cords  of  wood 
owned  by  A.  L.  Mansfield,  destroyed.  Loss  $500.  No  insur- 
ance. Brought  under  control  by  use  of  Steamer  L.  Beebe. 
This  fire  was  the  most  expensive  one  to  the  town  in  the  year, 
as  it  required  a  large  amount  of  watching. 

July  12.  Fire  destroyed  a  large  dwelling  house  owmed 
by  J.  T.  At  wood  at  Greenwood.  Loss  $4500.  Insured 
for  $3500. 

July  12.  Fire  in  woods  at  Greenwood.  A  large  quan- 
tity of  wood  owned  by  J.  G.  Morrill  destroyed. 

Oct.  18.  Fire  at  Emerson's  shoe  factory.  Caused  by  hot 
ashes.    Extinguished  by  Steamer  L.  Beebe.    Damage  slight. 
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Nov.  13.  Fire  in  small  building  on  Mechanic  St.,  owned 
by  M.  F.  Davis  of  Vassalboro',  Me.  Extinguished  by 
Carter  Hose  Co.  and  Fountain  Engine  Co.  Loss  $150. 
This  fire  was  in  a  dangerous  locution.  By  the  promptness 
of  the  firemen  it  was  confined  to  the  building  in  which  it 
originated. 

Dec.  3.  Fire  at  Beebc  Mansion.  Cause  defective  tine. 
Lost?  $2,000,  in  addition  to  loss  of  furniture  and  wardrobe. 
Extinguished  by  Department.  Honorable  mention  should 
be  given  Mr.  Denis  Daly  for  the  prompt  manner  in  which  he 
kept  the  fire  under  control  until  the  arrival  of  the  firemen. 

For  Fire  Department  expenses  see  Auditors'  report. 

For  the  current  year  we  would  recommend  that  the  sum 
of  $2,000  be  raised  and  appropriated  for  the  use  of  this 
Department. 

In  closing  we  desire  to  express  our  thanks  to  the  Select- 
men and  all  other  officers  and  persons  who  have  ia  any 
manner  helped  to  extinguish  fires,  thereby  saving  property 
and  assisting  the  firemen.

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Report  of  the  Board*  of  Health. 


The  Board  of  Health  who  were  duly  elected  by  the  town 
of  Wakefield,  at  its  last  annual  town  meeting,  held  April 
5th,  1886  herewith  submit  the  following  report  : 

Mr.  Charles  A.  Place  having  declined  to  serve,  the  remain- 
ing  members,  who  qualified,  organized  Saturday  evening 
April  10th,  1886,  at  the  Selectmen's  room,  with  the  choice 
of  Winfield  C.  Jordan,  Chairman,  and  John  M.  Cate,  Secre- 
tary and  Health  Officer. 

During  the  year  monthly  meetings  have  been  held  on  the 
first  Monday  of  each  month  at  the  office  of  W.  C.  Jordan,  at 
which  such  matters  of  business  as  came  up  were  passed  upon. 

At  the  first  meeting  held,  the  regulations  of  the  former 
Board  of  Health  were  adopted  and  copies  of  the  same  were 
caused  to  be  distributed  to  the  citizens  of  the  town. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  twenty  three  nuisances 
abated ;  there  have  also  been  reported  to  the  Health  Officer, 
twenty-four  cases  of  diphtheria,  two  cases  of  scarlet  fever, 
and  nineteen  cases  of  measles,  and  in  each  case  all  necessary 
precautions  were  taken  by  the  Health  Officer. 

The  appropriation  for  cleaning  Saugus  River  has  been 
very  nearly  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of 
Health. 

Proposals  for  cleaning  out  the  same  were  advertised  for 
and  the  contract  was  awarded  to  the  only  bidder,  Mr.  Wil- 
liam Bowman.  The  bed  of  the  river  feas  been  cleaned  and 
dug  out  in  a  satisfactory  manner  and  a  large  area  of  land  has 
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been  thereby  drained  which  in  former  years  has  been  covered 
with  stagnant  and  filthy  water. 

A  small  portion  of  the  appropriation  for  opening  the  drain 
between  Elm  street  and  the  Boston  &  Maine  R.  R. ,  has  also 
been  expended. 

Operations  on  this*  work  were  commenced  late  in  the  sea- 
son and  a  completion  of  the  same  was  prevented  by  early 
cold  weather,  and  the  Board  recommend  the  appropriation  of 
the  unexpended  balance  for  the  completion  of  the  work  by 
the  succeeding  Board.  The  Board  would  call  attention  to 
the  following  extracts  taken  from  a  circular  received  from 
the  State  Board  of  Health,  upon  "  Vaccination." 

"In  consequence  of  the  continued  prevalence  of  small  pox 
in  cities  in  neighboring  states,  which  are  in  constant  commu- 
nication  with  Massachusetts,  the  State  Board  of  Health 
would  call  the  attention  of  local  Boards  to  the  necessity  of 
vaccination  and  re-vaccination  in  the  respective  cities  and 
towns." 

'  'In  times  of  immunity  from  epidemics  of  small  pox,  the 
practice  of  vaccination  in  many  cities  and  towns  in  the  Com- 
monwealth has  been  neglected,  and  a  large  part  of  the  popu- 
lation, born  since  the  last  epidemic,  remains  unvaccinated ; 
the  truth  of  this  statement,  admitted  by  those  having  large 
experience  in  sanitary  administration,  has  been  verified  by 
the  recent  correspondence  of  this  Board.  While  the  statutes 
relative  to  vaccination  as  a  pre-requisite  to  school  attendance 
are  carefully  complied  with  in  most  cities  and  large  towns, 
this  provision  is  not  carried  out  in  others." 

"As  an  example  of  the  deplorable  results  of  municipal  ne- 
glect in  these  matters,  the  recent  experience  of  Montreal  may 
be  quoted,  where  in  a  total  of  3,164  deaths  from  small  pox 
in  1885,  2,036,  or  64  per  cent.,  occurred  among  children  un- 
der five  years  of  age,  and  86  per  cent,  among  children  under 
ten." 

'  'It  is  also  urged  that  local  Boards  of  Health  should  take 
special  pains  to  carry  out,  as  far  as  lies  in  their  power,  the 
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provisions  of  the  statutes  relative  to  vaccination,  by  making 
provision  for  general  vaccination  of  the  unvaccinated  and 
revaccination  of  those  who  have  not  been  recentlv  vaccina- 
ted,  and  also  bv  securing  the  enforcement  of  the  statutes  rel- 
ative  to  vaccination  as  a  prerequisite  to  school  attendance 
and  employment  in  mills  and  work  shops."

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Report  of  the  Fish  Committee. 


The  Fish  Committee  have  the  honor  to  submit,  for  the 
information  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town,  their  eleventh 
annual  report. 

The  run  of  Ale  wives  to  Lake  Quannapowitt  during  the 
past  season  has  fully  sustained  our^expectations,  as  expressed 
in  out  previous  annual  reports,  being  larger  than  ever  before. 
Many  of  the  young  of  these  fish  were  able  to  leave  the  lake 
— on  their  way  to  the  sea — during  July  and  August,  but 
vast  numbers  were  detained  in  the  lake,  by  low  water,  until 
November,  and  must  have  furnished  a  rich  and  protracted 
feast  to  the  larger  fish. 

As  we  now  consider  the  lake  to  be  amply  stocked  with 
such  fish  as  are  suited  to  its  waters,  no  further  steps  in  this 
direction  have  been  taken  by  your  Committee  during  the 
year. 

Mr.  James  M.  ^Yiley  has  placed — during  the  past  sum- 
mer— several  thousand  young  pond  shiners  (taken  from 
Pillings'  Pond)  in  the  Lake,  for  which  he  has  the  thanks  of 
the  Committee. 

That  the  fishing  is  improving,  year  by  year,  in  a  rapidly 
increasing  proportion,  a  glance  at  the  statistics  given  below, 
and  a  comparison  of  the  reports  of  previous  years  therewith 
will  fully  show.

OF    THE 


School  Committee. 
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REPORT, 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  the   Town  of  Wakefield  : 

In  obedience  to  the  requirements  of  law,  the  School 
Committee  have  the  honor  to,  submit  the  following  report 
for   the   year    commencing    March    1st.    1886,    and   ending 

February  28th,  1887. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  present  school  year  the 
Committee  were  embarrassed  in  the  discharge  of  their  official 
duties  by  the  action  of  the  town,  taken  at  its  annual  meeting 
in  April,  by  refusing  to  appropriate  a  sufficient  sum  of 
money  to  defray  the  necessary  school  expenses,  as  the 
schools  were  then  organized,  without  reducing  the  salary  of 
the  teachers,  or  the  number  of  school  weeks. 

As  the  Committee  could  not  legally  expend  a  larger 
amount  of  money  than  was  appropriated  for  the  purpose, 
they  were  compelled  either  to  reduce  the  salaries  of  the 
teachers  or  shorten  the  school  term  for  the  year.  There 
was  no  valid  or  substantial  reason  known  to  the  Committee 
which  would  justify  them  in  "cutting  down"  the  teachers' 
salaries.  In  our  last  annual  report  it  was  clearly  shown,  by 
figures,  that  the  teachers  in  the  public  "schools  of  Wakefield 
did  not  receive  larger  salaries  than  those  employed  in 
neighboring  towns,  and  reducing  the  number  of  school 
weeks  would  practically,  "cut  down"  their  yearly  income. 

It  was  evident  to  the  Committee,  if  the  salaries,  or  the 
number  of  school  weeks  were  reduced,  the  town  would 
eventually  lose  the  services  of  its  most  useful  and  valuable 
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teachers,  and  the  children  be  deprived  of  attending  school  the 
usual  length  of  time,  a  privilege  which  their  needs  require, 
and  the  town  in  its  present  financial  prosperity  was  able  to 
furnish. 

The  Committee,  under  these  difficult  and  embarrassing 
circumstances,  after  mature  and  thoughtful  consideration, 
acting  for  the  good  of  the  greatest  number,  reduced  the 
salaries  of  all  teachers  who  received  over  $360  a  year,  a 
given  per  cent.,  and  allowed  the  school  year  to  remain  as 
previously  established. 

According  to  the  usual  custom  of  the  Committee,  at  their 
first  meeting  in  April,  the  teachers  were  notified  of  their 
appointment,  the  salaries  they  were  to  receive,  and  the  date 
they  were  to  commence  their  schools. 

They  did  not  immediately  accept  their  appointments,  but 
at  an  early  day  they  requested,  in  a  friendly  and  courteous 
manner,  to*  know  why  their  salaries  had  been  reduced. 
They  were  informed  of  the  necessity  which  compelled  the 
Committee  to  make  the  reduction,  and  were  assured,  if  the 
town  should  appropriate,  at  a  meeting  then  called,  an  addi- 
tional sum  of  money  sufficient  for  the  purpose,  their  salaries 
should  be  restored.  The  teachers  accepted  their  positions 
and  the  several  schools  commenced  April  26th,  one  week 
later  than  was  originally  intended.  The  town,  with  much 
unanimity,  appropriated  an  additional  fifteen  hundred  dollars 
for  necessary  school  expenses,  which  enabled  the  Committee 
to  restore  the  salaries  of  the  teachers. 

The  Committee  have  considered  it  advisable  to  fully 
explain  their  action  and  the  position  of  the  teachers  in  this 
matter  for  the  purpose  of  correcting  the  report  which  has 
been  freely  circulated,  not  only  within  the  limits  of  the 
town,  but  throughout  the  country,  that  the  school  teachers  of 
Wakefield  had  "struck."  Xo  strike  was  contemplated,  and 
none  occurred. 

The  object  and  purpose  of  our  public  schools  can  be  sub-

stantially  realized  only  by  the  employment  of  competent  and 
qualified  teachers,  and  to  secure  and  retain   such    teachers 
we  must  pay  them  the  salaries  they  would  receive  in  other 
places  for  like  services,  for  they  are  always  in  demand,  and, 
being  human,  their  ears  are  open  to  hear  a  "louder  call". 
During  the  last  year  some  of  our  best  and  most  experienced 
teachers  had  received  calls  to  teach  in  the  public  schools  of 
the  neighboring  cities  and  towns  with  an  increase  of  salary, 
and  they  were  induced  to    remain  only  by  advancing  their 
pay.     As  frequent  change  of  teachers  is  detrimental  to  the 
best  interests  of  the  schools  it  should  be  avoided  when  the 
services  of  a  good  teacher  are  to  be  lost  only  for  the  want  of 
a  few  dollars.     To  use  a  commercial  phrase,  the  market  is 
over-stocked  with  candidates    seeking  employment   in    the 
profession  of  teaching,  therefore,  there  is  not  so  much  diffi- 
culty to  find  a  person  to  occupy  a  teacher's  position  as  there 
is  to  acceptably  fill  it.     In  every  branch  of  business  where 
there  is  a  surplus  of  laborers,  those  who  possess  the   best 
natural    and  acquired   abilities,    generally    obtain     employ- 
ment   and    receive  the  highest    pay  for  their   labor.     This 
principle  is   equally  true   in    the  department  of  education, 
therefore  if  the  town  would  choose  from  the  large  army  of 
teachers   now  in   the   field   those  who  are   best  qualified  by 
education,  experience,  and   physical   strength  to  teach,  and 
it  should  select  no  others,  it  will  be  obliged  to  pay  them  the 
market  price  for  their  services. 

LAWS  RELATING  TO  THE  ATTENDANCE  AND  EM- 
PLOYMENT OF  CHILDREN. 

The  attention  of  parents  and  all  other  persons  who  have 
the  control  and  management  of  children  between  the  ages  of 
eight  and  fourteen  }^ears,  is  directed  to  the  laws — Chapters 
47  and  48  of  the  Public  Statutes— relating  to  the  attendance 
of  such  children  at  school  and  their  emplovment  in  certain 
occupations. 
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The  laws  require  that  all  children,  between  those  ages,  of 
sufficient  physical  and  mental  condition,  shall  annually  attend 
some  private  or  public  school  where  they  reside,  at 
least  twenty  weeks  in  the  year,  taught  by  teachers  ap- 
proved by  the  School  Committee  of  the  place,  and  prohibits 
their  employment  in  any  manufactory,  mechanical  or  mer- 
cantile establishment,  unless  they  have  attended  some  school, 
as  previously  mentioned,  twenty  weeks  during  the  year 
preceding  such  employment. 

Every  person  who  violates  these  laws  will,  upon  convic- 
tion, be  liable  to  pay  a  fine  of  twenty  or  fifty  dollars.  It  is 
regretted  that  many  parents,  who  are  limited  in  their  pecuni- 
ary circumstances,  are  obliged  from  necessity  to  limit  the 
opportunities  of  their  children  in  the  school  privileges 
provided  by  law,  but  it  is  more  to  be  regretted  when  these 
privileges  are  sometimes  abridged  from  indifference  and 
mercenary*  motives,  or  to  gratify  the  youthful  notions  of  the  • 
u  nth  ought  fill  child. 

SCHOOL  POLICY  OF  THE  STATE. 

It  has  been  the  policy  of  this  Commonwealth  from  its 
colonial  germ  to  its  present  development,  to  provide,  by 
legislative  enactments  for  the  'public  education  of  every 
child.  As  the  foundation  of  our  Common  School  system 
rests  upon  the  law  of  1647,  we  include  it  in  our  report,, 
together  with  its  preamble. 

"It  being  one  of  the  chief  points  of  Satan  to  keep  men 
from  the  knowledge  of  the  Scriptures  as  in  former  times, 
keeping  them  in  unknown  tongues,  so  in  these  latter  times, 
by  persuading  from  the  use  of  tongues,  that  so  at  least  the 
true  sense  and  meaning  of  the  original  might  be  clouded  and 
corrupted  with  false  glosses  of  Deceivers  .to  the  end  that 
learning  :.  •'■'  not  be  buried  in  the  graves  of  our  forefathers, 
in  Church  tend  Commonwealth,  the  Lord  assisting  our 
endeavors.       It   is   therefore    ordained   by   this    Court  and 
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authority  thereof,  that  every  Township  within  this  Jurisdic- 
tion, after  the  Lord  hath  increased  them  to  the  .number  of 
fifty  house-holders,  shall  then,  forthwith,  appoint  one  within 
their  town  to  teach  all  such  children  as  shall  resort  to  them, 
to  write  and  read,  whose  wages  shall  be  paid  either  by  the 
parents  or  masters  of  such  children  or  by  the  Inhabitants  in 
general,  by  way  of  supply,  as  the  major  part  of  those  that 
order  the  prudentials  of  the  town  shall  appoint.  Provided 
that  those  which  send  their  children  be  not  oppressed  by 
paying  much  more  than  they  can  have  them  taught  for  in 
other  lowns." 

This  law  was  the  small  and  limited  beginning  of  the  great 
and  wide-spread  system  of  public  education  which  now  pre- 
vails  throughout   this    country.-      It   is   evident   there  is  a 
growing  sentiment  and  purpose  in  particular  localities  and 
anions:  a  certain  class  of  citizens  to  withdraw  their  children 
from  the  educational  privileges  and  advantages  of  our  com- 
mon schools,  and  educate  them  in  those  schools  privately 
conducted   and    maintained   by  voluntary  subscriptions,  or 
assessments.     The  greatest  and   principal  advantage  which 
our  free  system  of  schools  has  over  any  other  school  system, 
consists  in  the  right  and  privilege  of  all  children  of  a  certain 
age  residing  in  town,  irrespective  of  wealth,  condition,  or 
color,  to  attend   the    public    schools  "without   money  and 
without  price."     The  Committee  do  not  oppose  or  under- 
value private  schools,  but   for  the  great  body  of  children 
they  believe  that  the  public  schools  afford  superior  opportu- 
nities and  advantages  for  obtaining  an  education  which  will 
better  prepare  them  to  perform  the  duties  of  American  citi- 
zenship. 

The  Committee  cannot  concur  in  the  opinion,  occasionally 
expressed,  that  the  man  who  trundles  a  wheelbarrow,  uses  a 
.shovel,  or  is  employed  in  any  manual  labor,  should  be  suffi- 
ciently educated  only  to  ascertain  the  amount  of  his  weekly 
wages,  or  to  read  his  receipt  bill  and  write  his  name  thereto.

The  fact  is  well  recognized  by  all  intelligent  and  patriotic 
men,  that  the  stability  of  the  government  largely  depends  upon 
the  intelligence  and  morality  of  the  laboring  class  of  our 
citizens,  and  no  system  provides  such  beneficent  means  for 
the  education  of  all  children,  preparatory  to  the  best  citizen- 
ship, as  the  system  of  public  schools.  The  organization  and 
growth  of  this  government  sufficiently  proves  the  practical 
importance  of  preserving  intact  this  system.  Therefore, 
that  citizen  does  well  to  reverence  the  system  which  provides 
a  free  and  universal  education  for  all  persons.  He  does 
better  when  he  cherishes  that  system  as  the  best  ever 
devised  by  man  for  the  education  of  American  citizens.  He 
does  BEST  when  he  supports  that  system  by  his  personal 
exertion  and  public  influence. 

This  sentiment  is  constantly  growing  in  the  public  mind 
as  the  various  laws,  through  which  the  public  speak,  relat- 
ing to  education,  provide  from  year  to  year  additional 
means  for  removing  obstacles  which  prevent  the  poorest 
person  from  receiving  equal  benefit  from  the  Common 
Schools.  Valuable  information  can  be  obtained  on  this 
subject  by  comparing  the  law  of  1647  with  the  laws  now  in 
force,  and  more  especially  with  the  law  of  1884,  which  is 
here  appended. 

"The  School  Committee  of  every  city  and  town  shall 
purchase,  at  the  expense  of  such  city  or  town,  text-books 
and  other  school  supplies  used  in  the  public  schools  ;  and 
said  text  books  and  supplies  shall  be  loaned  to  the  pupils  of 
said  public  schools,  free  of  charge,  subject  to  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  to  care  and  custody,  as  the  School  Committee 
may  prescribe." 

PUBLIC  SCHOOLS  OF  WAKEFIELD.  . 

The  first  appropriation  for  the  support  of  schools  by  the 
town,  which  then  included  within  its  boundary  lines  Heading 
and  North  Beading,  was  made  in  1693,  and  the  sum  appra* 
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priated  was  seven  pounds,  equal  in  value  to  thirty-four 
dollars,  and  that  was  divided  between  three  schools,  the 
two  extremes  being  six  miles  apart.  The  last  appropriation 
by  the  town  for  the  same  purpose,  Reading  and  North 
Reading  excluded  from  its  territorial  limits,  was  made  in 
1886,  and  the  sum  appropriated  was  nineteen  thousand  dol- 
lars divided  between  twenty-three  schools.  This  statement 
is  made  for  the  purpose  of  showing  to  what  proportions  the 
public  school  system  has  attained  from  so  small  a  beginning* 
Twenty-three  schools  are  at  the  present  time  organized  in 
town,  giving  employment  to  twenty-eight  teachers  and  edu- 
cating ten  hundred  and  sixty-nine  children,  and  divided  into 
High,  Grammar,  Intermediate  and  Primary  grades. 

Schools  are  graded  only  in  those  localities  where  the  num- 
ber, age  and  qualifications  of  the  children  render  a  division 
into  grades  necessary,  for  the  purpose^of  securing  for  them 
the  largest  benefit  troni  their  school  privileges.  The  truth 
is  well  established,  that  the  improvement  of  those  scholars 
who  attend  a  graded  school  is  more  uniform  and  marked,  in 
the  same  period  of  time,  than  those  scholars  who  comprise  ;i 
mixed  school,  but  this  division,  however  important,  cannot 
be  made  practical  iu  the  thinly  populated  districts  of  the 
town. 

The  Committee  do  not  think  it  necessary  to  individualize 
the. different  schools,  but  to  speak  of  them  collectively.  It 
is  pleasing  to  report  that  a  harmonious  and  friendly  feeling 
has  existed  between  the  several  teachers  and  the  scholars 
under  their  charge  during  the  year,  which  has  materially 
assisted  the  Committee  in  their  duties,  and  conduced  for 
both  teachers  aud  scholars  to  lealize  the  hest  results  from 
their  combined  labors. 

As  the  proficiency  of"  the  scholars  in  thier  studies  largely  de- 
pends upon  their  application  to  study,  their  punctual  attend- 
ance at  school,  their  observance  of  order,  and  their  strength 
of  memory,  there  is  a  marked  distinction  observed  among 
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he  pupils  of  the  several  schools  in  the  progress  they  made 
in  knowledge  during  the  year. 

The  parents  and  guardians  of  those  children  who  are  indif- 
ferent to  their  school  privileges  and  without  ambition  to 
learn,  should  encourage  them  to  overcome  their  indifference 
and  create  in  them  an  ambitious  desire  to  improve  their 
mental  faculties,  for  their  counsels  have  an  influential  and 
a  directing  power  which  they  cannot  easily  resist. 

The  Committee  have  happily  observed  that  the  scholars 
have  generally  appreciated  and  improved  their  opportunities, 
and  their  appearance  and  improvement  compares  favorably 
with  any  preceding  year.  The  several  teachers  have  labored 
to  fulfil  their  obligations  and  perform  their  respective  duties 
with  the  purpose  to  advance  in  knowledge  and  moral  im- 
provement the  youth  committed  to  their  care  and  attention. 
All  teachers  have  not  been  equally  useful  or  accomplished 
equal  success  in  their  several  positions,  for  their  qualifica- 
tions are  diversified,  but  all  have  manifested  a  zeal  in  their 
work  which  entitles  them  to  our  favorable  attention. 

The  Committee  are  convinced  that  the  Primary  grade  of 
schools  should  receive  as  much   consideration  and  support 
from  the  authorities,  as  the  schools  of  a  higher  order,  for 
they  believe  "as  the  twig  is  bent  the  tree  inclines."     Acting 
upon  this  principle  the  salaries  of  the  principal  teachers  of 
the  Primary  Schools,  who  had  been  called  to  more  lucrative 
positions  in  neighboring  cities,  have  been  increased  in  order 
to  retain  their  services.     It  is  not  the  opinion  of  the  Com- 
mittee that   anybody    and    everybody  can  teach  a  primary 
school,  which  opinion  is  sometimes  expressed  by  intelligent 
persons.     A  teacher  of  this  grade,  besides  other  qualifica- 
tions, requires  a  greater  fund   of  natural  endowments — as 
wit,  tact,  invention,  vim, — than   the  teacher   of  any  other 
grade.      Professor  Ho3rt  well  and  truly  says  :     "It  is  a  mis- 
taken  notion  that,  while   the  highest  order  of  talent  and 
acquisition  is  requisite  in  the  instruction  of  advanced  schol- 
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ars,  anybody  will  do  for  beginners.  The  poet  has  expressed 
no  truer  thought  than  that  contained  in  the  simple  line, 
'The  child  is  father  of  the  man.'  A  teacher  of  small  chil- 
dren should  be  a  sort  of  locomotive  patent  office,  full  of  "all 
manner"  of  inventions.  The  young  love  novelty  as  much  as 
they  hate  routine.  To  secure  their  interest,  therefore,  one 
.  must  excite  their  astonishment  and  admiration,  every  hour 
of  every  day  in  the  week  with  some  'new  thing  under  the 
sun.'  The  teacher  of  the  primary  school  sweetens  or  em- 
bitters the  waters  at  the  fountain.  An  infusion  which  would 
poison  the  heart  and  life*  of  the  child,  might  be  poured  into 
the  man  without  especial  harm.  There  is  no  grace,  however 
winning,  no  wisdom,  however  exalted,  which  mav  not  find 
full  scope  for  its  highest  exercise,  even  in  an  infant  school." 

A  small  increase  has  been  made  in  the  salaries  of  some  of 
the  teachers  in  the  Intermediate  schools  upon  the  principle 
that  the  "laborer  is  worthy  of  his  hire,"  and  also  in  conform- 
ity with  the  rule  of  the  Committee  to  increase  the  salaries  of 
those  teachers  who  have  rendered  Ions:  and  successful 
service. 

An  assistant  teacher  has  been  required  and  continued  in 
the  Advanced  Grammar  school,  and  her  salary,  which  was 
not  in  proportion  to  her  services,  and  much  below  a  living- 
rate,  wTas  sufficiently  increased  to  more  equalize  the  money 
she  received  for  her  labor  performed,  and  to  relieve  the 
town  of  the  responsibility,  if  she  failed  to  realize  the  happi- 
ness contained  in  the  Scriptural  injunction,  "Owe  no  man 
anything." 

The  High  School  was  organized  in  1845,  and  began  its 
life  in  a  small  building,  20x30,  situated  on  Lafayette  street, 
with  an  average  attendance  of  twenty-eight  scholars  during 
the  year.  It  struggled,  during  its  early  years,  for  existence, 
but  under  the  parental  and  fostering  care  of  the  town,  it  has 
grown  into  one  of  the  solid  and  prosperous  schools  of  learn- 
ing.    In  sight  of  the  cradle  in  which  its  infancy  was  rocked, 
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it  lives  and  flourishes  in  a  building  beautiful  in  proportions 
and  architecture,  and  sends  out  a  radiating  influence  of  moral 
power  which  is  recognized  and  felt  through  the  entire  town. 
Jt  no  longer  creeps  with  a  hesitating  movement,  but  walks 
strongly  and  proudly  in  the  full  strength  of  maturity.     It 
provides  means  for  all  to  obtain  a  practical  and  finished  edu- 
cation and  to  establish  a  character  for  true  manliness  aud 
future  usefulness.     At  the  close  of  the  Summer  term  Mr. 
Walter  C.  Hill  and  Miss  Martha  Keith  resigned  their  situa- 
tions as  Principal  and  Assistant.     These  teachers  occupied 
their  positions  for  several  years  and  established  for  them- 
selves   a   valuable    reputation    as    successful    and    thorough 
instructors,  and  the  scholars  advanced  rapidly  in  knowledge 
while  under  their  tuition.     It  was  soon  publicly  known  that 
these  vacancies  in  the  High  School  existed,  and  the  Com- 
mittee were  deluged  with  written  applications  from  anxious 
persons,   and    besieged    with    persistent   applicants    coming 
from    every    section  of  the    country,   who  were  ready  and 
desirous  to  till  the  vacant  situations.     The  Committee  did 
not  quietly  sit  down,  and  without  effort  engage  the  services 
of  those  teachers  who  were  only  seeking  a  job,  and  willing 
to  hire  out  on  trial,  pay  or  no  f>ay,  according  to  their  success 
or  failure,  but  investigated,  examined  and  employed  those 
teachers   who   were  successfully  teaching   in   pleasant   and 
lucrative  situations,  and  the  present  healthy  condition  of  the 
school  proves  the  wisdom  of  their  choice.     Mr.  E.  D.  Kus- 
sell,  a  graduate  of  Harvard  College  and  principal  of  Brad- 
ford High    School,  and    Miss   L.   I,  Marion    Butterfield,  a 
graduate  of  Boston  University  and  first  assistant  teacher  in 
the  Wellesley  High  School,  were  appointed  to  the  vacant 
positions.     Mr.  C.  S.  Jackson  continues  as  sub-master. 

The  High  School  Cadets,  a  military  organization  com- 
posed of  the  boys  belonging  to  the  school,  is  under  the 
command  of  Capt.  Ernest  A.  Knight,  and  the  company  has 
made    excellent    proficiency   in    military    drill    under   his 
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instruction.  The  Company  meet  twice  it  week,  in  the  after- 
noon, for  military  exercise,  and  a  commendable  ambition  is 
manifested  by  all  the  members  to  become  proficient  in  the 
manual  of  arms.  The  exercise  is  a  school  in  itself,  and  excites 
enthusiasm  in  the  ambitious,  or  indolent  boy,  and  teaches 
him  obedience,  attention,  exactness,  organization,  prompt- 
ness, manliness,  qualifications  which  strengthen  and  build 
him  into  a  live,  active  man.  The  Company  has  relied  on  its 
own  pecuniary  resources  for  support,  but  it  may  be  necessary 
for  the  town  to  make  a  small  appropriation  to  assist  it  in  de- 
fraying the  future  expenses  for  the  Armory,  or  some  other 
place  for  drilling. 

The  following  changes  have  been  made  in  the  Course  of 
Study  : 

Latin  is  begun  the  first  year  of  the  course,  and  Greek  the 
second.  The  study  of  English,  which  is  to  be  continued 
throughout  the  entire  course,  began  in  the  last  half  of  the 
first  year,  with  English  Composition.  Physics,  which  is 
thus  displaced,  will  be  studied  by  the  second  year's  class, 
and,  together  with  Geometry,  continue  through  .the  year. 
Otherwise  the  course  has  not  been  materially  changed. 
New  text-books  introduced  are  —  Jones'  Latin  Lessons, 
Halsey's  Ciesar,  La  France,  Irving's  Sketch  Book,  and 
Avery's  Chemistry. — The  only  book  that  has  been  discarded, 
however,  is  Steele's  Chemistry. 

Comparing  the  number  of  scholars  attending  the  High 
School  in  1882,  with  the  numbers  in  1887,  and  estimating 
the  future  increase  to  be  in  the  same  proportion  as  during 
the  time  mentioned,  it  will  be  seen  that  additional  accom- 
modations for  the  scholars  cannot,  with  propriety,  longer  be 
deferred.  The  number  of  scholars  belonging  to  the  school 
in  1882  was  sixty  -  eight ;  1883,  seventy  -  four  ;  1884, 
seventy-four;  1885,  eighty-nine;  1886,  one  hundred  and 
five;  and  1887,  one  hundred  and  sixteen.  The  seating 
capacity  of  the  main  room  is  fully  occupied,  and  the  recita- 
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tion  rooms  are  crowded  beyond  their  capacity  to  comfortably 
and  conveniently  accommodate  the  scholars  now  using  them. 
If  some  of  the  larger  classes  could  be  divided  into  two 
divisions  so  that  a  greater  portion  of  the  class  could  take  a 
more  active  part  in  the  recitation,  and  receive  more  atten- 
tion from  the  teachers,  better  and  more  profitable  results 
would  be  obtained  from  their  labors.  If  the  necessary 
division  of  the  classes  should  be  made,  and  suitable  recita- 
tion rooms  provided,  the  change  would  result  in  a  marked 
and  visible  improvement,  for  large  classes  pressed  into  a 
room  of  limited  dimensions  are  generally  controlled  with 
difficulty,  for  the  disorderly  scholars  take  advantage  of 
every  circumstance  of  their  crowded  condition,  and  the  dull 
and  unambitious  ones  are  not  stimulated  to  interest  them- 
selves in  their  duties  by  frequent  rehearsals  of  their  lessons 
betore  their  teachers,  and  a  spirit  of  indifference  and  mental 
drowsiness  is  likely  to  develop  itself  throughout  the  school. 
To  overcome  and  remove  the  existing  difficulties,  it  is  rec- 
ommended that  the  entire  building,  or  at  least  all  that 
portion  above  the  first  story,  should  be  occupied  by  the  High 
School,  and  other  provision  made  for  the  First  Centre 
Grammar  School  and  Committee. 

The  largest  class  graduated  last  year  since  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  school,  numbering  thirty  scholars.  The  gradu- 
ating exercises  occurred  on  the  evening  of  June  30th,  in  the 
Town  Hall.  An  appreciative  audience  gathered  and  tilled 
the  hall  to  hear  and  witness  the  exercises,  which  the  gradu- 
ates performed  with  credit  to  themselves,  the  school,  and 
the  town.

The  subject  of  employing  a  Superintendent  of  the  Publie 
Schools,  like  the  ghost  of  Banquo,  will  never  down.  The  Com- 
mittee once  more  consider  it  essential  to  call  the  attention  of 
the  town  to  the  necessity  of  making  some  provision  for  reliev- 
ing them  in  some  measure  from  their  extended  and  accumula- 
ting duties,  by  providing  them  some  means  of  assistance  in 
their  management  and  care  of  the  schools.  The  public  mind 
has  so  frequently  been  directed  to  this  subject,  and  urged  with 
so  much  force  and  power, -that  the  Committee  allude  to 
it  with  much  hesitation,  and  with  little  hope  of  convincing 
the  town  of  the  necessity  and  importance  of  taking  favorable 
action  in  the  matter.  The  subject  will  be  presented  in  a 
plain  and  coneise  manner.  Those  who  oppose  furnishing 
any  assistance  to  the  Committee  rely  on  the  fact  that  the 
schools  in  the  past  have  generally  been  successful  and  pros- 
perous without  any  auxiliary  aid  being  furnished  to  the 
school  boards.  It  should  be  remembered  that  it  is  not  a 
question  of  the  Committee's  ability  or  willingness  to  direct 
and  manage  the  schools  successfully,  but. how  should  they 
be  conducted  so  as  to  yield  the  largest  and  most  beneficial 
results.  The  duties  of  the  Committee  have  been  increased 
in  a  two-fold  proportion  within  the  last  few  years,  by  law 
and  the  growth  of  the  town  in  population,  which  requires 
more  time   and  attention  than  they  can  reasonably  give  to 
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the  discharge  of  their  official  duties.  In  1857  the  law  was 
passed  to  elect  a  Board  of  School  Committee  whose  number 
should  be  divisible  by  three,  and  the  town  elected  six 
members,  and  that  number  has  since  constituted  the  board. 
There  were  then  only  eleven  schools  in  town  and  about  live 
hundred  and  fifty  pupils,  and  eleven  teachers  employed. 
Now  there  are  twenty  -  three  schools,  attended  by  ten 
hundred  and  sixty-nine  pupils,  and  twenty-eight  teachers 
employed.  In  addition  to  their  accumulated  duties  incident 
to  this  increase,  the  law  imposes  upon  the  Committee  the 
additional  burden  of  buying  and  distributing  school  books 
and  supplies  among  nearly  eleven  hundred  scholars,  exam- 
ining and  approving  bills  of  the  same,  and  charging  to  the 
several  schools  the  number  and  quantity  delivered.  The 
time  and  attention  required  to  perform  these  duties  cannot 
be  known  only  by  personal  service. 

The  Board  of  School  Committee  is  generally  composed  of 
men,  who  depend  upon  the  income  derived  from  their  physical 
or  mental  labor  to  provide  for  themselves  and  families  the 
necessities  of  life,  and  for  the  small  stipend  they  receive  for 
their  official  services,  they  cannot  well  afford  to  give  the  time 
necessary  to  perform  their  responsible  duties.  It  is  sometimes 
remarked,  that  the  honor  attached  to  the  office  of  School 
Committee  pfys  for  all  time  and  labor  bestowed  upon  the 
schools.  Honor  is  not  an  available  commodity  in  the  mar- 
ket, and  if  it  was,  it  would  all  be,  required  to  square  the 
accounts  which  the  Committee  charge  to  the  public — or  at 
least  a  portion  of  it — for  the  wrong  construction  placed  upon 
their  acts,  and  the  censure  received  for  real  or  unintentional 
mistakes — when  this  account  is  balanced,  there  is  not  much 
left,  even  if  it  could  be  utilized,  for  other  purposes. 

The  Committee,  recognizing  the  objection  to  employing  a 
Superintendent,  on  account  of  the  expense,  would  recommend 
to  the  town  the  following  proposition,  which  if  adopted,  they 
believe  would  afford  practical  benefit  to  the  town  and  sub- 
stantially relieve  the  Committee  from  their  excessive  duties : 
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The  Committee  recommend  that  they  be  authorized  and 
empowered  to  employ  a  Clerk,  whose  duties  shall  be  to  buy 
and  distribute  school  books  and  supplies,  and  charge  the 
quantity  delivered  to  each  school,  together  with  the  price, 
and  attend  to  all  prudential  affairs  connected  with  the  seve- 
ral schools;  he  shall  also  be  required  to  visit  the  schools  at 
stated  times,  and  confer  with  the  teachers  and  consult  with 
the  Committee  on  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  general  wel- 
fare of  the  schools  ;  also  that  the  room  adjoining  the  Court 
room  in  the  Town  Hall  be  set  apart,  and  furnished  for 
keeping  school  books  and  supplies,  and  for  meetings  of  the 
Committee,  and  that  the  Clerk  be  required  to  be  at  the  room 
certain  evenings  each  week  to  receive  any  communications 
relating  to  the  schools  which  any  person  may  desire  to  make. 
If  the  recommendation  of  providing  the  room  in  the  hall  for 
the  purposes  indicated  is  adopted,  the  room  now  used  in  the 
High  School  building  for  like  purposes,  can  be  advanta- 
geously occupied  as  a  recitation  room  for  that  school. 

TEXT    BOOKS    AND    SUPPLIES. 

Agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  law,  school  books  and 
supplies  have  been  furnished  to  the  several  schools  during 
the  year  at  the  public  expense.  The  teacher  of  each  school 
tills  out  and  signs  a  requisition  for  the  number  of  books  or 
quantity  of  supplies  required,  and  they  are  delivered — after 
being  selected  by  the  Committee  —to  the  school  by  the  mes- 
senger. 

At  a  town  meeting  held  Aug.  2nd,  the  following  vote  was 
passed  :  "That  the  School  Committee  be  requested  to  give 
in  their  annual  report  to  the  town,  the  quantity  and  value  of 
the  text  books  and  supplies  furnished  to  the  schools  in  a 
manner  that  shows  what  each  school  receives."  It  is  clearly 
the  object  and  purpose  of  the  vote,  that  the  Committee 
should  inform  the  town  what  it  costs  to  furnish  each  school 
separately  for  books  and  supplies.     School  supplies  consist 
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of  pencils,  pens,  paper,  crayons,  drawing-books,  etc.,  which 
nre  purchased  by  the  dozen,  gross,  and  ream.  Several 
requisitions  are  received  weekly,  each  calling  for  a  small 
number  of  these  articles,  and  it  would  be  a  difficult  and 
almost  endless  task  to  ascertain  and  srive  an  accurate  state- 
ment  of  the  cost  per  book,  pencil,  pen,  crayon  and  quire,  for 
the  different  purchases  vary  in  price,  and  there  is  no  means 
of  knowing  under  which  purchase  the  diiferent  articles  were  , 
obtained.  The  aggregate  amount  of  the  total  expense  for 
supplying  the  several  schools  is  eleven  hundred  and  eighty- 
one  dollars  and  seventy-three  cents,  according  to  the  state- 
ment hereto  annexed.  The  method  of  keeping  the  account 
with  each  school  is  to  charge  that  school  with  the  number 
and  kind  of  books  and  the  quantity  and  name  of  supplies, 
without  stating  the  cost.  At  the  date  of  the  passage  of  the 
vote  a  large  portion  of  books  and  supplies  had  been  delivered 
for  the  year  and  charged  as  stated.  The"Committee  do  not 
decline  to  comply  with  the  request  of  the  town  from  any 
disposition  to  refuse  furnishing  the  desired  information,  but 
under  the  existing  circumstances  they  cannot  specify  accu- 
rately what  it  costs  tor  each  school.

CHAKGES. 


The  schools  during  the  year  have  not  been  disturbed  or 
interrupted  by  frequent  changes  of  teachers,  and  when  any 
vacancy  has  occurred,  the  teacher  has  voluntarily  resigned, 
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At  the  close  of  the  second  school  term,   Miss   Sophia  F. 
Hamblin,  a  resident  of  the  town  and  a  teacher  of  Ions  and 
successful  experience,   resigned  her  position  in  the  Centre 
1st  Grammar  School,  and  Miss  Mary  J.  Kelley,  was  promo- 
ted from  the  Hamilton  2nd  Grammar  School  to  the  vacancy. 
Miss  Clara  E.  Emerson  was  advanced  from  the  3d   Centre 
Grammar  School  to  the  position  made  vacant  by  the  promo- 
tion  of  Miss  Kellev,  and  Miss  Lizzie  F.  Ingram  from  the 
Hamilton  Intermediste  to  the  3d  Centre   Grammar.     Miss 
Fannie  E.  Carter,  a  young  lady  of  excellent  attainments, 
was  appointed  teacher  of  the  Hamilton   Intermediate.     At 
the  commencement  of  the  second  term,  the  seating  capacity 
of  the  Hamilton  Intermediate  school  room  could  not  accom- 
modate   the  number  of   scholars  promoted  to  that  school ; 
consequently  ten  were  transferred  to  the  AVest  Ward  Prima- 
ry, and  the  grade  of  that  school  was  raised  to  the  Second 
Intermediate.     After  this  change   Miss  Elizabeth  W.  Lansr, 
who  had  taught  this  school  for  the  last  two  years,  resigned, 
and  Miss  Blanche  I.  Cooper,  a  resident  of  the  town  and  a 
graduate  of  our  High  School,  was  appointed  teacher,  where 
she  successfully  continues.     Miss    Emily   F.  Emerson  was 
transferee!    in  May    from   the    Centre    2nd    Primary  to  the 
Franklin  street  Primary  School  and  soon  after  returned    and 
Miss  Carrie  Murdock  ;ippointed  for  a  short  time  assistant 'in 
the  Franklin  Primary.     At  the  close  of  the  third  term  Miss 
Minnie  E.  Emerson,  a  much-loved  and  successful  teocher  in 
Centre  Primary,  No.   1,  resigned  her  position    to  accept  a 
more  lucrative  situation  in  Somerville,  and  her  sister,  Miss 
Emily  F.  Emerson,  was  selected  to  fill  the  vacant  position. 
The  summer  vacation  of  Miss  Lucy  E.   Evans,  teacher  of 
the   2nd    Centre  Intermediate,   was    extended    through    the 
month  of  September,  on  account  of  ill  health,  and  Miss  F, 
C.  French  was  appointed  substitute.

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  expenses  have  been  kept  within 
the  appropriations  made  for  all  the  school  departments,  a 
circumstance  which  has  not  occurred  for  several  years. 

APPROPRIATIONS  FOR  THE  ENSUING  YEAR. 

In  estimating  the  amount  of  money  necessary  to  meet  the 
general  school  expenses  for  the  current  year,  the  Commit- 
tee  have   considered   the    necessity   of  employing  another 
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assistant  teacher  in  the  High  School,  and  therefore  recom- 
mend the  town  to  raise  seventeen  thousand  dollars.  The 
fact  is  perfectly  apparent  to  all  who  are  familiar  with  the 
necessities  of  the  school,  that  additional  teaching  force  must 
soon  he  employed,  or  the  scholars  will  fail  to  realize  the 
full  advantages  of  their  position.  The  sum  of  thirteen 
hundred  dollars  will  be  required  to  pay  the  bills  for  contin- 
gent expenses.  The  amount  of  twelve  hundred  dollars  will 
be  necessary  to  furnish  the  several  schools  with  books  and 
supplies.  These  estimates  are  partially  based  upon  the 
expenses  of  the  several  departments  last  year. 

COMMITTEE. 

The  term  of  office  of  Messrs.  White  and  Hill  expires  by 
limitation  at  the  close  of  the  present  school  year,  and  it  will 
be  necessary  for  the  town,  at  its  next  annual  meeting,  to 
elect  two  members  of  the  Board  for  the  ensuing  three  years. 

CONCLUSION. 

The  teachers  and  scholars  during  the  year  have  devoted 
themselves  to  their  several  duties  with  commendable  zeal 
and  activity,  and  accomplished  corresponding  beneficial 
results.  The  Committee  have  performed  their  duties  as 
they  best  understood  them,  and  the  result  of  their  work  is 
respectfully  submitted  to  the  town's  impartial  judgment.

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TRUSTEES'  REPORT. 


The  Trustees  of  Beebe  Town  Library  herewith  present 
their  31st  Annual  Report.  The  report  will  be  confined  to 
some  of  the  most  important  needs  of  the  Library  at  the  pres- 
ent time, — many  questions  that  will  inevitably  press  them- 
selves into  prominence  in  the  near  future,  such  as  increased 
accommodations  for  the  public  and  for  the  Library,  being 
passed  over  in  this  report. 

PUBLIC    DOCUMENTS. 

During  the  past  two  years  the  U.  S.  Interior  Department 
has  been  engaged  in  supplying  to  the  Public  Libraries  of  the 
country,  complete  sets  of  the  most  importa&t  Public  Docu- 
ments issued  by  the  Government.  We  have  now  nearly 
complete — only  one  or  two  volumes  being  wanted — the  Con- 
gressional Globe  and  Record  from  the  thirtieth  Congress, 
1848,  to  the  present  time.  These  various  Public  Documents 
when  completed  will  become  invaluable  to  the  student,  as  he 
will  have  easy  access  to  the  transactions  and  history  of  the 
country,  which  can  only  be  obtained  at  the  present  time  by 
expensive  and  tedious  journeys  to  to  the  seat  of  Government. ' 
We  think  that  in  the  near  future  efforts  should  be  made  to 
supply,  if  possible,  the  Public  Documents  of  the  state  of 
Massachusetts  which  are  now  in  an  incomplete  condition. 

CARD    CATALOGUE.  , 

In  order  that  the  Library  may  attain  its  utmost  usefulness 
a  Card  Catalogue  of  the  books  in  the  Library,  with  the  ex- 


eeption  of  diction,  has  become  a  necessity.  It  Avas  found 
impossible  to  bring  within  the  limits  of  the  Catalogue  pre- 
pared for  public  use,  the  various  subjects  on  which  many  of 
the  books  in  the  Library  treat ;  for  instance,  on  page  44  of 
the  Catalogue  will  be  found  a  book  bearing  the  title  "  Mili- 
tary Biography."  This  is  the  only  notice  that  the  book  re- 
ceives in  the  Catalogue  eicept  under  the  author's  name,  and 
yet  an  examination  of  the  book  reveals  the  fact  that  carefully 
written  articles,  by  an  eminent  English  army  officer,  are 
found  about  Grant,  Lee,  Farragut,  Porter,  Ulric  Dahlgren, 
Lord  Cornwallis,  Chinese  Gordon,  and  important  articles 
upon  European  and  American  affairs. 

Many  other  books  cover  even  a  wider  range  and  to  make 
them  of  value  should  be  catalogued  by  subjects  treated  in 
the  book.  If  the  Town  Appropriation  should  be  the  same 
as  in  the  year  previous  to  the  last  (four  hundred  dollars)  no 
extra  appropriation  would  be  needed  for  this  purpose. 

Owino*  to  the  Library  being  closed  a  considerable  part  of 
the  year,  and  to  the  change  of  system  introduced  in  the  de-. 
livery  of  books,  no  statement  of  the  circulation  of  the  books 
in  the  Library  was  possible  that  would  be  of  any  value  as  a 
means  of  comparison  with  previous  years  or  with  other  libra- 
ries. The  Librarian  will  give  the  circulation  for  one  month 
during  the  winter,  which  may  be  of  some  value  as  indicating 
the  number  of  persons  who  rely  upon  the  Library  for  the 
largest  part  of  their  reading. 

BOOKS. 

Considerable  effort  has  been  made  during  the  past  year  to 
supply  reference  and  standard  works,  and  the  largest  part 
of  the  money  expended  for  books  has  been  in  that  direction. 

It  has  been  found  upon  classifying  the  books  in  the  Libra- 
ry that  many  classes  are  very  poorly  supplied  with  the  best 
works  upon  those  subjects,  and  it  should  be  the  aim  of  the 
Trustees  having  the  supply  of  books  in  charge  for  the  com- 
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ing  Tears,  to  remedy  those  deficiencies  and  make  the  Library 
what  it  should  be— a  means  whereby  those  who  cannot  afford 
a  mostly,  private  library,  may  pursue  any  line  of  study,  or  be 
able  to  obtain  knowledge  upon  any  subject  which  their  neces- 
sity or  inclination  may  urge  upon  them.     During  the  year 
many  inquiries  by  scholars  of  our  schools  have  been  made  for 
information  in  regard  to   subjects  upon  which  they  were  re- 
quired to  inform  themselves   in  their  studies,  and  in  most 
cases  such  help  has  been,  given,  but  in   some,  either  books 
treating  upon  the  subject  were   not  in  the  Library   or  the 
knowledge  was  locked  up  in  books  of  which  the   title  gave 
no  indication  of  its  contents.     The  more  the  Library  becomes 
an  ally  of  the  schools  in  the  cause  of  education,  the  greater 
value  will  it  become.     The  child  who  has  been  accustomed, 
during  its  school  life,  to  turn  to  the  Library  for  knowledge 
and  help,  will  be  likely,  after  its  school  life  is  over,  to  turn 
to  the  same  source  for  the  wider  knowledge  that  should  come 
with    increasing   years.      In   many  public   libraries    special 
privileges  are  granted  to  teachers  of  the  public  schools,  as, 
in  Newton,  each  teacher  has  the  use  of  ten  cards  for  such 
books   as   they    may  wish    to    use    in    their  school  work. 
Perhaps  it  might  be  worth  considering  whether  the  library 
might  not  be  opened  one  evening  in  the  week  for  teachers 
and  scholars  for  school  purposes. 

When  the  present  library  was  first  formed,  it  received 
large  accessions  from  libraries  then  in  existence  and  also 
from  individuals.  For  the  first  years  of  its  existence  a  con- 
siderable part  of  its  growth  was  due  to  the  generosity  of  the 
public,  in  contributing  books  that,  having  served  the  purpose 
of  the  buyer,  were  given  that  they  might  increase  the  use- 
fulness  of  the  library ;  now,  however,  there  are  scarcely  any 
additions  to  the  Library  from  this  source.  The  Trustees 
hope  that  the  many  friends  of  the  Library  may  remember 
that  they  can  very  materially  increase  its  usefulness  by  giv- 
ing books,  magazines    or   other  reading:   matter,  that  haye 
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served  their  purpose  to  the  owner.  Quite  a  large  share  of 
the  accessions  to  the  Maiden  Public  Library  are  from  this 
source. 

During  the  year  the  Book  Committee  subscribed  for  "A 
Narrative  and  Critical  History  of  America,"  8  vols.,  by  Justin 
YTinsor,  Librarian  of  Harvard  University.  The  cost  of  this 
work  will  be  $44.00,  a  large  part  of  which  will  become  due 
the  coining  year. 

There  were  received  from  the  Horticultural  and  Agricult- 
ural Society  nearly  two  hundred  volumes,  ninety-three  of 
which  Avere  catalogued,  the  remainder  consisting  of  reports 
and  duplicates  of  books  already  in  the  Library.  A  vote  of 
thanks  has  been  entered  upon  the  records  of  the  Library. 

It  was  found,  upon  cataloging  the  books  in  the  Library, 
that  there  were  a  large  number  of  books  which  were  dupli- 
cates, and  also  a  considerable  number  so  worn  as  not  to  be 
worth  cataloging.  Most  of  those  were  of  minor  value,  but 
a  few  of  them  should  be  replaced  the  coining  year.  It  was 
also  found  that  a  number  of  valuable  works  were  not  in  a 
condition  to  be  catalogued  on  account  of  velumes  that  were 
missing ;  an  early  effort  should  be  made  to  supply  the  miss- 
ing volumes. 

The  Librarian's  report  will  show  the  number  of  each  class. 

The  change  of  method  in  the  giving  out  of  books  by  the 
card  system,  although  found  unavoidable  by  the  growth  of 
the  library  and  increased  demands  upon  the  Librarian,  has 
involved  an  increased  expense  to  the  library  of  about  twenty- 
five  dollars  yearly.  An  assistant  is  also  very  much  needed 
to  return  books  to  shelves  and  assist  in  taking  down  books 
from  shelves.  Many  of  the  shelves  are  above  the  reach  of 
one  standing  upon  the  floor,  and,  during  the  hours  that  the 
library  is  open  to  the  public,  the  Librarian,  has  found  it 
utterly  impossible  to  place  books  returned  to  the  library 
upon  the  shelves  during  the  busy  hours  when  the  library  is 
open,  and  many  times  the  public  are  obliged  to  go  Without 
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books  because  they  are  not  in  their  places  upon  the  shelves. 
The  Librarian  employs  an  assistant,  paid  from  her  small  sal- 
ary, to  assist  her  at  the  desk,  but  this  assistant  should  be  in 
addition  to  what  she  already  has.  An  active  boy  would  be 
the  best  for  this  purpose,  and  would  probably  cost  about 
fifty  dollars  per  year.

The  following  eomparision  with  three  of  the  Libraries  in 
the  State,  of  the  comparative  work  and  cost  of  this  Library, 
in  the  year  1885,  may  be  of  interest.  The  means  of  com- 
parison with  smaller  Libraries  were  not  accessible  to  the 
Trustees  :

The    practice  of  Libraries  in   former  ages  was  to   hoard 
books  and  knowledge  for  the  benefit  of  the  few,  but  to-day 
libraries   have   become  the  means  whereby  the  poorest  may 
successfully  run  in  the  race  for  knowledge — and  " knowledge 
is  power."     There  are  no  means  in  operation  at  the  present 
time    for    educating    the    masses,    outside    of    the    common 
schools,  that  give  so  large  results  for  the  money  expended 
as  public  libraries,  for  the  best  thought  arid  the  ripest  scholar- 
ship, along  with  the  widest  knowledge  in  all  the  domain  of 
history,  and  art,  and  science,  in  fact  everything  which  con- 
cerns man  in  his  relations  to  the  world  and  to  humanity  are 
here  brought  together  and  offered  to  "whosoever  will,  with- 
out money  and  without  price.*'     With  such  a  power  for  good 
in  a  community  there  can  be  no  mistake  in   broadening  and 
deepening    its    influence    by  such    careful    supervision,   and 
liberal  treatment,  as  will  place  it  in  the  best  possible  position 
for,  accomplishing  the   largest  and    most  enduring   results. 
The  hope  of  the  future  lies  in  the  broadest  and  best  educa- 
tion for  the  masses. 


READING    ROOM. 

The  Reading  Room  has  been  in  successful  operation  since 
1883  and  has  proved  to  be  an  attractive  and  helpful  resort  to 
many  of  the  citizens  of  this  town  ;  we  wish  many  more 
might  avail  themselves  of  its  privileges  and  benefits.  All  of 
the  leading  magazines  and  papers  of  the  day  can  be  found 
upon  its  tables,  as.  well  as  the  Daily  Congressional  Record/ 
Patent   Office   Report  and   other  reading  matter,  while   its 
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tables  "may  be  used  for  the  reading  or  examination  of  those 
valuable  books  belonging  to  the  library  which  are  not  allowed 
to  be  given  out  for  general  circulation.  Since  the  Reading 
Room  has  been  opened,  78  bound  volumes  of  the  leading 
magazines  upon  its  tables  have  been  given  to  the  Beebe 
Town  Library,  thus  aiding  very  materially  the  work  of  the 
Library  in  supplying  the  best  and  choicest  literature  of  the 
day.  A  list  of  the  periodicals  upon  its  tables  will  be  found 
in  the  report.  The  Trustees  recommend,  that  the  town 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $400  and  the  proceeds  of  dog  tax  for 
the  support  of  the  Library,  and  $175  for  the  support  of  the 
Public  Reading  Room  for  the  ensuing  year.

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Report  of  Catalogue  Committee, 


At  the  annual  Town  Meeting  held  in  April,  the  town 
appropriated  the  sum  of  lour  hundred  and  ninety  dollars  for 
the  preparation  and  printing  of  a  catalogue  for  the  Beebe 
Town  Library,  and  at  a  subsequent  meeting  it  was  voted 
that  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  of  the  mone}^  received 
from  the  sale  of  catalogues,  might  be  used  for  the  same  pur- 
pose, making  six  hundred  and  forty  dollars  at  the  disposal 
of  the  Trustees  for  catalogue  purposes.  Upon  the  organi- 
zation of  the  Trustees  Messrs.  Mitchell,  Place,  Grant  and 
Tyler  were  appointed  a  committee  to  have  charge  of  the 
preparation  and  printing  of  the  work. 

Upon  consulting  persons  whose  business  is  the  prepara- 
tion of  catalogues,  itnvas  found  impossible  to  hire  the  work 
done,  the  preparation  alone  costing  considerable  more  than 
the  town  appropriation,  and  it  was  decided  to  attempt  the 
work  without  professional  assistance,  the  Librarian  and 
others  being  employed  to  do  most  of  the  clerical  work. 
Upon  examination  of  the  system  in  use  it  was  decided  that 
it  would  be  necessary  to  adopt  new  methods  of  classification 
and  numbering,  both  of  which  are  now  familiar  to  all.  The 
library  was  closed  from  the  last  of  June  until  about  the  first 
of  October,  when  it  was  opened  to  the  public  as  fast  as 
advance  sheets  of  the  catalogue  were  received.  The  work 
was  completed  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  committee 
about  January  1st,  1887.  Up  to  the  17th  of  February  one 
hundred  copies  had  been  sold  and  the  proceeds  turned  over 
to  the  Town  Treasurer.  Proposals  were  advertised  for 
printing  the  catalogue,  and  the  work  was  awarded  to  0-  W, 


183 

Eaton,  his  being  the  lowest  bid — one  dollar  and  thirty  eents 
per  page,  including  binding  and  paper  covers. 

During  the  months  of  July  and  August  one  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  committee,  Rev.  R.  D.  Grant,  was  absent  upon 
his  annual  vacation  ;  and  about  September  1st  the  committee 
met  with  an  irreparable  loss,  Dr.  C.  A.  Place  removing 
from  here  to  Med  ford  ;  his  clear  judgment  and  cultivated 
tastes,  and  his  wide  knowledge  of  books  and  literature  rend- 
ering  his  presence  on  the  committee  well  nigh  indispensable. 

After  the  work  was  ready  for  the  printers,  Rev.  R.  D. 
Grant  was  given  charge  of  the  proof  reading,  and  to  his 
earnest  labors  much  of  the  success  of  the  work  is  due.  The 
committee  are  also  greatly  indebted  to  the  Librarian,  Mrs. 
H.  A.  Shepard,  whose  intelligent  co-operation  and  interest 
in  the  work,  together  with  her  assistants,  Miss  Mabelle  W. 
Newman  and  Miss  E.  M.  Tyler,  greatly  aided  in  forwarding 
and  assisting  the  work  of  the  committee. 

While  the  catalogue  is  not  what  the  committee  would 
have  been  glad  to  have  had  it — a  perfect  catalogue — they 
feel  that  considering  the  disadvantages  under  which  they 
labored — their  own  inexperience  and  insufficient  appropria- 
tion to  hire  skilled  labor — they  have  been  fairly  successful 
in  preparing  a  catalogue  that  will  serve  as  a  basis  for  future 
work  in  that  direction. 

Many  of  the  questions  that  were  connected  with  the  com- 
mittee work  are  discussed  in  the  Library  Report  and  need 
no  mention  here.  A  statement  of  expenses  is  appended  to 
this  report,  all  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

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AUDITOKS'  FINAL  STATEMENT. 


During  the  year  ending  Feb.  28,  1387,  the  Selectmen  have 
drawn  874  orders,  amounting  to  $54,038.96,  the  vouchers 
for  which  have  been  examined  monthly.  At  the  close  of  the 
year  we  audited  the  accounts  of  the  Road. and  Park  Com- 
missioners, Trustees  of  Library  and  Reading  Room,  Cata- 
logue and  Fish  Committees,  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  Board 
of  Health  and  Collector  of  Taxes,. aud  found  them  correct 
and  with  proper  vouchers.  The  figures  of  the  above  ac- 
counts showing  the  financial  transactions  of  all  the  town 
departments,  except  the  Treasurer's,  will  be  found  in  our 
report,  (pages  56  to  107).  The  Treasurer's  report  follows, 
(pages  108  to  117)  and  thus  brought  together  we  believe 
they  can  be  more  readily  perused  by  the  voters  than  form- 
erly. We  have  also  examined  the  accounts  of  Thomas  J. 
Skinner,  Treasurer,  verifying  all  the  receipts  and  finding 
proper  vouchers  for  all  payments,  and  we  certify  that  he 
has  a  cash  balance  on  hand  of  $1,431.78,  as  shown  by  his 
report  (page  109).  Our  recommendation  of  last  year  in 
regard  to  the  disbursement  of  money,  being  now  made  by 
the  Selectmen,  (see  their  report  page  123),  wTe  presume 
will  be  adopted  by  the  incoming  "jBoard,  and  need  not  be 
renewed  by  us.  Our  wish,  expressed  a  year  ago,  for  shorter 
department  reports,  has  borne  fruit  in  the  present  smaller 
volume,  which  wTe  think  jwill  reward  a  careful  study  by 
the  voters  of  the  town  and  promote  intelligent  action  in  the 

future.
